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MUNICIPAL REPORT. 


The Council herein submits to the Ratepayers the Annual Report on Public Matters, together with 
the Financial Statement for the year ending December 31, 1913, and Estimates of Revenue and Expenditure 
for 1914. 

Mr. H. De Gray resigned on January 11, owing to his departure from Shanghai, and the vacancy 
was filled by the election of Mr. A. W. Burkill to the Chairmanship, Mr. E. 0. Pearce being elected Vice- 
Chairman. 

Fourteen Ratepayers were nominated for the Council for 1913, and at the Election held in due form on 
January 23 and 24, nine of them were, in accordance with Article XVIII of the Land Regulations, declared 
to have been elected : at their first meeting on March 20, upon the proposal of Mr. Ezra, seconded by 
Mr. Gulland, Mr. Pearce was unanimously elected Chairman ; and upon the proposal of Mr. Pearce, seconded 
by Mr, Clark, Mr. Figge was elected to the Vice Chair. 

The Council resolved itself into Standing Committees as follows :—

WATCH MATTERS. 


REPORT OF OFFICER COMMANDING VOLUNTEER CORPS. 


Strength.—The strength of the Corps on December 31, 1913, was—Active Units: 48 officers, 706 
‘non-commissioned officers and men. Reserve Units: 11 officers, 272 non-commissioned officers and men. 
Total 59 officers, 976 non-commissioned officers and men. On December $1, 1912, it was—Active Units : 
47 officers, 764 non-commissioned officers and men. Reserve Units: 10 officers, 295 non-commissioned 
officers and men. Total 57 officers, 1,059 non-commissioned officers and men. These figures show a 
decrease of—Active Units : 58 non-commissioned officers and men. Reserve Units : 23 non-commissioned 
officers and men. Total decrease of all ranks 81. 

The decrease is largely accounted for by (1) The disbandment of “ A” Company Mounted Rifles 
(24) and the striking off of 20 members of the Light Horse Reserve and 12 Bore Company who did not 
exist. (2) The more careful compilation of returns by Unit Commanders. 288 recruits joined during 
the year and 869 members left the Corps through death, resignation or discharge. 

The following table shows the numbers joining and leaving the Corps by months, with the strength 
at the end of each month, which again shows that the strength has not fallen below 1,000.

L. E. Canning was appointed in his place. 

Sergeant Bugler A. B. Rosenfeld resigned owing to pressure of business on November 1, 1913. His 
loss is regretted as the Buglers improved considerably under him.

Medical Staf—No changes have taken place. Lieut. W. B. Billinghurst’s Commission was renewed 
for a further period of 3 years. 


Light Horse.—In the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 30, 1913, out of a total 
strength of 39, the Squadron had 36 First Class and 3 Second Class Efficients, te. a percentage of 92.30 
First Class Efficients. The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part II 58.86, and Part III 6.70. The Classifi- 
cation was Marksmen 3, First Class Shots 4, Second Class Shots 13, Third Class Shots 4, and 4 not exercised. 
Tt should be noted that no comparison of these figures should be made with other Units as the Light 
Horse fire with carbines. 


The squadron has been lucky in obtaining the services of Captain P. Crighton to command them. 
He was granted a Commission as Captain on November 5, 1913. This gentleman had previously served for 
11 years in the Light Horse also in the Light Horse Reserve, and also for 2 years in the Engineer 
Company. 2nd Lieut. W. J. Ralphs was promoted Lieut. March 26, 1913. He was in command of the 
Squadron until he resigned (November 20) on his departure to Hankow. The loss of his services is 
regretted, 


Sergeant E. H. McMichael was granted a Commission as 2nd Lieut. on January 16, 1913. Sergeant 
Major H. 8. Lindsay was granted a Commission as 2nd Lieut. on December 17, 1913. Trooper 
H. Bell was granted a temporary Commission as 2nd Lieut. to enable him to attend the Cavalry School at 
Netheravon. 


The Light Horse are the winners of the General Efficiency Shield for 1918 with 56 points. This is 
the first Unit to win it from the Artillery, who have held the Shield for the 3 years it has been competed for. 


The total of all ranks of the Squadron on December 31, 1918, was 52. 


Artillery —In the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 30, 1913, out of a total 
strength of 39, the Battery had 88 First Class Efficients and 1 Second Class Efficient, a percentage of 97.43 
First Class Efficients. The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part II 124.73 and Part III 8.71. The 
Classification was Marksmen 21, First Class Shots 7, Second Class Shots 10, and 1 not exercised. 


Captain L. E. Canning on appointment as Corps Staff Officer handed over command of the Battery 
to Lieut. R. W. Davis, the latter being promoted Captain June 4, 1913. 2nd Lieut. F. R. Barry was 
promoted Lieut. December 17, 1913. 


8.V.C. Ponies.—Owing to the Stables at Mohawk Road being required for building purposes, the 
ponies were again stabled at Say Zoong’s Stables on February 1, 1913, On November 1 Say Zoong gave 
notice that, as the stables used by him were coming down, the stables would have to be vacated by 
November 30. Arrangements have been made to lease Maitland’s Stables in Great Western Road monthly 
and the ponies were transferred there on December 1. Five ponies were bought during the year. Two 
ponies were lent to the Corps for a time during the year and have since been returned to their owners, One 
pony was shot, being too ill to be sold by auction, A pony (Portrush) was kindly presented by 
Mr. 8. B. Neill. Four ponies were sold during the year. There are now 22 ponies on charge. 


Tt is much to be deplored that the Battery never has an opportunity to fire shell. The only practice 
it has had was on November 16 at the Point with case shot, 


The total of all ranks of the Battery on December 31, 1913, was 38, 


Maxim Battery —In the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 30, 1918, out of a total 
strength of 29 the Battery had 22 First Class and 6 Second Class Efficients and 2 Non-Efficients, a percen- 
tage of 75.86 First Class Efficients. The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part II 116.80 and Part III 8.38. 
The Classification was Marksmen 12, First Class Shots 8, Second Class Shots 10, Third Class Shot 1 and 3 
not exercised, : 


2nd Lieut. H. E. Middleton was promoted Lieut. December 17, 1918. 2nd Lieut. L. R. Wheen 
resigned on April 17, 1913. 


The Maxim Battery has the credit of being the first to have its name inscribed on the Cup presented 
by Lieut.-Colonel A. A. 8, Barnes for the Annual Competition in April.

This Unit although very efficient is considerably below strength for the number of guns on charge. 
The total of all ranks of the Battery on December 31, 1913, was 30, 

Engineer Company.—tn the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 30, 1913, out of a 
total strength of 29, the Company had 22 First Class Efficients, 4 Second Class Efficients, 1 Recruit and 2 
Non-Efficients, a percentage of 75.86 First Class Efficients. The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part II 
125.03 and Part III 7.87. The Classification was Marksmen 8, First Class Shots 10, Second Class Shots 8, 
and 8 not exercised. 

The Commission of Captain C. H, Godfrey was renewed for a further period of 8 years from 
June 26, 1913. 2nd Lieut. 0. D. Pearson was promoted Lieut. on June 29, 1913. During the absence on 
leave of Captain Godfrey for six months from March 29, 1918, the command of the Company devolved on 
Lieut. Pearson, Lieut. 8. 8. Scllick was granted eight months’ leave from April 28, attended a course 
at the School of Musketry at Hythe, and passed the requisite examination. 

During the year lectures have been delivered on subjects as follows -— 

(1) The duties of the Engineer Company in regard to the 8.V.C. (2) Field Fortifications. 

(83) Barricades and Stockades. (4) Knotting and Lashing. (5) Demolitions. 
and also the Company practised in the following field work :— 
(1) Construction of barricades of various types. (2) Practice in placing and firing explosives. 
(3) Construction of a single sling bridge. 

The total of all ranks of the Company on December 31, 1913, was 42, 

“A” Company Mounted Rifles——Captain R. I. Fearon resigned on March 27,1913. He was placed 
on the Retired List with the rank of Captain from that date. 

2nd Lieut. 8. B. Neill resigned on April 10, 1918. Owing to the resignation of the Officers and the 
majority of the non-commissioned officers it was found impossible to keep this Unit up to strength and 
up to the required standard of efficiency. The Council therefore authorised the disbandment of this Unit 
on April 17, 1913. 

“A” Company.—tIn the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 30, 1913, out of a total 
strength of 93, the Company had 83 First Class Efficients, 5 Second Class Efficients and 5 Non-Efficients, a 
percentage of First Class Efficients of 89.24. The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part IT 103 and Part III 
8.90, the Classification being Marksmen 21, First Class Shots 15, Second Class Shots 38, Third Class 
Shots 6, Recruits 1 and 12 not exercised. 

Lieut. G. Jameson resigned on August 2, 1913, on leaving Shanghai. Colour Sergeant G. M. 
Billings was granted a Commission as 2nd Lieut. on October 22, 1913. 

The total strength of all ranks of the Company on December 31, 1913, was 100. 

“B” Company.—tIn the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 30, 1913, out of a total 
strength of 52, the Company had 89 First Class Efficients, 10 Second Class Efficients, 1 Recruit and 2 Non- 
Efficients, a percentage of First Class Efficients of 75. The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part IT 116.82 
and Part IIT 10.15, the Classification being Marksmen 17, First Class Shots 8, Second Class Shots 18, 
Third Class Shots 2, 1 Recruit and 11 not exercised. 

This Company shows a considerable improvement in Musketry. 

The total strength of all ranks of the Company on December 31, 1913, was 50. 

Customs Company.—In the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 30, 1913, out of a 
total strength of 52, the Company had 48 First Class Efficients, 8 Second Class Efficients, and 1 Non- 
Efficient, a percentage of First Class Efficients of 82.69. The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part IT 
88.78 and Part III 7.25, the Classification being Marksmen 8, First Class Shots 10, Second Class Shots 29, 
and Third Class Shots 10. 

It is to be regretted that Captain D. C. Dick found it necessary to resign command of the Company. 
Since this officer’s resignation Lieut. H. 8. Sweeting, who was promoted Lieut. on December 17, 1913, 
has commanded the Company. Corporal M. Hey was granted a Commission as 2nd Lieut. on March 26, 
1913. 

The total strength of all ranks of the Company on December 31, 1913, was 51. 

German Company.—In the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 30, 1913, out of a 
total strength of 75, the Company had 66 First Class Efficients, 7 Second \Class Efficients, 1 Recruit and

1 Non-Efficient, a percentage of First Class Bfficients of 88.87. The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part IT 
114.18 and Part II, 10.04, the Classification being Marksmen 26, First Class Shots 14, Second Class Shots 
27, Third Class Shots 2, 1 Recruit and 5 not exercised. 

Captain H. Schellhoss was granted nine months’ leave from April 25, 1913, and during this time the 
Company was commanded by 2nd Lieut. W. Kiipper until Mr, W. Matthiius was granted a Commission 
as Lieut. on July 2, 1918. Sergeant Major E. Réhreke was granted a Commission as 2nd Lieut. on 
November 25, 1913. Lieut. H. Steen resigned on April 17, 1913. 

On June 14 there was a torchlight procession in honour of the 25th anniversary of the Kaiser’s 
reign. On the following day a Church Parade was held in the Town Hall and after the Service a parade 
was held on the Bund. At this parade, in addition to the German Company, were sailors from the German 
Men-of-war and the Austrian Cruiser, and a mixed company of the 8.V.C. present. The 8.V.C, Artillery 
fired a salute. The Commander of the S.M.S. “ Nirnberg” reviewed the troops. 

On August 14 there was a dinner in honour of their patron Heinrich, Prinz von Preussen. 

The total strength of all ranks of the Company on December 31, 1913, was 69. 

American Company.—In the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 30, 1918, out of a 
total strength of 53, the Company had 46 First Class Efficients, 5 Second Class Efficients, 1 Recruit and 1 
Non-Efficient, a percentage of First Class Efficients of 86.79. The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part II 
126.01 and Part IIT 9.43, the Classification being Marksmen 23, First Class Shots 11, Second Class Shots 
16, Third Class Shots 2 and 1 not exercised. 

This Company has obtained the Highest Figure of Merit for the Musketry year 1912-18. The 
Company won the Inter-Company Challenge Shield both in June and November, making it the third time 
they have won it. Corporals W. H. Tenney and A. H. Brown were granted Commissions as 2nd Lieut. 
on January 16, 1913. The latter resigned his Commission on November 26, 1913, on leaving Shanghai. 

The customary ceremonies in connexion with Decoration Day were carried out under the auspices 
of the Company at the Bubbling Well Cemetery on May 30, the three volleys being, as usual, fired by the 
Company. ‘There was also present a strong party of Marines and Bluejackets from the U. 8. Ships in port. 

The total strength of all ranks of the Company on December $1, 1913, was 60. 

Portuguese Company.—In the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 30, 1913, out of 
astrength of 80, the Company had 36 First Class Efficients, 85 Second Class Efficients, and 9 Non- 
Efficients, a percentage of First Class Efficients of 45. The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part II 79.79 
and Part IIL 8.04, the Classification being Marksmen 9, First Class Shots 6, Second Class Shots 87, 
Third Class Shots 32, and 6 not exercised. 

Captain J, Nolasco’s Commission was renewed for a further period of three years from June 2, 1918. 
Until his return from leave, the Company was commanded by Lieut. A. M. Diniz. 

The total strength of all ranks of the Company on December 81, 1918, was 66. 

Japanese Company.—In the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 80, 1913, out of a 
strength of 65, the Company had 49 First Class Efficients, and 16 Second Class Efficients, a percentage of 
First Class Efficients of 75.88. The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part II 91.82 and Part III 7.77, the 
Classification being Marksmen 7, First Class Shots 6, Second Class Shots 89, Third Class Shots 5, and 
8 not exercised. 

Captain T. Asano resigned his Commission on leaving Shanghai on February 10, 1918. Since then 
the Company has been commanded by Lieut. 8. Yoshida who was granted a Commission as Lieut. on 
January 7, 1918. 2nd Lieut. 'T. Yamauchi was promoted Lieut. on January 9, 1918. The total 
strength of all ranks of the Company on December 31, 1918, was 68. 

Chinese Company.—In the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 80, 1913, out of a 
strength of 80, the Company had 64 First Class Efficients, 1 Second Class Efficient and 15 Non-Efficients, a 
percentage of First Class Efficients of 80. The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part II 80.95 and Part IIT 
7.57, the Classification being Marksmen 13, First Class Shots 4, Second Class Shots 30, Third Class Shots 
15 and 18 not exercised. 

‘As a mark of appreciation of the services of the Chinese Company since its formation, the Council 
sanctioned members of this Unit (with certain Corps restrictions) retaining possession of their rifles. 

The total strength of all ranks of the Company on December 31, 1913, was 92. 
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Buglers.—In the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 30, 1913, out of a total strength 
of 20, the Buglers had 13 First Class Efficients, 8 Second Class Efficients, 1 Recruit and 3 Non-Efficients, 
a percentage of First Class Efficients of 65. Their Musketry Figure of Merit was Part II 90, their 
Classification being Marksmen 4, First Class Shots 5, Second Class Shots 5,/Third Class Shots 2, 1 Recruit 
and 8 not exercised. 

The total strength of the Buglers on December 31, 1913, was 16. 

Reserve Company.—The question of the large proportion of Non-Etlicients in this Unit is an 
important one. The present system reduces the proportion of Efficients in the Corps considerably. This 
matter was referred to last year and is now engaging my earnest attention. 

The total strength of all ranks of the Company on December 31, 1913, was 115. 

German Reserve.—Captain C. Stepharius’s Commission was renewed for a further period of three years. 

The total strength of this Unit on Deceniber 31, 1913, was 31. 

Light Horse Reserve—The strength of this Unit, still under the command of Captain W. N. Dyer 
on December 31, 1913, was 19 all ranks. 

Tnit Reserves.—These show an increase of 26 as compared to last year. For the year ending April 
30, 1913, out of a total strength of 41 there were 36 Non-Efficient. I hope to submit a report on the whole 
question of the Corps Reserves. 

Artillery Ammunition—At the practice on November 16, at the Point, there was a large percentage 
of “miss and hang” fires, viz., 25°/,. ‘Che cause of this is probably owing to the travelling of the 
cartridges in the limbers. In order to minimise the “travelling” I recommend that the guns when 
taken out for ordinary drill purposes, etc., never carry more than four cartridges per gun. It has 
been recommended, that in view of the cost involved, it is not advisable to change the present igniter to the 
new pattern igniter. A certain amount of cartridges are always kept for emergency use which have not 
been “ travelled,” and these should not have any defects such as missfires. Case shot is not now being 
manufactured and instead of case, shrapnel must be fired with the fuze set at zero. In view of the present 
stock of case being shortly used up at practice, this being the only practice the Artillery can have, it is 
essential that arrangements should be made for the Battery to practice with shrapnel. The only other 
alternative is for a supply of case shot and cartridges to be specially manufactured and, as far as I am able 
to ascertain, this is out of the question as the price is prohibitive. 

General Efficiency Shield—The General Efficiency Shield, inaugurated in 1910, was won in 1913 for 
the first time by the Light Horse.

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The Training.—The system alluded to in the Commandant’s report of 1912 has been carried out 
and appears to work satisfactorily. With the assistance of Sergeant Crocker a Gymnastic Class has been 
commenced and is held twice a week in the Gymnasium. Both elementary and advanced instruction is 
given in physical training. Like all “beginnings” it has started in a small way, the number attending only 
being fair. It is hoped that when Members realize the advantage of this class the numbers will increase 
considerably. 

Annual Efficiency Returns —The Annual Efficiency Return for the Active Units of the Corps for 
the year ended April 30, 1913, shewed 577 First Class and 104 Second Class Efficients, 5 Recruits and 40 
Non-Efficients, a percentage of the first named of 79.47. The percentage for the year ending April 1912 
was 80.09. 

Annual Inspection—The Annual Inspection was made by Major-General 0, A, Anderson, C.B., 
Commanding the British Forces in South China on Thursday, Friday and Saturday, April 17, 18 and 19 
respectively. On the latter day the formal Inspection Parade took place on the Polo Ground, the numbers 
on parade being :—

This represents a percentage of 92.17 of the Active Units. At the Inspection Parade of 1912, 739 
of all ranks were present. On Thursday evening “A,” “B,” and the Maxim Battery were turned out 
without warning to parade at their Mobilisation Headquarters. All three Companies acquitted themselves 
with credit. All the Companies were seen at Drill. The formal inspection of the Corps took place on the 
Saturday, the various Units being drawn up in line, after which the March Past in column and quarter- 
column was carried out. ‘The Mounted Units in addition going past at the “Trot” and ‘ Gallop,” after 
which the Inspecting Officer addressed the Corps. ‘The Inspecting Officer also inspected the Corps 
Headquarters and the Rifle Range. 

Altendance at Corps Parades.—The following figures shew the average percentages of the Active Units 
attending Corps Parades during the year, inclusive of the Inspection Parade on April 19. The average for 
all Units is 62, as against 61 for 1912, shewing an improvement. Decimals are omitted, but where two or 
more Units shew the same percentage their order is determined by the decimals in each case. Where the 
decimal is over .5 the next higher whole number is shown, and where it is under that figure it is ignored. 
The figures in brackets shew the averages for 1912.

In the early morning the Units worked independently under Unit Commanders and in the forenoon and 
afternoon the Units acted in combination, except the Engineer Company which devoted most of its time to 
work of a technical nature. An “Alarm” parade was held by the Commandant on one night. Manceuvring 
was impeded by the advanced state of the crops. The Commandant inspected the Camp on Easter 
Sunday: a Church Parade was held on the same day and in the afternoon of Monday very successful 
impromptu sports were held on the Haiphong Road. ‘The various Units marched to the Race Course after 
the Sports and were dismissed. The Light Horse held their Camp on the above dates at the Rifle Range. 
The attendance in camp was good. One Officer and one Medical Officer and 82 non-commissioned 
officers and men. The Unit was practised in both dismounted and mounted drills, working in both close 
and open order, together with physical drill, carbine and sword exercises, which were satisfactorily carried 
out. No time was wasted, the men put in some 15 drills and their Annual Carbine Meeting and also a Gymk- 
hana. The weather was on the whole wet and trying. “B” Company under Captain H. R. H. Thomas 
went into Camp at the Rifle Range from November 8 to November 12 inclusive. Most of the time was 
devoted to the Annual Course of Musketry and Company Annual Meeting, but drills and instruction in 
Guard Duties and physical training were carried out. The Commandant inspected the Camp and the Members 
at work on Monday and Wednesday, November 10 and 12. The members of this Company showed great 
interest and keenness in their work. The strength in Camp was 3 Officers and 27 non-commissioned 
officers and men. 

The Portuguese Company held a Camp at the Rifle Range from April 11 to 14. Very little 
time was devoted to Musketry. The Camp was well attended, the average being 68 of all ranks. The 
duties were performed in a most satisfactory manner. 

Musketry Training. —With reference to the Commandant’s remarks in last year’s report re “ removing 
the butt of the rifle from the shoulder” in rapid shooting, this point still requires attention. The “uses of 
cover” with the rifle do not appear to be fully appreciated. A circular with regard to this has been issued 
to all Unit Commanders. 

Rifle Range-—The New Rifle Range was formally opened on January 7, 1918, by the Chairman 
of the Council (Mr. Harry De Gray). With the exception of its environments it is a very good and 
up-to-date range. It was found necessary to close the Range most of December, and it will be necessary to 
close it most of January and February for the repair of the stop-butt, owing to the lack of binding of the 
earthwork, A ricochet arrester will be placed on the top of the butt with a view to minimising danger 
behind the butts. A new entrance and road for vehicles is being made from the North Szechuen Road Ex- 
tension on the West side of the Range. The old entrance on the South, and road on the Hast side of the 
Range is to remain open at all times during the day for pedestrians, ricshas, etc. 

Short Rifles—The 150 rifles referred to in the last report have arrived and been issued. 

Annual Rifle Meeting—The Annual Rifle Meeting took place between October 15 and 28. There 
were 219 competitors as against 215 last year and 178 the year before. ‘These numbers show a steady 
increase. The General Rules were practically the same as last year. 

The Gold, Silver and Bronze Crosses were awarded to Private C. Luthy, Reserve Company (Class I), 
Lance Corporal N. Abe, Japanese Company (Class II) and Lance Corporal T, Nagaike, Japanese Company 
(Class II). It will be noticed that this year the various Crosses did not all fall to men of Olass I, The 
Municipal Challenge Cup was won by Private W. T’. Bowen, “A” Company. 

For the Ladies’ Prize it is regretted that there was a decrease in the number of entries, notwithstanding 
that the number of Prizes were doubled. Corporal Collaco’s performance of 11 shots in 30 seconds was 
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excellent, but he failed to beat the record score made by Sergeant Busch of the German Company last: 
year under similar conditions. 

Private Dowie’s, “B” Company, “possible” of last year remains unequalled. The shooting 
throughout the Meeting was good. The weather was also good. The following table shows the actual 
number of competitors and prizes won per Unit :—

In April The Barnes’s Cup was won by the Maxim Company. This Cup was presented by Lieut.- 
Colonel A. A. 8. Barnes for competition annually in the month of April, under conditions published in 
Corps Orders of March 5, 1913. 

The Inter-Company Challenge Shield was first competed for in May 1889 and has been won

Lquipment.—The equipment throughout the Corps is generally in a serviceable condition with the 
exception of the Carbines of the Light Horse ; the re-arming of this Unit is under consideration. 
¥ Mobilization of the Corps—The Corps was mobilized on July 23, 1918, owing to local dis- 
turbances in connexion with the revolt in China. The diary of events and despatches appended show the 
arduous nature of the duties which the Corps had to perform.y The letter from the Chairman of the 
Council shows the Community’s appreciation of services rendered by the Volunteers. 

The offer of services from certain British Territorial Officers and The Legion of Frontiersmen, 
although they were found not to be required, was much appreciated by the Commandant. The services 
with the Corps rendered by the Shanghai Boy Scouts were a great help. Mr. Fitaroy Lloyd placed himself 
and his motor car at the disposal of the Commandant at a very critical time, thereby rendering a great 
service. Mr. Trenchard Davis also rendered great assistance by the loan of his car. The Oriental 
Automobile Company kindly offered a car for use and several members of the Corps also rendered great 
assistance by the use of their cars for Corps purposes, Past officers and members of the Corps, and 
members of the Community, freely offered assistance which was in some cases accepted, The thanks of 
the Corps are tendered to all those who so kindly distributed refreshments, 
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The following diary of events and two despatches with regard to the corps during the local 
disturbance in July was compiled by Lieut.-Colonel A. A. 8. Barnes. 


July 23.—At 8.22 a.m. I received orders from Colonel Bruce to turn out the Corps to man thelr Mobilisation stations, 
owing to the attack on the Arsenal having begun. The Corps responded with such remarkable promptitude that by 5 a.m, 
Units were all practically in position, while in addition, one Maxim gun was stationed at the Bund Bridge, one at Chekiang 
Road, and one at Yunnan Road Bridge. +» + 


About 5 a.m. I sent Captain Canning to the contractor to arrange for coffee, ete., to be distributed to the Units on 
duty in the Central District, the Light Horse, Customs, Portuguese, and Japanese Companies making their own arrangements, 
The coffee, etc., was served out by 7 a.m, 


4 By 6.30 a.m. the Light Horse had patrolled that portion of the Western District bordering on the French Concession. 
I saw Lieut. Ralphs and gave him instructions to use his own initiative with a view to stopping any attempt to break into 
the Settlement in the Western District. » 


At 7.15 a.m, I dismissed the American Company. * 


‘At 10 a.m,, anticipating that the Corps would be on duty for the rest of the day, T made arrangements for the men's 
midday meal as under:— 

At the Race Club: Light Horse. 

At the Central Police Station : 8. V. Artillery, Maxims (one gun), Engineer Co. and German Co. 

At Louza Police Station : “A” Co. “B” Co., and Maxims (two guns.) 

At the Customs’ Club ; Customs Co. 

At the Portuguese Club: Portuguese Co, 

At the Japanese Club ; Japanese Oo, 

At the 8. V. C. Headquarters : Chinese Co, 


+ During the forenoon Unit Commanders were authorised to allow such of their men as might be required to attend to 
their businesses on the understanding that they went and came armed and in uniform, 
+ ‘At 12 noon I received an offer of the services of the Shanghai Boy Scouts for carrying messages, etc., from Cap- 


tain D'Oliveyra. + 

At 8.15 p.m,, seeing that there was every probability of dinners being required for the men, I made such arrangements 
as were possible on the same general lines as at midday, except that “A” Company and two guns’ crews of the Maxims 
were accommodated in the Town Hall, owing to the lack of room at Louza Polico Station, A good deal of discomfort was 
undergone by some of the men, by reason of irregular and inadequate meal, but it was, in most cases, borne 
with their usual cheerfulness. There will, we know, be always grumblers everywhere, the loudest being those doing 
the least work. 

4. At 4.15 p.m. about 20 Boy Scouts arrived and were divided into three parties ; one at Headquarters, one at the Town 
Hall, and one at the British Consular Gaol, by 

About the same time the Engineer Company was sent to relieve as many of “A” Company as possible for a 
few hours. 

At 4.20 p.m. I received orders from Colonel Bruce to detach one Company to the Tramway Sheds in Hart Road to 
watch the southern boundary of the Western District in conjunction with the Light Horse patrols, For this duty I detailed 
the American Company, ordering them to be in position by 6 p.m. and to have their evening meal before parading. I com- 
municated with the General Manager of the Tramway Company shortly after, and he very kindly arranged refreshments 
for the Company during the night. The officer commanding the Light Horse was also informed of this movement, and the 
two Units were in constant touch throughout the night, 

About 5 p.m. I visited the Customs, Portuguese, and Japanese Companies and instructed the two latter to withdraw 
all but two men on each of their bridges. 

The Portuguese Company was authorised to call out their Reserves and Sportemen’s Section for night work, 

Orders were also issued for the Japanese Company to reinforce the party of the Customs Company at North Honan 
Road if required. 

+ About 6 p.m. Mr. Yu Ya-ching arrived in my office and asked if arrangements could be made for some 2,000 Nantao 

Volunteers to give up their arms and come into the Settlement. I sent Lieut. Saker with him to the French Police to see 
if the matter could be arranged with them. About 6.45 p.m, they returned with the intimation that the French Police 
“would not take their arms from them, but required that they should leave them in the City and come in unarmed, Realis- 
ing the danger likely to arise from a large number of rifles being left ownerless in the City, I arranged for the men to be 
brought by launch to the jetty opposite the Shenghai Club and there disarmed as they landed. For this purpose the 
Chinese Company was despatched to the Bund Bridge, but after « considerable time it was intimated that the Nantao 
merchants would not allow their Volunteers to leave them, and about 9 p.m. the Chinese Company was withdrawn. 
4 July 24—At 7.20 am, I issued orders for all Units to be withdrawn, but to stand by ready to turn out at 
short notice if required. Those who were able to do so were told to go to their offices and other places of business 
fully armed and equipped, and those who were not able were instructed to have their uniforms, arms, and equip- 
ment handy. 

On this occasion it will be seen that the whole of the Active Units of the Corps had been on continuous duty 
for over 24 hours, 
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» At 6.45 p.m, I received orders from Colonel Bruce to hold the line of the Soochow Creek about the Markham Road 
Bridge with two guns and two Companies, with the Light Horse patrolling the roads in the vicinity and keeping up proper 
communication. For this duty I detailed the Portuguese and Japanese Companies. » 

» At 7.15 p.m, the Light Horse reported that they were awaiting orders, at 7.24 p.m. one gun left headquarters and the 
other at 8.15 p.m, At 8 p.m. the Japanese Company arrived at Markham Road Bridge, followed by the Portuguese at 8.20. 4 

y July 25.—At 3.40 a.m; the two guns, under 2nd Lieut, Barry, returned to headquarters having been relieved by the 
other two under Capt. Davis, and at 6 a.m. the entire party was withdrawn. » + 

At 9.30 p.m, two guns and the Chinese Company were posted in the same position, as on the previous night, about 
Markham Road Bridge, the patrol work being carried on, till 11 p.m., by the Light Horse Reserve. + 

» At10 p.m. “A” and the German Companies were placed in their mobilisation positions on the Yangkingpang. 

<P July 26.—At 3.25 a.m, the party of the German Company on duty at the Bund Bridge reported heavy firing along 
the French Bund. As this firing increased and appeared to be coming nearer I sent one gun to the Bund Bridge, and called 
out the Maxims and “B” Company, the former being sent to the Bund, Chekiang oad and Yunnan Road bridges as before, 
and the latter being kept in reserve at Headquarters. * : 

About 4 a.m. I visited the various posts and found all correct. The firing having ceased for some time Units were 
dismissed at 6 a.m. 

» A Corps Order was issued this day embodying all Unit Reserves and ordering the members to duty with their Units, 
the German Reserve Company being attached for duty to the German Company. » 

* At9 p.m, the Customs Company was placed on duty at the Customs Club, the American Company at the Tramway 
Shed in Hart Road, and the Engineer Company in the Municipal Compound. * 

y July 27.—The Light Horse, 8. V. Artillery, Engineers, Customs, American, and Chinese Companies took part 

in the preliminary operations for the occupation of Chapei, the details of which will be found published in No. 800 

of the Municipal Gazette, dated July 31, being reinforced in the forenoon by the Portuguese and Japanese 
Companies. 

July 28.—The arms and ammunition found in the Wuchow Guild the previous day were brought into the Settlement 
about 5 p.m., the details being found in the issue of the Municipal Gazette above quoted. 

About 7 p.m. in consequence of a communication from Captain Grayrigge us to the physical condition of his men, 
I found it imperative to reinforce the few men of the Chinese Company available for duty at the Chapei Central Police 
Station. For this purpose I detailed “B” Company, but, being unable to get into communication readily with the officer 
commanding that Company, I called out Major Pilcher and 50 men of “A" Company, who had been standing by through. 
out the day, and of whom 20 had accompanied me into Chapei that afternoon. 

At the same time, a guard of one non-commissioner officer and six men of the German Company was. mounted at 
Headquarters, 

During this day the Chinese Company had been on duty at the Chapei Central Police Station anda party of the 
Portuguese Company at the Police Station on North Honan Road Extension. 

July 29.—The above parties, namely “A” Company and some ten men of the Chinese Company at the Chapei 
Central Station, and the party of the Portuguese Company at the North Honan Road Extension Station, were withdrawn 
between 5 and 6 am., their withdrawal marking the end of the occupation so far as the 8. V. ©. is concerned,” 
Major Pilcher and Lieut. Diniz both reported ull quiet, and the Chapei Police and residents generally apparently 
quite friendly. 

Owing to the intense heat 1 authorised the issue, as a temporary measure, of helmets to the Japanese Company. 

At 1.20 p.m. Colonel Bruce telephoned that Captain Barrett had been fired on at the North Honan Road Extension 
Police Station, and at 1.26 p.m. I ordered the Light Horse, the 8. V. Artillery, and the German Company to parade us soon 
as possible, followed, an hour later, by the Maxims and Reserve Company. 

At 246 p.m. Mr, Mackinnon called and asked me for the loan of the P. W. D. motor-car placed at my disposal, 
there being none other available, for a visit to Chapei, and for two Volunteers in plain clothes. I gave him the motor-car 
but not the Volunteers. Thereupon, I telephoned to Mr. Fitzroy Lloyd to bring his car, which he had previously offered. 
He did so promptly and was with Captain Cauning and myself throughout the subsequent events, 

At 4.45 p.m, Mr, Mackinnon returned and asked for five Volunteers to guard the house of a Chinese called How, near 
the Commercial Press in North Honan Road Extension. I refused. 

At 5 p.m. Colonel Bruce arrived and gave orders for a Troop of the Light Horse and two guns, S.V.A,, to proceed at 
once to Markham Road Bridge where he would meet them in person. - He also ordered me to patrol the North Honan Road 
Extension as far us the Chapei Police Station, and beyond if 1 thought necessary, with the remainder of those Units of 
the Corps which had paraded earlier in the afternoon. With this column, and about one dozen Shanghai Boy Scout 
Cyclists, I left Headquarters at 5.10 p.m., the subsequent proceedings being as detailed in my Report of July 80, published 
in the “ Municipal Gazette” of August 7, Finding Mr. Mackinnon in the vicinity of the Commercial Press on our arrival 
there I availed myself of his services as interpreter in the subsequent negotiations. 

* This party returned to Headquarters and was dismissed about 7.45 p.m., the Markham Road detachments having 
returned some time previously. 

July 30.—All was quiet so far as the S. V. C. was concerned. 

July 31.—Captain Dick came to see me with reference to the Customs Company being employed in Chapei, and, 
while giving him to understand that I could make no promises which military exigencies might compel me to break, I told 
him that his Company would not be sent into Chapei except on emergency. 
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Through all these operations I have been much impressed with the keenness and anxiety of all ranks to be detailed 
for duty of some kind. There has been no signs of any hanging back, but, on the contrary, the difficulty has been to find 
work for all those willing and anxious to be utilised. It has been my endeavour to divide the work equally among all 
Units, and if some have had more exciting times than others this has been the result of unforeseen circumstances which have 
forced upon us action which we could not anticipate. 

To return briefly to the question of rationing the men. There is no doubt that this should in future be undertaken, 
as a rule, by Units themselves, with such assistance as they may need from the Staff. 

Under circumstances such as obtained during this period there is no other feasible course. Units were sent to various 
points and on such yarious duties that it was quite impossible to foresee, or even to guess, where they would eventually 
arrive, or how long they would be required. These conditions so handicapped the Corps Staff that the only remedy was to 
hand the whole arrangements over to Unit Commanders, who know where their men are, how many they are, and have the~ 
best chance of knowing how long their services are likely to be required. With the same numbers of men, always in the 
same positions for the same periods, things would be far simpler, but in view of the ubiquity of the Corps for a few days 3 
and the uncertainty of anyone’s movements the discomforts and inconvenience involved might have been far greater,

Shanghai, July 28, 1913. 

§1k,—I have the honour to report as follows with regard to the operations of yesterday at the taking over of the 
police stations at Chapei :— 

(2). At 6 a.m. with the Light Horse, numbering 2 officers and 38 others under Lieutenant Ralphs, and the 8,V. 
Artillery, under Captain Davis, I paraded at the Race Club and proceeded to the Markham Road Bridge. At the corner of 
Carter and Bubbling Well Roads we were joined by the American Company, 3 officers and 40 others under command of 
Captain Sauer. This Company had been on duty at the Car Shed, Hart Road, during the night and 1 had ordered them to 
where we met them in case their services should be required. At Markham Road Bridge the party was further strengthen- 
ed by the Chinese Company, 3 officers and 78 others, under Captain Grayrigge. 

(3) Crossing the Markham Road Bridge the mounted portion of the party, with the exception of two guns which 
took up a pesition on the Markham Road, proceeded unopposed to the Chapei central station where it had been arranged 
that a deputation of the leading residents of Chapei should meet yourself for the purpose of handing over Chapei 
District. 

(4) In the meantime I had taken steps to keep open the road from Markham Road Bridge to the central police 
station by means of the Chinese and American Companies. 

(6) Finding that the deputation of Chinese residents had not arrived, you decided to push on through Chapei 
District to North Honan Road Extension and I ordered up the American Company to take charge of the central 
station. - 

(6) On arriving at the junction of Range and North Honan Roads, we were met by the Engineer Company under 
Lieut. Pearson, 26 strong and the Customs Company under Captain Dick, 44 strong. 

(7) On arriving at the North Honan Road police station, we took it over without opposition and posted a party of 
ten men of the Customs Company under Lieut. Hey. 

(8) From thence we turned southwards to about 100 yards north of the Railway Crossing on North Honan Road 
Extension where we turned West towards the Nantai Guild, General Chen Chi-mei's headquarters. 

(9) In an open space just North of the Shanghai-Nanking Railway Compound, the two guns of the Artillery came 
into action and at the Nantai Guild, the remainder of the Customs Company under Captain Dick were placed with a view 
to masking the Rebel Troops actually on guard there to the number of about 50, 

(10) About 600 yards north-west there is a strongly built Guild house on which the party consisting of the Light 
Horse and Engineer Companies now advanced. This was found to contain about 260 Rebel Infantry and Artillery with 
six 7.5 centimeter Q.-F, Krupp guns, firing a common shell of 12 or 12} pounds weight, sighted up to 5,000 yards, and about 
200 rifles. Acting under your instructions, all the entrances were guarded and sentries were placed at various points about 
the building. The Rebel soldiers were now ordered to lay down their arms, take off their accoutrements and uniforms and 
leave the building. Orders being given to the sentries to allow any one to go out unarmed but to allow no one to 
return, 4 

(11) At this juncture, as there appeared to be some reluctance on the part of the Rebels to Jay down their 
arms, I, with your permission, returned with Captain Canning and Q.M.S, Wilkins to the Customs Company. 

(12) I placed one gun in position to cover your operations and retirement if necessary, leaving the other covering 
Chen Chi-mei’s headquarters. The Customs Company were placed in position in a square tower belonging to the Tabaqueria 
Filipina Cigar Factory with the same object in view. This was about 9 a.m, s 

(18) Shortly afterwards I sent Q.M.S, Wilkins to the Shanghai-Nanking Railway Station to order out the Portuguese 
and Japanese Companies and about the same time you sent for Captain Canning and instructed him to ask for 50 Japanese 
sailors to garrison the building. About 10.30 these parties arrived simultaneously and the building was handed over 
to the Japanese Naval Officer and Lieut, Yoshida, commanding the Japanese Company, the other Volunteers being 
withdrawn, 
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(14) Accompanied by the Light Horse we then returned through Chapei past the Central police station and returned 
to the Race Club about 12 noon. 

(15) About 1 p.m. 1 was informed by the Japanese Company that all the Japanese sailors except 10 had been 
withdrawn and about 2.30 I was informed that these ten men had also been withdrawn, The Japanese Company thus 
remained in sole charge of the building where they still remain (12 noon), 

(16) At 6 p.m. the American Company was relieved at the Central police station by 30 men of the Chinese Company 
to which Company the duty of occupying this post has been handed over. 

(17) At the same hour, the ten men of the Customs Company at the North Honan Road police station were relieved 
by the Portuguese Company to whom the duty of occupying that post has also been handed over, 

(18) Between 5.30 and 7.30 p.m, yesterday, I visited the posts and all seemed quiet.

S1r,—In continuation of my Report of yesterday, on the subject of the taking over of Chapei, I have the honour to 
report that I yesterday afternoon, escorted by Lieut, Brand and 20 men of “A” Company S8.V.C., proceeded to the 
Wuchang Guild and removed the arms, ammunition, ete, taken from the Chinese rebel troops on the 27th instant, at the 


same time withdrawing the Japanese Company from the post. The whole operation was complete by 5 p.m,

Correspondence with Lieut.-Colonel Barnes, Commandant 8.V.C., with regard to the recent services 
of the Corps :— 
Council Room, Shanghai, August 18, 1913. 

Sim,—The re-embarkation of the naval landing parties yesterday morning marks the termination of the period of 
local disturbance. Continued military operations in Central China still preclude the resumption of the ordinary business 
life of the Community, but the Council has reason to believe that for the present at all events the condition of the Settle- 
ment from the point of view of defence may be regarded as normal, 

In these circumstance it is fitting that I convey to you, and through you to the officers, non-commissioned officers 
and men of the Shanghai Volunteer Corps, the Community's sense of obligation for service rendered since the first 
mobilisation on July 23. 

The history of the Corps and its record have led the Council to assume that a prompt response will be made by the 
Corps when called out for active duty, and the present occasion, no exception to the rule, has been marked also by some 
hardship, unquestioning discipline and good feeling throughout. 
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It is therefore the Council’s desire that you will communicate to all ranks a general recognition of excellent work. 
I avail myself also of the opportunity to express to yourself our appreciation of the part you have played in bringing 
the Corps to its present high state of efficiency.

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ANNUAL INSPECTION OF THE CORPS. , 


The Report of Major-General C. A. Anderson, 0.B., commanding the Troops in South China, upon 
his Inspection of the Corps was forwarded to the Council in May :— 


REPORT ON THE INSPECTION OF THE SHANGHAI VOLUNTEER CORPS 
HELD ON APRIL 17, 18 AND 19, 1913. 


My Inspection of the Corps confirms me in the good opinion which I formed of their utility in April, 1911. The 
smooth manner in which the different nationalities comprising the Corps work together for a common object, viz., the 
maintenance of order and security in an International Settlement in times of internal disorder, reflects the greatest credit 
on the Commandant, Lieut.-Colonel Barnes, the Officers of the Corps and on the Permanent Staff. It also shows 
forth the good judgment and tactfulness of the Commandant. The physique of the Corps generally is good and a fine 
spirit of readiness for duty prevails, The Officers are a practical and public-spirited body of men alive to their responsibili- 
ties and full of keenness, The interior economy of the Corps is satisfactory and the equipment practical. 

The arrangements now made for storage of ammunition are in accordance with my recommendations of April, 1911, 
and are satisfactory, as also those for periodical inspection of the cordite cartridges of the Artillery. 

The supply of small arm ammunition is well maintained, 

The training of the Corps has evidently been carried out in a useful manner and points referred to in my Report of 
1911 and in that of Colonel St. John in 1912 have received attention. 

Musketry is satisfactory and the course a practical one. 

Construction of barricades has received attention. 

The surprise turn-out of a large portion of the Corps on the night of April 17 showed that a large percentage of the 
Corps can be expected to be distributed in position on their Mobilization Posts in three-quarters of an hour from hour of 
issue of the call, even at night, and that all ranks cheerfully quit places of entertainment to take up their posts, 

The Defence Scheme of the Corps gives a good groundwork on which to base a defence of the Settlement by such 
reinforcements as might be landed from the war vessels of different nations in the event of trouble threatening the security 
and order of the International Settlement, Mutual agreement between the Commanders of the various nationalities 
would, however, be essential to successful action. 

The Inspection Parade of the Corps on April 19 showed over 92 per cent, of the active portion of the Corps on parade 
and about 50 per cent, of the Reserve Company. 

All arms looked soldierlike ; the men handled their arms smartly and marched past extremely well. The Reserve 
Company showed very well and went by in good style. The Chinese Company has improved considerably since 1 raw 
them two years ago, 

There are two points to which I would draw the attention of the Municipality :— 

First; that sight should not be lost of the need for practice from the guns of the Artillery. The time is not a very 
propitious one to again raise the question, but while guns are maintained as part of the Corps, annual practice from them is 
necessary in order to maintain efficiency, 

Secondly : the question of the doubtful eafety of the Rifle Range. This matter is accentuated by the fact that the new 
road to the Chinese Race Course runs behind the butts in prolongation of the direction of fire from the range at the 
targets. 

It appears to me that the face of the butt might with advantage be built on to, so that it may rise at the steepest 
slope at which the earth will stand from a point close to the back of the target galleries instead of rising as it at present 
does from a considerable distance behind them. As the butt is constructed of soft earth only, I do not think that any 
serious inconvenience would arise from such a proceeding, although it is not in accordance with the Musketry Regulations 
which name 20 feet behind as the correct distance. Such a thickening of the butt would give a possibility of basing an 
upright wall on top of the butt, thus materially increasing its height and thereby its efficiency as a stop butt against 
ricochets. The question, however, is one requiring consideration by experts in the construction of Ranges and I would 
advise, as already communicated by me to the Chairman of the Municipality, that plans, sections and elevations to scale be 
sent to the Commandant, School of Musketry, at Hythe, with a full statement of the local conditions and the impossibility 
of getting a naturally safe range at Shanghai owing to the very level nature of the country and the fact that the prohibitive 
price of land forbids the acquirement of a safety area in rear of the butts,and that he beasked to advise as to the steps to be 
taken in the matter, The technical knowledge of the Commandant, Shanghai Volunteer Corps, should be utilized in pre- 
paring the forwarding letter. In the meantime shooting on the range must be governed by the strictest rules, and on no 
account should any firing take place (as I am informed once occurred) at targets placed elsewhere than in the proper target 
galleries. It would be advisable to establish a careful watch from the shelter nearest to the butts with a view of observing 
whether shots striking the mantlet ricochet into the butt or not, 
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I cannot imagine that any large number of those low shots which strike the top of the mantlet (instead of the target 
aimed at) can ricochet over the butt, though some probably do so. If possible, practice should be carried out at hours when 
the road behind the butts is not much used.

The extended appointment of Lieut.-Colonel Barnes as Commandant expired on October 16, and 
as a result of the following correspondence with the War Office, Major R. N. Bray, West Riding Regiment, 
was selected by the Army Council to succeed him. Major Bray arrived on October 18 and assumed com- 
mand of the Corps on October 17. 

Council Room, Shanghai, February 3, 1913, 

Sin,—With reference to the Council's letter of June 17, 1911, and to the War Office reply No, 083/4633 (M.S. 3) 
I have the honour to inform you that the extended appointment of Major (local Lieut.-Colonel) A, A. 8, Barnes, 
The Wiltshire Regiment, as Commandant of the Shanghai Volunteer Corps will expire on October 16, 1913. 

Under these circumstances I have the honour to request that an officer may be seconded to fill the post of Com- 
mandant in succession to Colonel Barnes. It is the Council’s hope that every endeavour may be made that he shall 
arrive in Shanghai in the middle of October so that the Corps may not be left without a professional officer in command, 
The emoluments which attach to this post are set out in the letter of my predecessor to the Under Secretary of State, dated 
July 21, 1908, and remain the same with the exception that the officer will be in receipt of additional pay in lieu of fuel, 
light, and carriage. 

A modification in the nature of the appointment consists in the fact that after this year the head of the Police Force 
will perhaps not be an officer in H. M, Service, and thus the supreme command of the Defence Forces of the Settlement 
may, in the event of civil disturbance, devolve upon the oflicer whom you select, 

I have the honour to enclose herewith copies of the Municipal Reports for the years 1910 aud 1911 for your informa- 
tion as to the general status and composition of the Corps, with a copy of the Regulations which govern it, and a statement 
of the terms of the appointment. 

The Council's London Agents, Messrs, John Pook & Co,, 63 Leadenhall Street, London, E. ©., will be at your service 
as heretofore in connexion with the selected officer’s passage to Shanghai, and will afford him any necessary further 
information in regard to his appointment. 

In conclusion I have the honour to convey to you an expression of the Council's recognition of the value of Colonel 
Barnes’ work during the period of hiscommand. Since his appointment the Corps has increased in strength from 991 to 
its present total of 1116, while, in successive Annual Reports, the Inspecting Officer has voiced his high opinion of the 
standard of efficiency which has been attained. I have the honour to express the hope that the Council’s very high sense 
of appreciation of Colonel Barnes’ services may be duly recorded at the War Office.

Stn,—With reference to your letter dated May 21, 1913, relating to the Shanghai Municipal Council's proposal 
to issue to Lieut.-Colonel Barnes’ successors in the appointment of Commandant, Shanghai Volunteers, four months’ 
full pay in liew of leave at the conclusion of the officer's tenure as Commandant, Shanghai Voluuteers, I am commanded 
by the Army Council to inform you that in their opinion the proposal of your Council is inadequate ; and they consider 
that leave on full pay should be granted within the limits of the appointment. 

2, The Army Council trust, moreover, that your Council will reconsider their refusal to grant to Lieut,-Colonel 
Barnes some period of leave before the expiration of his appointment, 

3. As soon as these points are settled the Army Council will be prepared to take steps to appoint a successor to 
Lieut.-Colonel Barnes, the present Commandant, whose extended appointment will terminate on October 16 of the 
current year,

The following extract from a letter from Mr. F. Anderson to the Council sets forth the actual terms 
of leave accordingly :— 


1 have agreed with the War Office that the terms of leave will be as follows :— 

“61 days ordinary or sick leave per annum on full pay : to accumulate, if not taken, but not beyond 8 years, up to 
a limit for any one period of leave of 4 months during first three years of appointment and of 6 months during 4th or 
5th year, 

“ For the purpose of this calculation the year in which the leave is taken may be included, 

“ Any absence from Shanghai exceeding 72 hours to count as leave,” 

The terms are the same as those which prevail in the British Army for service in China. The maximum leave which 
could be taken in a 3 years’ engagement would be four months if accumulated, or 6 months if taken annually j ina 5d years’ 
eugagement the maximum leave would be nine months if accumulated, or ten months if taken annually. 

‘The War Office makes a point of counting leave within the period of the appointment. 


In response to a formal application by the Council the Military Authorities in Hongkong notified the 
receipt of a letter from the War Office on the subject of the grant of local rank of Lieut.-Colonel to 
Major Bray, while acting as Commandant :—

Sir,—With regard to the recent termination of Major (local Lieut.-Colonel) A. A. S. Barnes’ services as Com- 
mandant of the Shanghai Volunteer Corps, and to the arrival of Major R. N, Bray to replace him, I have the honour to 
inform you of the Council's wish that the latter officer may also be given the local rank of Lieut.-Colonel. 
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The grounds for this application are identical with those which resulted in the Council's request that this rank be 
granted on two former occasions. The character of the Corps renders this measure highly desirable, the grounds therefor 
being set out in correspondence between the Council and your predecessor in office during 1903, 

I trust that the Council’s wish will accordingly be supported by your recommendation.

The proposal contained in the following Report by the Commandant as to the retention by 
the Chinese Company of their arms was sanctioned by the Council :— 


Shanghai, August 26, 1913, 

S1n,—In continuation of the correspondence which terminated with your note of March 8, 1912, I have the honour 
once more to bring before the Council the question of the members of the Chinese Company as a whole being permitted to 
retain their rifles in their own possession. 

The arguments which I brought forward in my letter of March 5, 1912, still hold good, and there is, in addition, 
the fact that throughout the recent disturbances, as far as concerned their duties in the defence of the Settlement, the 
Chinese Company bore their part extremely well, proving, for the third time, their loyalty to their obligations, 

In the event of this recommendation meeting with the approval of the Council, I would once more bring forward 
the rules under which this permission might be granted :— 

(a) No member to carry his rifle in public except in uniform, and going to or returning from parade or the Range. 

(6) Only members residing in the Settlements to be allowed to retain their rifles, 

(c) A monthly parade to be held at which all rifles are to be inspected, Those unable to attend this Parade to 
take their rifles to the Orderly Room for inspection the following morning. 

(@_ Members leaving Shanghai for any period exceeding one day must leave their rifles in the Corps Armoury. 

(€) Only members of one year’s efficiency, and over, will be allowed to retain their rifles, 

Cf) It shall rest with the Commandant, on the recommendation of the Unit Commander, to withhold the issue 
of his rifle from any member who is found to habitually neglect it, or who lives in a part of the Settlement considered 


liable to disorder,

I have the honour to submit the Annual Report on the general working of the Brigade for the year 
1918. The Strength of the Brigade on December 31, Volunteer Members, Officers and Firemen is 59,

Service Medal having completed 8 years’ efficient duty in the Brigade, ’ 

Fires.—The number of calls to fires, or supposed fires, during the year was 130 (an increase of 15 as 
compared with the calls during 1912), of these calls, 97 proved to be fires on assessed property within the 
Settlement ; one, a fire on half rated property ; 30, fires outside limits and 2 false alarms. 

The total loss on property within the Settlement is estimated at T'ls. 724,465 (a decrease of over 
Tis. 250,000 on that of the year 1912) ; of this loss Tls. 611,620 was on Foreign Buildings, the Ewo Cotton 
Mill fire accounting for Tls. 540,000, whilst Ts. 112,845 was on Chinese Buildings. I regret having to 
record the loss of 11 lives at fires attended by the Brigade. In many cases persons who have lost their lives 
were unable to escape, owing to the staircases being on fire and there being no other means of exit. But there 
were instances when persons jumped from windows and yerandahs and were fatally injured without necessity 
as, by simply breaking through the flimsy wood partition on the verandahs, they could have effected their 
escape through the adjoining houses. 

Taken altogether the Brigade had a very difficult year owing to large fires in Foreign buildings. 
The most important were (1) Godown on Ningpo Wharf, on January 6, where a quantity of cotton was 
destroyed (2) Ewo Cotton Mill, on April 18, where a large godown filled with cotton in the midst of the mill 
buildings, was totally destroyed. At this fire the Brigade received a late call, and, on arrival, found the 
building in flames. Good work was done in preventing the fire from spreading to the surrounding buildings. 
The largest fire in Chinese buildings was off Nanking Road where 17 houses were destroyed, or damaged, 
owing mainly to a late call. It is pleasing to report that the Settlement was free from large conflagrations, 
and the loss by fire in Chinese buildings decreased from approximately Tls. 900,000 in 1912, to just over 
Ts. 100,000 in 1913. The loss by cotton fires was particularly heavy and it would appear that this class 
of fire is steadily on the increase. ‘To cope therewith, necessitates a more efficient class of gear than has 
hitherto been used by the Brigade. 
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Assistance was rendered at a large number of fires outside the limits of the Settlement. The largest 
were as follows :— 


(1) Melchers’ Wharf. Pootung, March 29.—At this fire a large quantity of molten tallow and wax 
took fire and destroyed the pontoons and jetties, and was also a source of danger to the shipping on the 
River. A large number of small craft was involved and several Chinese lost their lives in the burning fat. 
The Fire Float and a number of other boats were only removed from danger with great difficulty. 

(2) Mackenzie & Co.’s Godown, June 27.—A large godown full of cotton was destroyed ; the other 
buildings were saved without damage. The Brigade was at work ona fire in the Settlement when the call 
for this fire was received. 

(3) Chinese City, May 18.—Assistance was asked for by the City Authorities for a fire just inside 
the North Gate, where over 100 houses were destroyed. The Brigade worked in conjunction with the 
French Brigade from the French Settlement hydrants. 

(4) Fuhrmeister Godown, August 27.—A large tea and general godown on the North Soochow Road 
just outside limits was totally destroyed. A late call was received for this fire. 

(5) French Settlement, November 8.—A large fire north of the Rue du Consulat. 

(6) Chapei Conflagration, October 16.—This commenced outside the West boundary, off the 
North Thibet Road, and approximately 700 houses were destroyed. This conflagration taxed the Brigade 
to the utmost in preventing the flames from sweeping through a large congested area on to the 
valuable mill and warehouse properties on the creekside and the Chinese shops along Thibet Road within 
the Settlement limits. The Brigade was severely handicapped through having to work along one side of 
the fire from only two or three of the Settlement hydrants, and these were a considerable distance from the 
seat of the outbreak. The fire float was brought into action and in conjunction with the Fire King pro- 
tected the creekside property. It was only after 12 hours’ very strenuous work that the fire was finally 
checked. A large number of Chinese houses in Chapei were saved and one building only inside the 
Settlement was damaged. 

(7) Commercial Press Works, November 19.—The machine shop was in danger of total destruction 
and the Brigade did good work in confining the fire to the roof. 

Good work was done at a number of other fires outside the limits. During the recent troubles (July 
and August), the Brigade stood by in the stations with several extra past and present members; and although 
its services were not required, for other than ordinary fires, it was a very necessory safeguard, especially as 
the Settlement was at times under shell fire. 


_ Central Station —A great gain in the efficiency of this station was effected by the re-arrangement of 
the gear, the removal of a number of lockers, water heater (for.quarters), and the coke heater (for the * Fire 
King”) from the floor of the station. The hot water apparatus has been replaced by a gas heater and the 
coke heater placed in a portion of the Chinese quarters at the side of the station. By utilizing the flue of the 
heater, this portion of the quarters has been converted into a drying chamber for hose. A new hydrant was 
fitted outside at the back of the station. Boiler inspection pits were closed in, and the mafoos’ and other quarters 
received attention. A switchboard has been erected in the watchroom to centralize the alarm system. A 
number of other alterations have been made so that not only can the station be worked more effectively, but 
also the Engine House is now more befitting its name. Difficulty is still being experienced in turning out, 
owing to the narrowness of the street in the front; the main doors increase this narrowness by the way they 
are constructed and hung, The native quarters are yery congested although some relief has been effected by 
moving some of the staff to the Soochow Road Station; there is also need of improved offices for the 
departmental work and of more adequate provision for hose drying. The difficulty in turning out motor 
machines from this station is a very serious one, it being evident that the station was not designed for motor 
gear. On account of the above defects and as the premises are now in every way unsuitable as a Central 
Station, it will in the future be absolutely necessary to construct a larger, modern, and serviceable station 
near the present building with ample road width in front. 

Hongkew Station.—Little has been done to this station, It is far from satisfactory as a Fire Station, 
and, moreover, is situated in a very congested locality. It is also too near the Central Station, It has only 
accommodation for two or three firemen, which is quite inadequate, and it is earnestly to be hoped that a 
new all-motor station will be built in its place as soon as possible, 
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Sinza Station —This being a new station, little has been done. The gear has heen re-arranged for 
a quicker turn out. The main doors of the station require alteration for fitting with quick opening door 
~ furniture, and a permanent hose drying tower is necessary. An appropriation has been recommended in the 
Budget for 1914 to carry out these improvements. 

Soochow Road Station.—Vhis station requires attention, and a light hose drying tower and store rooms 
are urgently required. 

Yalu Road Workshop—This was vacated in April, the accommodation being required for inclusion 
in the Isolation Hospital site. The Brigade is now experiencing great difficulty in effecting the necessary 
repairs, alterations, additions and maintenance of plant. Small workshops have been improvised for doing 
the minor repairs and alterations ; the heavy work has been sent to the Public Works Department work- 
shop. The necessary work for the maintenance of Fire Brigade appliances being of a special character, it 
is of the utmost importance that specially equipped small workshops under the direct control of the Brigade 
stall be provided in a position as central as possible. Owing to the high value of land and the difficulty of 
obtaining a large enough site for this purpose, near the Central Station, I propose that small workshops and 
stores be erected attached to the new Hongkew Station, and trust that these will be completed in the near 
future so that it may be possible to maintain the appliances and gear of the Brigade, to regulate stores 
at the standard of efficiency required and obtained elsewhere, and at the same time effect considerable 
economy, 

Plant—The Mih-Ho-Loong Company’s Ladder Truck has been considerably altered and now carries 
a light 25 feet extension ladder, a number of 6 ft. 6 in, scaling ladders and 500 feet of hose. It is proving 
itself more useful than when it was simply carrying heavy type scaling ladders. A new crude-oil burner has 
been fitted to the Motor Fire King (No. 1 Company) and is working with greater economy and efficiency 
than the original burner, which was for ordinary petroleum only. ‘The thorough overhaul of this machine 
was not undertaken owing to lack of facilities for doing this work. The Deluge Motor Chemical engine was 
converted into a light hose tender with a 25 feet extension ladder, thus making it a handier and more useful 
machine than before. The Deluge Company’s Steam Fire Engine received a complete overhaul and was 
repainted. ‘The old iron wheels, which gave continual trouble, have been replaced by wood wheels and the 
whole machine now runs much more steadily and safely than formerly. The boiler of this engine is in a very 
bad condition and requires early renewal, the working pressure being already reduced from 125 to 100 lbs. 
necessitating a 25°/, loss in pumping efliciency. The Hongkew Company's Motor Hose Tender received a 
thorough overhaul, new tyres being fitted, and one driving chain renewed. The Hongkew Steam Fire 
Engine was thoroughly overhauled and the worn out suction hose replaced by new lengths, 

Victoria Company’s Motor Hose 'Tender—The old clumsy scaling ladders have been replaced by 
shorter and lighter ones. Owing to an excess of work in other directions this machine did not receive an 
overhaul which has been left over until 1914. This Company’s Steam Fire Engine was overhauled, the 
wheels also being braced up, and old suction hose replaced by new lengths. 

Fire Float.—This received a complete overhaul and several changes have been made in the Engine 
Room. A new engine room telegraph set has been fitted, a new monitor placed on deck, an extension funnel piece 
fitted for the more rapid raising of steam, the hose reel removed from hold (hose being now kept flaked) and 
the old mooring chains replaced by new. The Float has been transferred from the congested Nanking Road 
Jetty to the P. & O. Jetty and, on account of its being kept in a more efficient state, is now able to get away 
in under ten minutes from the time of call being given, whereas 25 minutes was the general time before. 
The handrails require renewing ; a byepass for the pump, and several minor alterations are also required. A 
number of minor alterations have been made in other appliances but the repairs to the three hand escapes 
had to be left over until the following year, owing to a congestion of other repair work. The new 85 feet 
Motor Turntable Escape, to replace that burnt at the Foochow Road fire in 1911, was shipped in December 
and on arrival should form a powerful acquisition, especially for dealing with fires in the high type of 
buildings. The two old horsed Steam Engines in use with the Hongkew and Victoria Companies proved 
unsatisfactory at fire after fire, and were continually breaking down. Although these engines are patched 
up from time to time it is impossible to put them into thorough working order, owing to their being 
completely worn out; they have been in active service for over 40 years; it is therefore necessary for 
them to be replaced this year by two new motor pumps, such pumps being required to augment the hydrant 
pressure at the majority of fires. 
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Speaking generally the whole of the horsed gear of the Brigade is in an unsatisfactory condition, and 
owing to the continual trouble with this class of gear, it is advisable that horsed appliances he replaced 
by motors at the earliest opportunity. This may, at the outset, necessitate the outlay of a fair sum of money 
but experience proves that not only is motor gear more efficient, but that it is also more economical than horsed 
gear, and a large number of Brigades are already all motors ones. Although it is with a feeling of regret 
that one has to watch the passing of the horse from the Fire Service, still the inevitable has to come, here 


in Shanghai, as elsewhere, and I trust the day is not far distant when this Brigade, also, will be an all 
motor one. 


It will be seen from the appended list of additions to Minor Appliances and Gear that a large number 
of very necessary appliances have been obtained and placed in commission during the year. I found that 
the Brigade had run to a very low ebb, as regards hose and general gear, so much so that it has been 
necessary not only to purchase a quantity of single jacket hose but also to obtain a number of appliances 
that are required at nearly every fire. 

A start has been made in the adoption of the instantaneous coupling in place of the old V thread coupl- 
ing, the new coupling being much quicker and easier to handle, and already marked improvement is noticeable 
when the Brigade uses these couplings. ‘The changing of the couplings is a somewhat difficult matter, -but 
I trust that at the end of the year the instantaneous coupling will be used universally throughout the 
Brigade. Single jacket canvas hose has also been brought into use more successfully than hitherto, and it is 
my intention to replace the old pattern, i.e. heavy double jacket rubber-lined hose, by linen (lined and 
unlined) hose of a much lighter kind. The disadvantage of using heavy hose, especially at the majority of 
the fires, which are in alleyways is manifest, and the Brigade, with lighter hose, will be able to 
deal with such fires much more effectively than heretofore. Light extension and scaling ladders are 
replacing the old cumbersome type. ‘This is a very necessary improvement, as the work has heen 
previously hampered by the want of the right class of ladders. New adaptors have been provided so that 
pumps may now couple up direct to hydrants and thus take advantage of the standing pressure in the 
mains. ‘This not only dispenses with the old fashioned canvas dam but allows more effective streams being 
used from each hydrant as the pumps simply act as pressure augmentors and not as pressure producers 
as hitherto. Great improvement has been effected by the provision of a number of stop-cock “ London” 
nozzles whereby the Brigade is placed in a better position in smoky fires and unnecessary water damage 
is prevented. Other appliances which have been introduced also tend greatly to increase the efficiency of the 
Brigade. A number of the ladders and other appliances were made by the Brigade staff. The old Shand 
Mason 350 gallons horsed Engine, previously attached to the Deluge Company, was sold to the City 
(Chinese) Brigade, one horsed hose reel was also sold, as also were some of the old pattern scaling 
ladders. 

Stud.—Two horses and one pony unfortunately were fatally injured whilst proceeding to fires. The 
one horse was replaced by a fresh purchase, and the other animals were replaced from the present stud. The 
horses attached to the Deluge Engine, owing to old age, are unfit for further service. A number of 
ponies are also becoming unfit. 

Water Service-—The water pressure at fires, generally speaking, was good with the exception of the 
Ewo Cotton Mill fire where the Brigade was considerably hampered by want of water. A larger number 
of hydrants are necessary for the better protection of the Settlement. The present hydrants, which are of 
the single outlet pillar type, are insufficient in number and placed too far apart; consequently, at the 
majority of fires the Brigade is hampered in having to work long lines of hose, with a consequent loss of 
pressure at the nozzle, and also a great deal of wear and tear on the hose. Originally when hydrants were 
fixed, buildings were few and far apart but, owing to the very rapid increase of buildings, the hydrants 
have become insufficient. The question of hydrants is one for careful consideration and it should 
be dealt with at an early date. Arrangements have been made with the Waterworks Company 
to convert the very old pattern “top-outlet” hydrants to the side outlet type, thus dispensing with the 
necessity of using goosenecks with these hydrants, and also preventing them from being choked by 
stones, sticks, and other rubbish. A regular inspection is necessary, as a number of hydrants, for 
want of usage, especially in back streets and alleyways, get badly out of order. I hope a start will be 
made with some larger pattern hydrants, so that fires in the large Foreign buildings may be more 
efficiently dealt with. 
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Alarm Service.—On account of the delay caused by the present system of calls between the stations, 
several changes were being made at the end of the year. The majority of the telephones are now centralized 
in the Central Station Watchroom, so that there will shortly be direct lines between that and other stations 
and the watchtowers. Direct wires with a signalling system are also being installed between the various 
stations and watchtowers, whereby the present delays of giving and receiving the call will be obviated. 
Tell-tale Clocks have been provided for the watchtowers and the watchmen now immediately report 
to the nearest station any strange signs of smoke, and the station turns out with one or two pieces of gear. 
This has effected a marked improvement in dealing with a number of fires, as the Brigade has thus 
been enabled to confine the fire to the upper floors of one or two houses ; whereas previously, when the 
watchmen waited for flames to appear, a number of houses were often gutted before the arrival of the 
Brigade. The General Alarm has been cut down from 25 to 10 strokes for districts 1, 2, 3 and 4, 
and dispensed with for the remaining districts. 

Fire Districts—The fire districts have been rearranged into eight instead of five, the two Central 
districts being redivided into four and the Hongkew district into two, the Eastern and Western 
districts remaining practically as before. The districts are defined as follows and are shown in the 
appended plan :-— 


District. District, 
No. 1, east of the Hongkew Creek. No. 6, north of the Nanking and west of the Fokien Road. 
No. 2, between the Hongkew Creek and the NorthHonan Road. | No. 7, west of the Defence Creek, 
No, 3, north of the Nanking and east of the Fokien Road. No. 8, west of the North Honan Road. 
No. 4, south of the Nanking and east of the Fokien Road. No. 9, The Whangpoo River and Pootung, 


No, 5, south of the Nanking and west of the Fokien Road. 


- The present street fire alarms are still unsatisfactory. In the first place the transmitting boxes are 
too small and not prominent enough. The system of wiring is also defective because it is on the open 
cirenit system, and is liable to a number of accidental false alarms. Little can be done with the present 
arrangement, and a modern up-to-date system should be installed in its place, such as is now in use at Manila 
and Singapore. With such a system, apart from other advantages, it will be possible to fit auxiliary 
alarms in conjunction with the street alarm service. Thereby large business houses, warehouses, hotels, etc. 
will be able to have auxiliary alarms fitted on their premises, providing a direct signalling call to the Brigade, 
and thus obviating the delay and confusion of a telephonic message. ‘ 

Shield Competition —The Annual Competition for the Insurance Companies Shield was held at the 
Public Recreation Ground on November 22. The usual keenness was manifest, and the French Brigade 
again competed. The Deluge Company, the holders, retained the Shield, winning in the excellent total time 
of 167 4/5 seconds for the four events. The Competition was very close and the holders had a hard fight to 
retain the shield. 

Inspection of Buildings—A number of Foreign class buildings were inspected and the 
majority furnished evidence that there is room for improvement in the fire-protection of the larger 
buildings. 
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Cinematograph Shows and Theatres.—A number of these premises were inspected and it was found 
that several were in an unsatisfactory condition as regards exits and fire protective arrangements. I trust 
it will be possible for some better regulations to be introduced whereby these places of entertainment can be 
made reasonably safe. 

Salvage and Watching Work at Fires.—The Chinese Staff, owing to the number of large fires, were on 
watching duties for considerable periods at a stretch and, for the future, a charge will be made for such 
services. I think that this work can be considered as salvage work and that the Brigade should be 
compensated, a charge being made on the Insurance Companies concerned if the premises are insured. 
Furthermore the necessity of a Salvage Corps attached to the Brigade is very apparent; working in 
conjunction with the Brigade, it could, at the majority of fires, save a great deal of water damage. The 
Salvage Corps should be controlled by the Chief Officer and maintained by the Insurance Companies. 
Although Salvage Corps at home are separate from the Fire Brigades, conditions are not the same here, 
and for a number of reasons it is advisable that the Chief Officer of the Brigade should also 
control the Salvage Corps. The corps can be quite a small one and need nob be a great drain 
on the resources of the Insurance Companies; they would reap the benefit by the lessening of water 
damage which is now unavoidable and fairly heavy, owing to the number of fires between ceilings and 
roofs. 

General.—As regards the Volunteer members of the Brigade, there have been numerous changes 
in the personnel and, although the Companies nave been kept at average strength throughout the year, 
difficulty was experienced owing to so many members resigning and new men joining. It is worthy 
of note that the same keenness has been maintained and the best traditions of the Brigade upheld. The 
question of a Company standing by for a second call was settled in November, and from January 1 there 
will be one Company standing by at all times ; thus the danger of leaving the Settlement unprotected should 
a second call be received whilst the Brigade is at work was obviated. As it was for the better fire-protection 
of the Settlement, this question was met by the Brigade in a very broad minded spirit. In order to deal 
with day fires more efficiently, arrangements were made for the quicker turn out of the first piece of gear of 
each Company ; thus dispensing with the unnecessary delay which previously prevailed. 

Throughout the year the work has been handicapped by the frequency of late calls to fires. The 
importance of calling the Brigade immediately an outbreak is discovered appears to have been overlooked. 
On a number of occasions the occupants, especially in Foreign buildings, attempted to deal with the fire 
themselves and called the Brigade only when the fire became beyond control. There also appears to be 
another prevalent custom of simply watching the fire burn, allowing it to assume sufficient proportions 
before giving the alarm. It may be that the community has not wished to call out the Brigade more 
than was absolutely necessary because it is a Volunteer one, and that consequently, it is not called until fires 
have become sufficiently serious to be observed by the watchmen on the Bell-towers. It will be seen 
from the schedule of calls that nearly all our fires are reported from the various Watchtowers. As an 
illustration of this I may mention a large fire in the Settlement three miles distant from the Central 
Bell tower, the existence of which the watchman was the first to notify. 

It must be pointed out that it is just as important for a Fire Brigade to receive prompt calls to fires 
as it is to have the proper equipment for dealing with them. I do not know any town where early calls 
are so important as they are in Shanghai where the majority of houses, either of Foreign or Chinese 
construction, burn with remarkable rapidity; for not only are the materials of which they are constructed, and 
the contents generally, of a very combustible nature, but also there are very few fire-walls to assist in 
holding a’fire in check. I cannot think of any Brigade working under greater difficulty in obtaining 
calls to fires. The duty of a Brigade is to protect life and property from fire; and there is nothing 
that reflects so adversely on the fire-protection of a town as loss of life from fire. When one con- 
siders the very badly arranged exits from both Foreign and Chinese buildings in Shanghai, it must be 
recognized that there should be no delay in giving, and receiving, alarms, especially as the first few minutes 
are all important where life and property are at stake. Although the idea of calling out the Brigade at a later 
stage of the fire is intended in a friendly spirit, the sooner it is dispelled the better. I trust that on an 
outbreak being discovered, or suspected, no time will be lost in calling the Brigade. Owners of property, 
where a telephone is fitted, should give instructions that 866 (the Central Fire Station) be informed 
immediately on discovery of an outbreak on their own or adjoining premises, 
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Although a fair sum of money is asked for again in the 1914 Budget to provide additional and replace 
old appliances, it must be pointed out that the expenditure of a comparatively small amount of money 
to keep it up to an efficient level is far more beneficial to the community, than having insurance rates 
increased through a heavy fire loss; as was the case last year when rates on cotton were doubled, and on 

other merchandize increased. It may be of interest to observe that the fire loss of Shanghai, within the 
Settlement limits in 1912, was greater than that of the large manufacturing cities of Glasgow, Manchester, 
and Birmingham. 

The attendance at fires near the Boundary, and outside roads, and Pootung is still a question of 
perplexity and it is to be hoped that some satisfactory arrangement may be come to shortly. Fires at 
Pootung, owing to the time wasted in waiting for a call for assistance, are generally of a serious nature, and 
far more efficient work could be done if an understanding could be come to with the property owners on that: 
side of the River, so that the Brigade should attend on receiving the first intimation of the fire, instead 
of waiting for its assistance to be asked for. 

In conclusion, I wish to record my appreciation and thanks to the Foremen, Officers and Members 
for the loyal support they have given me, especially in the introduction of more efficient measures for 
the better protection of the Settlement; and particularly in view of the fact that it was their first year of 
working under a stipendiary Chief Officer.

Sikh.—The discipline of the Branch during the year has been good, the behaviour of the Majha 
Section of the Sikhs having been exemplary, This is highly satisfactory seeing that the Majha officer was 
on leave during six months of the year. 

The murder of Jemadar Dewa Singh in December 1912, and the subsequent enquiry, had a 
disturbing effect on the Malwa Section and its discipline suffered in consequence. A short reference to the 
conviction and execution of $.P.C. 70 Narain Singh on March 17, 1913, for the murder of Jemadar Dewa 
Singh will not be out of place seeing that the case was sub judice at the time of submitting the last Annual 
Report. Since then little has transpired to show the motive for this crime which was not known when 
that report was written. The murderer was a weak-minded degenerate whose service as a policeman was 
about to terminate, and the murdered officer was neither more or less popular than others who have filled 
this difficult position. There was strong suspicion, though not sufficient proof, that the murderer was merely 
the instrument of others. These men were known and have since been removed from the Force. On 
September 8, 1913, 8.P.C. 497 Varyam Singh left his post on the Bund and, proceeding to Chapei, murdered 
two watchmen. He afterwards committed suicide. The sordid story of this crime as told in the British 
Court may seem inexplicable to Europeans, but is not uncommon in India. A serious effort has been made 
amongst the Sikhs to stop drunkenness, as is evidenced by the marked decrease in this offence. Serious 
breaches of discipline have also been few. This may be attributed to the influence of the Native Officers 
and Senior Sergeants, and to the teachings of certain well-known preachers who have passed through 
Shanghai during the year. The reservation of a small room at each station for religious worship has also 
Assisted to this end and has tended greatly to improve the tone of the Sikh Branch. The temptations and 
moral dangers to which the Sikh is exposed in Shanghai have been pointed out in previous reports. 
These dangers do not decrease. It is only by enforcing strict discipline and by careful supervision that 
these dangers can be avoided, and the public can do much to help in this respect by bringing without delay 
to the notice of the proper authorities all cases of disrespect and irregularity. The Gurdwara or Sikh 
Temple is now a well managed institution and there has been no trouble in connexion with its affairs. 
The Committee contains a majority of Police members who now effectively control the watchmen, a 
state of affairs which benefits the Gurdwara itself and the Sikh Community in general. The influence 
for good which the Granthi, or priest in charge of the Gurdwara, exercises amongst the Sikh community is 
very marked. On more than one occasion confidence was shown in his opinion by H.M. Judge by 
the reference of cases to the Granthi for enquiry and report. His authority among his fellows is increased 
thereby and another good result is the curtailment of the number of malicious prosecutions dear to the 
heart of the Sikh. E 

Recruiting has been normal and the Branch is up to its authorised strength. 

The registration and supervision of Sikh watchmen undertaken by the Council since 1909 has suffered 
from the fact that the supply of suitable men was insufficient to meet the demand, and at the same time the 
supervision work was found seriously to interfere with police duties. To remedy this state of affairs it was 
decided as a first step that no watchmen would be furnished for a less period than one month, As a further 
measure to strengthen control and improve the class of man supplied a scheme was sanctioned to take effect 
from February 1, 1914, whereby the Council will itself pay wages to the watchmen in the same manner as 
to the Sikh Police, making an extra charge of $5 per mensem to the employers to compensate for the cost of 
additional supervision involved. The monthly cost of a Sikh watchman under the new scheme will 
accordingly be $25 when quarters are provided by the employer and $28 without quarters. The watchmen 
will be paid by the Council who will collect the amount monthly from the employer by debit note. It 
cannot be stated that the watchman employed in Shanghai, whether under police supervision or 
not, is a success; but it is considered that some scheme of supervision will always tend to improve 
matters, 

The problem of the unemployed native of India remains the same. In spite of proclamations 
issued to all villages in the Punjab warning Sikhs not to proceed to China in search of work, 
the number of new arrivals has not decreased. Shanghai has become a dumping ground for Indians 
who fail to obtain work in Manila or America. It is also found that men intending to proceed to 
America frequently break the journey at Shanghai on the chance of obtaining employment. If employment 
is obtained they remain a few months and proceed to America when they have saved a sufficient sum of 
money.

Chinese.—The authorised strength of the Chinese Branch for 1913 was 80 Sergeants and 995 
Constables, This was increased by seven in March for duty at the Reformatory, and by thirty in December 
to make good deficiencies in the Foreign Branch, thus bringing the total to 1,112. No difficulty has been- 
experienced in obtaining suitable recruits. A large number who presented themselves for enlistment were 
found to be ex-soldiers and men from Native Constabularies. The revolution of 1911 and the unrest of 
1912 seriously affected this branch in that desertions were comparatively numerous. This was not the case 
during 1913, only 14 desertions having to be recorded as against 37 and 34 for the two preceding years. 
Discipline during the year has been maintained satisfactorily. Though nearly 4,500 breaches of the 
regulations had to be dealt with, it must not be forgotten that nearly all were for minor offences entailing 
punishment by reduction in rank or extra drill. Of this number only sixteen were charged and convicted 
before the Mixed Court, seven of the charges being for serious offences. On the other hand it should be 
recorded that in 807 cases men were rewarded by advancement in rank and class for good work performed. 

The health of the Branch has been excellent. The daily average of men on the sick-list throughout 
the year was 11.75 equal to 1.08°/, of the strength. 

On October 12, Chinese Sergeant No. 448, whilst in the execution of his duty in Harbin Road 
District, was shot by armed robbers and died the following day. Four of the gang were subsequently 


arrested and after trial at the Mixed Court were handed over to the Native Authorities for punishment. 
Three of them were shot,

Mounted Branch—The strength on December 31, 1913, was as follows :— 
1 Trooper-Inspector.

The stud consists of 5 horses and 34 ponies, 21 mafoos are employed to look after the animals. 
Through the kindness of various gentlemen 14 ponies and 1 horse have been presented. No 
purchases were necessary. For various reasons 8 ponies and 2 horses have been cast, and 1 pony 
returned to its owner as unsuitable. All ponies serving are in good condition and the health of the stud, 
even during the hot weather when longer patrols than usual had to be frequently ridden, was 
excellent, 38 cases of sickness occurred and were treated either in the stables or by the Veterinary 
Surgeons. Forage was plentiful and fairly cheap. During the year the Mounted Branch provided 12 
escorts and 25 parties for special service or duty. Troopers and ponies have worked well. During the 
drill season riding and troop drill was regularly attended and had a marked effect on both men and ponies. 
5 saddles of the British Cavalry Universal Pattern have been purchased and are giving satisfaction. The 
saddlery and accoutrements are serviceable. 
The cost of the stud including forage, bedding, shoeing, clipping, mafoos’ wages and veterinary 
attendance has averaged $13.17 per animal per month.

TRAINING DEPOT. 
The Training Depdt has been steadily carrying on its work during the year in the training of Foreign, 
Indian and Chinese recruits. The routine has been much the same as during 1912. That the compara- 
tively large sum of moncy expended in forming these establishments, located in Gordon Road, has been well 
spent there can be little doubt. As late as 1906 there was no proper system of training recruits for the 
Municipal Police. In the following year work was commenced on the Sikh and Chinese buildings ; but it 
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was not till November 15, 1909, that the Foreign Police Training Depot was ready for occupation. From 
that year onwards the work of the Depot has been gradually extended, so that now even warders for the Gaol 
are required to pass through a course of training before undertaking executive duties. 

‘ Foreign.—The Staff consists of 1 Sub-Inspector, 1 Sergeant, 1 Constable. Since the opening of the 
School in 1909, 195 recruits have received instruction, and of this number 114 are at present in the Force, 
while 29 have been dismissed, 11 have been invalided, 30 have resigned, 8 died, 2 were transferred to other 
departments and the service of 1 was terminated. On January 1, 1913, 18 recruits were under instruction 
at the Depdt. These, after examination, were transferred to full duty at various Stations on February 1. 
On February 18, the first batch of 18 recruits arrived from England and commenced the usual course 
of instruction, being joined two days later by a local recruit, bringing the number to 19. They were 
examined and passed out to various districts on May 1. On June 21 a further draft of 18 recruits arrived, 
and remained under training till September 15, when they were passed out under the usual conditions. 

With one or two exceptions the behaviour of all these recruits was excellent and there is every pros- 
pect that the majority will turn out good policemen. It should be pointed out that while the recruits are 
under training they are well instructed in the diverse knowledge required by a Police Constable in Shanghai, 
ranging from the Land Regulations and Bye-laws, all Police Regulations, and a smattering of elementary 
law, to the Street Directory, the Hong List and the Geography of the World. This information is 
contained in the form of questions and answers compiled in manuscript by the’ Sub-Inspector in charge. 
The accuracy with which these questions on widely differing subjects are correctly answered by most of the 
recruits at the end of their course of training is worthy of note. But this knowledge, acquired rapidly, 
cannot reasonably be expected to remain long in its complete form, so that in time much valuable information 
is forgotten in the rush of everyday police work. To keep this learning more or less fresh in the mind it 
ig now proposed to put it into print in the form of a notebook, capable of being carried about, similar to 
those issued to the Police in the large cities in Great Britain. The course undergone in the Foreign 
Training Depdt is capable of still greater extension, and during the year it is intended to pass new recruits 
through a course of First Aid. In time shorthand, typewriting, and the science of fingerprinting may be 
added as optional subjects for recruits under training, and may even be extended to members of the Force 
desiring to complete their Police education. 

Sikhs—Vhe Staff is composed of 1 Sergeant and 2 Constables superintended by Foreign Drill 
Instructors. On January 1, there were 11 police recruits under training. During the course of the year 
91 recruits passed through the course, and 50 Constables were posted at the Depdt for drill, on return 
from long leave. The health and behaviour of the recruits was good. 59 Indian Warders (Sikhs or 
Mahommedans) underwent the course of instruction before being drafted to the Gaol. Of this number 3 
were discharged as not likely to become efficient. The Sikh Police course of training differs from that of 
the Foreign recruit in that a majority of the former are almost illiterate and are not able to grasp what is 
contained in their Gurmukhi book of instructions. For this reason, the Sikh is not called upon to associate 
himself with the more difficult side of Police work, though he is required to know all the rules and 
regulations in force. Considerable care is taken with these men in their training period to perfect their drill, 
and instil into them a proper sense of discipline, and the results obtained justify the trouble expended. 
The Sikh quarters are capable of containing and training 50 men. 

Chinese.—The Staff is composed of 4 Chinese Drill Instructors, superintended by the Foreign Drill 
Staff, and 1 Chinese teacher. On January 1, 1913, there were 23 recruits under training, and during the 
year 186 men passed through the instruction course. Of this number 1 resigned, 1 was invalided 
and 1 dismissed. 2 Constables were returned to the Depdt as defaulters to undergo punishment drill.

Once more it must be stated that it is difficult to keep the staff up to strength in both Foreigners 
and Chinese. As regards the former the chief obstacle is the requisite knowledge of the Chinese language. 
As to obtaining Chinese Detectives the difficulties are many. A large proportion of the Chinese Uniform 
Branch, from which the detectives are recruited, are practically illiterate which naturally disqualifies them. 
Again, the work of a Chinese detective is in its nature irregular, and also (if he does his work properly) 
more strenuous and responsible than that of a Uniform Constable. His expenses also increase considerably 
so that altogether it is not an easy matter to obtain suitable men to fill vacancies. 

One foreign plain clothes Constable qualified for the bonus for Russian and German. There are now 
three of the staff qualified in Continental languages, viz :—1 in French, 1 in French and German, and 1 in 
Russian and German. 

The Finger Print system of identification continues to be highly successful. During the past year 
4,485 prisoners were identified out of a total of 12,195 received for identification. The finger prints of 
7,710 first offenders were classified and filed. Since the inauguration of the Finger Print System in March 
1910 the finger prints of 35,877 prisoners have been classified and filed and a total of 15,589 identifications 
made. The work in this direction has increased to such an extent that the office accommodation is no longer 
sufficient, nor can the records be considered safely housed in view of a possible outbreak of fire. Steps will 
be taken to remedy this, but the space at present available does not admit of any expansion. 

The outbreak of the rebellion at Shanghai on July 23 threw a severe strain on the detective branch, 
as at this time they had not only to do the ordinary routine work of the Settlement, but also had to fulfil 
the functions of an Intelligence Branch, no other organised body for enquiries existing in or near the 
Settlement. In addition to this it so happened that the Staff was shorthanded owing to a considerable per- 
centage of the foreigners being absent on long leave. The effect of the unsettled state of China has been 
severely felt in the Settlement and is evidenced by the number and nature of serious crimes with which 
the detectives have had to deal. The outstanding feature is the possession of arms by the criminal classes. 
The Revolution and subsequent rebellion were responsible for thousands of pistols falling into the hands 
of men whose one idea is to use them as an aid to a purely criminal career. Regiments were enlisted and 
armed, served for a while and were then disbanded, and apparently nobody knew or cared what became of 
their weapons. ‘This state of things is largely supplemented by the smuggling of arms into Shanghai and 
other places which is undoubtedly being carried on and which is by no means always done through Chinese 
channels. From the middle of October to the end of the year no fewer than 11 murders and 1 attempted 
murder occurred in the Settlement, nine of the victims having been shot with automatic pistols, the 
favourite and most easily obtained weapon of the Chinese criminal at the present time. In a number 
of these cases the political element was obviously present ; and while it is none the less to be regretted, 
it is undoubtedly true that an upheaval such as China has experienced in the past two years is bound, 
from the police point of view, to result in a temporary increase of crimes of violence. 

On March 20 a crime was committed, the effects of which were far-reaching in the extreme. This 
was the murder of Sung Chiao-jen, a leader of the Koh Ming Tang, at the Shanghai-Nanking 
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Railway Station. The victim was about to proceed to Peking on the occasion of the opening of Parliament, 
when he was shot in the back by an asssassin with a pistol. Three days later the murderer was arrested in 
the French Settlement on information given by this Police Force, and one Ying Kwei Shing was arrested in 
this Settlement and charged with instigating the murder. The trial of the latter took place at the Mixed 
Court and created a great sensation all over China, documentary evidence of a startling nature being 
produced by the prosecution. Ultimately the accused was handed over to the Chinese Authorities and 
lodged in the City Gaol, whence he escaped with the rest of the prisoners during the Rebellion of July 
and is recently reported to have been assassinated in a train between Tientsin and Peking. The actual 
murderer died in prison after having been handed over to the Chinese Authorities by the French Police. 
Looked at in the light of after events it seems regrettable that the prisoner, with all the documents 
seized, was not handed over without delay to the Chinese Authorities for transfer elsewhere for trial. The 
crime was committed in Chinese territory, the murderer was arrested in the French Settlement where 
also the instigator was a resident. 

Another phase of crime, new to Shanghai, and also attributable to the unrest, made its appearance 
in the Settlement, namely the manufacture and use of bombs. ‘These varied in their nature and properties 
but the majority of them were highly explosive and so constructed as to do a maximum of damage. From 
one point of view it is fortunate that the knowledge of the average Chinese bombmaker as to the properties 
of high explosives is at present so limited that he is chiefly a danger to himself and his confederates. Several 
violent explosions occurred in the Settlement but in all cases the men killed were those concerned in the 
manufacture of bombs. ‘The wreckage to property and the horribly mangled condition of the bodies, 
however, showed the terrible danger of these infernal machines. A number of bombs and explosives have 
been discovered by the Police in the course of their duties, and successfully rendered innocuous with expert 
assistance, : 

As stated above the number of reports of murders has increased considerably over the total for 1912. 
11 murders occurred. Arrests were made in 7 of these crimes. In 2 of the remaining 4 the murderers are 
known and warrants have been issued for their arrest. 2 attempted murders and 2 cases of manslaughter 
occurred and arrests have been made in 8 of these. The total number of offences against property in 1913 
was 8,425 which is an increase of 222 over 1912 and a decrease of 105 as regards 1911. here were 
28 reports of armed robbery as against 27 in 1912. Among the convictions obtained against foreigners 
may be mentioned the arrest and conviction of Narain Singh who was found guilty of the murder of 
Jemadar Dewa Singh on January 25 and was executed on March 17, 1913. Two other Sikhs named 
Gurdep Singh and Bagga Singh were sentenced to 18 months’ and 12 months’ imprisonment respectively 
for rape, and two Europeans named E. 8. Hall and T. Logan were sentenced to 12 months’ and 8 months’ 
respectively for embezzlement and false pretences.

Altogether there were 13 deaths from fire during 1913. Two fires, although outside the limits of the 
Settlement, were of such magnitude as to require attention. On June 28 a large godown in Pootung, the 
property of Messrs. Mackenzie & Co., Ld., was destroyed. On October 16 an extensive fire occurred in the 
Chapei district in which about 2,000 straw huts and 300 dwelling houses were burned. Although this fire 
was so close to the Settlement boundary, the only damage to property inside was one house partially 
destroyed.

The Mark System of Remission of Sentence has continued to have good effect on the prisoners and 
as foreshadowed in the Report for 1912, the system has now been extended to prisoners serving a sentence of 
one year and over. The anticipation that this would have the effect of decreasing the number of prisoners 
in the Gaol was realised as will be observed from the figures quoted above. Under the system 208 prisoners 


earned a remission of sentence during the year and the following figures give a comparison of its working 
during the last two years :—

The vermin proofing of the West Cell Block has been completed, but before extending the treatment 
to the East Cell Block it is considered advisable to watch the effect on the former block. The workshops 
have been unusually busy during the year and the output of work from the carpenters, blacksmiths, 
matting and tailors’ shops, compares favourably with the figures for former years. A considerable amount 
of outside labour has been performed for the Public Works Department. A distinct improvement 
is to be found in the transfer of the Stonebreaking Yard from the Range Road to the Ewo Road. ‘The 
distance to be traversed by the convicts is small and there is easy access from the river for the stone 
boats. Some improvement has been shown in the work of the Indian Warders. Discipline has suffered on 
account of the absence of suitable quarters for the men. Their original quarters in the Gaol were burned 
down in 1912 but this defect was remedied by the completion of new quarters at the corner of the Ward 
and Alcock Roads which were occupied on December 1. This building has been carefully planned to 
accommodate both Sikhs and Mahommedans and an experiment has been made in the installation of gas 
cooking arrangements. Each caste also has its own room for worship included in the building. The class 
of Indian presenting himself for enlistment leaves much to be desired. Good Mahommedans, who make 
the best warders, are particularly difficult to obtain. The inferior class of man recruited is responsible for 
the somewhat high percentage of dismissals from the Gaol. 

Feformatory.—In view of the large increase in the number of boys in the Reformatory Block it was 
considered that the time had at length arrived to locate them in a building quite separate from the Gaol. 
The new building, situated at the corner of the Alcock and Tongshan Roads, was accordingly opened on 
April 28, 1913, and 64 boys previously confined in the Gaol were transferred there. On December 31 the 
number had increased to 72. . 

Isolated as the boys now are from all contamination from the habitual criminal, it is at last possible 
to direct their training along proper lines and to make a serious endeavour to eradicate past evil influences. 
It is, however, well to point out that if the best results are to be obtained a youthful offender should be 
confined in the establishment for not less than one year and preferably two years. During that period he 
would be kept under strict discipline, though granted a reasonable amount of liberty in order to dispel from 
his mind the idea of prison life. He would be educated in elementary subjects and taught a trade. 
Though the Reformatory has not been sufficiently long in existence to mark its effect on boys 
discharged therefrom, there can be no doubt of the improvements achieved since its establishment in respect 
of the boys still under confinement. There has not been sufficient time thoroughly to organise the labour 
routine, but as a beginning the boys are required to do their own cooking, to wash their clothes, and to clean 
the establishment generally, In addition shoemaking and carpentry classes have been organised with good 
results. ‘Thanks to valuable assistance given gratuitously by representatives from the Chinese Young Men’s 
Christian Association, who at regular periods visit the Reformatory, it has been possible to arrange school 
work for the boys. The system of seconding Chinese Police Constables for the work of supervision in the 
Reformatory did not prove a success. Ten men have now been specially enlisted and trained for the work.

Owing to the change in the type of public ricsha, it has been found convenient to reduce the number 
of men engaged on Inspection duty and one Foreign Sergeant and 4 Chinese Constables have in consequence 
reverted to ordinary duty. There have been many functions requiring special traffic arrangements. The 
most important of these were the celebrations held by the German community, in honour of the 26th 
Anniversary of Emperor Wilhelm IJ on June 14 and 16. These consisted of illuminations, a mammoth 
torch-light procession from the Race Course to the German Club, and a Ceremonial Inspection Parade on 
the Bund foreshore. Although the foregoing events were successfully carried out without accident, closer 
study of the requirements for these occasions point to the necessity for having fixed barriers at all 
important points, effectually to block the roads to traffic and to assist the police in controlling the huge 
crowds which assemble to witness these functions. Effort has been made, without success, to secure more 
refuges for convenience of foot passengers and for the better regulation of traffic. They would, however, 
appear not to be in favour with the local driving public, and, generally speaking, are unfortunately looked 
upon by them simply as unnecessary street obstructions, their real value from the police point of view being 
under-estimated. In contrast to local opinion, it is interesting to note the remarks of Sir George Toulmins 
in the Select Committee’s Report on London Traffic, in relation to “ Refuges,” published in the London 
Times of August 15, 1913, as follows :—“ They are impressed by the value of the refuge in keeping traffic 
in line, and, in view of the general speeding up of vehicles, they do not think the slight delay of being 
unable to pass a slow vehicle with the same facility as if the road were quite open, should be allowed to 
weigh against the safety and convenience of pedestrians; a refuge may be looked upon asa permanent 
automatic traffic point performing the duty of a policeman.” These remarks may be said to apply equally 
to refuges for Shanghai. 

Trafic Regulation No. 13, “ No vehicular traffic is allowed to pass east along Foochow Road, from 
Fokien Road to Shantung Road, between 3 p.m. = 12 midnight daily,” was suspended for three months 
and thereafter finally cancelled. 

The number of accidents occurring in the streets increase year by year. The following return gives 
details for 1913 and a comparative summary for the last 4 years :—

Included in the above, 5 Chinese were killed and 104 injured by improperly riding upon or alighting 
from tram cars whilst in motion. 


Tramways.—An additional route, “Inner Circle,” was commenced in June, to relieve the over- 
crowding in west-bound cars on the Nanking Road. 2 new motors and 10 trailers have been added to the 
service making a total of 67;motors and 40 trailers. 
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The numbers of passengers carried during the last 4 years are as follows :-—

Motor Cars.—Correspondence has been received and reports submitted by the Police, pointing to the 
danger and inconvenience to the general public, caused by the indiscriminate use by some owners of high 
power head lamps, the glare from which dazzles other road users. ‘To rectify this complaint, the Council 
has authorised an amendment to the conditions of the motor car licence, providing for supervision over these 
and other lamps carried by the car. This takes effect from January 1, 1914, ‘The number of public motor 
cars has more than doubled during the year, and now totals 41 as compared with 17 for 1912. The 
licensed numbers 501 to 600 are specially reserved for these cars, and the number plates are coloured white 
with black figures of dimensions similar to those in use in Great Britain. 

The Motor Garages, which in the year 1912 numbered 4 in Foreign ownership, increased in 1914 
by an addition of 5 in Chinese ownership. 

The following table records the number of Public Motor Cars inspected and carrying licences at the

Chinese Chauffeurs.—On December 31, there were 467 Chinese chauffeurs registered in the Police 
records, an increase of 125 during the year. This total does not include 68 registered in the French 
Settlement. The permits of 10 chauffeurs have been suspended for various misdemeanours and 63 convic- 
tions were obtained at the Mixed Court for breaches of Traffic Regulations during the year. Particulars 
regarding chauffeurs whose permits have been suspended are now forwarded to Hongkong by arrangement 
with the Hongkong Police. Having in view the number of Chinese chauffeurs employed in Shanghai, official 
complaints against them have not been numerous. Nevertheless, there is much dissatisfaction regarding the 
general behaviour of these men. As pointed out in the Report for 1912 on the subject, the variation in the 
wages of Chinese chauffeurs is a cause of discontent. ‘The remedy is in the hands of motor owners 
themselves, to fix a uniform wage and bring this class of employment on a level with other trades in China. 
In the majority of cases the Chinese chauffeur is merely a motor car driver. He knows little or nothing of 
the machine he is driving, and frequently shortens the life of the car by his careless and clumsy handling 
of the gear and brakes. In spite of this, he is one of the most highly paid men of his class. There is every 
indication that some institution such as the moribund local Motor Association would be able to improve 
matters in this respect. Employers can assist the Police to a great extent by giving full particulars of any 
cause of complaint against their chauffeurs as well as by carefully filling in the enquiry forms regarding 
the conduct of chauffeurs recently in their service. Some difficulty has been experienced in dealing with 
chauffeurs in the employ of proprietors of Chinese owned garages, five of which have been opened. The 
decision of the Council to impose a security of ‘Ils. 200 from each proprietor, commencing on January 1, 
1914, should effectually check the growth of mushroom companies about to engage in this particular 
business, and, in addition, gives the Police some control over these ill conducted establishments. 

Owing to the cheapness of coolie hire, motor traction for commercial purposes, does not make any 
headway, and the dangerous and unwieldy handcart, for which a suitable brake has yet to be found, continues 
to hold its own. \ 

Ricshas.—A complete change in the style of public ricshas has taken place during the year. 5,000 
‘of the old black pattern were condemned by the Inspection Staff and have been replaced by pneumatic tyre 
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vehicles. At the present time, out of a total of approximately 9,000 there are not more than 100 of the 
old type in commission. Private brass number plates have been dispensed with, owing to the privilege 
being abused by some Chinese owners, and it is now compulsory for all public rieshas to carry the Municipal 
license plate exposed on the back panel of the vehicle. The supply of ricshas is undoubtedly considerably 
in excess of demand and a limit to the number is strongly recommended. The traffic “ problem MY 
in Shanghai turns mainly on the question of ricshas—their regulation in the streets and the 
enforcement of their license conditions. Hitherto, proposals for remedial measures have met with little 
encouragement. 

It is not strictly correct to assume that the supply of ricshas is regulated by the demand. The fact 
that there are as many licensed to-day, when the Tramway Company carries over a million passengers weekly, 
as there were before the ‘Tramway Company existed, should be proof of this. It is not to be supposed that 
the demand, as represented by the number of people needing transport, has increased to that extent. In 
point of fact the supply is governed by an entirely different factor, namely the minimum sum per day on 
which a riesha coolie can live. If this happens to be 10 cents, then so long as ricshas can earn 10 cents 
profit, so long will they continue to be hired. But the mere ability of every riesha to earn a profit should 
surely not be accepted as an argument in favour of allowing it to use the streets. To do so appears to be” 
mere philanthropy. That policy leads to congestion, a great public inconvenience. The only remedies are 
the widening of the streets, which is impossible; the provision of new streets, which is blocked by vested 
interests ; or the limitation of the number of vehicles. That there is no real need by the public for a great 
proportion of the ricshas now licensed, is proved by the quantity to be seen without work, even in wet weather, 
in all parts of the Settlement. ‘The inevitable result is touting and obstruction to a degree with which the 
limited number of Police available for that particular duty are unable to cope. 


Public Carriages.—A further improvement is noticeable in these vehicles, although the average 
number licensed does not vary much, Proprietors, without exception, complain of bad business and attribute 
this state of affairs to the increase of motor cars, both public and private. 


Livery Stables—Many of the older stables in the Louza district have been pulled down and rebuilt. 
No difficulty is now experienced with livery stable keepers, who were at first inclined to resent the inspection 
of their premises by the Police. It now frequently happens that these very people come to the police office 
for advice. 


MIXED COURT. 


The administration of the Court has continued without any material alteration from that in 
foree in 1912, the most noteworthy feature being the increase of work on the civil side necessitating the 
employment of an additional European Plain Clothes Constable for the execution of the Court’s orders in 
Chinese Civil Cases only. 


The European Staff now consists of

As compared with conditions existing prior to the Revolution of 1911, the Court is much improved, 
in fact little of the old features remain. There is, however, still a distinction between the Magistrates’ Staff 
and that of the Registrar which results in considerable duplication of work by the keeping of dual records. 
This would of necessity disappear if the administration of the Court work were placed in the hands of one 
person, the Registrar. One thing is quite certain and that is that the ordinary Chinese litigant who, after 
all, is the person most affected by the changes at the Court, appreciates the new regime. He feels that if he 
is aggrieved in any way he can have his grievance heard in Court within a reasonable time whereas under 
former conditions he might continue paying underlings sums of money for months and then find himself 
where he started. It must, however, be admitted that the present system of conducting Chinese Civil Cases 
is far from perfect. Nevertheless petitions are filed daily and on the last day of the year there were 216 cases 
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which had not had a hearing. The work of the Court can best be reviewed by taking each side of that work 
separately. 

Criminal Cases.—The returns of persons coming before the Court show a total decrease of 1,348 
from those of 1912. The most noticeable differences are as follows :—

It will be seen that the decrease is accounted for chiefly by two comparatively small offences. The 
large increase in the number of prosecutions respecting foodshops is the result of a campaign on the part of 
the Health Department during the summer months, August alone accounting for nearly as many cases as for 
the whole of 1912. 

Work in connexion with criminal cases is of. necessity chiefly clerical and when to the keeping of 
records in such cases is added the custody of 90 to 100 women prisoners, 70 civil defendants, and the general 
supervision of the compound and buildings, five Europeans and three Chinese Clerks are not by any means 
too many for the proper carrying out of these duties. The keeping of the records has been facilitated 
greatly during the last two years by the adoption of the “Shannon ” Card Index system which is admirably 
adapted to such work. The cost may possibly be more than the book system but the time and labour saved 
thereby is extraordinary. The system was introduced into the Police Department in 1911 and extended to 
the Mixed Court in the latter part of that year. No less than 30 books which were kept up previously have 
been dispensed with and, whereas in former times it would often require three or four days’ laborious search- 
ing of registers to trace certain cases or a certain class of case, this can now be done in as many minutes. 
The compiling of statistics is now an easy matter and those who come into contact with the work are very 
appreciative of the rapidity with which information can now be obtained. 

It is the intention to extend the system to the Chinese official records of the Court when time permits 
but for the present its use is confirmed to the various foreign departments of the Court. 


Chinese Civil Cases.—It is in this sphere of the Court’s work that the average Chinese finds the 
greatest differences hetween the old regime and the new. Mention has been made above of the reason for 
this. Since Assessors first sat in Chinese Civil Cases, in January 1912, 1,400 cases have been transferred 
to the Hearing List. Many of these involve large sums of money and important points of law. During the 
last month or two, possibly owing to the approach of the Chinese New Year, there has been a considerable 
increase in the number of cases filed.

A large number of petitions were received of which 1,041 required a hearing and 626 were of a 
miscellaneous nature. : 

The Assessors appointed by the Consular Body to sit in these cases during 1913 were Messrs. F. W. 
Hadley, H. F. Handley-Derry, and P. H. Klimanek. Mr. Hadley resigned in April and was succeeded by 
Dr. G. Pernitasch and Mr. N. T. Johnson took the place of Mr. Handley-Derry who was transfered to 
another post in the same month.

Security Office —This also is one of the results of the new regime. Formerly when a Chinese was 
ordered to find security one of the runners took charge of him in Court and was then made responsible for 
the genuineness or otherwise of that security, truly an ideal chance for a yamen underling ; nor, if report be 
true, did the runners miss any chances of enriching themselves. Now, the enquiries into securities offered 
are in the hands of a European who personally examines all guarantors where the amount involved is over 
$100. Doubtless cases occur where he, too, is deceived but they are not many. With the Chinese innate 
aptitude for giving, not to mention receiving, bribes, this is a part of the Court’s work which must be in the 
hands of a trustworthy European. 

House of Detention.—The average daily number of inmates of this building was 70. It is perhaps 
unfortunate that there should he a necessity for such a building, but the Chinese cannot yet be brought to 
realise the advantages of quick decision and quick action in civil cases, many of them preferring to remain in 
the House of Detention for months or years rather than make any attempt to pay their debts. Some 
authorities are in favour of doing away with the House of Detention and applying principles of European 
Law and Procedure to Chinese Defendants. It is a matter of opinion whether there would then be even the 
results obtained now. A total of 78 defendants were in custody at the end of the year. 

Women’s Prison.—In December 1912 authority was obtained from the Senior Consul for the clothing 
of female prisoners in uniform. This innovation which was only applied to new arrivals and was introduced 
gradually was accepted without much protest by the prisoners. It was recommended from a sanitary point 
of view but it is only a step in that direction, the proper bathing and general supervision of female prisoners 
being a subject which requires further discussion and deliberation. On December 31, 1913, there were 
91 prisoners in custody. 

Buildings.—The Court is rapidly outgrowing the present accommodation and one must look in the 
near future to expansion or disintegration. By the latter is meant the complete separation of the 
criminal and civil sides of the work. The present buildings are neither adequate for the needs of the Court 
nor commensurate with its importance in the eyes of the public. 

Assessors.—The Police Court Assessors during the year were as follows :—British.—Messrs. 0. F. 
Garstin and H. F. Handley-Derry. The latter was succeeded by Mr. P. Grant Jones in April on transfer 
to another port. Messrs. A. P. Blunt and H. W. Gammon sat during the vacation when one or other of 
the regular Assessors was away from Shanghai. American.—Messrs. F. W. Hadley and E. M. Gale 
officiated until the end of February when Mr. N. T. Johnson returned to the Court in place of Mr. Gale 
who resigned. Mr. Hadley resigned at the end of March and Mr. Johnson sat as Senior Assessor from then 
onwards, Until July 8 there was only one American Assessor and the British Assessors assisted on Tuesdays 
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and Thursdays, the American Assessors’ days. Mr. C. P. McKiernan sat as Assistant Assessor from July 8 
to August 28 when Mr. M. F. Perkins was appointed. Messrs. Johnson and Perkins then continued until 
the end of the year. German.—Mr. Schirmer proceeded on leave in January and until his return in 
September Dr. G. Pernitzsch officiated as German Assessor. Mr. @. Wilde sat as Assistant Assessor until 
March when Mr. G. Scheffler was appointed. The latter officiated until Mr. Schirmer’s return and has sat 
on occasions since. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Perusal of the Reports for the year 1911 and 1912 will give some idea of the effect the Revolution, 
which broke out towards the end of the former year, had on the districts surrounding the Settlement and 
in the Settlement itself. The work of the Police was increased enormously owing to the influx of wealthy 
Chinese officials and merchants who came to Shanghai for refuge, and the responsibility of protecting these 
people from the evil designs of the ever increasing hordes of bad characters on the borders added to the 
responsibility of the Police. Although it is no part of a Police report to enter into a political discussion it 
may be recorded that after the declaration of the Republic in 1912, and the investing of power in the 
President, it was generally anticipated that a peaceful time was again in store for China and in particular 
for the Settlements. But these anticipations were premature. ‘There was every evidence that the “ South” 
was not with the “North,” and that unless the strongest measures were adopted further trouble would 
result. The year 1912 passed without anything serious having occurred ; but in February 1913 a plot 
known as the “Nine Dragon Mountain Plot” was discovered. Serious signs of unrest appeared both in 
Shanghai and in the Yangtsze region, but drastic measures were adopted in time and the attempt, which 
was directed against the then existing régime, ended in failure. The discovery of this plot undoubtedly 
placed the Peking Authorities on their guard, and made them realise that strong methods against the 
so-called “Southern party” were necessary. ‘The murder of Sung Chiao-jen in March, as recorded in 
another part of this report, added to the complications of the local situation, ‘There was an outbreak of 
Rebellion on July 12, 1913, in the Kiukiang district ; on July 15 Nanking declared for the rebels, and so 
soon as this occurred Shanghai became affected. In the early part of July Northern troops had landed and 
taken over the protection of the Arsenal as a result of a bogus attack made by a mere handful of men and 
apparently prearranged to make a parade of the danger to which this important depository of war material 
was exposed. Under cover of this excuse fresh Northern troops were despatched to Shanghai and arrived 
in convenient time to assist in the defence of the Arsenal and the subsequent fighting in its neighbourhood, 
The loyalty of the Navy had also been ensured, and the position of the Arsenal defenders was thus rendered 
sufficiently secure. 

The first attack on the Arsenal by the Southern rebels was made at 3 a.m. on July 23 and this 
initial experience of modern warfare which Shanghai underwent for the next few weeks is not likely soon to 
be forgotten. ‘The measures then adopted for the protection of the Settlement have been referred to in 
detail in previous published reports and need no repetition. No disturbances of any kind occurred within 
the Settlement, which became more than ever a place of refuge for the Chinese living outside limits. In 
view of the congestion it became necessary to devise relief measures for the thousands of refugees, and a 
local Committee performed good work in this direction. As the spasmodic struggles of the rebels slowly 
subsided both in the neighbourhood of the Arsenal and of Woosung, the refugees gradually returned to 
their homes or what remained of them. The unfortunately short lived occupation by the Council of the 
Chapei district was instrumental in relieving the situation by breaking up the rebel headquarters there, with 
the confiscation of their guns and small-arms, thus necessitating a retreat towards Woosung. From this 
time onwards the Settlement itself was relieved from any danger from shot and shell, but it was not till 
August 13, when Woosung was taken possession of by the Government troops, that the anxiety of those 
concerned in the safeguarding of the Settlement was relieved. 

The work of dispersing and disbanding the rebels continued in the neighbourhood of Shanghai for 
some time afterwards, but, if reports can be relied upon, it was very imperfectly carried out. Large 
numbers of rebels escaped with their arms and ammunition, or were disbanded without sufficient care having 
been taken to disarm them, with the result that the neighbouring country has since been infested with 
bands of robbers, many of whom have penetrated into Shanghai and committed crimes of violence. Police 
reports dating back for more than a year have pointed out the danger to which the Settlement would be 
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exposed as the result of the slackening of administrative control after the Revolution. It was therefore not 
unanticipated that the 1913 insurrection would be followed by an increase of crime. Political murders, 
robberies and similar crimes of violence increased, after a period during the commotion of the summer of 
remarkable immunity from serious offences. In order to check this it became necessary to conduct special 
searches in hotels, lodging houses and other licensed premises for suspected persons and those in possession of 
firearms, and to extend these searches to suspicious looking characters in the streets. The raids, conducted 
without warning and simultaneously, have revealed practically nothing, and the conclusion has been arrived 
at after studying the criminal records, and comparing notes with the Police Authorities controlling the 
French Settlement, that the perpetrators of many of the serious crimes do not reside in the Settlement, but 
are to be found in the districts beyond the Northern boundary of the Settlement and near the West Gate 
of the Chinese City, to which they repair immediately after committing a crime. In these districts reside 
the bad characters who have been expelled from the Settlement, and so far as the Municipal Police are 
concerned they are quite immune from observation, interrogation, or arrest. It has been stated that the 
rigorous measures adopted by the Chinese Authorities have driven bad characters into the Settlement. 
If these rigorous measures refer to the steps taken against political refugees the theory may be accurate, bub 
so far as can be ascertained, there has been an absence of any serious attempt to deal with the criminal 
element beyond the borders. Police reports for years past have emphasised the lack of assistance from the 
Chinese Authorities beyond limits, and there is no evidence to show any particular improvement in this 
direction at the present juncture. Much has been said and written regarding the need for co-operation 
with the Chinese Authorities in dealing with matters within the Settlement limits. Reference to this 
subject has been made in recent Police reports and it is only necessary to add that co-operation has been 
extended in the past, and continues still on broader lines, to Chinese agents requiring assistance in political 
as well as criminal cases. Urgent arrests have been made without warrants and on such occasions the 
offenders have been taken before the Court in order that primi-facie evidence may be produced before 
transfer elsewhere. The responsibility, however, of deciding whether offenders shall be handed oyer to the 
Chinese Authorities rests with the Magistrate trying the case and does not concern the Police. Judging 
from these facts it is reasonable to suggest that, far from granting the Chinese Authorities any special 
powers within limits, the jurisdiction of the Municipal Police should be so extended as to include the 
external districts, 'Thereto should be added that portion of the Soochow Creek, within the Settlement, on 
which the Council has from time to time spent considerable sums for bunding and general improvement. 
Not only, however, is this important waterway silting up through lack of proper attention and thereby 
becoming congested from a traffic point of view, but chiefly owing to an entirely inadequate staff its proper 
policing is far from satisfactorily carried out by the Authorities to which it is entrusted. 

Tt can readily be understood that the Settlement, through which this main artery runs, is directl y 
affected by the condition in which the latter is maintained, and unless proper control is guaranteed 
permanently its administration should pass into the hands of the Council. 

In connexion with the difficulties which are experienced in the prevention of crime, mention should 
be made of the badly lighted condition of the numerous thoroughfares through which the Police on duty are 
called upon to patrol. It has been correctly stated that in the fight against crime one of the greatest 
preventatives consists in a good system of lighting. So far as the roads directly under the supervision of 
the Council are concerned the lighting may be said to be good, except in certain localities now receiving 
attention, but this is far from being the case in the networks of alleyways under private ownership and 
control in almost every police district. Hardly a single alleyway may be said to be well lighted, and many 
are only supplied with old fashioned oil lamps producing a dim light at the best, and calculated to go out 
in the early hours of the morning when good lighting is so essential. There is no greater friend to the 
night duty Constable than a good light, and so long as landlords are allowed to neglect their property to 
this extent and tenants do not take the initiative in insisting on well lighted lanes, so long will the Police 
be seriously handicapped in preventing crime. It is suggested that when plans for new property are put 
forward for the necessary building permit the efficient lighting of the lanes therein should be made one of 
the conditions on which the permit is issued. A good system of lighting should be placed in the same 
category of importance as a good system of drainage or the provision of efficient doors to each house. 

The efforts of a Police Force are mainly directed towards the prevention of crime in the first 
instance, and the Police have a right to ask that the residents whom they endeayour to protect, should assist 
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in a reasonable degree to this end. But this is far from being the case so far as~ the local Chinese 
population is concerned. The reports of larcenies received at various stations show, after enquiry, that a 
very large percentage take place from premises, the doors of which have been left open or insecurely fastened. 

In foreign countries the first care of a householder is to ensure that his doors and windows are in a — 
state to resist the attack of a burglar or housebreaker, but this cannot be impressed upon the Chinese 
resident or servant until bitter experience shows the necessity therefor. 

Again, the majority of snatching cases occur from the persons of Chinese women and children who 
will parade the ill lighted alleyways with valuable jewellery displayed. 

In spite of these difficulties the amount of property recovered by the Police during 1913 shows a 
creditable return, though not quite up to the average of the previous year. Many of the cases outstanding 
at the end of the year will however probably be brought home to certain gangs of thieves whose identity 
is known and some of whom are now in custody. 

In conclusion it may be stated that the remarks of the Captain-Superintendent of Police in his 
report for 1912 under this heading might be repeated now with equal pertinence and still retain their force 
until a radical change is brought about in the Settlement surroundings and in the peculiar condition by 
which its administration is handicapped.

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MIXED COURT. 


The reformed system brought about with the concurrence of the Consular Body after the Revolution 
of the year 1911 has not ceased to be productive of progressive improvements, and has merited and obtained 
the unstinted support of all sections of the community, both Foreign and Chinese. Compliance with some of 
the requirements of Chinese administrative usage may prove unavoidable in the future, but the permanence of 
all that is essential in the present satisfactory arrangements can safely be foretold. Nevertheless certain 
points of primary importance to the administration of justice in the Settlement still demand attention : there 
is still much need of a method of treatment for cases on appeal, to take the place of that which was formerly 
instituted by the Taotai and the Consul-General of the Foreigner concerned ; and it is imperative that the 
Court’s powers of punishment should be extended and strengthened, and that a firm front should be shown 
in resisting all the efforts to curtail them, which were originally the outcome of jealousies of officials beyond 
the limits of the Settlement, and are even now inspired occasionally in a section of the Chinese Press. Thus 
the cangue, a useful form of punishment in certain types of criminal offence, has been caused to fall into 
disuse since February 1912, and subsequent requests by the Police that it form part of a sentence have been 
refused. For the suppression of crimes of violence in the Settlement, the reintroduction of punishment by 
flogging remains of the first necessity, and there is no doubt that it would be welcomed by the entire 
community as the only reliable safeguard against the increasing audacities of roaming desperadoes. The 
following correspondence is of interest in this connexion. 


Council Room, Shanghai, December 14, 1912. 

§1n,—I have the honour to refer to the several notable cases during the last five years of crimes of violence actuated 
by robbery, which, to the Councils great concern, have occasioned apprehension among prominent Chinese merchants, and 
4 recurrent outcry in the Chinese Press. The prevalence of the crithe of robbery with violence in the Settlement points to 
the need of introducing a special form of punishment of the kind which has been in use in Europe, and has been attended 
with undoubted success in the prevention of the same type of offence. The punishment which has been suggested is the 
cat, inflicted under the same conditions and restrictions as obtain in countries where it is at present in use. 

Of late yeara habitual malefactors have entered the Settlement from all quarters ; secure from the primitive severities 
of justice in the surrounding countryside, imprisonment in the Gaol is little or no check upon them, and robbery and 
murderous assault has become an almost familiar item in the reports of crime. I am confident of the Consular Body’s 
concurrence in the desire of my colleagues and myself to leave no means untried in order to put a stop to this increasing 
lawlessness, and I have accordingly the honour to request that you will be good enough to commend the suggested measure 
to the Consular Body’s favourable consideration, in order that the Mixed Court may be able to introduce it with the full 


assurance of ununimous support.

The Consular Body has endorsed the view of the Shanghai Municipal Council in this respect and approved its 
suggestion under the conditions that the proposed measure should be a provisional one and applied under strict foreign 
supervision. 

The matter has been referred to Peking for the consideration of the Diplomatic Body. It is understood that if no 
instructions to the contrary are received from the Dean of the Diplomatic Body at Peking, the Mixed Court will be 
authorized by the Consular Body to enforce the new measure on the first of March and you will receive in time confirma- 


tion of its adoption.

Srr,—I have the honour to address you on the subject of the re-introduction. of corporal punishment at the Mixed 
Court. 

You will recall that upon receipt of the Council's letter of December 14, 1912, the Consular Body endorsed the 
views therein expressed that this measure was necessary in order to check the lawlessness and crime which were at 
that time conspicuous throughout the Settlement ; it is on record that discussion of the question by the Diplomatic Body in 
Peking resulted in the Council’s proposal being disapproved. 

In approaching the subject again, therefore, the Council seeks rather to convince those whose objections must be to 
a great extent theoretical, than by accumulating evidence from the Police Reports of the past few months to labour a fact 
which is self-evident to the entire local community. ‘ 

It is historically true that in the wake of every insurrection there follows a loosening of the bonds of administrative 
order, greater or less according to the failure or success of the movement, Therefore it was to be expected that the 
commotion of last summer, so disturbing to good order in this neighbourhood, would be succeeded by an increase of crime 
in the Settlement. Indeed the Council attributes the numerous acts of violence committed during these past months, 
euphemistically described as a wave of crime, very largely to the temporary withdrawal and subsequent transfer of authority 
which took place in the districts by which the Settlement is surrounded, 

It is the sincere hope of the Council and the community that the Chinese Government now formed may continue and 
become firmly established, and that ‘under stable central authority the normal conditions of life may be resumed, most 
especially in these provinces where the desire of trade, unobstructed and unharrassed, actuates the Chinese inhabitants and 
Foreign merchants alike. 

This being the case it has been the Council's aim to do what is possible to check lawlessness so far as the Settlement 
is concerned, and to co-operate where possible in the maintenance of order in the adjoining City and suburbs. To this end 
the Police, acting upon occasion with the representatives of the Chinese City Authorities, have conducted, and are 
continuing to conduct, vigorous searches, in lodging houses, hotels and other licensed premises, for suspected persons and 
those carrying firearms or other weapons, while street searches for bad characters are taking place continually, In this 
connexion I would mention that it appears to be necessary that the Police should assume extraordinary powers of search in 
private houses suspected of harbouring undesirables, and I have the honour to suggest that the special authority of the 
Consular Body may be given for the exercise of such powers in the discretion of the Captain-Superintendent. 

These measures, however, are unsuccessful for two principal reasons. In the first place there is the strongest 
suspicion that the actual perpetrators of many of the recent armed robberies and other crimes conspire and reside in the 
districts south of the French Settlement and beyond the Paoshan boundary, And, secondly, the consequences of capture or 
arrest have lost their value as deterrents. 

The study of crime and criminal proclivities in western countries is still in many ways incomplete, and opinions vary 
as to when an effort at lenient understanding should give place to harsher treatment. But in China, where there is little if 
any attempt to penetrate into criminal motive, where mitigation of penalty is unfailingly misconstrued, it is almost plain 
that experiments in leniency are fore-doomed to failure, 

The substance of my meaning is simply this. The substitution of terms of imprisonment for corporal punishment at 
the Mixed Court, has, by withdrawing a wholesome fear of the consequences, stimulated crime in the Settlement. The 
Gaol, by reason of its healthy routine and regularity of food supply, bas no terrors for the criminal classes. And finally, . 
present conditions and the Police record for 1913 urgently call for the re-introduction of the bamboo. 

I have therefore the honour to request that you will make a second and stronger effort to secure from Their 
Excellencies the Ministers the necessary permission to carry the change into effect.

The treatment of criminal cases where Foreign interests are involved has given rise to correspondence 
in the past, which is hereunder appended, together with a communication addressed to the Council by the 
Consular Body at the beginning of the year recording a definite decision on the subject. It was found 
necessary to cite this decision a few months later in the course of a discussion in connexion with a fracas 
occasioned by Italian Sailors. 
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Council Room, Shanghai, September 5, 1911. 

S1r,—lt will be within your recollection that a discussion arose earlier in the current year as to whether Police cases 
against Chinese in Foreign employ sheuld be tried at the Mixed Court before the assessor of the employer's nationality, or 
before the assessor of the day. 

The attention of the Council has again been drawn to the matter by a case which arose last week of an employé of an 
Italian subject. The Acting Consul-General for Italy writes to the effect that as soon as he bas the Magistrate’s assurance 
that the hearing will take place before the Italian Assessor, he will countersign the summons, 

It does not appear to the Council that it is within the province of the Magistrate to settle the question of the 
nationality of the assessor ina Police case. On the other hand, the upshot of the present case has been that no summons 
has been served. 

The Council is of opinion that a definite rule of procedure should be Jaid down for the information and guidance of 
the Police for, while this instance is of no great importance, it is conceivable in the future that the absence of a ruling may 
give rise to a serious miscarriage of justice.

On May 20 a summons was issued against a shroff in the employ of Mr. Bretto, an Italian subject, on a charge of 
seriously assaulting a woman, Countersignature has been refused at the Italian Consulate for the same reason as before, 
and the Police are in consequence again unable to proceed further, 

You will doubtless readily recognise that a decision is necessary if this formality of countersignature is to remain a 
part of the criminal judicial procedure of the Settlement, and I have therefore the honour to request that the Consular 
Body may treat the matter as one of urgency and give a ruling thereon for the guidance of the Police Force.

“On October 5, after some argu- 
ment by counsel the Court held that the question of Foreign interest in criminal cases is to be decided by the Assessor of 
the day,” I have the honour to ask your Council to take note that by the ruling of the Consular Body, the only authority 
competent to prescribe rules of procedure in the Mixed Court, the Consul-General of the nationality concerned shall be the 
sole person to determine whether a Foreign interest is involved or not in civil and criminal cases, and when a Consul-General 
informs the Mixed Court in writing that in a particular case interests of his nationals are involved, this case shall be 
reserved, if no objection be raised by some competent authority, for hearing before his own Assessor.

Srm,—With reference to the Registrar's Report for October, the Consular Body has the honour to draw the attention 
of the Mixed Court to the necessity of strict application of the rules of procedure, such as approved at the Consular Meeting 


of December 29, 1911, and communicated to you on January 3, 1912, 

According to these rules “the Consul-General of the nationality concerned shall be the sole person to determine 
whether a Foreign interest is involved or not” and this decision cannot therefore be subject to discussion by the As- 
sessor of the day. 

Although the paragraph of the said rules “ Foreign interests ” refers to Chinese civil cases, it is inadmissible that a 
complete different ruling be adopted on the eame matter in criminal cases so much the lees as the Foreign interests in such 
cases are nearly always of a financial or civil nature. 
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I therefore have to request that the contradictory ruling in the particular cases referred to in the Report for 
October be considered as null and void, it being well understood that when a Consul-General informs the Mixed Court 
by writing that in a particular case interests of his nationals are involved, this case shall be reserved for hearing before 


his own Assessor.

The details are hereunder recorded of another case of some importance in connexion with which it 
proved necessary to insist upon the distinction between civil and criminal proceedings. ‘Two Chinese 
defendants were threatened with imprisonment unless they discharged their liabilities to the Russo-Asiatic 
Bank, and thereafter were definitely sentenced in the Civil Court. As a result however of the Council’s 
protest, a charge of theft was duly preferred in the Criminal Court, and on July 18 the two defendants were 
sentenced to imprisonment, the first, in consideration of his having been in custody during one year and 
eight months, to four years’ imprisonment with effect from July 18; and the second, in consideration of his 
having been in custody for one year and seven months, to three years’ imprisonment with effect from 


December 6, 1911.

S1r,—With reference to your letter of June 30, to the Captain-Superintendent of Police, on the subject of certain 
recent proceedings between the Russo-Asiatic Bank and two Chinese, I have the honour to point out that the procedure at 
the Mixed Court does not at present provide for mixed civil and criminal cases, the two jurisdictions being separate. The 
attention of the Council was drawn to the proceedings on June 19, when it appeared that the defendants were threatened 
with imprisonment unless they discharged their liabilities, but it was assumed that this somewhat irregular form of pressure 
‘was justified by the contumacy of the debtors, Nevertheless, when on June 26 sentences of imprisonment were definitely 
delivered, the Council was constrained to point out that no charge of theft had been preferred in the Criminal Court. In 
these circumstances Mr. Figge, the Chairman of the Watch Committee, undertook to explain the matter to yourself, and 
the Council subsequently understood that you had undertaken to comply with such formalities as were necessary. I have 
the honour, therefore, to express the hope that you will uphold the standing practice of the Court and give directions for 


the formal criminal prosecution of the concerned.

Srr,—I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your letter dated July 1 and, in reply, beg to point out that it 
appears from correspondence exchanged between this Consulate-General and the Chinese Authorities that criminal pro- 
ceedings were instituted on October 30, 1911, against Huang Ho-ch‘un and Huang Chi-liang on a charge of theft committed 
in Port Arthur at the Russo-Asiatie Bank on April 13, 1903, to an amount of 20,000 Roubles. 

As the accused confessed their crime but refused to return the amount stolen even after the claim was reduced to 
$3,000, the complainants had no other alternative than to refer to their previous request and to insist on criminal proceedings 
as noted on the first charge sheet. 

The request of the complainants was granted by the Court on May 23 as shown by the judgment given on that day. 
Taking, however, into consideration that the necessary formalities were not complied with on the following hearings of 
the case, and with a view of upholding the present practice in the Mixed Court, I agreed to a re-trial of the case which took 
place on July 18, é

In a case of trafficking in children, the Council was obliged to request adherence to the consistent 
procedure in the past of treating this practice as a criminal offence.

§1R,—I have the honour to draw your attention to a case heard in the Mixed Court on August 26, in which two 
Chinese, one male and one female, were convicted of being concerned together in trafficking in children, By the decision 
of the Court, the children were handed over to the Anti-Kidnapping Society, while Mr. McKiernan, the Assessor, is reported 
to have said that the accused were not kidnappers and that trafficking in children is not an offence in Canton whither the 
party was going. On these grounds the accused were discharged. 

This decision of the Court appears to the Council an unfortunate one from every point of view, but most especially 
because in the past the Court has consistently dealt very severely with this class of criminal. Trafficking in children is an 
offence the suppression of which must surely be the endeavour of all tribunals where Foreign influence prevails. I have, 
therefore, the honour to express the hope that you will give instructions for a reversal of this verdict, and for adequate 
punishment of traffickers in future similar cases.

S1r,—Referring to yours of September 2, in the matter of a case in the Mixed Court, August 26, in which two 
Chinese, one male and one female, were charged with trafficking in children, I have the honour to say that I have reviewed 
the testimony and have obtained statements from the Magistrate and Assessor. There was no evidence to show that the 
children were bought to be slaves, ‘I'he defendants were of the better sort of Chinese, The Court inclined to the testi- 
mony, namely, that the children were bought for adoption, two of the three as children of the prisoners, and one by a 
relative. The Magistrate in recounting that the purchase of children for adoption in certain provinces is traditional, and 
noting that the prisoners were returning from Soochow, where they had a business, to Kwangtung, said with reason “I 
regarded him as very different from that class who having no means of livelihood make a special business of buying 
children. It may positively be said that these children were not kidnapped for the purpose of being slaves. Since they 
were not kidnapped there is no reason for punishing them. You (Assessor) and I decided to release Cheng A-ssu and 
his wife and to send the children who accompanied them to the Anti-Kidnapping Society to be cared for and to be placed 
in good circumstances. It was also forbidden that the parents receive the children in order to prevent them from being 
sold again,” 

It was felt that the defendants were sufficiently punished by the loss of the children who would cost them about 
$100, Mr. McKiernan, the Assessor, states that he was misquoted, 

Beyond instruction to the Assessor in question that kidnapping is an offence which foreigners desire especially to 
abate, I have nothing further to report.

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PUBLIC GAMBLING. 


The revival of public gambling by the establishment of a roulette house beyond the northern 
boundary, in that section of the North Honan Road which is not under Foreign control, was recorded in the 
last Annual Report. The correspondence with the Consul for Spain therein set forth, concluded with an 
offer to place the services of the Municipal Police entirely at his disposal for the necessary measures. After 
a lapse of a few months further negotiations followed and assurances were given leading to the conclusion 
that, although the proprietorship of the premises remained Spanish, the gambling was taking place without 
the connivance of the Spanish proprietor. Eventually in view of the difficulty of bringing about a 
final cessation of the operations of the persons implicated, the Council in’ July addressed the Consular 
Body once more, with the result that a general warrant was issued authorising the necessary suppressive 
measures,

Honan Road Extension, in your letter you speak about “ Mount Pleasant” and did not mention the number, which has 
been the cause of some delay as the Spanish lessee of the said premises answered to my first letter that he did not know 
what house I was referring to as there was no “ Mount Pleasant” in existence on that road.

The roulette table was about 25 feet long by 6 feot wide with straight square legs not standing upon glass but upon 
the carpet though the machine itself was resting upon several wine or whisky glasses,

Srr,—I have again the honour to address the Consular Body on the subject of the public roulette wheels which 
continue uninterruptedly at No. 24, North Honan Road, a house beyond the limits of the Settlement, and approached by a 
thoroughfare over which the Council has no control. Allusion has been made to this matter in the Municipal Gazette from 
time to time, and, as the Consular Body may be aware, the Council has had considerable correspondence with Mr, Scelsi, 
Consul General for Italy, and with Mr, Sostoa, the Consul for Spain, under whose jurisdiction the gaming tables operate, 
The details of the Italian tenure of the property and the Spanish lease thereon are substantially known. Both of these 
members of the Consular Body have written to the Council expressing concurrence in the views which the Council holds, 
viz. that the gambling is a menace to the good name of the Settlement and should cease. Both, when I have made personal 
visits to them, have expressed readiness {o take what steps they can in the matter. Nevertheless, the gambling proceeds, 
as I have stated, uninterruptedly. 
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The Council has been informed from time to time that strong action on the part of the Consular Body requires entire 
unanimity amongst its members. I have therefore the honour to express the hope that you will do what is possible to 
secure the co-operation of your colleagues, in the issue of a general warrant to the Council to suppress this notorious 
institution, 

The reflection that the gaming is carried on in what is called Chinese territory need be no impediment to the work, 
for the present distracted state of the Chinese machinery of government in and around the Settlement is such that it is 
highly improbable that any protest will be received, from any one of the various petty officials who control the outskirts, 
at Foreign interference with a purely Foreign and most discreditable place of public entertainment. When hereafter a 
satisfactory and stable government is established, it will be an easy matter to explain the informality due to existing 
conditions.

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CHINESE POLITICAL AGENTS IN THE SETTLEMENT, 


The distracted situation in the Interior has driven a host of political refugees to the Settlement, and 
they have brought in their train a horde of Chinese secret service agents working in various and doubtless 
often divergent interests. The practice of styling these persons detectives, gives rise to a prevalent belief 
that it is their purpose to track criminals, and that as such they are entitled to unqualified support: this is 
erroneous : they come to the Settlement rather on political than on police missions. Inasmuch as many, if 
not all, of the numerous assassinations which have taken place of late are to be traced to political emissaries 
of one party or another, the Council has found it necessary to exercise the greatest caution. It has held in 
view the furtherance of the legitimate efforts of the Chinese Authorities to suppress political conspirators 
who attempt to operate under Foreign protection, and to capture criminal refugees ; but at the same time the 
usual judicial and Police safeguards which the Settlement affords have been carefully preserved. In June 
the activities of so-called Chinese detectives to effect the.arrest of a prominent Chinese informer necessitated 
the Council’s protest. At the end of the year an endeavour of an unusual nature to introduce a change 
in the procedure which has been in vogue in the Settlement from the earliest times was the subject, of an 
interchange of letters in which the Council took the opportunity to explain in detail the reasons upon which 
its objections were founded. 

Council Room, Shanghai, June 16, 1913. 

Sin,—I have the honour to state for the information of the Consular Body that on June 8 Mr, Loh Wei-sung, the 
Chinese Agent who performed certain duties in connexion with the apprehension of Ying Kwei-shing for complicity in 
the Sung murder case, was the victim of an attempted arrest in the Settlement by so-called Chinese detectives, This 
attempt was only frustrated by the vigilance of the Police Force, 

It is also perhaps within the knowledge of the Consular Body that during the six weeks preceding this attempt two 
endeavours have been made to blow up Mr. Loh Wei-sung’s residence. 

The direction or political party from which these attempts originate is perhaps a point of uncertainty ; but learning 
from a Police Report on the subject that warrants were issued by certain Chinese Officials with a view to effecting the 
arrest, the Council considers it advisable that a severe protest be addressed to the representatives of the Central Govern- 
ment, with a view to preventing a repetition of such serious incidents,

Translation of letter from Tseng, Military Governor at the Arsenal. 


This is to state that the undersigned having been appointed as Military Governor at Shanghai, it is his duty to 
sufeguard local peace. But under present circumstances there are numerous matters in which action has been deferred. 
The rebels who sought to create the recent revolution have fled to reside in the Settlement, relying thereon for protection ; 
and as the powers of the undersigned do not extend thereto, it is difficult to apprehend them, The delay has been so long 
that the sinister intentions of the rebels in question are not at an end, and to all appearance at a suitable opportunity they 
will inevitably make a move, which would be a very great calamity, Should this be so, it would be greatly to the 
prejudice of the trade of the Foreign merchants of the several nationalities at Shanghai. The undersigned, being in receipt 
of the commands of the Government to come to this region and govern it, his purpose is confined to the re-establishment 
of the due order of things, and to resuscitating trade, as the foremost matter on the tapis. He cannot assuredly endure to 
sit and watch the place obliterated. 

It is now proposed that thoroughly reliable detective officers should be deputed by this office to collaborate with the 
Police of the Settlement and provide means to discover and apprehend the insurgents designated by name by the Govern- 
ment. In the event of this procedure receiving the assent of your honourable body of members, the number of reliable 
detective officers whom it is proposed to depute will be limited to six, and they will bear a certificate of proof printed and 
issued by this office. This certificate of proof should be limited to one month for use, and it is hoped that you will consider 
and intimate whether thereafter it should be replaced by a new form. IE this proposal enlists your support, then for the 
future when the detective officers in question make a genuine discovery of the residence of rebels, they will notify the Police 
of your Settlement, and request that prompt directions be given for their arrest ; in this manner disturbance will be quelled 
at its source. This is most earnestly hoped ; with an expression of distinguished consideration.

S1r,—I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter containing the proposals already made unofticially by 
Lieut.-Colonel Bruce for the issue of passes for Chinese Government detectives, allowing them to conduct operations 
within the limits of the Foreign Settlement, 

The matter has had close attention at the hands of the members of Council, who are, alike with yourself, earnestly 
desirous of bringing to book any criminals or outlaws who make the Settlement a place of asylum. 

Nevertheless, your proposal is not one which the Council can sanction, for the only Police authority within the 
Foreign limits is the Municipal Police. This lias been so since the Settlement was established, and the Council is naturally 
unwilling to make so fundamental a change at the present juncture, 

Your letter forecasts the arrest of persons who have been named by the Chinese Government, and the Council 
gathers that the men to whom you allude were participants in, or perhaps sympathisers with, the recent insurrectionary 
outbreak, If this be the case, it becomes necessary for the Chinese Government to issue formal warrants for their arrest, 
and for the necessary avthority of the Consular Body being also secured for the execution of such warrants in the Settle- 
ment. This course being followed, the difficulty of identification and apprehension will in no way be lessened by any 
outside system of recognised espionage. For it is open to any person, whether a salaried agent of the Chinese Government 
or no, to give information to the Police of this Settlement with regard to the whereabouts of any criminal or other person 
for whose arrest a warrant has been issued, and thereupon the arrest will be effected. On the other hand, the Council is 
confident that the holders of such official passes as you suggest would make use of them in a manner quite foreign to your 
present intention, and that their issue would lead to unjust intimidation of the poorer and credulous classes of the Chinese 


community, whom it is ever the Council's duty to protect,

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CHINESE PROCLAMATIONS. 


The ‘attempts to issue proclamations for the compliance of the Chinese residents, which were a favourite 
expression of the desire of Chinese officials under the Manchu regime to assert authority in the Foreign 
Settlement, have practically heen brought to an end owing to the revolutionary dissensions of recent years, A 
renewal of the endeavours of the Hot Water Dealers at the end of the year 1912, to form an association in 
order to exercise restraint’upon dealers in the Settlement, took the shape once more of the issue of a procla- 
mation by the Mixed Court Magistrate : this document, the only one of the kind which engaged the Council’s 
attention during the year, purported to be a re-issue of the amended proclamation set forth on page 45 of 
the Report for the year 1908. The Council made a statement of its objections to the Mixed Court Magis- 
trate in a communication, which is set forth hereunder, together with the document in question, for purposes 
of record. 


Translation of letter from the Mied Court Magistrate to the Council, December 18, 1912, 


A member of the Hot Water Guild named Fei and others lave petitioned stating that the proclamation which they 
requested in the year 1907, in the previous Ching dynasty, was destroyed last September owing to an outbreak of fire in the 
vicinity ; and requesting the issue of proclamations in replacement. Two proclamations have accordingly been engrossed, 
and having been sent to the Senior Consul, have been signed and sealed by him and were then sent back to the Court, 

This special letter is now therefore written transmitting them and requesting the Council to take note, sign, and 
seal them, and send them back, so that they may be issued to the*Guild in question for posting. With an expression of 
distinguished consideration.

Translation of Proclamation by the Mined Court Magistrate, September 1912. 


Proclamation issued for compliance. The notables of the Shanghai Hot Water Guild, Fei Huan-ting, Tsai Kuang-han, 
Wang Li-hsin, Wang Chi-lu and others have petitioned as follows :— 2 

“The former notable of this Guild Chu Chin-sheng and others in the year 1907 of the previous Ching Dynasty, 
petitioned and received a proclamation issued by the Shanghai Taotai, by the Chief Bureau of Constabulary and by the 
Mixed Court, severally, for posting : and this is on record. In the year 1910 the former notable Chu Chin-sheng and our 
fellow tradespeople resolved publicly to invite ourselves, to be the notables of the Guild, for reformation of the rules of the 
trade; for the establishment of elementary schools within the city and suburbs,.and without : and of hospitals, vaccination 
offices, anti-opium societies, medicines and coffins all of which various charitable projects have been initiated in due order, 

* and are already accomplished facts. On May 13 of this year the notables Ku Chi-shan, Chen Yun-ti and twenty-four 
assistant members proceeded to this Guild in Haining Road, and publicly elected Yii Chin-chen as Chairman; but on 
August 1 the notable Yii suddenly died of illness: whereupon we were publicly elected, namely Huan-ting as Chairman, 
Kuang-han as Manager, and Li-hsin and Chi-lu as members. Since taking up the work we have respectfully complied with 
standing regulations, and have particularly feared that our fellow tradespeople should take excuses to collect money, ~ 
whereby opposition would be engendered. We now accordingly petition again requesting citation of the previous record 
and the return to us of a re-issued proclamation, and beseech also that a communication be addressed to the Senior Consul 
obtaining his signature, and that the document be issued for posting in furtherance of our common interests.” 

On receipt of this petition at the Court a rescript in approval has been issued : and the previous record is now duly cited 
and a proclamation is issued for compliance and observance. Hereby persons of the Shanghai Hotwater trade are expected 
one and all to take cognisance. Know that although the notables of the Guild have been changed, all will be in accordance 
with the regulations as hitherto. If any shameless vagabonds take excuses to receive fees and so forth they may be indicat- 
ed by the notables of the Guild by name, with petitions for their investigation, Let all obey, 


Translation of letter from the Miwed Court Magistrate to the Council April 9, 1913, 


This is to state that Fei Huan-ting a notable of the Hot Water Guild, and others, have petitioned stating that the 
proclamation which was requested in 1907 in the previous Ching Dynasty has been burnt owing to an outbreak of fire in 
neighbouring premises, and asking that it be re-issued. 


Thereupon three proclamations have been copied out and sent for signature and seal by the Consul-General for 
Belgium and Senior Consul ; and on December 18, 1912, they were sent to the Council for signature, 


seal, return, and issue 
to the Guild for posting. 
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Many months have already elapsed but they have not been received back. Fei Huan-ting, the notable of the Guild 
in question, and the others, now state that the Guild is just on the point of re-organising its regulations and proceeding 
forward in due order ; that the re-issued proclamations cannot be further delayed without immense difficulty, for this would 
occasion pretexts on the part of their fellow tradespeople ; and they petition begging that a communication be written 
pressing that they be swiftly signed and issued. This communication is accordingly duly addressed to the Council asking 
you to take note and swiftly to sign and seal the three proclamations previously sent and to despatch them to the Court for 
transmission and issue to the Guild in question for posting : and, it is hoped, not delay again : thus greatly obliging. With 
an expression of distinguished consideration.

Srr,—With reference to your letters of December 18 and April # on the subject of a proclamation prepared for issue 
atthe instance of a Guild of hot-water dealera, I am directed to inform you that the matter has received the Council’s 
careful consideration, and that the issue of this document in the Settlement does not seem desirable, 

(1) It is in the first place to be noted that the proclamation in question is-found not to be a re-issued copy as you 
have stated, but an entirely new document appointing a new Committee. 

(2) There have been constant struggles in the past between rival parties who desire to control the affairs of the hot- 
water dealers ; thus the Council in the year 1908 had dealings with one of the controlling parties which were subsequently 
denounced by the Guild, and much trouble arose, The Council does not wish to take part in such matters. 

(3) The proclamation appears to give authority for certain charitable work in the City and suburbs; therefore the 
document does not concern the Settlement, and the Council's Seal is not required elsewhere. 

In conclusion it may be added that the Council is generally averse to any course of action which would tend to place 
one group of Chinese in a position of authority in connexion with any trade, to the detriment of others,

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT. 


Notwithstanding the almost complete absence of deaths from choleraic diarrhoea such as was so 
marked a feature of the previous year the death-rate remains at about the same level. When it is noted 
that 185 of the 307 deaths recorded among Foreign residents were Japanese and that 21 of these were due 
to Beri-beri, a disease which rarely affects non-Asiatics, care must be taken when comparing death-rates 
calculated since the great increase in the Japanese population and those obtaining in earlier years ; that is 
to say, higher death-rates may now be expected, and these do not necessarily indicate that local conditions 
as regards health are not so good for the non-Asiatic community. Apart from this, however, the incidence 
of Smallpox, Typhoid Fever, Dysentery, Tuberculosis and Scarlet Fever were abnormally high and their 
prevention calls for special attention. 

As regards Scarlet Fever, in no country has any marked impression been made on its incidence by 
ordinary sanitary measures. In England it remains almost as common as Measles, and natural immunity, 
the result of this prevalence, has produced a mild type of the disease. As the infection is almost entirely 
personal, in addition to the ordinary public sanitary measures, there is required for its adequate prevention a 
high general intelligence on the part of the community. If this want of success is met with in countries 
having all the benefits of modern sanitation and education, what can be expected in a community such as 
Shanghai made up of so many elements. An unfortunate factor also is the extreme virulence of the infection 
met with in China—Scarlet Fever in Shanghai is more than four times as deadly as it is in England; and 
there is no indication yet of a decrease in virulence. 

As regards Tuberculosis, the greatest health problem of the day in all countries, it will soon become 
possible to build more solid preventive measures on the foundations at present being laid among the Chinese 
which are mostly of an educational nature. That Lung Tuberculosis is excessively prevalent among the 
Chinese is very evident ; and no scheme which does not include the Chinese community within its scope can 
have any permanent hope of success. A Tuberculosis Hospital has been put forward in this report for some 
years past as a desirable health requirement. Such a hospital will, besides providing a haven for 
tuberculous foreigners who are unable to go to sanatoria at home, serve as a centre for the organisation of 
other measures which in a few years may develop into an adequate scheme for fighting the disease (see 
further under the heading Tuberculosis), 

As regards Smallpox, vaccination affords a means of prevention which is easy of application and for 
all practical purposes complete in its object. Foreigners still die of the disease as a result of the neglect of 
this obvious precaution. The Health Office has attacked the disease at its origin, namely, among the 
Chinese, by providing free vaccination at its sixteen Sub-district Offices during the proper season, that is to 
say, from October to December; and such a scheme is bound to be a benefit to all sections of the 
community. . 18,000 such vaccinations during the year under review, mostly infants and young children, 
constitute a record in the history of preventive medical work in Shanghai and also speaks well for the 
intelligence of the Chinese community in taking advantage of the measure. 

As regards Dysentery, Typhoid Fever and that important group of bowel troubles including also 
Cholera, Sprue, ete., the preventive measures are almost entirely in the hands of the householder. The 
importance of sterilised food is gradually being recognised at home and the need for such precautions is far 
greater in China where the probability of food infection is much greater. When one recalls to memory the 
ghostly procession that yearly departs this life in Shanghai or goes home physically wrecked from these causes, 
it is extraordinary that more attention is not given to this important matter by the public generally. Every 
case of diarrhoea of any kind occurring in a household should be the special concern of those in charge of 
the messing arrangements and should, with the assistance of the Health Office, be probed to the bottom. 
If the public would worry less about smells, which are the necessary concomitant of life in the Orient and 
never do anyone any real harm, and give more attention to the sterilisation of food, it would be calculated 
to prevent untold suffering and ill-health. The measures necessary will be found simply put in the Public

Health Notice, so that there is little excuse for the fine carelessness and trusting to Inck, that unreliable 
jade, which characterises the average household. Life is interesting and delightful mainly because of its 
uncertainties but it would not be so unless the certainties were respected. That the consumption of sterilised 
food will prevent Cholera, Typhoid, Dysentery, Sprue and allied conditions is as certain as that the stars 
shine in heaven and, being so, the simple rules of the Public Health Notice as regards food should be 
carefully followed until they become a sort of religious ritual. 

There is, in China, no sanitary subject which better repays careful study than that of the disposal of 
refuse. No city in the world is probably so favourably served as Shanghai is in the disposal of all kinds 
of refuse. When it is remembered that 150,000 tons of ashes and kitchen refuse have to be removed 
yearly from houses within the Settlement and decently disposed of, it will be seen that this is a matter 
which is of considerable importance to the community. A's long as everything goes well, little heed is taken; 
but if any part of the organisation were to break down even for a few days the public would be seriously 
incommoded. As a result of special attention to this subject a philosophy of garbage has been developed 
which has led to greatly improved methods. The earliest improvement was made in 1905 when the 
horse carts were replaced by Chinese wheelbarrows, a mode of conveyance, which, though archaic, has the 
advantage of being able to penetrate practically anywhere. This led to the stoppage of dumping refuse on 
the roads. Besides being an advantage from the point of view of both sanitation and general efficiency, 
this change reduced the cost of transport to the shoots to one-fourth. In the old days it was the custom to 
throw kitchen refuse out on the alleyway or road—this had to be swept up; an obvious waste of 
municipal labour. Various forms of refuse receptacles were accordingly tried until finally a cement bin with 
iron lid and door was designed and fixed at suitable points in the alleys. The occurrence of Plague helped 
along the scheme as it became necessary to keep rats away from house refuse which is their main food 
supply. While these new garbage bins were rat-proof they were also fly-proof and helped to minimise the 
fly nuisance. As a result of these measures the same number of coolies, who in the old days swept up the 
alleys and dumped the sweepings on the roads for the garbage carts to take to the shoots, were able 
to do the whole business of collecting the garbage from the new bins and conveying it to the shoots in 
barrows. Another example of economy combined, as it usually is, with increased efficiency. Having 
collected the garbage it has to be disposed of decently and in order. In the old days it was all taken away 
by boats and dumped along the sides of the Soochow Creek, as may be seen by the unsightly heaps on ’ 
either side of the Soochow Creek between Ferry Road and Jessfield, not to mention a considerable portion 
dumped in the creek itself, a practice which, even at the present time, it seems impossible to entirely 
prevent. As a result of careful organisation the greater part of the daily mountain of house refuse is now 
actually a source of profit, being sold to country boatmen who buy it for agricultural purposes—an ideal 
method of disposal and one in accordance with the economy of nature. Of the remainder, what cannot be 
used for filling and raising purposes has still to be dumped. Regarding the latter, however, a demand has 
been educated for the stuff after it has lain two or three years in the lap of nature, where it becomes 
purified and may be used for all kinds of filling and raising purposes. The natural purification of garbage 
is a most interesting subject and one of considerable importance to the community. It has been found that 
the nuisance from flies and smell quickly disappears. The process of oxidation is so rapid that a 
heap of garbage becomes so hot that it cannot be touched with the hand, while the heap itself 
frequently ignites spontaneously and smoulders away into ashes. The main destruction of organic matter 
is effected in one year and after two years only a trace of free ammonia is appreciable although some heat 
remains in big heaps. After three years the purification is complete. Below the ground water level (say 
three to six feet below the usual level of the ground) no such rapid purification takes place as immersion in 
water arrests combustion. The nitrogenous content of fresh garbage makes it a useful manure which is 
increased in value by the quantity of ash (plant food) it contains, while its texture tends to make any soil 
mixed with it light and porous. The demand for agricultural purposes is thus readily explained. It is, in 
fact, the cheapest manure available, the average selling price at the shoots being 5 cents a ton. The cost 
of ultimate disposal of refuse which in 1907 was 7.3 cents a ton has been diminished annually until during 
the year under record it was approximately 1 cent a ton. The cost of collection and disposal was 44d. 
a ton compared with nine shillings the cost of London refuse. And it is probable that the ensuing year 
may actually show a profit. It may he noted that this economy has gone hand in hand with increased 
efficiency—the highest aim of the organiser. 
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PUBLIC HEALTH MEASURES NEEDED. 


The application of measures for excluding rats from dwellings throughout the Settlement. 

Further amendment of the Chinese Building Rules so as to secure as far as possible rat-proof houses. 

Amendment of the Foreign Building Rules so as to secure proper kitchen arrangements and, as far as 
possible, rat-proof houses. 

Hospital accommodation for cases of Lung Tuberculosis. 

Licensing of fruit shops and street hawkers of foodstuffs at a monthly fee. 

The following general Public Health Notices, for Foreigners and Chinese respectively, have been 
published during the year. 


PUBLIC HEALTH NOTICE FOR FOREIGNERS. 


The following measures are recommended for the purpose of preventing those diseases which, by means of public 
sanitation and by individual careful living, are preventable, such as Typhoid Fever, Cholera, Dysentery, Diarrhoea and 
other bowel disorders, Smallpox, Scarlet Fever, Diphtheria, Tuberculosis, Plague and Malaria, 


Public Measures. 


Sanitary Inspection of houses will be carried out free of charge on application to the Health Officer. Persons about 
to rent houses are advised to ask the Health Officer for a sanitary inspection and a certificate of good 
sanitation before closing with the landlord. 

Conditions dangerous to health should be reported to the Health Officer. 

Isolation of cases of dangerous infectious disease is provided at the Isolation Hospital, Range Rond, 

Disinfection of premises after infectious disease will be carried out free of charge on application to the Health Officer, 


Individual Measures. 


Eat and Drink nothing that has not been recently cooked, boiled or otherwise sterilised. 
Do not consume :— 
* Fruit, vegetables, salads, melons, etc., which have not been cooked or sterilised, 
Food on which flies have settled. 
* Milk or cream which has not been boiled or sterilised. 
* Water which has not been boiled or filtered through a Berkefeld filter. 
Aerated waters and other drinks unless of best quality, 
Alcoholic drinks during the hot weather. 
Ice-cream unless made of boiled materials, 
Uncooked oysters, 
Fish from June to October. 
© Fruit, tomatoes, wnelons, ete,, can be sterilised so that they can be safely eaten raw, and without spoiling the flavour, by dipping for 
a few seconds into briskly boiling water. Strawberries are better sterilised by dipping Into boiling sugar syrup. Milk and 
cream can be sterilised by plactng the bottles {i a pan of cold water and gradually raising to boiling point. The candle of the 
Berkefeld filter should be lightly scrubbed in running water and then boiled once a week regularly, 

Kitchen supervision should be thorough because the preventable diseases specially prevalent in Shanghai are mostly 
caused by infected food, Every house should have a serving-room adjoining the dining-room and separate 
from the kitchen. The serving-room should contain the Berkefeld filter, ice-chest, table utensils, washing 
sink, boiled milk, drinks, bread, butter, fruit and other cooked or prepared foods. Cooking or boiling 
destroys infection. 

Vegetables and fruit grown near the ground, being watered as a rule with nightsoil, are specially liable to be soiled 
with the germs of Typhoid Fever, Cholera, Dysentery and other bowel diseases and should, before cooking, be 
strictly kept out of the serving-room and from contact with cooked or prepared food. 

Flies carry disease so they should be excluded from ‘the serving-room, kitchen and servants’ latrine by providing 
spring doors and unopenable windows screened by perforated zinc, and from the food on the table by fly 
covers, 

Vaccination should be done on arrival in Shanghai and afterwards every three years, 

Keep rats out of your house, Starve the rats by providing no food for them in and around your house, Keep cats. 
Make your house rat-proof. 

Mosquitoes carry malaria, Where mosquitoes cannot be exterminated by abolishing stagnant water or by the use of 
kerosene oil, or by reporting their presence to the Health Officer, the mosquito net should be carefully used, 
A weekly inspection should be made and no standing water permitted. 

Refuse should not be allowed to accumulate, and a properly covered, easily- -lifted galvanised iron receptacle should 
be provided. Nightsoil buckets should be kept securely closed, including those in the servants’ latrines, 
Proper receptacles for these purposes may be obtained at the Health Office, Yards and drains should be kept 
in a good state of repair and freely flushed with water. 
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PUBLIC HEALTH NOTICE FOR CHINESE. 
[ Translation. ] 


The following measures are recommended for the purpose of preventing those diseases which, by means of individual 


careful living and by public sanitation, are preventable, such as Smallpox, Cholera, Diarrhoea, Diphtheria, Scarlet Fever, 
Measles, Tuberculosis, Plague and Malaria. 


Public Measures. 


Sanitary Inspection of houses will be carried out free of charge on application to the Health Officer, 
1 Honan Road, 

Conditions dangerous to health should be reported to the Health Officer. 

Tsolation of cases of dangerous infectious disease is provided at the Isolation Hospital, Range Road. 

Disinfection of premises after infectious disease will be carried out free of charge on application to the Health 
Officer. 


Individual Measures. 


Food should be thoroughly cooked, No cooked food should be kept overnight from June 1 to October 31, Take all 
food and drink hot or recently cooked. Avoid ice or cold drinks and stick to tea, Avoid all fresh fruit and 
vegetables, especially cut fruit, and any food which has been touched by flies, Flies carry Cholera, ete, 

Vegetables and fruit grown near the ground, being liable to infection with Cholera and other diseases of the bowels, 
should be separated from rest of the food before cooking. Cooking destroys the infective material. 

Water should not be drunk unless it has been boiled. Aerated waters and such cold drinks are often dangerous to 
health. Tea is the best drink for both hot and cold weather. 

Mosquitoes and flies carry disease, hence fly-covers should be used over cooked food, As mosquito bites carry 
Malaria the mosquito net should be used, especially up country. Paraflin oil will prevent the development of 
Mosquitoes in stagnant water ; but no stagnant water should be permitted. 

Keep house refuse in a properly covered receptacle and see that it is covered, especially at night, Keep the kitchen 
and its surroundings very clean, Let no refuse lie about. Nightsoil buckets should be kept closed, 

Keep rats out of your house, Starve the rata by providing no food for them in and around your house, Keep cats. 
Make your house rat-proof, No rats: No Plague! A house that is rat-proof is plague-proof ! 

Yards and Drains should be kept in a good state of repair and freely flushed with water, 

Spitting, except down a drain or into a fire, is a very dirty habit, and when the person who spits has consumption 
it is very dangerous to other persons by spreading the disease. 

Vaccination is done free of charge from October to December and at other times when smallpox is epidemic at the 
Sub-District Health Offices where day and time is posted.

Population. 


The Foreiyn Population of the Settlement North of the Yangkingpang, including the outside roads 
and Pootung, at the last census taken on October 15, 1910, was 13,536, and consisted of 6,293 men, 4,172 
women and 3,071 children. he foreign shipping population, which numbered 1,755, was not included. 
The foreign population for the middle of 1913 was calculated at 14,250. The census of the foreign population 
taken at each quinquennial period since 1870 shows the following expansion : 1,666, 1,678, 2,197, 3,673, 
8,821, 4,684, 6,774, 11,497, 13,536. 

The Chinese Population on October 15, 1910, was 488,005, and consisted of 227,175 men, 129,924 
women and 180,906 children. The Chinese population for the middle of 1913 was calculated at 510,000. 
The census of the Chinese population taken at each quinquennial period since 1870 shows roughly the follow- 
ing expansion : 75,000, 96,000, 108,000, 126,000, 168,000, 241,000, 345,000, 452,000, 488,000. 


Deaths. 


Deaths among the Resident Foreign Population —During the year 1913 the total corrected number of 
deaths registered among foreigners, including non-Chinese Asiatics, was 367 ; of this number 307 occurred 
among the resident population. 

Six months spent continuously in Shanghai is taken to constitute residence as in former reports. As 
the non-resident population is a variable and indeterminate factor, the deaths in this category are eliminated 
in the calculation of the death-rate. The death-rate per thousand per annum, therefore, calculated from 307 
deaths occurring among the resident foreign population of 14,250, is 21.5, as against 21in 1912. The 
deaths of 108 children (persons under 15) have been registered, as against 102 last year ; of the deaths 
among adults, 126 were men and 78 women ; of children, 55 were boys and 48 girls, The mean age at death 
among the adult resident population was 39.6. 

Smallpox, the most obviously preventable of all diseases, levied a toll among the unvaccinated. 

Scarlet Fever, which killed so many in 1902, shows signs of increased prevalence. 

Tuberculosis heads the list of fatal diseases both among Foreigners and Chinese, and the prevention 
of this disease offers a fine field for future work. 

Alcohol has been responsible for the deaths of eleven Foreign residents during the year. 

Lobar Pneumonia, which ten years ago assumed almost epidemic proportions, caused seven deaths. 

Beri-beri is now a frequent cause of death among Foreigners on account of the increased Japanese 
population. 

In marked distinction from the previous year acute diarrhoea of choleraic type was not prevalent 
but there was an increase in the number of cases of Dysentery. 

There were a large number of deaths among both Foreigners and Chinese during August from heat 
stroke. The average maximum temperature from August 7 to August 20 inclusive was reported as 96.2° I’. 
a period of excessive heat greater than had been observed in Shanghai for over 40 years. 

Deaths among the Chinese Population.—8,062 deaths among the Chinese have been reported, 
compared with 8,156, 8,329 and 9,663 in the three preceding years. 

The death-rate per thousand per annum is 15.8. There were 207 deaths from Smallpox, as against 
124 last year. Both Scarlet Fever and Diphtheria show increased prevalence. Of the deaths, 4,549 were 
male and 3,513 female. The deaths of 2,940 children (persons under 15) have been registered ; of these, 
1,572 were boys and 1,368 girls.

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II.—_INFECTIOUS DISEASE, 
Notification. 

In the absence of legal obligation to notify, an arrangement has heen made with the qualified medical 
practitioners of Shanghai requiring notification of Infectious Disease for the facilitation of preventive 
measures, in consideration of the use of the resources of the Public Health Laboratory for the purposes of 
pathological diagnosis and the payment of a fee of one tacl for each case. ‘The notifiable diseases are—Small- 
pox, Cholera, Typhoid Fever, Typhus Fever, Diphtheria, Scarlet Fever, Tuberculosis, Plague, Anthrax, 
Glanders, Leprosy and Hydrophobia. ls. 239 was paid for notification fees, as against Tls. 385, Tls. 110 
and Ts. 367 in the three preceding years. 

The system of notification, so far as it goes, has worked well, and the best thanks of the community 
are due to my colleagues in general practice for their co-operation. Chinese cases are beginning to be usefully 
notified by Chinese practitioners educated according to the foreign standard. 

During the year 126 Bills of Health for ships and cargoes were issued, as against 113 in the previous 
year. 

Weekly returns of infectious disease have been exchanged so as to get in touch with the sanitary 
condition of places in the Far Hast in communication with Shanghai. 


isolation. 


Tsolation for cases of infectious disease among Foreigners and Chinese is provided in the Isolation 
Hospital, Range Road, an account of the work of which institution will be found under Hospitals. 


Disinfection. 

10,369 rooms were disinfected, as against 2,162 and 7,122 in the two preceding years; 118,324 
articles have been disinfected by steam, compared with 107,288 and 103,550 in the two preceding years. 
24,288 articles were disinfected by formalin, compared with 29,704 last year. The Disinfection Station 
adjoins the Isolation Hospital. Prior to disinfection each disinfector puts on a sterile overall. The general 
method of disinfecting in a house after a case of infectious disease is firstly to remove to the Station every- 
thing that can be disinfected by steam; then to spray and wash walls, floors, fittings and furniture with 
disinfecting solution (cylin). Fragile and delicate articles, such as bonnets, books and photographs, are 
disinfected by formalin. In many cases, such as after Typhoid Fever or Diphtheria, disinfection of walls, ete. 
is not considered always necessary, the washing with disinfectant being then limited to articles that have been 
actually in contact with infected material. After disinfection, painting or colour-washing of walls and ceiling 
is advised to be done by the occupier before the room is again occupied.

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Smallpox, 


The incidence of Smallpox was considerable. Among the Chinese there were 207 deaths from 
Smallpox, as compared with 124, 156, 304, 19, 143 and 863 during the preceding six years, 

Smallpox is the typical preventable disease, and its presence or absence is an index of the hygienic 
education of a community. In Shanghai the Chinese are beginning to appreciate the benefits of vaccination 
as opposed to inoculation, which they have practised with little benefit for hundreds of years and which is 
now illegal in almost all civilised countries. 

Vaccination is done free for all Chinese and indigent foreigners applying at the Sub-district Health 
Offices. Vaccine is also supplied free to the Chinese hospitals in Shanghai. 13,029 vaccinations have been 
done by the Health Office during the year, as compared with 465, 380, 520, 1,418, 4,649, 3,244, 4,608, 
4,933 and 6,108 in previous years. 

There is no doubt that vaccination repeated until it no longer takes always prevents Smallpox. The 
criterion of efficient vaccination is inability to be vaccinated. In Shanghai there exists so much Smallpox 
infection that vaccination should be repeated every three years until it no longer takes. Where previous good 
vaccination is not shown by white net-like scars, aggregating at least one square inch in area, particular care 
should be taken to get efficiently vaccinated. é 
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The first principles of vaccination came from the East and thereon rests the basis of modern preven- 
tive medicine. The Chinese practised inoculation of mild Smallpox as a protection against severe Smallpox 
long before the days of Jenner. It is therefore probable that the Chinese will take up vaccination widely. 
Smallpox should soon be looked upon as a medieval scourge, surviving only in countries imperfectly 
civilised.

Cholera. 


In marked distinction from the previous year acute diarrhoea of choleraic type was not prevalent. 
An attempt was made to limit the facilities of the street hawkers in selling dangerous food stuffs, 
Assistance was given by the managers of wharves in this matter. Practically all the foods sold hot are safe ; 
also such articles as pea-nuts in shells ; whilst cold food exposed to flies is notoriously unsafe. A proposal to 
limit the number of licences of fruit shops, which, perhaps, more than any other, are a sanitary danger, did 
not meet with general approval. It is now proposed to reduce the number of street hawkers by licensing at 
a monthly fee and to control, if possible, the nature of the produce sold with the object of reducing the 
sale of dangerous foods. 

Attention was directed to the need of personal care in preventing the group of bowel diseases 
characteristic of life in Shanghai, which includes Cholera and allied conditions, T'yphoid Fever and Dysentery 
and allied conditions. The same methods of prevention apply to all, namely, to eat and drink nothing that 
has not been recently boiled or cooked or otherwise sterilised. 

Living in an alien country, the only sure way of securing purity of food is by sterilisation. 
Sterilisation means freeing from micro-organisms, especially the bacteria of disease. Sterilisation may be 
accomplished best of all by heating to boiling point, as by cooking and boiling. The Berkefeld filter steri- 
lises water, provided the filter candle be boiled once a week at least. Canned goods, including butter, are 
necessarily sterilised during the process of canning, otherwise they would not keep. Bottled beverages of 
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good reputation are practically devoid of dangerous bacteria, Ice is not sterile and should nob be put into 
drinks. Fresh fruit, tomatoes, melons, etc., may be effectively sterilised, without spoiling the flavor, by 
immersion for a few seconds in boiling water, any infection that may be present being invariably on the 
surface, provided the fruit be sound, 

Tf the simple rule be observed of eating and drinking nothing that has not been recently cooked or 
boiled, or otherwise sterilised, it is practically impossible to contract any of those bowel troubles to which the 
Shanghai resident is especially prone. When this fundamental fact is grasped, “ chills,” “livers” and 
“cholera belts” will cease to be considered matters of importance, 


Typhoid Fever. 


The incidence of Typhoid Fever remains an important sanitary factor. The fatality of the disease, 
now that para-typhoid fever and Malta Fever are less frequently included, approaches the true type. In 
nearly all cases where the origin was investigated obvious breaches of the ordinary rules of health, as laid 
down in the Public Health Notice, were observed. 

The infection of Typhoid Fever may be conveyed by vegetables and oysters which have been con- 
taminated with infected ordure, by water, by milk contaminated with infected water, through the air by 
means of infected dust, and directly from persons suffering from the disease or who act as “ typhoid carriers” 
subsequent to recovery. ‘Typhoid Fever is a preventable disease, its prevention being largely a matter of 
individual care in the-observance of the rules set forth in the Public Health Notice which has been issued to 
all applicants at the Health Office. 

The cause of Typhoid Fever is practically always taken into the body with infected food, and the foods 
most commonly infected are vegetables, by reason of the manner in which they are grown. Especial stress 
should be laid on the fact that vegetables are frequently the source of infection with Typhoid Fever, Cholera, 
Dysentery and other forms of Diarrhea, and particular care should be given to their thorough cooking and 
separation before cooking from the rest of the food. The larder or room for storing uncooked food should 
be separated from the pantry or serving room where table utensils, ice-chest, bread, milk, Berkefeld filter, 
and cooked food are kept. There should be a washing-up sink in the serving-room so that table 
utensils need not be taken into the kitchen to be washed. A place in the yard outside the kitchen 


for the washing and preparation of vegetables prior to cooking is an additional precaution that may be 
recommended. 


Measles. . 
There was no return of the epidemic of the previous year. 


Diphtheria. 


Diphtheria of mild type was more than usually prevalent. 88 foreign cases were admitted into the 
Isolation Hospital without a death. Diphtheria antitoxin is supplied free to indigent patients in Shanghai 


on the recommendation of the physician. In any case of suspected Diphtheria, antitoxin should be given at 
once, without waiting for the result of the bacterial diagnosis. 


Scarlet Fever, 


The annual admission of Foreign cases into the Isolation Hospital since 1902 has been $4, 7, 11, 11, 
20, 70, 25, 9, 32, 22, 64 and 56. Of these 361 cases 65 proved fatal, a case fatality of 18.2°/, as compared 
with a case fatality in England of under 5. The case fatality has not markedly changed since the introduc- 
tion of Scarlet Fever into Shanghai. 

Although Scarlet Fever has hitherto failed to establish itself firmly in any part of Asia, excepting Asia 
Minor, and is practically unknown in the tropics, it appears to have come to Shanghai to stay. Scarlet Fever 
was practically unknown in Shanghai prior to 1900, when it was probably introduced by foreign immigrants. 
As would be expected with a recently-introduced disease, against which evolution has afforded no natural 
immunity, Scarlet Fever has been of a virulent type among the Chinese. It is probable that the passage 


of the disease through the susceptible Chinese has led to an intensification of the virus, so that it is more fatal 
to foreigners also. 
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Early notification, isolation and disinfection are especially necessary in dealing with such a fatal and 
infectious disease as Scarlet Fever is in Shanghai. The commonest mode of infection is from a previous case 
either by contact, by proximity, or by means of infected articles. The infection is given off by the breath in 
conghing and speaking, by the secretions of the mouth, nose, ear and throat, and possibly by the 
peeling skin. 

The incidence during the year was sporadic and indicates need for early isolation and disinfection 
to prevent an epidemic recurring among the vast mass of susceptible material which exists in the 
Settlement. 


Tuberculosis. 


The prevalence of Tuberculosis remains at the same high level. The enormous death-rate is signi- 
ficant of local conditions of overcrowding, against which there is at present no legislation, ‘The prevalence 
of Tuberculosis bears little relation to climate but is common wherever man closely aggregates. The spit 
of consumptives being infectious should only be received into receptacles which can be burnt or boiled, 
or the contents destroyed by strong antiseptics, fire or boiling water. It is probable that most cases of 
Tuberculosis of the Lungs are contracted by breathing the infected droplets ejected by infected persons during 
coughing, sneezing and speaking. The following notice in Chinese was distributed during the year. 
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[ Translation], 
PREVENTION OF TUBERCULOSIS. 


1,—Tuberculosis of the lungs is the most fatal disease in Shanghai, 

2.—It is an infectious disease and is preventable. 

3,—It is contracted by taking into the body, chiefly by the breath, the germ of the disease, This germ is contained 
in the spit of consumptives and is conveyed by coughing, speaking or sneezing. 

4.—These germs are derived from persons suffering from Tuberculosis of the lungs and are found in great numbers 
in the epit, 

6.—If the on is allowed to dry and become dust it is very dangerous and is then a means by which the disease is 
spread from person to person, 

6.—Promiscuous spitting is a dirty habit and a consumptive should not spit anywhere except into a spittoon 
containing water or disinfectant, into a fire or down a drain. 

7.—A consumptive should not cough into the face of another person, 

The prevention of Tuberculosis is the greatest health problem of the day in all countries. Tuberculosis 
causes more deaths than all the other infective diseases put together. The prevention of the disease will be 
rapid and effective when the fact is recognised by all that nobody gets consumption otherwise than from 
another consumptive ; mainly by inhaling tubercle bacilli sent out from the lungs of a consumptive living or 
working near. The spitting nuisance is relatively unimportant from the point of view of spreading consump- 
tion. The consumptive is the direct danger and it is the fresh germs which are given out that sow the 
contagion. Once the spit is dried the germs are mostly dead. It is obvious, therefore, that the main thing 
is to obtain fairly complete separation of infective consumptives. But this cannot be done until the value 
of the measure is understood by the people. Education is essential to the success of this as of most other 
sanitary measures. 

The main object at present is the education of public opinion on the subject. Lectures and hand- 
bills are being given to the Chinese explaining the danger of consumption and the way it spreads from one 
person to another. As regards the inauguration of an active campaign it is considered too early to begin yet 
although detailed plans for the future have been made so as to be put into operation when the public are 
ready for it. It may be noted that even in the home countries the struggle against Consumption is still ina 
chaotic condition—in one country the Sanatorium is discredited and the main stress is laid on the importance 
of the Tuberculosis Dispensary. So much attention is, however, being now devoted to the subject that the 
most effective measures will finally be sifted ont and become available for a model. A Tuberculosis Hospital 
here in Shanghai will relieve an urgent want and serve as a centre for the organisation of other measures, 
which in a few years may materialise into an adequate scheme for fighting the disease. 

The heart of the ideal scheme for the prevention of Lung Tuberculosis is the Tuberculosis 
Dispensary, which acts as head office, clearing house, diagnosis and treatment centre and information and 
instruction bureau for the entire movement. ‘Two of these would be required for working a place the size 
of Shanghai. By entire scheme is of course meant going to the root of the problem by attack on both 
Foreign and Chinese cases. Every case reported to the Health Officer would be visited by one of the outside 
nurses or inspectors who would note the condition of the house, the number and condition of the inmates, etc. 
Tf the case has not a doctor attending he would be advised to see one or, if too poor, he would be examin- 
ed by a Tuberculosis Officer from the Health Office, who would advise as to the treatment to be adopted, 
whether at home, at the dispensary, the hospital or sanatorium. The dispensary treatment is preventive, 
educative and curative. The Tuberculosis Dispensary is the centre of the scheme for attacking the dreadful 
scourge of Lung Tuberculosis. 

It is hoped, as soon as Smallpox is practically exterminated, to engage in a campaign against Tuber- 
culosis among the Chinese. The establishment of a Tuberculosis Dispensary in connexion with one or more 
of the Sub-district Health Offices, where treatment and advice as to preventing the communication of the 
disease to others could be given, would be the first step. As soon as confidence is established and 
co-operation gained there would be need of a hospital for advanced cases and a sanatorium for curable 
cases. 

Plague. 


Plague-infected rats were found in December 1908. A complete plague survey of the Settlement 
has been maintained since. During 1913 13,333 rats were found dead and brought to the Laboratory for

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examination, and of these 122 were plague infected, compared with 187, 249, 138 and 95 during the four 
preceding years. During the year nearly 153,000 rats were trapped and burnt. These, with the rats found 
dead and examined for plague, brought the total number of rats visibly accounted for to 166,333. In addi- 
tion to the trapping, close on six million phosphorous baits were laid, about a ton of poison being used, which 
proved a powerful method in dealing rapidly with infected foci. Poisoning on so large a scale carried with 
it certain risks, but, since using poisoned cubes coloured bright blue instead of the usual method of spreading 
the poison on bread, no cases of adventitious poisoning have been reported. 2,485 houses, in plague foci, 
were temporarily rat-proofed and pulicidally disinfected ; bedding, ete. being passed through the steam 
disinfector. This temporary rat-proofing included the plastering up of rat holes, bricking up and wire- 
netting places permitting ingress of rats into houses ; the furniture of the house being removed to permit of 
thorough examination for rat holes and runs. 3,390 houses were permanently rat-proofed at an average 
cost of $12.20 each house by laying solid ground floors, removing ceilings, lath and plaster partitions and 
other hollow spaces so as to deprive rats of accommodation. All food shops are now required to be rat-proof 
as one of the conditions of licence. 

A human case of Plague occurred on April 1 at 389 Santai Road, a boy of 14 who was admitted to 
the Chinese Public Isolation Hospital where he died the following day. The ‘diagnosis was confirmed by 
finding the plague bacillus. Four plague-infected rats were found in the immediate vicinity of the infected 
house, which was disinfected by sulphur dioxide and subsequently permanently rat-proofed, as also were all 
the houses within the infected focus. During the month of June there was an outbreax of Plague in Lower 
Yangtszepoo—8 human cases, bubonic in form, of which 7 were fatal. The cases occurred in a block of 
property known as Toong Yau Kyien, Nos. LA 2491 to 2593 Lower Yangtszepoo Road. The block of 
houses was an isolated one containing 102 one-storied houses, 77 of which were occupied, all in bad condi- 
tion and lying below the road level. The number of persons living in the block was 587. Three Chinese 
deaths from Bubonic Plague, confirmed by examination in the Laboratory, were discovered on June 3. On 
June 4 three cases were removed to the Isolation Hospital. On June 7 and 10 a death from Plague 
occurred on the focus. The 8 cases came from houses numbered LA 2581, 2587, and 2588 Lower Yang- 
tszepoo Road. Neither rat nor human plague infection has previously been found in or near this locality. 
No rats were found in the space below the floors. The houses had no ceilings. Rats alive and dead, how- 
ever, were found in large numbers amoag the roof tiles, and it is probable that infection was derived from 
this source. Pulicidal disinfection and general cleansing was rapidly done. This was followed by permanent 
measures, namely, laying solid ground floor and removing the roof tiles and making them as far as possible 
rat-proof by closing the open ends with mortar. The outbreak was notable as showing that Chinese tiles are 
by no means a safe building material in places liable to plague infection. In October a case of Plague was 
remoyed from 308 Foochow Road to the Isolation Hospital. ‘The No. 3 Central Sub-district from whence it 
came was under special observation most of the year on account of the concentration of rat infection in that 
part of the Settlement for some time past. Plague prevention measures, especially permanent rat-proofing, 
were concentrated throughout the year on this Sub-district and it is considered that by these means a serious 
outbreak has been averted. 

Amendment of the Building Rules both Foreign and Chinese is urgently required to meet the danger 
from Plague which continues to threaten the Settlement. Practically all the older Foreign buildings are 
rat infested while recently erected houses soon become overrun by rats including many of the large new 
blocks of offices with residential flats erected under the best available local conditions. The Telephone 
Building may be considered an ideal building from the point of view of Plague prevention ; on the other 
hand Foreign buildings with the usual ceilings and lath and plaster partitions may he considered dangerous. 
‘As regards Chinese houses the presence of hollow ceilings and the use of the usual Chinese tiles which afford 
ample seclusion for rats constitute a grave danger. The local rat, which is mainly a roof rat, finds unlimited 
accommodation in such houses although the ground floor be made solid. here isno doubt that if Chinese 
houses were built with a rat-proof roof and with solid floors throughout it would be a great safeguard against 
Plague. ‘The overcrowding and piling up of household goods also increases the danger by providing addi- 
tional places for rats and bringing rats in closer touch with the inhabitants and it is:in houses where these 
conditions are most marked that Plague ¢ases have arisen. In addition to rat-proofing, shifting 
at regular intervals of furniture, etc. and general cleaning up is required to prevent the spread of 
Plague. 
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A plague preventive measure of considerable permanent value has been the erection of rat-proof 
house refuse receptacles on Chinese property. A marked improvement in the cleanliness of alleys has 
resulted. It will be apparent that rats will thus be deprived of a vast store of nourishment and, as the rat 
population is to a large extent regulated by the amount of the available food supply, this is held to bea 
radical plague-preventive measure. 

Although the initial cost of permanent rat-proofing is comparatively large, yet, if adequate building 
rules are promulgated and new houses built in accordance with the requirements of modern sanitation, not 
only will it be possible to gradually reduce to extinction the present large plague prevention staff, but this 
measure of permanently rat-proofing houses forms the greatest insurance against Plague in the future and is, 
in fact, the only permanent safeguard. A house permanently rat-proofed is not only a healthier one to live 
in but is an almost certain guarantee against Bubonic Plague to the inmates. 

Of the rats examined in the Laboratory, about 70% were Mus rattus and the remainder Mus decu- 
manus—rattus being the black or ship rat, which usually lives in houses, and decumanus; the brown or 
sewer rat. Mus rattus largély preponderated among those plague-infected. Of the fleas, Pulex cheopis and 
Ceratophyllus fasciatus have been identified, the former being the flea usually associated with the spread of 
plague from rat to man, 

In formulating anti-plague measures the rat has been the chief objective as it is held that the rat is 
the essential cause of epidemics, the flea being the carrier of infection from rat to rat and from rat to 
man, infection from human cases, which is practically limited to the few pneumonic cases which usually 
arise, being comparatively rare. ‘The dictum ‘No Rats : No Plague’ has been taken as a working basis, and 
a house that is rat-proof has been considered for all practical purposes plague-proof. 

The following is a summary of measures put into operation :— 


PUBLIC MEAsures. 


1, Plague survey by enquiry into the cause of human deaths and by collection of rats found dead throughout the 
Settlement for examination in the Laboratory in order to locate plague infection, 
2, Careful daily collection and disposal of house refuse from every house and storage of house refuse in rat-proof 
receptacles so as to deprive rats of means of sustenance. 
3. Kat-proofing of houses. 
(a) Temporary, by service of notice on occupiers asking for co-operation in cleansing, pulicidal disinfection, 
demurization and rat-proofing by minor repairs, etc, 
(0) Permanent, by service of notice on owners requiring solid ground floors, removal of ceilings and hollow 
partitions and stair linings so as to deprive rats of accommodation. 
4. Rat destruction by trapping and poison in infected areas, beginning at the periphery and working towards the 
centre, 
5. Preventive inoculation with plague vaccine beginning with the sanitary staff. 


INDIVIDUAL MEASURES, 
No rats. No plague. 


A house that is rat-proof is plague-proof. . 

1, Keep cats, 

2, Rid your house from rats by trapping and poisoning. 

3. Make your house as rat-proof as possible, 

4, Provide no food for rats. Keep all food in places inaccessible to rats. Grain and such like food for ponies, 
fowls, etc., should be kept in covered galvanized iron receptacles, See that your servants keep their 
rice bags where rats cannot get. Keep house-refuse in properly covered galvanized iron receptacles 
and see that they are covered, especially at night. Keep the kitchen and its surroundings very clean ; 
let no refuse lie about, 

5, See that the gratings into the space below the ground floor keep out rats, and that the brickwork of the 
basement is impervious to rats. If rats gain access through windows or other openings on the ground 
floor keep them out by screening with wire-netting or perforated zinc, 

6. See that all openings into covered drains are kept in good repair to prevent egress of sewer rats. Carefully 
inspect all corners of the house from top to bottom once weekly, moving furniture where necessary. Do 
the same in the stable, fowl house and other out-houses, Arrange for the plastering up of rat-holes or 
any place that may afford ingress to rats and mice. 

7. Allrats trapped or poisoned should be burnt; other rats found dead in or about the house should not be 
touched with the hands, but should be picked up with tongs, put into Jeyes’ fluid and water (1 in 20) and 
sent to the Health Officer for examination for Plague. 

8. Get vaccinated against Plague if exposed to infection, 

9. If you have any difficulty in carrying out the above measures communicate with the Health Officer in writing.

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Malaria. 


A comparatively small number of cases of Malarial Fever, mostly of the benign tertian type, are 
contracted in and around Shanghai. 

Periodic examination has been made of mosquitoes collected from each of the sanitary districts 
into which the Settlement is divided, and the following have been found : Anopheles sinensis (Malaria 
bearing), Stegomyia scutellaris (Yellow fever bearing), Culex fatiguns (the host of Filaria) and Armigeres 
ventralis. : 

The prophylaxis of Malaria resolves itself into (1) suppression of mosquitoes, (2) prevention of 
infection of man by mosquitoes, (3) prevention of infection of mosquitoes by man, 

Every effort should be made by householders to do away with all receptacles of stagnant water, where 
mosquitoes breed, such as ponds, water plants, drains out of repair, abandoned tubs, pots, tins and what not. 
The mosquito net should be assiduously used wherever there are mosquitoes, and especially in up-country 
houseboat trips. It is doubly necessary to surround a person suffering from Malaria with mosquito netting 
to prevent mosquitoes being infected and acting as carriers of infection, 

An account of the special mosquito extermination work will be found later under that heading. 


Beri-beri. 


The incidence of Beri-beri among the Municipal prisoners has diminished. The cause of this disease 
remains under close observation, though up to the present wrapt in obscurity. The evidence preponderates 
in favour of the disease being an infective one having no direct relation to food but infective through body 
vermin. The recommendations regarding the admission of Municipal prisoners will, if carefully carried out, 
settle the latter point. At the Gaol there were 2 cases as against 27, 84, 134, 0, 0, 2, 2, 2, 1, 5, 78, 16, 7 
and 2 in succeeding years since 189; such improvement being held to be attributable to the measures of 
disinfestation of body vermin among the convicts. 


Dysentery. 


There was an increased prevalence of Dysentery especially during August and September. Most of 
the cases were amoebic in origin and yielded to the new emetin treatment. Two deaths occurred from liver 


abscess among Foreign residents. Cases of the bacillary type were also noted. As regards prevention the 
remarks made under Cholera apply with equal force to Dysentery. 


Acute Lobar Pneumonia. 
This disease, which was rare prior to 1898, has in subsequent years caused 8, 0, 8, 2, 2, 6, 4, 1, 10, 
4, 8, 4, 4, 4, and 7 deaths respectively among resident Foreigners. 
Rabies. 


27 persons were bitten by rabid dogs within the Settlement during the year and subsequently under- 
went the Pasteur treatment. The virus of Rabies in Shanghai dogs is of an exceptionally intense character, 
the period of incubation being shorter than the Rabies met with in dogs in Europe. An account of the work 
of the Pasteur Institute will be found under the heading of Laboratory.

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Leprosy. 
Leprosy is a disease which so seldom concerns Foreigners in Shanghai that its study is somewhat 
neglected. Cases are met with occasionally, though it seldom figures in the death statistics of either 
Foreigners or Chinese. There appears to be no urgent call for special preventive measures, 


From its home in the Malay Archipelago, Dengue has frequently during recent years spread up the 
coast ports to Shanghai. It very rarely kills, but frequently incapacitates from work a large section of the 
community. It is an intensely infectious disease, spreading in mass like Influenza, but appears not to be 
spread by contagion. 

Relapsing Fever. 

Relapsing Fever again made its appearance among Municipal prisoners. The examination in the 
Laboratory of the blood from certain Fever cases has shown that Relapsing Fever is probably quite common 
among the Chinese population and occurs also to some extent among Foreigners, his fever is much more 
prevalent in Shanghai than has hitherto been thought, a circumstance which may help in the future to clear 
up certain obscure cases of fever. 

It is probable that infection is determined by the presence of body vermin and measures which ensure 
their destruction will prevent the disease spreading. 


Cattle Plague. 


Cattle Plague prevailed in some of the dairies during the year. The mode of incidence appears to 
show that its origin is not in food, nor is the infection carried by the coolies, but that insects are the probable 
means of spread. Immunisation by Koch’s gall method is usually available from the Municipal Laboratory 
but seldom availed of. The ordinary preventive measures of isolating sick animals and thorough disinfection 
were carried out so far as possible. 

Kélle and Turner’s simultaneous method of immunisation by virulent cattle plague blood and 
immune serum can be recommended as producing a greater degree of immunity than the gall method, but its 
application is more difficult and there may be some slight loss of cattle as a direct result. There can be no 
doubt that were dairymen to have their cattle thus immunised they would be saved great subsequent 
financial loss from epizootics of Cattle Plague. : 

No cattle were rejected from Cattle Plague at the Slaughter-house during the year, as against 6, 12, 
7, 56, 5, 8 and 3 during the years immediately preceding. 
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IV.—PUBLIC HEALTH LABORATORY. 


Inasmuch as the study of the life history of pathogenic organisms must precede all adequate 
measures for preventing the diseases which they cause, no pains have been spared to develop the resources 
of the Municipal Laboratory. It is the centre of work of the Health Department. Its purposes have been 
the investigation of diseases met with in Shanghai, the diagnosis of infective disease, the preparation of 
preventive and curative remedies against these diseases, and the analysis of products bearing on the Public 
Health. The matters which have been under investigation have been the causes of variation in virulence 
of Smallpox vaccine, Cholera antitoxic serum, the natural filtration of water through alluvium, the 
suitability of fruits and vegetables as media for the growth of certain pathogenic organisms, preventive 
inoculation against Cattle Plague, the causation of Beri-beri, the incubation period of the Rabies in China, 
the prevalence of Malta Fever and the natural disposal of organic matter in house-refuse. 


Pathological Diagnosis. 


The diagnostic serviceris being more and more utilised, not only by local medical practitioners, but 
by those in the outports. 21,430 specimens were examined, as against 350, 601, 806, 918, 779, 3,240, 
18,265, 20,559, 21,469 and 23,322 during the preceding years.

Analyses. 


Afitk.—511 samples of milk have been examined during the year and of these 45 were returned as 


adulterated. In 40 samples the nature of the adulteration was addition of water, the extent of adulteration 
being indicated in the following table :—

All were found to be wholesome and genuine preparations. The concentration of the specimens in 
classes B and C varies roughly from 2 in specimen No. 5 to 2.75 in specimens Nos. 6 and 10. A specimen 
of dried milk powder was examined and found to satisfy the claims put forward for it. 

Over 300 samples of aerated waters and ice-creams were examined for bacteria, the biological 


contamination in the majority being excessive.

Antli-Opium Remedies.—Nine Samples have been examined for che presence of morphine or opium. 
One contained morphine and five contained opium, the latter amounting to nearly 20°), in one specimen. 


Toxicological Work.—Four analytical investigations have been made. In one specimen arsenic and in 
another morphine was detected. In a specimen of cooked rice, supposed to have been drugged by robbers as 
an aid to their designs on a house in the country, was found a mydriatic alkaloid, not positively identified but 
having the characters of the alkaloids contained in Chinese stramonium (datura alba). 


Foods, Liquors, etc—Food analyses have comprised butter, whiskey, brandy, ete. Methy alcohol was 
tested for in certain cheap spirits with negative results. 


Miscellaneous Analyses.—These included analyses of blood stains, urine, albumen, oxygen gas, 
cement, ‘human milk, stomach contents after test meals, coal tar, paint and road materials, medicines, 
etc., checks upon the consumption of kerosene and crude oil for mosquito extermination work were also 
made, Chemicals seized by the Police in connexion with the manufacture of bombs have been examined 
and identified. 


Manufacture of Rat-poison.—2,500. lbs. of phosphorus poison has been prepared for use in rat destrue- 
tion. “This preparation contains 1 in 80 of yellow phosphorus and is coloured a distinct blue to minimise 
risk, It is issued in the form of small cubes. 


Vaccines. 


The supply of glycerinated calf vaccine has been widely distributed in the Far East. 20,005 tubes 
were sent out from the Laboratory during the year—the equivalent of 100,025 persons protected against 
Smallpox. The number of tubes of vaccine issued from the Laboratory in successive years since 1898 has 
heen 5,000, 6,000, 22,500, 13,000, 12,000, 34,000, 28,500, 21,432, 15,958, 19,995, 16,879, 17,460, 
10,044, 10,993 and 20,005 respectively. The vaccine is sent out in tubes sufficing for five vaccinations, 
each tube bearing a label marked “Suancuar Municipan Lanoratory,” the date of issue from the 
Laboratory, and the number of the calf yielding the vaccine, so that any fault can be traced to the source. 
The vaccine is guaranteed to produce successful results for one month after the date marked on the tube if 
kept under suitable conditions. Vaccine is also sent out in bulk in rubber corked tubes containing one or 
more grams, in which form it is convenient for making a large number of consecutive vaccinations. 

An account of the number of vaccinations made by the Health Office will be found under the heading 
of Smallpox. 

As light and heat destroy the vaccine virus it is advisable to use it as fresh as possible and to keep it 
in the dark and, during high temperatures, in an ice-chest. The vaccine is glycerinated and kept in the 
Laboratory before issue with the object of eliminating extraneous organisms. It is obtained from calves 
proved healthy by post-mortem examination and is tested as regards purity and activity before issue. 
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Those who have occasion to use Smallpox vaccine during the warm weather should remember its 
great sensitiveness to even a moderately elevated temperature. It may be noted that vaccine at a tempera- 
ture of 57° C. becomes inert in 5 minutes, Even at 37° C., a temperature often reached in summer 
in China, vaccine is rendered inert in 24 hours. On the other hand at 5° ©. below zero vaccine will 
remain unaltered for a year. Unless, therefore, there is some special reason, vaccination during the warm 
weather, say, between May 1 and September 30, is inadvisable in China owing to rapid loss of virulence 
at the prevailing atmospheric temperature. For this reason Smallpox vaccine between these dates can 
not be guaranteed effective. ‘The best time for vaccination undoubtedly is in the early winter months, that 
is to say, before Smallpox becomes prevalent. The Chinese following their old custom of inoculation still 
hanker after spring vaccination. 

Plague, Typhoid and other bacterial vaccines have been sent out from the Laboratory. The demand 
for bacterial vaccines prepared according to the methods of Sir Almroth Wright is increasing. 


Anti-Rabic Treatment of Pastcur. 


Since the opening of the Shanghai Pasteur Institute in 1899, 393 persons have received the treat- 
ment. During the past year 41 persons were treated, in 24 of which the animals responsible were proved 
rabid by inoculation, 27 of the cases were the result of dog bites within the Settlement. Two cases 
died subsequently of Hydrophobia one four days and the other ten days after the completion of treatment 
and consequently before its effects were fully established. They were both severely bitten, one of them 
on the face. 

86 dogs were admitted to the Observation Kennels, 8 of which proved rabid. 22 animals suspected 
of Rabies were examined in the Laboratory and of these 21 were proved rabid by inoculation. . 

The incubation period of Rabies in rabbits inoculated with the brain of dogs sent to the Laboratory 
for examination averaged 13 days. 
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V.—HOSPITALS. 


The Municipal Hospital system has been concentrated in the vicinity of the Isolation Hospital and 
Nursing Home so as to facilitate supervision by the Assistant Health Officer in charge and to co-ordinate this 
part of the work of the Health Department. 

Tn order to provide for adequate training of native nurses for the Chinese Hospitals under the 
Department, the learning of Chinese has been encouraged and there are now five nurses studying the language 
with this object. 

Isolation Hospital, 

Tsolation for cases of infectious disease is provided at the Isolation Hospital, Range Road. There is 
a separate hospital for Chinese cases. Admission to either hospital is voluntary and the institutions are for 
the benefit not only of the patients admitted but of the community. Every endeavour is made to make 
the hospital as comfortable as possible and the surroundings pleasant, while the fees are arranged so that in 
no case may the question of payment of fees prevent anyone from coming into the hospital. The fees for 
admission to the foreign hospital are Ts. 6 a day for private rooms, and Ts. 2 a day for wards wherein free 
beds are available for poor people. Wherever possible the patients or their friends arrange for medical 
attendance. Admission to the Chinese Hospital is free, but a small charge is made for private rooms. 
In the Chinese Hospital patients may be attended by their own native doctors if they so desire. Considerable 
improvement is expected to result from the organisation of the nursing of Chinese by Chinese under the 
supervision of the Matron. It is gratifying to be able to report the increasing popularity of this hospital. 

Ambulances are provided for the conveyance of patients suffering from infectious disease to the 
Isolation” Hospital. Other vehicles used for conveyance of cases of infectious disease to the hospital are 
detained at the hospital until disinfected. 

More accommodation is needed for cases among Foreigners of minor infectious diseases such as 
measles, chicken-pox, mumps and erysipelas, and for observation of cases before diagnosis is confirmed, 
Isolated accommodation is also required for cases of Tuberculosis among Foreigners, for which there is at 
present no adequate provision in the Settlement. Were this provided benefit would accrue both as regards 
the prevention and treatment of this disease. At present if a case of consumption occurs in a family 
who cannot afford to send the patient away to a proper European or American sanatorium, he often has 
to remain at home, becomes a source of infection to those with whom he comes in contact, and lives under 
conditions which render small the chance of cure. On the other hand were there adequate accommodation 
for isolation and treatment it would then be possible to remove the patient to hospital, where the hygienic 
conditions would tend towards cure and a dangerous source of infection would be removed from the patient's 
own home, here is also need for dispensaries in different parts of the Settlement for the treatment and 
education in the means of prevention of Chinese cases of Tuberculosis, for a hospital for advanced cases and 
for a sanatorium for the treatment and isolation of curable cases.

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Victoria Nursing Home. 


The policy has been continued to make the Nursing Home as comfortable and efficient as possible in 
every particular. The main building was closed during May, June and July for re-modelling. A sanitary 
annexe was built which provides modern sink rooms, lavatories, ete., completely cut off by cross ventilation 
from the main building. A passenger lift was installed. The top floor was converted into private rooms 
for patients. The operation and sterilising room was enlarged and improved. Cork linoleum and automatic 
door slams were fixed so as to minimise noise. Most of the private rooms were refurnished throughout so as 
to have them as comfortable aud home-like as would be consistent with the proper treatment of the sick 
which requires that a sick room should be simple with as few hangings and dust traps as possible. 

The Maternity Home was opened early in the year, has been well patronised and appears to fill a 
long felt want.

Mental Wards. 


The Mental wards appear to adequately fulfil their present function. 26 cases were received during 
the year. Admission is procured by the signature on Form A or Form B obtainable from the Matron. 
Form A requires the signature of the person immediately responsible for patient, who undertakes re- 
sponsibility for payment of fees, provision of medical attendance, for procuring any order that may be 
required by the law of the country to whom the patient belongs, and for removal of patient after six months 
if still remaining in the wards. Form B is used when no one immediately responsible is forthcoming, the 
responsibility then naturally devolving upon the Consul of the nationality of the patient. There still remain 
cases where a Consul will not assume responsibility and some sort of humane provision should be made for 
these cases to prevent them from becoming a nuisance or a danger both to the public and themselves, and 
at the same time to keep the Mental wards from being filled with chronic lunatics, for which class of case 
they were never intended.

Police Hospitals. 


Indian Police.—The health of the Indian Police has been well maintained. The average number of 
days off duty sick was 6.2 days per maa as against 6.9, 6.5, 8 and 7 days in the four preceding years. 
Tuberculosis of the lungs was again the chief cause of invaliding out of the service. 

Chinese Police —Ten men were invalided on account of Tuberculosis, Nine cases of Relapsing Fever 
occurred mostly among men living in their own homes. The average number of days off duty sick has been 
still further reduced. All were vaccinated during the year. 

Chinese Prisoners.—Weekly inspections of the prisoners in cells at the various Police Stations have 
been made and cases of skin and venereal diseases, which are very common, sent for treatment to the Police 
and Isolation Hospitals ; resulting in considerable improvement in the condition of prisoners admitted sub- 
Sequently to the Gaol. 21 cases of Relapsing Fever were admitted to the cells mostly in the incubation period; 
all stations were affected, the more severe incidence being in April. The spread of the disease was prevented 
by thorough disinfestation from body vermin, isolation of cases, and segregation for 14 days of contacts, 

Gaol.—The improvement in the health of the prisoners has been maintained. Tuberculosis was 
again the main canse of death, most of the cases having signs of the disease on admission. Segregation of 
the tuberculous and of suspects is carried out thoroughly. The Chinese appear to have a low resistance 
against this disease. 

~ Two new cases of Beri-beri occurred. Since 1899 the number of cases of Beri-beri among prisoners 
in the Gaol in succeeding years was as follows, namely, 27, 34, 134, 0, 0, 2, 2, 2, 1, 5, 78, 16, 7, 0 and 2. 
From 1899 to 1901 the ordinary sanitary measures of isolation and disinfection were carefully carried out 
without success, no special measures against infestation with body vermin being taken. The new Gaol, 
presumably vermin free, was then occupied and at first no cases of Beri-beri occurred, in marked contrast to 
the severe infection in the old Gaol. From 1904 till 1909 the cases of Beri-beri gradually increased, 
reaching a maximum in 1909 when the Gaol was found infested throughout with bugs. During the last 
three years measures were taken to exterminate bugs which, though not entirely successful, are held 
responsible for the reduction in the number of cases of Beri-beri. The diet during the whole of this period 
was substantially the same. ‘The west block at the Gaol was made vermin-proof during the year, by making 
the walls smooth, replacing the wooden skirting boards by cement and by putting in cement ceilings below 
the wooden floors, so as to get rid of all cracks and crannies which might harbour vermin. The incidence 
of the disease in this block as compared with the rest of the Gaol will be carefully watched. 

Most of the cases of Dysentery were diagnosed microscopically to be of the amoebic type and responded 
remarkably to hypodermic injections of emetine hydrochloride. 


Sanatorium. 


The Municipal Sanatorium was opened on May 1 and closed on October 31. Since its opening in 
1907 the number of visitors each year has been 9, 71, 62, 76, 81, 108 and 87 during the past year, the 
blockage of the river and railway, caused by the insurrection, accounting for the lessened number. 'The 
difficulty of transport has been met by providing a houseboat to meet the railway at Hangchow (Kon Zai 
Chiao) connecting with Sanjaopu at the foot of Mokanshan. 


Ambulance Service. 


Horse ambulances are provided for the transport of patients to and from the Municipal Hospitals at a 
cost of Tis. 2. Hand ambulances are available free of charge. 


For emergencies hand ambulances are 
available at all the Police Stations.

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VI.—SANITARY INSPECTION. 


By means of a system, inaugurated six years ago, of examinations in sanitary knowledge as » 
applicable locally, divided into three stages each carrying extra pay, health inspectors, recruited locally, are 
being trained to a higher state of efficiency. Tn addition, monetary encouragement is given to obtain, while 
on long leave, the certificates of the Royal Sanitary Institute and other examining bodies in touch with 
sanitary work. As a rule, our men find little difficulty in obtaining these home diplomas. The learning of 
Chinese by the Foreign sanitary staff cannot but be a benefit in enabling them to instil the sanitary idea 
directly into the minds of Chinese residents. 


Sub-District Offices. 


The subsidiary Health Offices in each of the sixteen sub-districts into which the Settlement is divided 
for sanitary purposes have been further developed. Chinese houses have been rented and turned into pretty 
good local centres for sanitary work. Each Sub-district Office controls the sanitation of the Sub-district in 
which it is situate, an area containing some 30,000 inhabitants, or 3,000 houses. Complete sets of books 
for record have been provided. Vaccinations are done weekly during the proper season ; public-health 
notices are distributed ; enquiries are answered ; deaths and cases of infectious disease may be reported and 
lectures on sanitary matters are given weekly. The Sub-district has been made the sanitary unit with 
its own complete staff and the Sub-district Office is a Health Office in miniature full of possibilities for the 


future. 
Public Health Notices. 


The circulation of public health notices in Chinese has been found to be a good way of propagating 
sanitary knowledge. The following notices have been widely distributed, namely : the general Public Health 
Notice, the Tuberculosis, Vaccination, Cholera, Plague Prevention and Mosquito notices. Each district has 
its fugleman whose duty it is to collect crowds round him by means of a bell in the alleys and tea-houses to 
whom he recites the notice appropriate to the occasion. A translation of such parts of the Annual Report 
as concern the Chinese population has been made and distributed. A translation into Chinese of the plague 
number of the Municipal Gazette has been made. A translation of the Public Health Notices into Japanese 
has also been made for the benefit of the Japanese community. 


Lectures. 

A Chinese of the better educated class is provided for each District to lecture on health matters once 
weekly at each Sub-district office. The subjects taken are those appropriate to the season, such as the 
notices dealing with vaccination and Smallpox, plague prevention by rat-proofing houses and rat destruction, 
Tuberculosis, Cholera, mosquito reduction and general preventive measures. These lectures are calculated 
to remove ignorant prejudices and promote better feeling between the Chinese and the Health Office with a 
view to disease prevention. At many of the native schools the same lecturer gives short lessons to the 
pupils by arrangement with the schoolmaster, and is generally well received. 


Staff Instructions. 

The “ Staff Instructions,” giving in full detail the work of the sanitary staff under all ordinary 
conditions, have done much to systematise sanitary work. Practical sanitation in Shanghai differs somewhat 
from English practice and calls for comparatively greater sacrifice and effort. The great requirement of the 
foreign sanitary inspector, and one in which there is much room for further improvement, is careful super- 
vision of the work of the Chinese staff in all its details so as to ensure honest work. 


Chinese Dwellings. 


The question of Plague has an important bearing on the construction of Chinese dwellings. This 
was recognised at the time the Chinese Building Rules were first drawn out. It is held that a house which 
provides places where rats may obtain seclusion is insauitary on account of the special danger the Settlement 
runs from Plague. Tie amendment of the Chinese Building Rules made two years ago, which called for 
solid ground floors and prohibited hollow lath and plaster walls and partitions—the maximum that a 
committee of property owners would agree to—have done some good. But the building rules as they stand 
are not a sufficient safeguard against Plague, as was pointed out at the time and has since been shown by cases 
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of plague occurring in new houses erected under these amended rules. In these particular houses, dead rats, 
undoubtedly the cause of the plague cases, were found in the hollow ceilings below the first floor and also 
among the roof tiles. After a practical experience of rat-proofing over 11,000 Chinese houses it can be 
demonstrated that the ceilings below the first floor are unnecessary and, being dangerous through the possi- 
bility of harbouring plague-infected rats, should be prohibited. A very large number of these ceilings 
have been removed without complaint of any kind. A considerable number of the upper ceilings have also 
been removed in districts badly infested with plague and the houses have been made quite comfortable ; but 
in the case of the removal of upper ceilings some complaints have been received from the tenants, chiefly 
complaints of rain coming through the roof which, although primarily due to defective roofs, were made 
more noticeable by the absence of the ceiling, and complaints occasioned by the complete turning out of the 
tenants during these operations on the upper storey. The removal of the upper ceiling also adds very 
considerably to the expense of rat-proofing operations. Latterly, the removal of upper ceilings has not been : 
carried out, as the danger from Plague throngh rats in the upper ceilings is less than in the ceilings below 
the first floor in close proximity to the beds of the dwellers. For this reason, and the comparatively greater 
expense of the work of removing upper ceilings, it was considered a better plan to rat-proof a correspondingly 
greater number of houses by putting in solid ground floors and removing the ceiling below the first 
floor only. As a sanitary measure for the prevention of Plague it is therefore again strongly recommended 
that ceilings below the first floor of Chinese houses ‘should be prohibited. It should be remembered that 
ceilings in Chinese houses are a foreign innovation, and by no means a desirable one from a sanitary point of 
view. Further particulars will be found under the heading of Plague. 


Foreign Dwellings. 


The attention of architects is called to the clauses in the Public Health Notice headed ‘ Kitchen,” 
wherein it is suggested that every house should, if possible, have a serving-room adjoining the dining room 
and separate from the kitchen. ‘The serving-room should be fitted with a washing-up sink, Berkefeld filter, 
shelves for all the table utensils, groceries, etc., and room for the ice-chest. It is held that the separation of 
the serving-room from the kitchen is an important means of preventing those food infections which are so 
prevalent in Shanghai and which are brought into a house chiefly by infected vegetables. Cooking destroys 
the infective material, so that food that leaves the kitchen should reach the table without contamination, This 
can be ensured by having table utensils kept in, and the service of food done from, a serving-room kept quite 
separate from the kitchen. ‘The serving-room should be rather a part of the dining-room than of the kitchen. 
‘As an additional safeguard a place for the washing and preparation of vegetables prior to cooking may be 
provided in the yard outside the kitchen. A great number of foreign houses lack a proper serving-room and 
use the space under the staircase for that important purpose. This space is usually too small, dark and 
ill-ventilated and is often without a washing-up sink, The wooden zinc-lined sinks are frequently abomin- 
able, and glazed earthenware sinks with proper waste pipes of lead should replace them. 

Many foreign houses are infested with rats and, should Plague become prevalent, may become a 
source of great danger. In these houses the gratings under the ground floor are generally found loose or 
broken so that the interior of the house is easily accessible to rats, which then make use of all the hollow 
spaces which ceilings and lath and plaster partitions provide. It is advisable to have the ground floor as far 
as possible solid. The floor of the kitchen, larder, and outhouses should be solid and of cement if possible. 
Lath and plaster partitions are better avoided, but if used may be made fairly rat-proof by being made 
solid for about a foot from the floor, as rats generally obtain access by gnawing through near the floor level. 
The reinforced concrete method of construction is well suited to local conditions in view of the need for rat- 
proof buildings. 

Those about to rent houses are advised to ask the Health Officer for a sanitary inspection and a 
certificate of good sanitation before closing with the landlord. 


House Refuse. 

The disposal of house refuse is beset with difficulties, but they have so far been satisfactorily met. 
Careful checking has accounted for nearly every ton sent away from the shoots. “ Country boatmen” have 
been encouraged to come to the shoots and remove house refuse for agricultural purposes, and of the total 
quantity brought to the shoots half has been disposed of in this way, and more than a fifth used for filling 


and raising purposes. 
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The cost of disposal was $1,602, as against $8,305, $6,430, $7,105 $4,910 and $3,700 in the 
preceding five years. The cost of collection of house refuse in Shanghai is 18.2 Mexican cents a ton and of 
disposal of the same 1.1 cents a ton ; together 19.3 cents a ton, or 44. a ton, as against 9s/1d. for London 
house refuse, 

Observations extending over eleven years on the natural disposal of organic matter in house refuse, with 
frequent inspection of the garbage heaps, tend to show that within a year and a half all the decomposable 
organic refuse disappears by oxidation, which is tantamount to slow combustion—the heat generated 
spontaneously in a garbage heap being very considerable—and leaves an innocuous mass, without smell, which 
forms a suitable material for filling in low-lying ground and shallow stagnant pools. It is not necessary to 
go so far as to recommend its use for raising building sites to be used within two years, but it would be 
excellent material for raising garden sites and for filling the holes left near houses by the excavation of mud 
if not below the ground water level. In the large garbage heaps at the Depot, the nuisance from smell and 
flies disappear after three months ; and in properly conducted filling-in operations it is possible by covering 
recent house refuse with a layer of clean earth to remove nuisance from these causes and at the same time 
promote oxidation and destruction of the objectionable organie matter. In this way may be removed to some 
extent the further objectionable accumulation along the banks of the creek and the dumping of garbage into 
the waterways, which is difficult to entirely prevent. When it is remembered that every stagnant pool means 
mosquitoes, which are the potential cause of Malaria, it’ is held that any temporary nuisance that may occur 
during the course of filling-in is outweighed by the sanitary advantages which subsequently accrue. This 
method, therefore, is advisable both from the point of view of economy and sanitation, Unfortunately 
distance prevents the use of this method for the refuse from the crowded districts of the centre of the 
Settlement, unless some cheaper form of transport becomes available, ey. electric traction, House refuse 
should not be used for filling in below the ground water level as purification is much delayed under water, 
but deep places should be filled by mud from the surrounding banks leaving a larger shallow area which can 
he safely and effectively obliterated by house refuse.

House Refuse Receptacles, 

Primarily as a plague preventive measure, in order to limit the food supply of rats, 3,879 house refuse 
receptacles, rat and fly proof, have been erected during the last three years. After years of experiment, the 
form of receptacle now erected appears to fulfil its object best. The Chinese like them and mostly use them 
instead of throwing their garbage outside their doors ; so that in all save the worst neighbourhoods a marked 
improvement in the cleanliness of alleys is found. It is apparent that rats will thus be deprived of a vast 
store of nourishment and, as the rat population is to a large extent regulated by the amount of the available 
food supply, this is held to be a radical plague preventive measure. The approved form of receptacle is made 
of brick and cement or of cement concrete, is 8 feet long by 2 feet deep, with a sloping top having a small 
iron slam door which cannot be opened beyond the vertical and so automatically shuts itself after house refuse 
has been emptied in ; and having an iron door at the side with a special fastening of which the house refuse 
removal coolie only has the key and through which the refuse is daily removed. These receptacles have been 
erected by the sanitary staff, the property owners providing the necessary materials, which cost $6 
for each receptacle, 

Drainage and Paving. 

Tt has been considered a duty in the ordinary course of sanitary inspection, not only to point out 
sanitary defects but also, when requested, to provide the means whereby these defects can be best remedied 
and to supervise the work to completion. In this way the native contractors have been taught the proper 
way of laying drains, forming cement channels, paving yards and other sanitary work. 

The defect usually met with, in the course of inspection, is that of blocked surface drains, due to 
absence of proper surface inlets. The use of gully traps with hinged grids with lineal openings is desirable, 
instead of the small circular openings at present so frequently used. Although the standard of drainage is 
improved, much is still required before the materials used are laid so as to obtain maximum self-cleansing 
and ability to stand the test of hard wear and tear. Much of the cement drainage material used by private 
contractors is of poor quality. 

Creeks. 

Regarding these important natural tide-flushed drains, the object has been the abolition of stagnant 
water and the maintenance of tidal channels open, clean and clear. When a creek gets into such a condition 
that a daily tidal flushing is not obtainable, its conversion into a covered sewer is, if it is in a residential 
district, generally desirable ; but the filling in or culverting of creeks that are accessible to all tides is seldom 
advisable from a sanitary point of view. The Yangkingpang, however, is now filled with the accumulated 
filth of twelve years and, if not dredged away, it would be better to culvert it so as to remove an obvious 
nuisance. 

Mosquito Reduction. 

A special staff was organised which worked from the beginning of April until the middle of October. 
The results are considered satisfactory but the work was handicapped by the exceptionally wet June and July. 
The work of the Chinese staff required very careful foreign supervision, as the results of good work were not 
directly apparent and the detection of bad work required assiduous care on the part of the Foreign inspector. 

Special attention has been directed towards lessening the width of the old creeks so as to diminish the 
Water area and allow of easy access to the oiler. 

Co-operation was obtained from most Foreigners but the majority of Chinese showed a complete 
indifference, amounting occasionally to active opposition. No prosecutions were undertaken to enforee these 
mosquito extermination measures but this would appear desirable in flagrant cases after repeated warning, 
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A good class of coolie was obtained, paid at the rate of $10 monthly, and heavy fines inflicted 
on finding mosquito larvee in places recently worked through. The coolies worked in couples in an area 
exactly delimited. Each area was further sub-divided into seven for each day in the week and a time-table 
kept so that it could be known exactly where each mosquito couple was working at any time. The Assistant 
Inspector accompanied and gave detailed instructions to each pair of coolies early in the season and made 
written notes of those unusual places where staguant water was likely to be found, such as native gardens, 
empty houses, defective paving, gullies in unfrequented places, etc., i.e. those places which were likely to be 
beyond a coolie’s intelligence to think of or beyond his courage to enter ; these places subsequently received 
the special attention of the Assistant Inspector. Practical roadside demonstrations were given of the way 
mosquitoes develop and how to prevent them developing by getting rid of all collections of stagnant water. 

The thicker oils, containing a large proportion of crude petroleum, were not found to form good 
spreading films even in the hottest weather—equal parts of kerosene and crude oil were found of most 
value. 

With greater attention to detail and increased Foreign supervision considerable further improvement 
is anticipated. 


Mosquito Notice. 


No StaGNant WATER—No Mosquirors, 


Mosquitoes carry Malaria and other diseases, 

Mosquitoes cannot multiply except in stagnant water, Where stagnant water cannot be abolished the use of kerosene 
sprinkled on the surface so as to form a film will kill mosquito “ wrigglers,” as it prevents them breathing when they come 
to the surface. 

Old tins and bottles, broken crockery, flower-pots and unconsidered articles of this hind capable of holding rain 
water should be carefully collected from the garden and backyard and placed in the house refuse receptacle for 


removal, 

Tubs, kongs, water plants, flower pots, saucers or other vessels of water which cannot be dispensed with should be 
emptied or sprinkled with kerosene once a week. 

Gardeners’ kongs, dug-outs, wells, and water barrels should be done away with, water for the garden, ete,, being derived 
directly from the tap or, if that be impossible, the kongs, etc., should be oiled once a week or kept securely covered so that 
mosquitoes cannot get to the water to lay their eggs. 

Have the water from kennels, chicken coops, etc., regularly emptied out. 

Keep drains and rain water roof channels clean and clear and in good repair. Gully traps that are not frequently 


flushed should be oiled weekly. 
Shallow rain water pools and slushy placcs can generally be obliterated by a xeratch drain or levelled with house 


ashes, ponds and ditches by filling-in with house refuse covered with a little enrth or ashes, 
Ornamental ponds may be kept free from mosquitoes by small fish but, if mosquito “ wrigglers” be found, the water 


should be oiled weekly preparatory to filling-in. 
A weekly inspection of house and surroundings should be made, It may be remembered that asmall unheeded pot 
of water will suffice to breed sufficient mosquitoes to irritate a whole neighbourhood. 


Flies. 


Against what has been truly described as “the deadly house fly,” the careful collection and disposal 
of house refuse is a measure of primary importance. Among other public measures has been the requirement 
as one of the conditions of licence, in premises licensed for the purpose of safeguarding the food supply, of 
adequate means being taken to prevent the access of flies to foodstuffs by the use of perforated zine in 
windows and spring doors. This screening against flies is also an important individual measure and should 
be applied to the serving room, kitchen and servants’ latrine ; while cleanliness should be maintained in and 
about the house, so as to deprive the insect of food and of breeding-places. The provision of 3,899 fly-proof 
cement and iron refuse receptacles throughout the Settlement had for one of its objects the diminution of 
flies. 

Laundries. . 

All the laundries within the Settlement are licensed and regularly inspected. The system of sanitary 


control has been one of frequent inspection, so as to make the licencees reluctant to transgress the terms of 
their licences, rather than one having for its object a large number of prosecutions. 
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Lodging Houses. 


The native lodging houses and hotels have been regularly inspected and those of the lower class 
periodically disinfected, and permanently rat-proofed. 


Lime-Washing. 


During the year all the premises licensed for Public Health purposes have been lime-washed and 
cleansing operations of the nature of disinfection have been carried out in insanitary property in many parts 
of the Settlement. 


Waterclosets. 


Applications are still received from time to time for permission to install waterclosets. Foreign 
Building Rule 76 is now, however, quite clear and definitely prohibitive under all circumstances. ‘The main 
object is the safeguarding of the water supply. 


Insanitary Areas. 


The northern and western limits of the Northern District abut on a most insanitary neighbourhood 
wherein dwell an increasing population composed chiefly of beggars and other undesirables living under such 
unhealthy conditions as to be a serious menace to the health of the Settlement. In other directions also on 
the outskirts of the Settlement the danger as regards Plague is great. 


Public Latrines and Urinals. 


The practice of coating urinals with crude petroleum has greatly improved their condition, preventing 
deposit ina remarkable manner. In order to prevent disease carried by flies from infected foeces, the fly- 
proofing of latrines was undertaken but not altogether with success through wanton destruction and theft of 
the material used, 

Ordure Removal. 


The removal of ordure continues to be efficiently done and is a source of considerable profit to the 
community. The amount paid monthly by the contractor m the sequence of agreements was in 1899 $3,200, 
1902 $4,100, 1905 $5,300, 1908 $6,000, 1910 $7,500 and for 1913 $10,050. 

There is a ready demand throughout the greater part of the year for use in growing such crops as 
indigo, and were it not for its employment also in growing market produce for the table, which it is prac- 
tically impossible to prevent, the method of disposal is more sanitary than any other and, as regards the 
economy of nature, practically perfect. 


Smoke. 


There is no doubt that the smoke nuisance, which is becoming more and more obvious, could be 
considerably lessened by intelligent stoking and especially by mechanical stoking. The coal most commonly 
used is of a smoky, bituminous nature. The use of electric power is calculated to minimise smoke 
nuisance. 


Storage of Dangerous Materials. 


Arrangements have been made for the licensing and inspection of premises for the storage of 
dangerous materials namely, those which, on account of fire or explosion, may endanger life or property such 
as gunpowder and similar nitrate mixtures, dynamite, blasting gelatine, carbonite, nitro-cotton smokeless 
powder, picric acid and similar nitro-compounds, chlorate mixtures, fulminates, fireworks, ammunition, 
benzene and other very volatile and inflammable coal tar products, petrol, gasolene and other very volatile and 
inflammable petroleum products, acetylene, calcium carbide, yellow phosphorus, or any material containing 
any of these as an ingredient in dangerous quantity.

Swimming Bath. 


The Public Swimming Bath was open from May 1 to October 31. The number of persons admitted 
was 12,202 as against 14,104, 13,592, 9,881, 9,124 and 11,327 in the five preceding years. The condition 
of the water was regularly and carefully tested and, by the use of one part in a million of copper sulphate at 
each filling, a high degree of purity was maintained and the “ sore ears,” so frequent an occurrence in local 
swimming baths, were seldom heard of. Lessons in swimming were given throughout the season by the 
Assistant Inspector on duty, 21 persons being thus taught this useful and healthy accomplishment, 
mostly boy scouts. 
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vil—FOOD. 


As the preventable diseases specially prevalent in Shanghai are mostly caused by infected food, food 
inspection has been considered of paramount importance. The foreign food supply is under complete 
sanitary supervision and the same is gradually being done for the Chinese, premises being licensed as soon as 
the necessary conditions have been met. 


Water Supply. 


The periodic analyses of water supply hy the Shanghai Waterworks Co. show that filtration is care- 
fully done. ‘The question of the prohibition of waterclosets is one that chiefly concerns the purity of the 
water supply, and is therefore of fundamental importance to the community. 18 insanitary wells were 
abolished and a supply of Waterworks’ water furnished. 


Milk Supply. 


There has been a progressive improvement in the quality of milk supplied as is shown by the analy- 
tical figures to be found under the heading of Laboratory. ‘The standard of cleanliness in dairies has been 
maintained, 'The windows of the milk rooms are now required to be unopenable and provided with perforated 
zinc instead of glass and the door with a spring slam to prevent ingress of flies. Cattle Plague is dealt with 
under that heading. . Efforts are being made to prevent the smuggling of milk from unlicensed dairies in 
Pootung. As regards the result of punishment inflicted at the Mixed Court for adulteration, it has been 
found, after observations extending over several years, that fining is the least effective, the offence being 
invariably repeated, while it tends to increase the price of milk to compensate for losses sustained. On the 
other hand imprisonment and the cangue have a marked deterrent effect. 


Fresh Food Shops. 


The licensed butchers, poultry, game and vegetable shops have been kept in good sanitary condition. 
The regulation of fruit shops has presented great difficulty. Endeavour has been made to get the dealers 
to keep their skinned fruits in fly-proof cases but with indifferent success. It is considered best to rely on 
the public, both Foreign and Chinese, to sterilise fruit as it is impossible to ensure that fruit is not exposed 
to infection by flies at some stage of its journey from the tree to the consumer. 

24,676 Ibs. of unsound fruit, vegetables, etc., were seized and destroyed after confirmations by a 
magistrate and the Health Officer. ‘The native ice-cream and cool-drink dealers have received the attention 
of the Inspectors. When the danger of their wares was quite obvious they were confiscated and destroyed. 
The sale of cut melon has been discouraged. In every case where the sale of bad food was detected the 
vendors were given the option of prosecution at the Mixed Court or confiscation. 

Residents are requested not to patronise hawkers of fruit and other foodstuffs who come to their 
houses. 


Meat Supply. 


The examination of cattle and carcases at the Municipal Slaughter House affords adequate protection 
of the meat supply. There was a substantial increase in the kill during the year. 

Good meat is stamped with a circular stamp for beef and a triangular stamp for mutton, pork and 
yeal, with the words “KILLED MUNICIPAL SLAUGHTER HOUSE” and the date of slaughter. 
Meat inferior in quality, but free from disease, passed for sale on stalls only, is marked “2nd QUALITY.” 
No meat for foreign consumption is allowed to be sold from any shop or brought into the Settlement unless 
it bears a Municipal stamp. A 
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Such grease-shops as are within the Settlement are under constant inspection so that no nuisance or 
danger to Public Health is caused by them. 1,048 oxen, 1,374 buffaloes, 284 sheep and 170 pigs were 
dealt with at these places, 


Markets. 


Small markets are required for Lower Yangtsepoo, in the North Fokien Road and at the junction of 
Purdon Road and Honan Road. Efforts have been made to get all street hawkers of foodstuffs into the 
market with varying success in the absence of police compulsion day and night. It is proposed to permit 
street hawking under licence, provided the hawkers are provided with fly-proof baskets. 

Enlargement of the Hongkew Market is in progress.

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Vill._CEMETERIES. 

Bubbling Well Cemetery and Crematorium.—Though this cemetery will probably not he filled for another 
fifteen years it is advisable in the near future to acquire the Bubbling Well corner so as to complete the site, 
removing at the same time a most insanitary and unsuitable neighbourhood, and allow of the carrying out 
of a broad garden design which will be not only to the advantage of the cemetery but of the Bubbling 
Well rendezvous. An area abutting on the N. E, Corner is being laid out which will provide 964 additional 
first class grave spaces. 

Pahsienjao Cometery.—The appearance of this fine old cemetery, which is nearly full, has been 
improved by general repairs and the planting of new trees and shrubs. During the attack on the Arsenal 
in July a 5’ segment shell struck the roof of an outhouse in the $. W. Corner and also damaged a tomb- 
stone. The roof of the Chapel was punctured in several places by rifle bullets. 

Shantung Road Cemetery.—This cemetery which contains the mortal remains of many of the earliest 
residents of the Settlement has been appropriately cared for and presents a neat appearance. 

Pootung Cemetery—The upkeep of this cemetery is a matter of some difficulty in the absence of a 
permanent wall round it. As the users of the jetty would not contribute towards the cost of its upkeep and 
as its condition became dangerous it was removed in September. 

Soliiers’ Cemetery.—This cemetery from a general latrine, piggery and place for dumping the dead 
bodies of nameless children has been converted into a picturesque memorial of those who died in the early 
strenuous years of the history of the Settlement, 1862 to 1865, during the foreign military defence of 
Shanghai against the Taiping rebels. The picturesque old city wall, which was partially demolished in 
1912, remained in that deplorable condition throughout the year. In December an arrangement was made 
with the Chinese authorities to build a new wall and to surrender a smalt area at the East end for road 
purposes in exchange for a piece of land within the Settlement.

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TUBERCULOSIS HOSPITAL. 


Tn successive Annual Reports references have been made by the Health Officer to the advisability of 
providing special accommodation for cases of lung tuberculosis. 

Tn view of strong representations which were made in April and May, the Council obtained expres- 
sions of opinion from the three largest firms of medical practitioners on the subject and, in order that it 
might be duly ventilated, these were subsequently published. The Council was unanimous as to the 
desirability of proper provision for the care of tubercular lung cases, but recognised that the construction of 
a hospital to accommodate all these cases would involve considerable expenditure, while it is improbable 
that any appreciable income would be received from the class of patients which would frequent such an 
institution. Nevertheless the professional opinions expressed are strongly in favour of this measure, and are 
at one in regarding it as advantageous, if not urgent, with a view to preventing the spread of infection. 
Under these circumstances the matter will be brought to the attention of the Ratepayers in a special 
Resolution, The Council, after discussing alternative methods of carrying out the project, either by 
erecting the additional wing already planned for the Isolation Hospital at a cost of Tls. 65,000 and making 
use of it temporarily for the purpose, or by constructing a small building at the west end of the Isolation 
Hospital site at an estimated cost of 'I'ls. 80,000, considers the latter to be preferable. 


Shanghai, General Hospital, April $0, 1913, 

Sin,—I am directed by the Governors of the Shanghai General Hospital to invite the attention of the Council to the 
question of the provision of suitable hospital accommodation for tubercular lung cases, 

It is the opinion of the General Hospital physicians that tubercular cases requiring surgical treatment alone should 
be admitted to the Hospital after the proposed extension is completed, and that the treatment of patients with tubercular 
lung disease is most undesirable under the same roof as general hospital patients, and if this was not so it is considered 
that the site at the disposal of the Governors is insufficient and wrongly placed for the proper isolation and treatment of 
pulmonary pthisis, 

The Governors are confident that the growing urgency of this matter will receive the consideration of the Council.

Health Office, May 30, 1913. 

Referring to the letter from the Secretary of the General Hospital dated April 30 inviting attention to the question 
of providing hospital accommodation for Foreign tubercular lung cases on account of want of room in and unsuitability 
of the General Hospital site, I am of opinion that such accommodation is badly needed, 

In the Annual Report for 1908 and in each subsequent year it was pointed out that isolated accommodation was 
required for cases of lung tuberculosis among Foreigners especially for those who cannot afford to go to a proper 
sanatorium at home: these cases mostly become a source of infection to those with whom they come in close contact and 
generally live under conditions which render small the chance of cure, 

I recommend that provision be made in next year's Budget for the erection of a small hospital somewhat similar in 
construction to the Chinese Police Hospital on a part of the Isolation Hospital site but completely separated from the 
Isolation Hospital and that the site be rounded off by the purchase of the Woosung-Yulu Road corner. It may be noted 


that adequate garden space is an essential for a hospital for tuberculosis.

Shanghai, May 31, 1913, 

S1r,—I am writing to you on behalf of the King’s Daughters’ Society in the hope that the Municipal Council may 
see its way to considering and dealing with a matter that has been engaging our attention for some time and has caused us 
deep concern, i.¢,, the prevalence of tuberculosis of the lungs amongst the poorer Foreign population in Skanghai, and the 
totally inadequate provision for dealing with it. 

As you are possibly aware the benevolent work of our Society touches only the poorer class of foreigners, mostly 
Portuguese and Eurasians, In the course of this work, in which we have lately been able to employ the services of a 
trained nurse, we have been so constantly brought face to face with this serious question that we feel it is time public 
attention was called to it. The majority of people with whom we deal are obliged, owing to the high rents, to live in small 
Chinese or semi-foreign houses in crowded alleyways or narrow streets, surrounded by Chinese amongst whom the disease 
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is, as is well known, very widespread. They are for the most part very poor, underfed and underclothed, and have large 
families ; as a rule the whole family is housed in two or three rooms, These overcrowded and insanitary conditions are 
exactly those which make for the development and spread of tuberculosis, and our experience has shown that there are 
very few of these families where tuberculosis in one form or another does not appear. 

The number of families of this kind is probably much greater than many people suppose. This is in itself a serious 
state of affairs, but when to this is added the fact that the members of these families, coming from these infected houses, 
are clerks in the banks and offices and assistants in the shops, it will be seen that they constitute a danger to the community 
asawhole, Our Society has been able to give a little assistance by providing fresh milk and eggs when patients could not 
afford these, selling medicines cheaply, etc., but it is impossible to deal properly with such patients in their own homes, 
We have in several cases made efforts to remove the patients from their homes, but there is practically no accommodation 
for poor foreign tubercular patients at any hospital or institution in Shanghai. There is a small ward at the General 
Hospital for men, but it is quite inadequate and can only take two or three patients, There is no provision for women and 
children at all, and we have been unable to move any of those in whom we are interested away from their unsatis- 
factory surroundings, In many cases if they could have a few months rest and care and proper nourishment there would 
be a chance of effecting a cure. Enclosed is a list of cases of consumption which have been helped by our Society, during 
the last six months, all of which have been visited by our nurse and members of our Committee. It will be seen that 
nearly all are cases where there is overcrowding and such real poverty that they cannot afford to pay for medical assistance 
or hospital accommodation, 

My Committee would also respectfully remind you that in his last Report the Medical Officer of Health specially 
calls attention to this question and its urgency, and speaks of the necessity of providing for poor foreigners as well as 
Chinese, There are many institutions which take in consumptive Chinese, but none which will admit foreigners or 
Eurasians. 

My Committee feels that this matter is one of the greatest importance to the community, and that hospital accom- 
modation for incurables and a sanatorium of some kind for less serious cases is really needed, It is obviously impossible 
for a small private philanthropic society to deal with this question properly, it is a matter rather fora public authority, They 
therefore have ventured to approach you and ask if the Council would be prepared to consider the question of providing 
such accommodation, either in connexion with some existing institution or otherwise. They had thought it might be 
possible to include something of the kind in the new General Hospital buildings, in which case they were prepared to offer 
to try and raise money to endow a free consumptive ward or beds for women and children, If this is not thought 
practicable they would still be willing to help if the Council can see its way to taking any steps in the matter. They are so 
convinced of the seriousness of the present condition of things, that they are anxious to make it a matter of public concern. 
If the Council should fvel able to take any action, I shall be most happy to supply any further facts or details that I can, 
and our Society will gladly assist to the best of its ability in any action, which they will welcome as conferring a real 


benefit on the Shanghai community. ,

GuNTLEMEN,—The Council is in receipt of a letter from the Shanghai General Hospital, stating that the continued 
treatment in the Hospital of patients with tubercular lung disease is undesirable, 

The Council has also received a communication from a prominent local benevolent institution pointing out that over 
and above the cases treated in the General Hospital (about 50 annually) there are a very great number of persons suffering 
from tuberculosis who, by reason of the inadequate hospital accommodation or owing to impoverished circumstances, 
receive, if any, only the most inadequate attention, 

It has been suggested that the Council should construct a Tuberculosis Hospital in the north-west corner of the 
Isolation Hospital block. 

In order, however, that this important subject may be adequately ventilated between now and the next Annual 
Meeting of Ratepayers, the Council would be glad of an expression of opinion from your firm as to what steps may most 


suitably be taken.

Dear Six,—In receipt of your letter of June 9, we beg to inform you that we fully agree, that the continued 
treatment in the General Hospital of patients suffering from tubercular lung disease is undesirable. It may be difficult to 
estimate the number of persons suffering from tuberculosis, who are not receiving adequate hospital treatment on account 
of quite insufficient attention. In any case we consider the construction of a Tuberculosis Hospital as an urgent need for 
Shanghai; we suggest to build such hospital for open-air treatment and providing very broad verandahs on the pavilion 


system in a locality with sufficient space for laying out a large garden, :

DEAR §1R,—Your letter on the subject of a Consumptive Hospital has been carefully considered by my firm and 1 
shall briefly enumerate the various points that constitute our reply. 

1,—We quite approve of the determination of the Governors of the General Hospital to refuse admission in future to 
consumptive cases. Such cases in addition to perfect isolation require a special outdoor treatment that the hospital cannot 
undertake. To admit consumptives to the general wards is to subject the other patients to a very grave and wholly 
unnecessary danger. 

2.—We can vouch for the truth of the statement that the number of consumptives in Shanghai far exceeds the 
number of those treated in the General Hospital, The disease is most prevalent among the Sikhs, Portuguese, Jews and 
Eurasians, With the Sikhs the disease ends fatally very rapidly and among the others cures must be very exceptional 
while, owing to the overcrowded dwellings of most of those affected, the spread of the disease is inevitable. 

3.—There is therefore, very urgent need for a Consumptive Hospital and the site you mention would at first at any 
rate be very suitable. 

4.—It will in our opinion be necessary to make provision for not less than fifty (50) patients, the bull of whom will 
be drawn from a class from which no revenue need be expected. On the contrary the Council must be prepared to provide 
free not only hospital accommodation but medical attendance and to receive most of these patients into the hospital for an 
indefinite period. 

At first the majority of cases will be of a more or less hopeless character but later on cases will come forward at an 
earlier stage with corresponding benefit to themselves and others, It will then be necessary to consider the question of 
building a sanatorium some distance from Shanghai to which light and convalescent cases may be sent. 

Consumption can be successfully treated by the open-air treatment in Shanghai and the proposed hospital will save 
many lives and what is equally important will do much to prevent the lamentable spread of the disease which under present 
conditions is inevitable. 

5.—Admission to the Hospital should be easy ; a certificate from a qualified medical man to the effect that a patient 
is suffering from consumption ought to be sufficient to secure admission, detention in hospital depending on the verification 
of the diagnosis, 

6.—There are a number of questions such as the internal construction and the disinfection of the homes of patients 


which I have not touched on as your letter does not call for it,

Dear S1r,—We duly received your letter asking our opinion on the proposed building of a ward for consumptives 
at the Municipal Hospital and regret that this our reply is somewhat belated. 

Amongst foreign residents of Shanghai who have come out from Burope consumption is uncommon. When it does 
exist most cases are able to leave the country and return to their homes or seek permanently a healthier climate. It is, 
therefore, unnecessary to supply a ward for this section of the community, 

There is, however, a large population, mostly born in the Kast, that regards Shanghai as its home. These people are 
chiefly Portuguese and Eurasians. For the most part they are poor persons who cannot afford to leave the country and 
amongst these tuberculosis is fairly prevalent. ‘Their houses too are often small and overcrowded and the risk of infecting 
one another great. We, therefore, think that a ward for consumptives would be advantageous to many of these both as a 
place for treatment and asa place where they would be taught the danger of infecting others and how to avoid this. 

As far as the treatment of cases goos such a hospital ward would be best built in the country, but if placed outside 
of Shanghai it would be more difficult and costly to run, and very likely would not be so popular amongst the people who 
are likely to require it, 

We, therefore, think that a ward in the Municipal Hospital compound for the open-air treatment of tuberculosis would 


a distinct advantage.

MEDICAL REPORT. 


The number of Chinese patients treated at the Paulun Hospital is increasing every year. There were 
3,730 patients in 1911, 4,940 in 1912 and in the year 1913—5,197 out-patients, of which 580 have been 
admitted to the Hospital against 230 in-patients in 1912. 

Like in former years the principal cases were surgical diseases, eye diseases and skin diseases. 

The following cases have been treated : 


Surgical diseases 1,500 
Diseases of the eye 1,500 
Skin diseases 1,200 
Internal cases 600 


Diseases of the ear, nose and various cases 397 


5,197 


527 operations have been performed of which one-third were important ones, 28 gynecological operations, 
12 confinements and 19 eye operations. 

During the revolution of 1913 the rooms of the Hospital proved insufticient for the increased number 
of patients, and wounded soldiers and countrymen had to be placed in a lecture room of the German Medical 
School. During the year 41 deaths occurred in the Hospital, mostly cases of fatally wounded men brought 


to the Hospital at an hour too late for help.

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WORKS MATTERS. 


ENGINEER AND SURVEYOR’S REPORT. 


The past year has been marked by considerable activity in constructional works and the more 
important of these were :— 


Yangtszepoo Road Bridge, reconstruction in concrete. 

Sinza Road Bridge, reconstruction in concrete (portion). 

Shanhaikwan Road Bridge. 

Concrete bundings Soochow Oreek, Hongkew Creek and Defence Creek. 
Wayside Wharf and Dock (portion). 

Rifle Range Extension. 

New Public School for Boys. 

Hongkew Market Extension in concrete (portion). 

Victoria Nursing Home, alterations and additions. 

Quarters for Indian Warders at Gaol. 

Construction of Warren Road from Hungjao Road to Brenan Road, 
Acquisition of land for the extension of J essfield Road to Brenan Road. 


During the latter part of the year in particular, the greatest trouble was experienced in obtaining a 
regular and sufficient supply of road materials, due to the contractor for the supply of materials defaulting, 
and also the contractors for the transport of materials from Pingchiao. In the early part of the year the 
annual contract was made for the supply of road materials but after continuing for a few months it was 
found necessary to “eancel the contract and make other arrangements. ‘The subsequent contractor 
also failed to carry out his work and this, coupled with the lack of transport arrangements, completely 
disorganized the outside work of the Department and seriously interrupted the supply of ratproofing 
material to the Health Department and building contractors. The large stock of Pingchiao stone in 
reserve was practically exhausted in November and since then not only new work but also road repairing 
has been suspended. Apart from the great expense of double handling materials when drawing upon reserve 
stock, the consequences of a few months’ neglect of repair work is serious, as the advantage of “a stitch in 
time” applies with particular force to roads. 

Another contract which] had to be cancelled was that for the supply of mud-filling for raising 
land and roads. There has been latterly a far more general tendency on the part of contractors to 
evade their responsibilities. This is no doubt largely due to the fact that public invitation of tenders 
encourages a certain unreliable class of contractor to undertake work for which he is not equipped, whereas 
in years past only a selected few were invited to submit tenders, and an outsider seldom, unless he had good 
references, was allowed to compete. Generally speaking, however, the system of inviting tenders publicly 
has the effect of keeping prices down and prevents, to a large extent, the formation of contractors’ “ rings,” 
but increased supervision is necessary to ensure good work. 

The usual difficulty has been experienced in obtaining an adequate supply of suitable labour, except 
in the winter months when there is not much work for coolies in the country. The fact that the wages paid 
by the Council are slightly under the general average paid by other employers of labour largely accounts for 
this shortage, but it is questionable whether the standard of work the majority of the coolies are employed on 
justifies better pay. Unless the coolies are immediately under Foreign supervision, or employed on piecework, 
it is difficult to prevent loafing, particularly as they are scattered in small gangs and the work is difficult to 
check. 
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During and after the local disturbances in July last, work was found for a considerable number of 
refugees for whom temporary camps were erected. It is somewhat significant that quite a number of them 
were unwilling to accept such work as the Department was able to offer them. 

The work of the Cadastral Office has proceeded smoothly although there is still room for improve- 
ment in various directions. The preparation of accurate official plans by the Cadastral Office continues to 
be popular with land owners to whom the advantages of the new system are readily apparent. The plans 
are now universally accepted as property plans and for planning buildings, thus effecting a considerable 
saving to owners who were formerly put to the expense of having a special survey made and plan prepared. 
Asa proof of appreciation of plans prepared by the Cadastral Office, numerous applications have- been 
received from owners for surveys to be undertaken beyond the Settlement Boundary. It is hoped that means 
may be devised whereby the measurement of consular lots both within and beyond the Settlement Boundary 
may be carried out by the Cadastral Office. I think it desirable to point out that landowners would greatly 
facilitate the preparation of plans and the subsequent issuing of deeds if their representatives attending 
measurements were given full particulars as to rights of way and boundaries of the lot being measured. 
This information should be supplied by the owner. A number of owners who generally are not represented 
at measurements rely entirely upon making their corrections when the completed plan is submitted to them 
for acceptance ; the result is that the original plans have to be discarded, new ones prepared and the issue 
of the deed is delayed in consequence. In a recent instance involving the measurement of three lots, 
three sets of five plans each or a total of fifteen plans had to be prepared. These had to be discarded as the 
owner desired a right of way inserted, although no mention of it had been made at the measurement. A 
new set of fifteen plans was prepared and owing to certain alterations desired by the owner these were also 
disapproved, thus necessitating the preparation of a further set of fifteen plans ora total of forty-five, whereas 
if the correct information had been supplied in the first instance, fifteen plans would have sufficed. This is 
not fair to the Cadastral Office which is doing its best in the owners’ interests. Apart from the matter of 
surveying and plotting, there are the items of drawing material, tracing cloth and photographie papers to be 
considered and at present the whole cost of these is borne by the Council. During the year, 321 sets of 
official plans in quintuplicate were prepared. Some of these plans were very extensive, requiring as much as 
one square yard of tracing cloth to make a complete set of plans. While the expense of surveying and 
plotting may be considered a fair charge on the Council, it would appear that anything beyond that should 
be borne by the applicant for title deed. A scale of charges on a mowage basis with a fixed minimum price 
would afford a satisfactory method for the Council to recover its expenses. I think it will be generally 
conceded that this is a legitimate charge and it is not anticipated that there would be any serious objection 
if the Council should impose it. 

With regard to notification of measurement of lots forwarded by the various Consulates to the 
Cadastral Office, it seems that under present conditions there will always be lapses in certain Consulates in 
following out the procedure for measurement as prescribed in the Land Regulations. This is probably due 
to the constant changes in personnel, new officials who are generally unacquainted with the Land 
Regulations and Cadastral procedure being placed in charge. I think a step in the right direction would 

” be for it to be definitely laid down that no deed is to be issued by any Consulate until it has been endorsed 
by the Municipal Cadastral Officer to the effect that the measurement has been attended, the lot surveyed 
and the official plan prepared. On the whole, however, the working of the various Consular Land Offices 
has been very satisfactory and I should like to acknowledge the courtesy which has universally been 
accorded by the officers in charge. This applies as well to the officials in the Chinese Land Office who 
have willingly met any request for information. 

So far as the general public is concerned the maintenance of roads is the most important work of the 
Department. In my Reports of the three previous years the matter has been discussed at length, more 
particularly as an engineering question, but after three years experimental work it can safely be claimed 
that the matter is no longer a question of engineering but of finance and public interest. The past year has 
been a busy one so far as work in connexion with improved methods of maintenance is concerned, and 
details of the work carried out will be found under a later heading. It might be pointed ont that, with the 
exception of the paving of the Szechuen Road, all éxperimental work has been carried out with the funds 
allocated for the ordinary maintenance of roads and, if full advantage is to be taken of the results obtained, 
it is absolutely essential that considerably more money be allocated for the purpose of improvement. If 
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public opinion demands a higher standard of roads than we possess at present the public must be prepared 
to find the money. The increasing number of self-propelled vehicles using the roads is a factor not to be 
neglected and I would advocate the consideration of regulations governing the construction and maintenance 
of handcarts and wheelbarrows, which at present constitute the most injurious class of traffic so far as road 
maintenance is concerned. A few simple regulations, regarding the widths of tyres and diameter of wheel 
with regard to the load, could be introduced without causing any undue hardship to those concerned. ‘The 
following figures in connexion with traffic are of interest -—

Tt might be mentioned that in the case of North Szechuen Road the traffic in tons per yard 
width per annum is higher tian is found in most paved roads in large towns in England, and the 
fact that North Szechuen Road is an ordinary macadam road with practically no foundation speaks 
for itself. 

It is worth noting that after a public improvement has been completed the degree of benefit 
is often lost sight of as it is seldom that a comparison is drawn with previous conditions, The wood 
paving of the Nanking Road may be taken as an instance. The present satisfactory condition of the road 
is probably now regarded as a mere matter of course, and the degree of improvement is not realized until a 
comparison is drawn with the old condition of the road when it was macadamised and under repair for some 
considerable time each year, with the usual inconvenience to traffic of a partially closed road with gangs of 
coo)ies and steam rollers at work. The recently completed paving of Szechuen Road, south of Nanking 
Road, with bituminous blocks (details of which will be found under a later heading) will no doubt prove a 
similar case. 

Tn most countries road construction and maintenance has been considered of such importance as to 
constitute a national question. In England a Government “Road Board” has been formed with powers to 
assist local authorities by grants of money in adopting improved methods of road construction and main- 
tenance. During the first nine months of 1913 grants to the amount of £1,362,261 were made to assist in 
the improvement of road crusts alone. The magnitude of the question is difficult to realize but it was 
impressed upon me at the International Road Congress held in London last June. In Shanghai we can, of 
course, look for no outside assistance and it is consequently the more important that special financial provision 
should be made to deal with the question. I think it is admitted on all hands that permanent paving is 
necessary, particularly in the more congested streets in the Settlement, and at first sight it would appear 
advisable to raise a large loan and carry out the work at once. I would certainly recommend this course if 
I were satisfied that the best systems are at present available. At the Road Congress I was particularly 
struck with the number of new systems of permanent paving which are coming to the front. To commit 
ourselves now to any one system would in my opinion be unwise. A more sound policy would be to raise a 
loan each year, say not less than Tls. 100,000 for the purpose of carrying out permanent paving in the more 
congested streets. We should then be in a position—year by year—to profit by experience gained not only 
locally, but in other cities. For bituminous (and other improved) treatment of the less heavily trafficked 
roads the yearly grant for the maintenance of roads should be considerably increased, bearing in mind that 
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such work as tar painting and tar macadam roads cannot be considered as permanent paving and 
consequently any additional expense should be met out of current revenue. Under this heading also 
provision should be made for providing new foundations for a number of the present macadam roads, the 
condition of the existing foundations being referred to in my Report for last year. 

The following remarks by Sir Robert Rawlinson at a meeting of the Institution of Civil Engineers 
in England in 1894 is an interesting and authoritative reference to ordinary macadam on important 
thoroughfares :—“'The Thames Embankment is a grand metropolitan improvement spoiled with broken 
stone. So many thousand tons of broken stone carted on annually; so many thousand tons of mud, when 
it has done all the mischief possible, to be carted off. M. m roads in London streets and squares 
ought to be abolished.” This expression of opinion made 20 years ago in regard to the Thames 
Embankment is applicable to many Shanghai streets to-day. 

One of the most important matters calling for immediate public attention is the rapidly deteri- 
orating condition of the Soochow Oreek. The importance of this creek, both as a waterway and as a 
feeder of the numerous tributary tidal creeks upon which the drainage of Shanghai depends, cannot 
be over estimated, and its relation to the trade and health of the Port is seldom realized. A good 
deal has been said and written on the importance of the conservancy of the Huangpu, the main river 
on which Shanghai stands. This is now placed in the hands of a Board which is actually doing 
something and the Board controls any expenditure on conservancy works, although the funds are 
provided from indirect sources. In this connexion I cannot do better than quote from the Presidential 
Address delivered by Mr. Anthony George Lyster to the Institution of Civil Engineers on November 4 last 
when he said :— 

“The Authorities, therefore, to whom the maintenance and development of the ports are committed, 
should be bodies capable not only of bringing special commercial knowledge and sound judgment to bear on 
the variety of problems with which they have to deal, but also able to take a broad view of their responsi- 
bilities and to recognise that national and imperial as well as local interests are involved in the successful 
administration of their charge.” 

The present system of control of the conservancy of the Soochow Creek, particularly where it passes 
through the Settlement, is somewhat anomalous, The Chinese Government apparently exercises jurisdiction 
over the creek, but it would be interesting to know how much money it has spent on its conservancy. ‘To 
the best of my knowledge—at any rate for fifteen years or more—the Chinese Government has not spent a 
single cash on its improvement or maintenance, although it essays to Jay down bund lines, grant permits for 
digging of mud, etc., makes stipulations as to the spans of bridges, widths of piers, etc. and yet does not 
remove the old and dilapidated stone piers of the “Stone Bridge” which are a danger to navigation and one 
of the main causes of deterioration in the waterway itself. On the other hand the Municipal Council has 
spent no less than a quarter of a million Taels in erecting one and three-quarter miles of permanent 
bunding without any contributions from the Chinese Authorities and yet has no voice in the conservancy of 
the creek. The transfer of the conservancy of the creek to the Municipal Council would appear most 
desirable in the interests of all concerned. 

With reference to the question of the smaller drainage creeks, the following extract from my Report 
for the year 1910 is quoted again as the condition is becoming more unsatisfactory yearly :— 

“Tn a report on the Chinese administration of the Chapei district in July last (Municipal Gazette 
October 27, 1910), I drew attention to what I considered to be ill-advised interference with drainage creeks 
in this neighbourhood. Natural causes have placed Shanghai in a very peculiar position in regard to 
drainage and sewerage, and I have no hesitation in saying that the problem of drainage for a population in 
this Settlement alone, of over 500,000 persons, would have been a matter of some difficulty to the drainage 
engineer had it not been for the fact that, as the Health Officer said in 1899, “the Chinese had solved the 
question of economic sanitation long ago.” Dr. Stanley probably referred only to the disposal of nightsoil, 
but as far as Shanghai is concerned the remark is equally true in regard to all drainage matters, for were it 
not for the network of artificial creeks that were at one time cut through the alluvial plain on which we 
stand, and every inducement offered to the tide to carry on its scour twice a day, we should be confronted 
with a sewerage scheme of considerable magnitude. The reckless and indiscriminate interference with these 
creeks, without provision of adequate culverts to act in their place, is likely to render the drainage of certain 
parts of Shanghai exceedingly difficult before long. An unrestricted flow of tidal water is necessary for the 
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proper cleansing of our sewers and creeks, Filthy creek bottoms can generally be traced to some obstruction 
to the tidal flow, and such obstructions are not confined to small cree! We 

Publie lighting has proceeded on lines similar to last year. The enclosed arc lamps referred to in 
last year's Report have not yet all been replaced. Flame ares have not maintained their efficiency 
so well as was anticipated, and on the Bubbling Well Road it has been decided to replace them by 
metallic filament lamps. With the growth of roadside trees, particularly in the Western District, a good 
deal of the illuminating effect of the lamps is lost. Lopping off the projecting branches is a troublesome 
and, at the best, only a temporary measure,and as occasion arises the lamps will be suspended over the centre 
of the road wherever possible. Electtic lighting generally has not been quite so satisfactory, especially in the 
Western District where the number of lamps reported by the Police as out of lighting has been unusually 

There has been some slight extension of the high pressure gas lighting. An innovation in 
the way of a centrally suspended lamp has been erected in Gordon Road to prevent the light being 
obscured by the roadside trees. 

The revival of the building trade which commenced early in 1912 has continued throughout the 
year, the local disturbances which took place during the summer having little or no effect upon it. The 
work generally shows improvement, particularly in regard to the construction of Chinese houses. There 
is a growing tendency in this class of house towards “ Foreign” design, which causes no little trouble to 
the building Inspection Staff, as the old method of timber framing does not readily lend itself to adoption 
where fire places with the necessary flues are introduced, It is interesting to note that a large number 
of “Foreign” houses have been erected for Chinese occupation, principally in the Western District. The 
exterior is “Foreign” in style, whilst the interior usually follows the arrangement of the old fashioned 
Chinese “hong.” It is unfortunate that the majority of these houses have been designed by so-called 
Chinese “architects” whose love of a florid elevation and a lack of architectural knowledge hardly tends 
towards beautifying the Settlement. The many additions to Chinese country houses in the outlying districts 
would seem to indicate that the prosperity of the local agricultural class is on the increase. The plans 
which have been submitted of many of the large blocks of Chinese houses erected during the year have 
shown more than ever the inadequacy of the Chinese Building Rules, the more so with regard to the 
arrangement of the alleyways. At present it is possible that long rows of houses may be provided with but 
one exit in case of fire, and although applicants are usually informed of the defect it is generally impossible 
to persuade them to re-design the block so as to allow for an independent access from both the front and 
rear of each house, and so long as the Byelaws remain in their present form, little or nothing can be done 
to remedy the evil; it is certain, however, that in the event of a large fire in a particular portion of many of 
the large blocks of houses it would be quite impossible for a very great number of tenants occupying 
the inside houses to escape until one or more of the outer houses had been demolished. There is a 
tendency among landlords to cover every available foot of their property which is permissible under the 
building rules, and although sufficient open space is always provided for each block, generally by court 
yards, an alleyway at the rear is often/omitted on account of the high price of the land upon which the 
houses are erected, 

The activity in building serves to emphasize the necessity for the Council to insist upon proper 
supervision of the erection of buildings. It is no uncommon occurrence for plans for a large building to be 
prepared by an architect. who receives payment for his services as soon as a permit to build has been 
obtained. The plans as submitted may be quite in order but as soon as operations are commenced the 
contractor and the owner think of nothing but scamping the work and endeavouring to rush through certain 
alterations which would be prohibited by the Building Rules. A recent case in point is a large Chinese 
hotel where the partitions between the rooms were ‘shown on the plans to be constructed of brickwork. 
Within the space of only two or three days the majority of the partitions were rushed up but were 
constructed of lath and plaster hollow partitions which would not only be dangerous from a fire point of 
view but would also help to harbour rats and vermin. When complaint was made to the owner he appeared 
to feel injured and suggested that he ought to have been told before that lath and plaster partitions would 
not be allowed and promptly proceeded to complete the work. He was then informed that unless the hollow 
partitions were either removed or rendered ratproof, a license would not be issued for the Hotel when 
building operations were completed. This caution apparently had the desired effect, as shortly afterwards 
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portions of the partition were removed to allow coke breeze concrete to be rammed between the lathing, each 
four feet of filling being then inspected by the District Building Inspector, and passed as satisfactory when 
properly completed, the result being a solid partition of light construction with no spaces in which rats can 
forma run. It is of course quite possible that the owner had no idea that hollow partition walls are not 
allowed in houses of Chinese construction. The “architect” for the buildings being a Chinese would 
naturally omit from the plans anything which might tend to vrevedttthe early issue of the permit, as his 
entire responsibility ceased after the permit had been obtained and handed over to the owner, in whose name 
-it was made out. The present system of Chinese “ architects” preparing plans and having the application 
form for a permit “chopped” by the owner, causes a great deal btroccssary trouble to the Department, 
as frequently when the building work is bad, or not in accordance with the byelaws it is very difficult 
to find the owner, who in many cases is away from Shanghai, and the “architect” frankly admits 
that it is none of his business to supervise the work. The remedy for this unsatisfactory state of affairs 
is registration of architects as, had this incident happened with the work under the supervision of a 
registered architect, the consequences to him might have been serious. It is true, as has been pointed 
_ out by the Consular Body, that the Council is empowered to pull down any work being done without a 
permit or in contravention to the Building Rules and this means has been resorted to on several occasions, 
but the procedure has the appearance of high handedness and is lacking in dignity. Arrangements have 
been made—at any rate temporarily—to detail two District Inspectors for nothing but building inspection 
work in the areas where the majority of building operations are going on but this means increasing the salary 
list of the department. In other words the public is providing and paying for supervision which should be 
provided and paid for by the owners. Some improvement might be effected by charging a very much 
higher permit fee unless a declaration was lodged with the application that the work was to be supervised 
by an architect to be approved by the Council. 
The country around the Pingchiao Quarry has been comparatively quiet and the military guard 
furnished by the Chekiang authorities was withdrawn in June and the temporary barracks demolished. 
There have been no serious accidents and the health of the coolies has been satisfactory considering the 
conditions under which they live. Owing to the failure of the transport contractors to carry out their work 
the stock has been gradually increasing since July, necessitating a good deal of double handling of material 
as the stone could not be loaded direct into the boats as is done when boats are available. 
The quantity of materials despatched has gradually fallen from 1,581 fong in July to 66 fong during 
December. Normally about 1,600 fong should be despatched monthly in order to keep the Quarry working 
~ economically, and to prevent dislocation of work in Shanghai, The default of the contractors is attributable 
to the low price at which they undertook the work, coupled with the very unusual shallowness of the creeks 
near the Quarry, due to the lack of rain for several months past. Only small boats can now approach the 

~ Quarry and this does not prove economical to the transport contractors. Another factor contributing 
towards the shortage of boats is the opening up of other small quarries in the vicinity, in connexion with 
which boats are employed to bring down stone to Shanghai, mostly for the French Municipal Council. 

Details of the various works carried out during the year are appended. 


BRIDGES. 


The number of bridges under the control of the Department, including those under construction, is now 
58, classified as follows :— 


Steel 17 
Concrete 10 
Wood 31 


In addition to the above there are 190 culverts, mostly of concrete, varying in span from 3 feet to 
12 feet. 

Soochow Creek.—The Stone Bridge which has been closed to traffic for over three years still remains in 
a state of dilapidation, In December the Chinese authorities resumed the work of dismantling the structure. 
Although still carrying a 24” water main some of the old timber and part of the stonework of the piers have 
been removed. The temporary footbridge which was erected in February 1911 was reconstructed in 
April. 


YANGTZEPOO ROAD BRIDGE. 


The north deca of the Markham Road Bridge | has been next ten ively repaired. The west girder of 
the main spam now has a sag.in the centre of 10 inches, and the timbe generally” are showing signs of 
decay. Extensive repair or reconstruction will be necessary in the se “future, there is considerable 
traflic over this bridge to and from Chapei. br 

The North Honan Road, North Szechtten Road and'Chapoo Rind Bridges = been extensively repaired. 
On the latter bridge a 2’ layer of tar macadam was Ini. as a protection for the wood decking and also with 
a view to reducing the vibration. The treatment of the wooden bridge decking with a thin layer of tar 
macadam has now been tried on the North Kiangse Road, ees Road and Hanbury Road Bridges, and 
has proved successful. - : 

The Garden Bridge ‘and North Cte Road Bridges were cleaned and painted during the 
summer. Other bridges over - the. Soochow Creek have been overhauled and repaired where necessary. 

Yangkingpang.—All the bridges, except the Bund Bridge, have been painted and minor repairs 
have been effected as required. The small wooden foot bridge east of Fokien Road was rebuilt. The Kwangse 
Road bridge being in a dangerous Condition, it was considered advisable to close it to vehicular traffic. 

The present arrangement for the maintenance of the Yangkingpang bridges (i.e. each Council under- 
taking the repairs on alternate years) cannot be considered satisfactory. X preferable arrangement would be 
for each Council to be responsible for the maintenance ‘of certain ‘epecificd wear overlapping or dual 
responsibility would then be avoided. @ 

Defence Creck.—Tlie Cemetery Road Bridge has been zeal! and the steel bridged at Nankiaie oad 
Pr 5 Burkill Road haye been painted. 

~~ Hongkew Creek. —The increasing traffic over the Broadway Bridge necenitated some widening. This 
was effected by the widening of the footpath on the south ‘side to 7 feet, the additional width of footpath 
"being carried on’a reinforced concrete cantilever. ‘The width of this bridge is still insufficient, but any 
widening on the north side would be costly as it would be necessary to move the large water main now lying 
immediately outside the bridge. The Hanbury Road Bridge has been completely overhauled and repaired, 
repairs effected to the Yuhang, Yalu, and Kashing Road bridges. The repairs to the Thorne 
lge Teferred to in last year’s Report were completed early in the year. ‘ 
inkia mge—Minor repairs” have been “effected to the East Kashing Road Bridge, and wooden 
beenerected.on the approaches of the Urga Road Bridge. 

Yangiszepoo Creels—The ‘Yangtszepoo Road Bridge, described in last year’s Report, was completed in 
December.

Singheipang:— wooden bridges‘at eae PS, Singkeipang Road and Dent Road, Rardlacly 
the two first named; were found to be oul decayed and considerable repairs have been effected to both 
the substructure and decking. — 

Tszepang.—The reinforced concrete ide ikwan Road referred to in last year’s Report was 
completed in the spring. A similar brid “now in course of construction on Sinza Road, of which two 
thirds are completed. Owing to thie fact that this bridge carries the tram track and also dense traffic, the 
work of reconstruction was carried out in three sections which rendered progress difficult and slow. 

Minor Creeks—Minor repairs have been effected to the North Szechuen Road Bridge beyond the 
Settlement Boundary, and numerous other small bridges have been overhauled and repaired and painted 
as required. Oregon pine treated with og? a is still used in preference to hardwoods, except for bridge 
decking. 


CADASTRAL OFFICE AND SURVEY WORK. 


Survey of Districts—The re-survey of the Settlement as mentioned in last year’s Report has been 
continued. One hundred and ninety-seven permanent survey standards were laid down in the Central, 
Western and Northern Districts, and thirty-one miles of traverses completed. An area of approximately 
2,100 mow in the more developed portions of these districts has been surveyed in detail and plotted to a 
scale of 50 feet to an inch. Considerable difficulty has been experienced in locating the boundaries of 


z 
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various properties. This aj ially to old constilar lots which were not properly stoned and are now 


built. over. In these cases numerous small and intricate traverses have been necessary for locating boundaries. 
Furthermore, the heavy traffic on the more important thoroughfares greatly retards the progress of the 
survey. In the country west of the Western District, between the Soochow Creek and Fahwa Creek, an 
area of approximately 11,300 mow is ‘now socio, and plotted in detail to a scale of 200 feet to 
an inch. = Pa. . 

General Plan of Shanghai.—aA revised general plan of the Settlement with alterations up to date has 
been completed to a scale of 1,000 feet to an inch, and is now being lithographed in London, The plan is 
more comprehensive than any as yet prepared, showing as it does the country-sonth of the Chinese City so 
far as the French Waterworks. It also gives detail of the country west of the W estern District. 

Special Plans to a scale of 200 feet to an inch have been prepared of the portion of Paoshan north 
of the Northern District, showing the Rifle Range, consular lots and general development. Similar plans 
have been made for the locality west of the Western District.

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NEW CENTRAL OFFICES 
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BUILDINGS. 
Central Offices. . 


Based upon revised schedules of requirements for the  warious Departments, sketch plans 
were prepared i in June for the new offices to be erected on the site bounded by the Hankow, Kiangse, 
Foochow, and Honan Roads, In August the principal elevational drawings were completed and 
submitted to the Council in September. It was then decided that the Chief Architectural Assistant should 
take the designs to London and submit them to the President of the Royal Institute of British Architects 
for comment and that a perspective drawing be prepared in London illustrating the design as viewed from 
opposite the “angle of Hankow and Kiangse Roads. The President’s report has now arrived and the 
perspective drawing has been completed. 

In his report, Mr. Blomfield has urged the use of granite for the main facades of the building and 
with that end in view has suggested certain minor alterations in detail. On the grounds of both cost and 
delay in obtaining this material the use of granite for this large building is impracticable. 


Police Force. 


Gaol.—The five storey block of quarters for 140 Indian Warders was completed in July. The 
building was described in last year’s Report. 

Western Police Depit.—A block of stables has been erected on the North side of the Chinese Police 
Training School, accommodating six ponies, with harness room, fodder store and mafoos’ quarters. The 
building was completed in April. > 

A small block of cells has been built at the east end of the site comprising two cells, cookhouse and 
bathroom. 


Louza Police Station—A complete fire service has been installed in Louza Police Station main block, 
and a hydrant and two 50 foot lengths of hose with instantaneous couplings have been fitted on each floor. 


Yangiszepoo Police Station —A scullery and larder have been erected adjoining the Foreign 
Constables’ kitchen. The Sikhs’ bathroom has been replaced by a building of two storeys, the lower floor 
being the bathroom while the upper floor is a Gurdwara for the use of the Sikhs. 


Health Department. ‘ 


Victoria Nursing Home.—Considerable extensions. have been made on the north side of the main 
building necessitating the demolition of the old one storey wing and erecting a four storey block on the same 
site. Sketch plans were approved in January and the contract was signed in March. 

The ground floor provides a kitchen 28’ x 15’ 6” with the necessary store rooms for food and 
supplies ; a sitting room, bedroom and bathroom for the house-keeper with private entrance from the east, 
and an enlargement of the old service room to 24’ x 20’. The old back staircase has been removed from 
the main building and has been reinstated in the old wing. The three upper floors are identical in plan, 
providing sink rooms, waterclosets, examination room, linen room and store rooths, and are approached from 
the main block through a cross-ventilated corridor with swing doors at both ends. The west end of the new 
_ wing also provides three mezzanine floors fitted up for store rooms, thus giving seven floors in all, A new 

boiler with,hot, water storage cylinder has been added to augment the existing supply. 

A large electric lift has been installed in the main block ‘extending to all upper floors. ‘The upper 
floor of the main building, heretofore providing sleeping accommodation for nurses, has been»converted 
into patients’ wards. The east end of the new wing, now only one storey high, has been covered with 
a reinforced concrete flat roof and is so arranged and designed that subsequent additions may be 
superimposed so as to carry up the building to the full height of four storeys. 

Maternity Ward.—The conversion of the nurses’ old quarters, No. 9 Range Road, into a Maternity 
Ward, a description of which appears in last year’s Report, was completed early in 1913, and is proving of 
great service, ‘The nurses are now accommodated in the houses Noss 3 tod 5 Range Road which were leased 
and altered to suit their requirements. -

Public Works Department. 


Markham Road Depit—A store shed and Inspector's office have been erected of brickwork, with 
corrugated iron roof. The work was carried out departmentally. 


Sinza Road Depot.—A store shed 70' x 40' has been erected for the storage of portable plant, etc. 
The building is constructed with a steel framework and corrugated iron sides and roof. 


Soochow Road Depit.—Machinery has been installed for the preparation of tar macadam, rat proofing 
material and bituminous paving blocks. By the use of electric power manual labour has been reduced to a 
minimum, with economical results, A portion of the Depdt has been covered with an iron roof as a 
protection against fire. 


Public Garden Lavatory.—A new ladies’ lavatory is being erected in the Public Gardens, 
near the Garden Bridge entrance. The building is situated in the middle of a clump of trees 
and shrubs and, being sunk in the ground, will be practically invisible when the foliage 
grows round it in the spring. The interior of the lavatory is tiled to a height of 4’ 6” with white 
glass tiles, the floor being of cement. 


Electricity Department. 


During the year, five large Electricity Sub-Stations have been commenced in Ningpo, Chekiang, 
Shanse, Ferry and Stone Bridge Roads. The Ningpo and Shanse Road Buildings are each 39’ 6” by 31’ 
three floors in height, and are constructed with reinforced concrete columns and floors, the sides being 
enclosed with brickwork. In all cases the floors are constructed without any intermediate supports, the 
floor beams being in one span. ‘The Chekiang Road building is 86’ x 26’ 6” also of three floors and the 
Ferry Road, partially of two floors only, is 50’ long by 27’ 6” wide. The Stone Bridge Road building is 
rather smaller than the rest, being 32’ 6” by 20’ 4”. 

The Chekiang Road and Ningpo Road buildings are practically complete at the end of the year, and 
the remaining three will be ready early in 1914. 


. Educational Department. 


Public School for Boys.—Brief reference was made to this in last year’s Report, the contract for the 
work having been signed in September 1912. 

The building is designed to accommodate 250 boys and the usual allowance of four classrooms per 
hundred scholars is provided in the ten classrooms on the two main floors, seven rooms being 26’ 6’ x 19’, 
two rooms 23’ x 23’ 6”, and one double classroom 51’ x 21’, this latter, heing divided into two parts by a 
folding partition, admits of two classes being held jointly under one teacher, an emergency not infrequent 
during the sickness or absence of one or other of the staff. Each classroom will seat a maximum of 30 boys, 
but as classes vary somewhat in size it is not anticipated that each classroom will contain a maximum class 
at the same time. 

All classrooms open directly _ into the main corridor, 8’ 6” wide, and are arranged to face 
south, lighted from the left side of the pupils and with the wall space opposite them reserved for 
blackboards. - 

Assembly Hall.—The Hall is 60’ x 84’ and provides seating accommodation for 252 boys in 18 
rows of 14, leaving 9 feet free at the east end for platform space, and gangways down the centre and each 
side. “The seats will be 2' 10” from row to row (i.e. from the back of one seat to the back of the next) 
which is a liberal allowance, but it will be noted that no provision is made for seating visitors on such 
occasions as prize givings, etc. it being assumed that parents and friends would occupy the corridor on the 
upper floor which is virtually a gallery running the entire length of, and overlooking, the Hall. The Hall is 
lighted from the north, on the boys’ left, and there is a small anteroom opening directly onto the foot of the 
platform. 

Entrances.—The boys’ main entrance is ety at the northeast angle of the building and in close 
proximity to cloak-room, lavatory and cycle room, and an additional entrance is placed at the west end. 
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The visitors’ general entrance is at the southeast angle and leads into a waiting hall 26’ x 20’, from which 
opens a small room for the janitor’s use. A fourth entrance leads through a lobby directly into the 
Assembly Hall, and will doubtless only be used on special occasions. 

Cloak-room and Lavatory, ete.—One cloakroom 30’ x 19’ 6” provides peg space for the entire 250 
boys, pegs 12” apart, and with 5’ between the hanging rails. Lavatory basins are provided in the ratio of 
5 per 100 boys. A drying room for wet overcoats, etc. is provided adjoining the cloakroom and is specially 
heated and ventilated for the purpose. 

Staircase——The building is three stories high, the upper floors being approached by fireproof 
staircases 6’ wide and giving onto the ends of the main corridor with upper landings 10’ in width for crush 
room. 

Headmaster’s Room.—This is situated over the visitors’ entrance, at the southeast angle of 
the first floor, is 26’ x 20’ and commands the main entrance and is in close touch with the clerk’s 
office, 19’ x 19’, which in turn opens into the book store, 19’ x 20’. A private cloakroom and lavatory 
adjoin. 

Sick Room.—A small room is provided near the Headmaster’s room for isolation in case of sudden 
illness or injury. 

Assistant Masters’ Common Room is situated at the southwest angle and is the exact size of an 
ordinary classroom for 30, thereby facilitating exchange should future extensions so demand. 

The Dining Room is arranged to seat 25 per cent of the school and, together with kitchen and 
service room, forms the northwest wing of the building (see notes on extension). 

Laboratories, ete.—Practically the whole of the top floor is occupied by Science and Art rooms, and 
provides a chemical laboratory 40’ x 20’, physical laboratory 42’ x 23’ and lecture room 46’ x 20’, 
together with the necessary storage, balance room, work room and optical room. A large art room 40’ x 
26’ and library 26’ x 20’ complete the accommodation on this floor. 

Playground.—There will be a playground on the north of the building 400’ x 200’, a portion of 
which is covered by a simple shed roof of cheap construction and capable ‘of easy extension if found 
necessary, 

Heating and Ventilation.—The main block is heated on the low pressure hot water system, from a 
boiler room situated at the end of the Assembly Hall and sunk several feet below floor level. Ventilating 
radiators with fresh air ducts from outside are placed in all classrooms, ete. and there is a corresponding 
supply of exhaust flues near the ceiling level, by this theans a continuous supply of fresh warmed air, under 
control, is continually passed into the building without draughts. 

Lighting.—The entire building is lighted by electricity, all lamps being kept close up to the ceilings 
and somewhat to the left of the pupils. By this means a uniform, diffused light is obtained which, if some- 
What more extravagant in current consumption, is infinitely superior in results and better for the eyesight 
of all concerned. 

Construction—The buildings are of brick with dressings of artificial stone, the external facing of 
brickwork being covered with rough cast (pebble-dash). The roofs are of red French tiles laid over water- 
proof felting fixed in turn on boarding. The ground floors are of redwood boards nailed to small joists laid 
direct on to cement concrete and fixed thereto with bands of hoop iron. It was intended to form solid 
floors by boarding direct on to breeze concrete, but this method, after being tried for some years in other 
publie buildings, has been found to set up rot in the boards. The floors to corridors, entrance hall, 
cloakrooms and lavatories are of the large red tiles usually known as “ quarries.” 

Future Extension —In preparing the plans for 250 boys only, due consideration has been given to 
the possibility of the building proving too small at some future time and, although exact data regarding 
such extensions can only be speculative, it has been assumed that desirable additions would most probably 
take the form of a Gymnasium, Manual Instruction Class, and caretaker’s quarters, and with dining room 
and kitchen more remote from the main building. Such additions could readily be made at any time, 
forming a northeast wing to the main building, two stories in height. 

Any extra classrooms could be adequately provided in a northwest wing, and this is anticipated 
in the arrangement of the dining room and kitchen on the present plan, which it will be seen can be easily 
converted into classrooms, corridor and extra cloakrooms, and are so constructed as to permit of being built 
over to the full height of the main building. ‘

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Public School for Chinese, Elgin Road—During the year several small improvements have 
been made at the Public School for Chinese. A playshed 50’ x 22’ has been erected on the north 
side of the main building to afford the boys shelter in wet weather. The latrine has been more 
than doubled in size and the bamboo fence on the portion of Cunningham Road north of the 
entrance lodge has been replaced by a substantial brick boundary wall, 7’ high. An extra bathroom 
has also been arranged in each of the masters’ houses. 


ROADS. 


Works Completed on Existing Roads and Road Extensions. 


Central District.—Szechuen Road.—The remaining length between Nanking Road and Sung- 
kiang Road has been payed with bituminous blocks. For the greater portion of the work 1}’’ Lithofalt 
blocks were used, these mostly being laid between Nanking Road and Foochow Road. There was some 
delay in the arrival of these blocks due to a fire occurring in the works in England, and consequently the 
progress of the work was slow and intermittent. The blocks supplied this year were not of such good 
quality as those laid north of Canton Road in 1911, which are so far giving satisfaction. A short length 
of 2” cork asphalt blocks was laid north of Foochow Road. The majority of the blocks received were 
rejected as defective on arrival, otherwise a more extensive trial would have been made. The remainder 
of the work was carried out with 2” bituminous blocks, manufactured in our own depots. It is not 
claimed that these are so good as the imported blocks but the fact that they are only one quarter the price 
is an important point to consider when comparisons are drawn. 

The whole of the paving is laid on a foundation of 6” of cement concrete, the cost being as 
follows :— . 

1} Lithofalt paving Tis. 67.15 per fong 
2” Cork asphalt paving » 7242 
2" Local bituminous paving » 36.50 4, 


Peking Road.—A short length of the existing macadam surface east of Shanse Road was treated 
with a covering of 24’ of a mastic bituminous compound prepared in our own depéts. It is in no sense 
permanent paving but merely improved tar macadam. It has stood very well so far. The cost was Tls. 14 
per fong. 

Foochow Road.—East of Fokien Road an experiment was made during the summer with “ Rocmac” 
chemical solution and a limestone binder as a method of remetalling. The manufacturer's specification was 
followed closely but the result was a complete failure, and it was found necessary to tar paint the road to 
prevent it breaking up. The cost was Tls. 9.78 per fong. ; 

Ningpo Road was remetalled in the summer, between Szechuen Road and Kiangse Road, using 
limestone chippings instead of Soochow sand as the binder. The result is satisfactory so far, one great 
advantage being a cleaner road for a month or so after completion. 

Museum Road.—Owing to the collapse of the old wooden box sewer leading under the Soochow Road 
Fire Station, it was found necessary to relay and divert the portion of the existing sewer across and north of 
Museum Road. This new length is constructed of 3’ x 2’ concrete tubes. 


Northern District.—Nanzing Road.—Between North Yangtse Road and Whangpoo Road the 
existing macadam road crust was treated with a layer of mastic Japanese asphalt. The work was 
carried out by a firm of Japanese contractors, at Tls. 22 per fong, but its present condition is not 
promising. 

Range Road.—In order to,cope with the flooding during heavy rains of the property north of Range 
Road, an auxiliary sewer was laid on the north side of the road, between Haskell Road and the’ Hongkew 
Creek, via Thorne Road. 

From the creek to Hannen Road 2’ 8” x 1’ 6” concrete tubes were laid on a reinforced concrete 
foundation, and from this point 1’ 6” x 1’ concrete tubes were laid. Considerable trouble was exper- 
ienced with this work owing to the proximity of the tramway track and gas and water mains, as well as 
leakage from the old sewer ; in consequence the progress was very slow, 
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Darroch Road.—The ballasting and metalling was continued from both ends and a length of 340 feet 
of 9” sewer laid south of North Szechuen Road. The land for the section of this roadway in the middle 
still remains unacquired. 

North Szechuen Road.—A large widening was effected opposite the Swimming Bath, due to the 
setting back at the southwest corner of the new Public School for Boys. 

The following roads were painted :-— 

Hannen Road.—One coat desiccated tar. 

Range Road.—Chapoo Road to Hannen Road—one coat desiccated tar. 

Whangpoo Road.—Broadway to Astor Road—one coat desiccated tar. 


Eastern District.—Chaoufoong Road.—North and south of East Seward Road the road has been 

remetalled, using a chemical solution called “ Glutrin” as a binder. The work is not yet complete so no 
_opinion can yet be expressed with regard to its wearing qualities. The fact that the road requires an 

unnsual amount of rolling in order to bring the “ Glutrin” to the surface appears an argument against its 
adoption on important roads. The cost was Tls. 6 per fong. This is a similar treatment to the “ Rocmac” 
used in Foochow Road, and both are proprietary articles, and were used as directed in the manufacturer’s 
specification. 

A 12’ strip was ballasted and metalled between Tongshan Road and East Yuhang Road, using 
convict labour. + 

Broadway East.—The old brick sewer between Kungping Road and Muirhead Road having collapsed 
in several places, this length was relaid using 1’ 6” x 1 conerete tubes. As the old sewer was im- 
mediately beneath the tramway track it was considered advisable to break it in and fill solid with mud. 

Kwenming Road.—The 3/ trunk sewer has been extended to Tongshan Road and the creek has 
been filled in, In connexion with this work a 4’ 6” culvert was laid to carry the Singkeipang under the 
Kwenming Road where this road connected with the Tongshan Road. A short length of wooden bunding 
was constructed at each end of the culvert. 

Ewo Road.—The 8’ trunk sewer previously discharging into the foreshore was extended so as to 
discharge into the dock now being constructed at Wayside. 

Wayside Road was extended 200 feet eastwards, a 1’ 6" x 1’ sewer being laid to allow of the 
creek being filled in. : 
: Fast Yalu Road was ballasted and surfaced with broken bricks for a short distance east of 
Chaoufoong Road. 

Batavia Road.—East of Macgregor Road 70 feet of the creek was culverted with 1/6” x 1’ 
pipes. East of Thorburn Road 150 feet of the creek was culverted with 1’ 6” x 1’ pipes. 

Ward Road has been formed as far as the Yinghsiangkong village. 

The following roads were painted :— 

. Lay Road.—Ward Road to Baikal Road—one coat desiccated tar. 
Thorburn Road.—Baikal Road to Batavia Road—one coat desiccated tar. 
Yangtszepoo Road.—Tramway terminus to Point—one coat desiccated tar. 


_ Western District.—Sinza Road.—The north side of the road was remetalled between the Defence 
Greek and Carter Road using a limestone binder. As a comparison the south side of the road was remetalled 
by the usual process using Soochow sand as a binder. During September concrete pavement was laid west 
of the Defence Oreck for a length of 200 feet on the north side of the road. The old road surface was 
removed and cement concrete in the proportions of 54 to 1 was laid to a depth of 5”. Expansion joints 
were left every 50 feet and also along the tramway setts and channel. A wooden fillet was left in the cross 
joint and the longitudinal joints were filled with a mixture of pitch and sand. The concrete was allowed to 
mature for ten days before opening the road to traffic. In view of the excessive traffic along this road the 
result is quite satisfactory as a smooth, sanitary road is provided which is less noisy than a stone paved road. 
This type of road has the advantage of being capable of repairs or construction at almost any time of the 
year. The cost was Tls. 14 per fong. 

Great Western Road.—A length of 518 feet east of Hardoon Road was remetalled with a 34” layer 
of stone composed of 8 parts large stone and 2 parts small stone. This was well rolled and a grout composed 
of 1 part cement and 1 part Pingchiao sand was poured into the interstices after which the road was again 
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rolled and sprinkled with grit. After a lapse of one week the surface was painted with two coats of desiccated 
tar. The cost was Tis. 6.59 per fong ; the resulting road is eminently suitable for light traffic. 

The Changpang has been culverted with 3’ concrete tubes between Chungking Road and Chengtw 
Road, effecting a very necessary sanitary improvement, and a 12’ length of 3’ culvert has been laid east of 
Seymour Road. ‘The section of the road west of Siccawei Road was raised and formed. 

Chungking Road.—Tar macadam was laid between Great Western Road and Weihaiwei Road. A 9’ 
sewer was laid for a distance of 382 feet south of Mandalay Road and the ballasting and metalling of the road 
is in hand. 

Weihaiwei Road.—Tar macadam was laid between Mohawk Road and a point 740 feet east of Yates 
Road. In addition to the usual painting with two coats of desiccated tar the surface of the old road was 
first painted in order to prevent the subsoil water rising. 

On the section between a point 60 feet west of Chengtu Road and the cement grouted road described 
below, desiccated tar was mixed with “ Floatine” in the proportion of 8 to 1. With the exception of the 
portion of Mohawk Road between Bubbling Well Road and a point just north of Weihaiwei Road which was 
similarly treated, all other tar macadam roads were laid with a mixture of desiccated tar and pitch in the 
proportion of 8 to 1. For a distance of 180 feet west of the above, the road was grouted with cement and 
painted with desiccated tar, at a cost of Tis. 6.20 per fong, the treatment being the same as described 
under Great Western Road. The mud track was ballasted and metalled between Yates Road and Seymour 
Road, thus completing the metalling of the full width of the road. 

A length of 197 feet of 3’ culvert was laid east of Moulmein Road and the creek was filled in: and 
a 9’’ sewer was laid for a distance of 398 feet east of Hart Road, the side ditches being filled in and gravel 
footpaths formed. 

Mohawk Road.—Tar macadam was laid between Bubbling Well Road and Weihaiwei Road. Between 
Weihaiwei Road and Taku Road a 12” sewer has been laid and the road has been ballasted and metalled, 
gravel footpaths being constructed. This length of road provides a much needed route to the French 
Concession in addition to Chungking Road. 

Avenue Edouard VII.—Work on this road has been carried out in conjunction with and in accordance 
with the arrangement made with the French Council, the work on the south side being carried out by the 
French Council and on the north side by this Department. 

The gravel footpath has been widened to 18 feet between Sourabaya Road and Mohawk Road. 
South of Manila Road and the road has been ballasted and metalled and a 14’ cement footpath formed. 

East of the Chungking Road an 18’ gravel footpath has been formed and the ballasting and 
metalling is approaching completion. 

This road is one of the widest thoroughfares in the Settlement, varying in width from 60 feet to 100 
feet. The full value of this thoroughfare will not be attained until the Yangkingpang has been culverted 
and the road is continued eastwards towards the Bund. At present it presents the appearance of being 
unnecessarily wide for the amount and class of traffic using it. 

Mandalay Road.—A 12’ strip of ballasting and metalling has been laid between Chengtu Road 
and Mohawk Road and a cement path has been laid on the south side of the road between Chengtu Road and 
Chungking Road. 

Chengtu Road.—A 12’ strip of ballasting and metalling has been laid between Great Western 
Road and Weihaiwei Road. 

Yates Road.—A length of 132 feet of 3’ diameter culvert was laid between Weihaiwei Road 
and Great Western Road. ; : 

Bubbling Well Road.—A noteworthy improvement has been effected between Moulmein Road and 
Gordon Road by the straightening of what was one of the most winding portions of the road, and a source 
of danger to fast traffic. A give and take arrangement of the road line was made on the north side of the 
road, whilst on the south side the Yungzeenpang was culverted by means of a 10’ x 5’ concrete culvert, and 
an awkward corner was cut off. The invert of the culvert was constructed in sections in the Concreteware 
Yard and the crown was laid in situ. Footpaths 14 feet wide have been constructed on both sides of the 
road, and the carriageway has been given a suitable super-elevation to lessen the risk of vehicles side slipping 
in wet weather. 

Avenue Road.—Various sections of the side ditch have been culverted, viz. : 175 feet west of Carter 
Road, 250 feet west of Seymour Road, and 85 feet west of Medhurst Road. Further sections west of 
Medhurst Road and east of Annam Road are now in hand. 


- 
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Medhurst Road.—Between Connaught Road and Tokio Road 488 feet of 12’’ sewer has been laid 
and a 12’ strip has been ballasted and metalled between Connaught Road and Sinza Road. 

Tatung Road.—12" and 9" sewers have been laid for a distance of 689 feet south of the Soochow 
Creek, and the carriageway has been ballasted and metalled for this length. 

Shanhaikwan Road.—The roadway has been ballasted and metalled between Carter Road and the 
Tszepang. A 12" sewer has been laid between Tatung Road and Myburgh Road along the undrained 
section of the road, and 82 feet of 1’ 6” x 1’ culvert has been laid at the junction of Chengtu Road. 

Tonquin Road.—A 4’ 6’ culvert has been laid between Macao Road and the Soochow Creek, the 
creek being filled in and the road formed on the deviated line. 

West Soochow Road.—A 12’ strip of ballasting and metalling has been laid east of Ferry Road 
for a distance of 350 feet. The section between Tonquin Road and Ichang Road has been raised and 
formed consequent on the construction of the bunding. A length of 350 feet north of Ichang Road has 
been formed. 

Jessfield Road.—The existing 12’ sewer west of Tifeng Road has been continued for a length of 
198 feet. ‘ 

Yuyuen Road has been formed between, Edinburgh Road and Brenan Road after considerable 
opposition had been made by the country people and others interested. 

Warren Road has been raised and formed between Brenan Road and Hungjao Road, and wooden 
bridges 5 feet wide have been erected over the creeks for the benefit of equestrians. This road is already 
proving of considerable benefit to the riding community. 

The following roads have been painted :— 

Bubbling Well Road between Nanking Road and Carter Road, one coat desiccated tar ; between 
Carter Road and Yates Road, one coat “ Floatine;” between Medhurst Road and Hart Road, one coat 
desiccated tar. 

Yates Road between Bubbling Well Road and Great Western Road, one coat desiccated tar. 

Weihaiwei Road, east of Yates Road, one coat desiccated tar; between Yates Road and Seymour 
Road liquid fuel was used. 

Avenue Road between Carter Road and Seymour Road, one coat desiccated tar ; between Annam 
Road and Hart Road, the road on the north side of the tramway track, was treated with liquid fuel. 

Gordon Road between Bubbling Well Road and Robison Road, one coat desiccated tar. 

Robison Road between Gordon Road and Jessfield Road, one coat desiccated tar. 

Connaught Road, east of Jessfield Road and west of Kiaochow Road, one coat desiccated tar. 

Jessfield Road between Yuyuen Road and Brenan Road, one coat desiccated tar. 

Yuyuen Road between Jessfield Road and Tifeng Road, two coats coal tar. This treatment is 
only suitable for very light traffic. 

Tifeng Road between Jessfield Road and Great Western Road, two coats coal tar. 

Kiaochow Road between Connaught Road and Robison Road, one coat carburetted water gas tar. 
This form of tar proved unsuitable as it lacked the necessary binding properties. 

Ferry Road between Bubbling Well Road and Sinza Road, liquid fuel treatment. 

Seymour Road between Great Western Road and Weihaiwei Road, liquid fuel treatment. 

Hart Road between Sinza Road and Avenue Road, liquid fuel treatment. 

Sinza Road between Gordon Road and Hart Road, liquid fuel treatment. 

Great Western Road between Yates Road and Siccawei Road, liquid fuel treatment.

Tramway Track. 


The maintenance of the macadamised area of the tramway track, and also the cleaning of the rail 
grooves was attended to on behalf of, and at the expense of the Tramway Company. 

The general remarks in my last Report upon the unsatisfactory condition of the tramway track still 
apply in a no less degree. In the absence of any longitudinal fall in the rails it is impossible to drain away 
the surface water unless an exceedingly large number of drain boxes be installed. At present the water 
stands on the rails forming large pools at the lowest points, and the splashing caused by passing tramcars 
washes away the adjacent macadam and brings about the rapid destruction of the road surface. As it 
appears improbable that any remedy may be anticipated in the way of track improvements, the 
only remaining method of ameliorating the present unsatisfactory condition of the track is the 
construction of an impervious road surface between and immediately adjoining the rails. This would not 
entirely solve the difficulty but, so far as the public convenience is concerned, a distinct improvement 
would result. 

Additional loops were laid at the junction of Nanking and Chekiang Roads and Chefoo and Chekiang 
Roads. The permanent foundation of the track immediately adjoining the Bund Bridge was laid. Since 
the completion of the Bund Bridge this short length of track has been carried on sleepers, pending the 
settlement of the filling at the back of the abutment. 


Cleansing and Watering. 


The contract for the removal of road sweepings has been carried out satisfactorily. 

One watercart has been fitted with “Cainks” improved sprinkler as an experiment. This form of 
sprinkler is a decided improvement on the old type, but is too expensive to adopt generally. The ponies have 
been supplied by the Horse Bazaar in accordance with the contract arrangement. There have been the 
usual number of minor accidents in which the cleansing and watering carts have been implicated. 

The plant and rolling stock is in good condition ; all repairs being carried out at the Tungchow Road 
Workshops.

Convict Labour. 


Ouilside Labour.—Employment has been found for an average number of 176 convicts per day upon 
807 working days. The gross amount earned upon work executed for the P.W.D. was Tis. 5,221.81. 

Stone breaking was commenced in the new Stonebreaking Yard in Ewo Road in October, but owing 
to the difficulty in obtaining unbroken stone from the Quarry, breaking had to be discontinued in December. 
The erection of the wall and levelling of the ground has been done by convict labour, The site of this yard 
is more convenient as the distance from the Gaol is much less than in the case of the previous yardin Fearon 
Road, and consequently much less time is wasted in marching to and from the Gaol, and the time saved has 
already had an appreciable effect upon the amount earned per convict per day. 

Inside Labour.—The average number of convicts employed on inside work was 186 on 307 working 
days, and the total net amount earned was $23,891.74 which at exchange 75 is Tls. 17,918.80. 


Casual Ward. 


The administration of the Casual Ward has, as heretofore, been carried on by the Municipal Engineer, 
in conjunction with the Dean of the Holy Trinity Cathedral, and the Captain Superintendent of Police.

CREEKS AND RIVER. 
Dredging. 
All minor creeks were cleaned periodically so far as finances and conditions would allow. The Yung- 
zeenpang was cleaned and about 500 fong of silt was removed. 
The following dredging work was carried out during the year :—

Bundings. 


Whangpoo River —Further work upon the same lines as that done the previous year has been carried 
out beyond the Point in order to protect the embankment and road. 

Soochow Creek.—A reinforced concrete bunding has been constructed along the north bank between 
North Fokien Road and North Shanse Road in place of the old wooden bunding. Provision has been made 
for three concrete jetties which will be constructed this year. The concrete bunding has not been carried 
within 100 feet of the two wooden bridges, in view of the possibility of their ultimate reconstruction, in 
which case the concrete bunding would have to be cut away to allow of the construction of the bridge 
abutments. 

A wooden bunding 546 feet long has been constructed between Tonquin Road and Ichang Road in 
connexion with the development of the adjoining property. Oregon pine treated with Jodelite was used for 
this work, which was carried out by contract, the Council paying half the cost. 

A permanent wooden bunding 74 feet long was constructed on the concave bend of the creek adjoin- 
ing the Brenan Road just east of the Fahwa Creek. 

The Foochow pole bunding on Jessfield Road has been renewed for a length of 134 feet. 

The remaining wooden bundings have been attended to as necessary with the exception of the old 
Foochow pole bunding between North Thibet Road and Stonebridge Road which is beyond repair. 

Defence Creek.—A reinforced concrete bunding has been constructed along the Thibet Road between 
the Peking Road Bridge and Amoy Road, and work is now continuing northwards towards the Soochow 
Creek. Provision has been made for the construction of three concrete jetties. Minor repairs have been 
effected to the wooden bunding along West Thibet Road. 

Yangkingpang.- ~The bunding between Fokien Road and Chekiang Road has been extensively repaired, 
largely using old timber. A concrete coping has been constructed on this length of bunding. 

Hongkew Creek.—The reinforced concrete bunding between Sawgin Road and the mouth of the 
Sawginkiang referred to in last year’s Report has been completed. In the design of the bunding provision 
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has been made for the ultimate construction of a bridge opposite Range Road. The wooden bundings have 
been repaired as necessary, the Fearon Road bunding somewhat extensively. 

Minor Creeks.—The usual minor repairs have been effected to the wooden bundings in the Sawgin- 
kiang, Singkeipang and Yangtszepoo Creeks. 


Landing Accommodation. 


Whangpoo River—With the exception of the Nanking Road pontoon, no repairs have been effected 
to the pontoons on the Bund foreshore except where necessitated by accident. On November 9 the Peking 
Road pontoon and approach bridge was damaged by a Japanese steamer, necessitating considerable repair 
to the iron bridge. 

On December 27 a Chinese steamer collided with the Nanking Road pontoon completely 
destroying the approach bridge and damaging the wooden jetty. During the salvage operations one wooden 
dolphin was demolished and two others were damaged. Pending a decision regarding the construction of a 
large pontoon opposite Nanking Road no repairs have been started. 

Extensive repairs were effected to the approach bridge of the Tsingpoo Road pontoon, the ironwork 
of which was found to be badly corroded. 

The Wayside Public Wharf, now being constructed opposite Ewo Road, will supply a much felt want 
amongst shippers. The Wharf will be reserved so far as possible for small cargo boats, the east side being 
kept exclusively for the landing of road materials for the Public Works Department, which will be carried 
direct into the depdt provided in connexion with the Wharf scheme. The whole of the work, except the 
decking and fender walings, is being carried out with Oregon pine treated with Solignum. The main piles 
are unusually long as they had to be driven to such a depth as to prevent any movement which might other- 
wise be caused by dredging operations in front of the adjacent steamer wharves. ‘The mud slope beneath the 
wharf will be protected by heavy stone pitching. The basin is 250 feet long by 90 feet wide, and will 
have a depth at low water of 7 feet. The length of wharf available for public use is 340 feet. This 
accommodation will be increased by the construction of a pontoon 80 feet long on the river front. Two 
sampan jetties will be provided in the basin and one large jetty for landing heavy materials. 

The Yuenfong Road jetty has been reconstructed and minor repairs have been effected to the other 
wooden landing jetties, the lighting of which has been improved, and conspicuous notice boards have been 
erected stating the name of the jetty in large letters that can be seen distinctly from the River. 

: Soochow Creek.—All the wooden jetties have been overhauled. With the gradual silting up of the 
creek bed most of the jetties are only accessible to boats at high water. 

Hongkew Creek.—In connexion with the construction of the concrete bunding two concrete jetties 
have been erected between Sawgin Road and Thorne Road.

Prosecutions.—No summonses have been issued during the year, all breaches of the Bye-laws having 
been dealt with summarily, the defective work being removed by the Public Works Department. This 
method, although not ideal, is considerably more expeditious than taking the Chinese contractor concerned 
before the Mixed Court where, after two or three hearings, the Court usually orders the defective work to be 
removed by the Council, and imposes a small fine on the defendant. 


Permits. 


During the year permits have been issued for the erection of 4,485 structures as against 3,513 in 
1912.

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PINGCHIAO QUARRY. 


The Overseer in charge reports as follows :— 

Quarrying.—14,470 fong of good stone has been blasted. 5,250 lbs. of dynamite were used giving 
an average of 2.75 fong per lb. 42,511 feet of borings were drilled. 2,147 fong of inferior stone was 
sent to the refuse heap. 

Plant.—The No. 1 Machine (Baxter 16” x 9’) worked 2314 days, and crushed 3,708.75 fong of 
stone. ‘The No. 2 Machine (Gates) worked 182 days and crushed 3,806.25 fong of stone. The No. 3 
Machine (Baxter 24" x 15’) worked 255 days and crushed 6,193.50 fong of stone. 

The No. 1 Machine is reserved for the production of small broken stone for concrete work ; the other 
two supplying general requirements. ‘ 

Buildings.—Al buildings have been kept in good repair, cement floors being provided in the 
Engineers’ and Firemen’s quarters. The roofs of the Carpenters’ and Basketmakers’ shops have been 
strengthened, 

Labour.—The average number of workmen employed on 325 working days was 134.7 exclusive 
of artisans.

PLANT AND MACHINERY. 


The plant and machinery under the control of this Department consists of eight steam rollers and 
scarifiers, steam launch, floating steam dredger, concrete pipe-making machinery, two steam disinfectors, 
steam pile-driving and pumping plant, steam rice boiler installation, motor lawn mowers, four motor cars, 
one rotatory tar macadam mixer, one rotatory drier, two hydraulic paving block presses, and at the Pingchiao 
Quarry, three stonebreakers driven by three engines, 6, 8 and 20 H. P. and two boilers. 

The whole plant and machinery has been kept in good working order, only the usual working repairs 
being required. 

Steam Launch.—The steam launch “ Swift” made 25 trips to the Quarry, and has also been used for 
the periodical inspections of the garbage and road detritus depdts, and also for Police and Volunteer 


purposes, 
BOILER INSPECTION. 


During the year 93 boilers have been inspected, the majority of which have been found in good 
condition. Surprise visits have been made of boilers while under steam so that safety valves and water 
gauge cocks might be effectively tested. It is satisfactory to be able to report that the old dangerous 
practice of wedging down safety valve levers appeafs to be on the decrease, only a few cases being detected 
during the year. . 


CONCRETEWARE. 


Concreteware Manufacture.—The total output of concreteware during the year amounted to 87,480 
Pieces as against 32,234 pieces in the previous year. It will be seen from the following table that machine

A new pipe-making machine has been ordered, the old one being worn out. 
Exhaustive tests have been made of some of the building materials most generally used in Shanghai. 
These tests will be continued and will provide useful and necessary data with regard to the stresses allowable 
in the design of buildings locally. 
Forty-four consignments of cement have been tested in accordance with the British Standard 
Specification. The total quantity of cement passed through the Yard was 11,820 casks, i.e, 1,970 tons.

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MUNICIPAL PROPERTIES. 
CENTRAL OFFICES. 


The Report of the Municipal Buildings Committee, issued in the form of a pamphlet, was in the 
hands of the Ratepayers on March 3. The following Resolution proposed by Mr. A. W. Burkill and seconded 
by Mr. E. 0. Pearce received the sanction of the Ratepayers at the Annual Meeting in March. 

“ Resolution V.—That the Report of the Municipal Buildings Committee be received and adopted, 
and that the Council be authorised to proceed in accordance with the proposals therein contained.” 

Arrangements were accordingly concluded for the purchase for Tls. 500,000 of Lot 171 from 
Mrs. ©. M. McBain, Mr. J. Prentice and Mr. R. 8. F. McBain. The property was at the time under a 
building lease to Mrs. Chen Chin-shi and negotiations for the termination of the lease followed, resulting in 
the appended Memorandum of Agreement and Umpire’s final award. The buildings on the lot are in process 
of removal and the whole of the block bounded by the Kiangse, Foochow, Honan and Hankow Roads, now 
known as Lot 168, has become the unencumbered property of the Municipality. 


MEMORANDUM OF AGREEMENT made the twenty-eighth day of November One thousand nine hundred and thirteen 
BRTWREN THE COUNCIL FOR THE FoREIGN COMMUNITY OF SHANGHAI (hereinafter called “ the Council") of the one 
part and CHEN Woo-snt (2 %& JG) widow of Chen Chin-sieh ( #% iF) of the other part WHEREAS the Council is the 
registered and beneficial owner (subject to and with the benefit of the Lease hereinafter mentioned) of the lot of land 
situate at Shanghai and known and registered in the books for the registration of land kept at His Britannic Majesty's 
Consulate-General at Shanghai as British Consular Lot Number Fifty-nine the Title Deed thereof being numbered Forty- 
six which said lot of land is also known as Cadastral Lot Number One hundred and seventy-one on the Plan annexed to 
the Municipal Assessment Schedule (1911) for the Central District of Shanghai AND WHEREAS by a Lease dated the 
Thirteenth day of December One thousand eight hundred and ninety-six and made between John Dunlop Watson, 
Thomas Grahame Watson, Andrew Vans Watson, and Sterritt Duff Watson of the one part and the said Chen Chin-sieh of 
the other part the said lot was demised to the said Chen Chin-sieh for the term of Twenty years from the first day of July 
One thousand eight hundred and ninety-six at the yearly rent of Taels Six thousand AND WHEREAS in the events that have 
happened the said Lease is now vested in the said Chen Woo-shi AND WHEREAS the said Chen Woo-shi has agreed with the 
Council to surrender the said Lease to the Council on the thirty-first day of January One thousand nine hundred 
and fourteen upon payment to her by the Council of such sum by way of compensation as shall be determined by valuation 
by the persons hereinafter named and in the manner hereinafter expressed NOW IT 18 HEREBY MUTUALLY AGREED by and 
between the said parties hereto as follows :— 

1,.—THE said Chen Woo-shi shall surrender the said Lease to the Council on the Thirty-first day of January One 
thousand nine hundred and fourteen. 

2.—THE amount of compensation payable to the said Chen Woo-shi by the Council shall be determined by the 
valuation of Charles Henry Godfrey and Charles Gilbert Davies and in case of their disagreement by James Ambrose as 
umpire. 

3.—T'HE Council shall permit the said Chen Woo-shi by her agents workmen or others to enter upon the said land on 
and from the First day of February One thousand nine hundred and fourteen up to the Tenth day of March One thousand 
nine hundred and fourteen for the purpose of removing all buildings structures and erections therefrom and the said Chen 
Woo-shi shall remove all such buildings structures and erections within the period mentioned.

the said Arbitrators did not agree on the matters referred to them, now know ye that I have taken upon myself the 
burden of this reference, and having heard and duly considered the evidence given and the documents put in by the 
respective parties of and concerning the said matters in difference so referred to find as follows :— 


1, That Chen Woo-shi was requested by the Council to determine her interest in the lease of the aforesaid lot as 
from the Thirty-first day of January One thousand nine hundred and fourteen upon payment to her by the Council 
of such sum by way of compensation as should be determined, 

2. That the amount to be paid by the said Council to the said Chen Woo-shi for her interest in the said premises 
as compensation in full for the surrender of the lease as aforesaid is Fifty-three thousand eight hundred and 
thirty-six ‘T'nels (Taels 53,836). 

3, The cost of the Deed of Submission shall be paid by the said Council. 

4, Each party to the reference shall pay its own costs, 

5, The Umpire’s fee of One thousand Taels shall be paid by the said Council.

VICTORIA NURSING HOME. 


Following upon an application to rebuild certain houses on Lot 987 which were destroyed by fire in 
January, 1912, negotiations were concluded with Dr. R. 8. Ivy, on behalf of Mr. F. M. Gratton, for the purchase 
of this lot for the sum of 'T'ls. 45,000. The lot measures Mow 3.368 and the whole of the land required for 
widening the Woosung Road to 40 feet will be cut therefrom, thus reducing the cost of the addition to the 
Nursing Home site by about Tis. 11,500. Of the Chinese houses on the property 19 were demolished to 
safeguard the hospital buildings immediately in rear from risk of fire and the shops originally destroyed were 
reconstructed with the materials thus obtained. The rest of the houses on the property remain for the 
present in occupation by the tenants.

1. On the Kast side of the cemetery a strip of land measuring Mow 0.174 in area shall be ceded to the Shanghai City 
Authorities for inclusion in a public road. The present East wall shall be moved back as marked on the accompanying 
plan, the work to be carried out under the supervision of the Public Works Department of the Shanghai Municipal Council, 
If it is necessary to move any graves or grave-stones, such operations shall be conducted solely by the Public Works 


Department. 

2. The South wall of the Cemetery shall be pulled down after the memorial tablets contained therein have been 
carefully removed. A new South wall shall be erected by and at the expense of the Shanghai City Authorities in accordance 
with a plan prepared by the Public Works Department. The new South wall shall be of sufficient height and thickness for 
providing a suitable location for the memorial tablets. All work carried out by the City Authorities in connexion with the 
South wall shall be under the supervision of the Public Works Department. 

3,—In consideration of the above concessions made by the British Authorities, the Shanghai City Authorities shall 
hand over to the Shanghai Municipal Council a piece of Jand measuring Mow 0.174 within a Chinese cemetery which lies 
across the line of the new Tatung Road—as marked on the annexed plan—so as to enable the Tatung Road to connect with 


the Sinza Road, 

4.—No work of any kind may be commenced at the Soldiers’ Cemetery until His Majesty's Consul-General has 
received through the Commissioner for Foreign Affairs official confirmation that the Shanghai City Authorities accept the 
above arrangement and acknowledge the two attached plans to be correct and authoritative,

HOUSE REFUSE DEPOT. 

A small extension of this depot site at the corner of the Penang and West Soochow Roads, has been 
effected by the purchase of Lot 4420, B. C. No. 5513, for the sum of Tis. 2,244 for an actual area of 
Mow 0.926, of which Mow 0.04 will be utilised for road purposes. 


LATRINE SITE. 

An arrangement has been concluded with Messrs. Atkinson & Dallas, Ld., whereby the scheduled 
latrine site upon B.C. Lot 7719 in Kaifeng Road has been abandoned in consideration of a contribution from 
the beneficial owner of a sum of Tls. 100 towards the acquisition of another suitable site in the vicinity. 
The offer of a Chinese was therefore accepted to sell a piece of unregistered land on Jehol Road, measuring 
Mow 0.08, for the sum of Ts. 600, but pending the result of a dispute as to the actual present ownership of 
the piece of land in question, the transaction has not been completed and the purchase money is still 
unpaid. 


ELECTRICITY SUB-STATIONS. 

Of the four transformer sub-stations required by the Electricity Department in the Central District, 
two were purchased last year vide Report 1912, p. 29. The remaining two have been acquired during this 
year, one in the Foochow Road, from Messrs. Probst, Hanbury & Co., Ld., being part of Lot 664, measuring 
Mow 0.203, for T's. 4,000 plus expenses of transfer and the cost of building a wall ; and the other off Shanse 
Road from Messrs. Atkinson & Dallas, Ld., for Tls. 10,500 being Lot 267 measuring Mow 0.425, a

condition of purchase being that the requisite permission shall be secured in as for the laying of 
conduits, etc., in the passageway connecting the lot with the road. 

Provision has also been made for the construction of additional Sub-stations in the Western District, 
one on Lot 3350, the piece of Surplus Land at the corner of Ferry and Sinza Roads, and one in Stonebridge 
Road by the purchase of a piece of unregistered land measuring Mow 0.256 for Tls. 2,700. Of this area 
Mow 0.072 is required for widening the road to the scheduled width of 40 feet, and as the remainder is 
somewhat larger than is required for a sub-station, part of it will be utilised in the construction of a public 
latrine, 


THOMAS HANBURY SCHOOL FOR BOYS. 

The project for the building of a new Public School for Boys is dealt with elsewhere in this Report ; 
in the meantime steps have been taken for the purchase of a suitable site in accordance with the following 
correspondence :—

GENTLEMEN,—In continuation of previous negotiations, I am now directed to hand you herewith a plan showing 
the northern portion of your Haskell Road estate, which the Council is desirous of purchasing as a site for the Thomas 
Hanbury School for Boys. 

The area of the land concerned is Mow 8.211, and the Council is prepared to pay for it at the rate of Tls, 6,500 per mow 
provided that you will surrender a strip of land 30 feet in width in the position shown by dotted lines on the plan, to form 
a frontage road to the property, and to connect the two existing roads leading north and south through the estate. 

I am directed to add that this offer must be regarded as subject to confirmation at the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers 


in March next.

Notification No. 2205, and among the more important changes in those for the previous year were the

Bund and Nanking Road. A 40-foot radius corner ex Lot 81. 
Bund and Peking Road, 25-foot radius corners ex Lots 6 and 23. 


NORTHERN DISTRICT. 


Nanzing Road to be 30 feet between Broadway and Seward Road. 

North Szechuen and Haining Roads. A 20-foot radius corner ex Lot 971, 

Seward and Tiendong Roads. A 20-foot radius corner ex Lot 1062. 

Haskell Road to be 40 feet wide to the Settlement Boundary. 

Woosung Road. The whole of the land required for widening to 40 feet north of Range Road to be 
taken from the property on the west side of the road. 


EASTERN DISTRICT.

Translation of a despatch from Ivan Chen, Commissioner for Foreign Affairs, to the Senior Consul, 
dated Shanghai, February 19, 1913, 


T have received a letter from the magistrate of the Shanghai city saying that in the west district 28th pao, 8rd, 7th 
and 18th tu, the International Municipal Council has lately made new roads, from the Chu San road towards the 
Chow Kia Kiao in the south and north direction, length 8 li, width 40 feet. Boundary stones marked §.M.C. have 
been placed. The land belonging to the Chinese Yang Hung-kwei and Yang Hung-chung has been taken and they have 
complained to the magistrate, who says that the said land is in Chinese territory. 

‘The International Municipal Council has thus lately placed boundary stones and constructed roads outside limits 
without authorisation, 

Protests have several times been lodged. 

Now the construction of this last road was commenced on the 15th of this month, this is contrary to the treaty and 
to our power, 

The City Magistrate asks me to write immediately to the Senior Consul to order the Shanghai Municipal Council 
to stop the work in that district and he joins a plan to his report. 

I, Ivan Chen, have examined the said plan and find it quite clear; the Council has trespassed the boundary and 
constructed roads east and west. 

One road through the Bubbling Well which traverses Tsao Kia tu to the Fawan tu and north of Tsao kia tua 
road is traced called Pe li nan, Also one road from Pei Hsin King Chin to Chen Kia Kiao prolonging Chu San road called 
Po Hain Chin Road. 
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Another road from Ferguson Road passing the limit to Yang Yang Kia Sa to Chusan Road, called Hungjao Road. 
These roads have been made outside the concession without authorisation, 

Now the roads in the 28th pao and 18th tu are made, The Chinese, Yang Hung-kwei and others, protest and have 
complained to the magistrate in order to have the work stopped promptly. 

I, Ivan Chen, thus ask you to instruct the International Municipal Council to respect the boundary and to stop the 
construction works of the road indicated above. 

I hope for a prompt reply. 


Pranslation of a despateh from Ivan Chen, Commissioner for Foreign Affairs, to the Senior Consul, dated 
Shanghai, February 22, 1913, 


I refer to my letter of 19th of this month concerning the construction of roads in the Western district in the 28th 
pao, 7th tu, etc. etc., in which it was demanded to stop the work of the International Municipal Council which is going on 
from Wan Kia Lo (= # #4) to Chow Kie Kino Jk] 3 tif). The City magistrate has written again saying that the work is 
continued on the same road west of Yu Yuen Road (j& [ij BA) to Brenan Road (Pelinan Road) on a width of 30ft. No 
authorisation has been asked and this hurts our authority. 

I, Ivan Chen, repeat that the Council continues to construct the said road outside Settlement limits. The country 
people have complained to the magistrate in order that a protest should be lodged. 1 thus write to you again to reconsider 
my former letter and instruct the Council to stop the work. I hope to have a reply,

Translation of a letter from the Commissioner for Foreign Affairs to the Senior Consul, dated March 11, 1913, 


On February 19 and 22 [ have written you. The first concerning an action of the Municipal Council in the 28th pao, 
in the Western part of this Chinese district, in constructing a branch road from Wang Kia Lo, to Chou Kia Kiao, The 
second letter concerns the widening of another road from Yuyuen Road to Brenan Road. The Municipal Council has 
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trespassed beyond the boundary which is prejudicial to our authority and I asked that the Municipal Council should be 
stopped and I have received no answer. 

lL have received another letter from the Chinese municipality asking me again to protest and in consequence I write 
you again begging you to reconsider my former letter and to oblige me with a reply, 


Shanghai, March 27, 1913, 

I have received a letter from the City Magistrate concerning a petition from Yao Kie Shan and others about the 
filling of a creek and the construction of a road by the Municipal Council in the 28th and 12th pao of this district, and 
asking to protest against this road and forbid it. 

The Chinese Yao who is a farmer, says that during the first moon the Municipal Council has filled half of the creek, 
called Yao Kie Pang and has transferred the boundary stone of the road to the south. On the commencement of the 
second moon, the whole creek has been filled to make the road,-and in consequence there is no water for the fields and no 
means to cultivate, Yao is thus very sad and asks that the ease should be considered and the works stopped in order to 
reopen the creek as formerly whereby he would be very greatly obliged, : 

The City: Magistrate says this creek Yao Kie Pang is situated in the 28th and 12th pao of the Shanghai district, In 
February of this year he has received a petition from a meeting of the gentry of Fa Hua saying that the Municipal Council 
has lately to the west of Yuyuen Road to the Brenan Road constructed a road outside the limits, which prejudices our 
authority and asking to forbid this action, 

The City Magistrate has already written accordingly asking that a protest be lodged. The road line has already 
been traced to the Yao Kie Pang creek and the City Magistrate has again received a petition from these country people 
and repeats that the action of the Municipal Council does damage to the fields and it is necessary to protest (a sketch of 
the place is annexed) and he asks me that I should request you to instruct the Municipal Council to stop the said work and 
to reopen the creek as before, to allow the water to flow whereby he would be very much obliged, 

J, Ivan Chen, have to point out that with reference to this construction of a road in the environs of Yuyuen Road, 
he has written to you already on February 22, March 11 and 18, but has received no answer. This laying out of the 
Yuyuen Road through the Yao Kie Pang is found by the country people to be inconyenient and damages the fields and 
they ask that a protest be made and therefore I write to you again in order to instruct the Municipal Council not to go on 
with the work and to reopen the old oreek and I await the favour of a reply,

Translation of a letter from the Commissioner Sor Foreign Affairs to the Senior Consul, dated May 6, 1918, 


LT have received a letter from the City Magistrate as follows : 

“The Municipal Council has on its own authority constructed a road in the Western District of Fa Hua, Several 
times it has been requested that a communication be addressed to the Senior Consul to protest. Now the City Magistrate 
has again received a petition from the Fa Hua Guild which says that this affair had come forward at the spring meeting of 
the guild. It is found that the plan of the road has been signed by the Tipso of the 28th pao and the 12th pao, called 
Wang I Tsing alias Wang Hsin-jen with Shu Chii-lan and other outlaws of the 8th and 9th districts (tu), The said tipao 
has falsely pretended to be the tipao of the 12th, Sth and 9th districts. He measured the land, made the contracts and 
sealed them. The land has been taken and the Chinese public road also has been secretly sold. Moreover graves have 
been removed;which is insulting to the dead. The public creek has been filled and tus the supply of drinking water of 
the Chinese has been impeded and the love of money has done away with justice and so authority has been lost and the 
people have been prejudiced. ‘This affair ought to be examined in order to suppress irregular proceedings. The complain- 
ing notables have been answered that these complaints would be considered. 

Now on April 10 the Municipal Council’s agent in charge of the construction of the road, followed by several 
hundred coolies came and filled in Yao Kia Creek in spite of severe opposition from all the country people. 

Disputes took place. ‘The two parties went to the Bubbling Well Road Police Station where a complaint was lodged 
and the work is now temporarily stopped. If the filling is started again serious trouble and contest between Chinese and 
foreigners will arise, 

It is the duty of the notables to protect the locality. They have examined the place several times and have seen that 
the Yao Kia creek is behind the agglomeration of houses called Yao Kia Kio Tse and that, according to the plan, it has been 
filled completely east and west and in consequence there is no water for the fields ; moreover the country people cannot 
draw water for drinking, If the direction of the road is not changed, and if the creek is not opened as before, it will be 
difficult to satisfy the people and there will be trouble, There will be no means of ayoiding disputes and inconveniences. 
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There is also to the east of the creek a public burial ground which is traversed by the new road; more than ten 
coffins haye been taken out and put on the side of the road. This is very regrettable. 

The notables, therefore, again ask the Commissioner for Foreign Affairs to request the Senior Consul to instruct the 
Municipal Council to change the direction of the road and to reopen the creek as before, in order to satisfy the country 
people ; and at the same time ask that the former Tipao of the 22nd and 12th district, Wang I Tsing alias Wang Hsin-jen, 
examine and consider this case. 

The City Magistrate says that he has written to the Chien Cha Ting to summon Wang I Tsing and he must write to 
me to ask the Senior Consul to request the Municipal Council to stop the work, to re-open the creek, etc. 

I, Ivan Chen, point ont that the Municipal Council has filled the Yao Kia creek and that he has written to 
you already on April 5 about it, asking that the work be stopped. But it is now more than a month and J have received 
no answer, 

Tn view of the above report the creek cannot be allowed to be filled and I must ask again that the Council be asked 
to stop the work and re-open the creek in order to avoid inconvenience and trouble. I hope to receive an answer soon. 


Council Room, Shanghai, May 18, 1913, 

Srn,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letters of March 29 and May 10, forwarding communica- 
tions from the Commissioner for Foreign Affairs in regard to the construction works in progress on the Fahwa (mow 
re-named Warren) and Yuyuen Roads. From the documents and plans furnished to you on February 22 you may perceive 
that the Council's ownership of the lands over which these roads are being made is complete. Compensation has been paid 
to the former owners, their consent being obtained before the work was begun. The plans bear the requisite seals of the 
brokers, chairmen of local committees and tipaos concerned: 

T have the honour to state further that no fields have been damaged, nor creeks interfered with, although temporary 
dams were in some instances made during the construction works, that the work has been actually performed hy the 
country people employed as day labourers by the Council, while the graves formerly on the lines of the roads were moved 
by their owners in their own time and manner after receipt of due compensation. 

Tn these circumstances it will be apparent to yourself and to your colleagues that the statements which the Com- 
missioner transmits are entirely unfounded.

Mr. Peebles attends on behalf of the Registered Owners and the Council is represented by the Secretary, The 
Municipal Engineer is present. 

The point at iesue is the demand by the Council for a reduction of the amount claimed as compensation, viz., 
‘Tis. 1,078 by one-third on the ground of betterment which, it is alleged, will accrue to the remainder of the lot by the 
widening of the road at this point to 30 feet. 

The Council's view of the case and the Company's reasons for declining to accept the reduced compensation of 
Tis. 719 is set forth in the correspondence covering a period from September 8, 1913 to October 24, 1913, and published in 
the Municipal Gazette, 

Before going into the merits of the case, Mr, Peebles refers to a previous sitting of the Commission when he gave 
verbal expression to his views on the question of the assessment of betterment, and puts in a memorandum setting forth 
more concisely those views and quoting from the authorities which he had studied, dealing with the question of betterment 
in England, : 

The gist of his argument is that “A deduction of one-third of the compensation as betterment is based neither upon 
equity, justice nor common sense,” and he contends that full compensation should be paid at the time of surrender, any 
question of betterment being dealt with later when the result can be seen, the award being in accordance with the evidence 
and the amount limited to one-half of the proved annual value of the improvement capitalised at 6 per cent, less the 
capitalised sum of the increased Land and House Tax. 

‘The Secretary, commenting on the Memorandum, says “ No one can differ from Mr, Peebles’ argument, it is all true, 
but the Commissioners are appointed for the purpose of carrying out procedure rather than for creating it,” 

The hearing then proceeds. : 

The Secretary calls attention to the decision in Case LXII said to be a parallel case to the present one and points out 
that it differs materially on account of the long deferred betterment which is specially referred to in the Award. 

Mr, Peebles admits the shorter life of the buildings in the present case, but thinks it difficult, if not impossible, for 
the Commissioners to say when betterment will accrue, 

The Commissioners are satisfied that there is betterment in this case although not to the same extent as would have 
been the case had the widening been carried on to the corner of Foochow Road, They accordingly award compensation as 
follows :—

Arising out of the destruction by fire of two houses and a gateway upon Lot 19, a claim was submitted 
by Messrs. Jardine, Matheson & Co., Ld., for that part of the scheduled strip of the property affected. It 
has been considered, however, that advantage should be taken of this opportunity to increase the width 
available for traffic in this constricted section of the road, and negotiations have accordingly been concluded 
for acquisition of the scheduled strip as far as the central alleyway of the property. The terms agreed upon 
include compensation at the assessed value, Tls. $2,000 per mow, plus 10 per cent, for compulsory surrender, 
and less one-third for betterment ; or T'ls. 4,905 for an area of Mow 0.209 with Tls. 5,724 added as com- 
pensation for re-building and loss of rentals. 


SZECHUEN AND SUNGKIANG ROADS,.— 


To avoid disturbance later of the permanent roadway which has been laid in the Szechuen Road 
during this year, arrangements were made to include within the road area the land in the 10-foot splay 
scheduled from Cadastral Lot 62.

In reply you must have misread our letter of June 19 to the Municipal Engineer, as our reply to his opinion that he 
considered the widening of the road would constitute a betterment to the property” was “ with your opinion we most 
decidedly do not and cannot agree” and we see no reason to alter the opinion then expressed, whether as applied only to 
the strip now under discussion, or to the whole of the Broadway frontage of the lot, and you have advanced no reasons in 
support of your request for a reduction in respect to betterment.

DEAR Str—We have to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 29th ultimo re'the Council's claim for betterment 
in respect to the strip of Cadastral Lot No. 1019 about to be surrendered for widening the Broadway, and we note the cases 
you cite in support of such claim, viz., Lots 1018 and 1026 Broadway, and Lots 32 and 1075 Broadway East, 

With regard to the two latter lots, the owners no doubt submitted to a reduction for betterment for the reason that 
godowns are erected on both of them, and that a wide road was a distinct advantage to buildings of that class, as it allows 
cargo to be discharged on the road (as is done) without much interference with the public use of the road, which could not 
be if the road had remained the width it was prior to the surrenders, 

With regard to Lot No. 1026, the surrender you allude to is, we presume, the small piece taken from the vacant land 
in front of the Church of Our Saviour. If so, no comparison can be drawn between it and land already built on, 

In connexion with the surrender from Cadastral Lot No. 1018, we beg to draw your attention to the reason given in 
your letter of October 3, 1907, why one-third should be deducted for betterment which was “that high foreign offices are to 
be erected on the property, and there is little doubt that the additional 10 feet of roadway will provide that increased space 
and light which a building of this nature requires.” 

However sound (or unsound) that argument might have been in the case of Lot No, 1018, it is inapplicable to Lot 
No, 1019, on which are and will be erected two-storied buildings for Chinese occupation, so that the present roadway of 40 
feet in width is more than ample for light and air to such buildings, 

In citing the above cases in an endeavour to support the claim of one-third in respect for betterment to Lot No. 
1019, you appear to have overlooked your letter of November 28, 1907, in which you offered to reduce the claim in respect 
of betterment to Cadastral Lot No, 1018 to “one-fifth instead of one-third,” which was accepted on behalf on the owners of 
that lot. 

In support of our claim to be paid in full, allow us to draw your attention to the following surrenders in Broadway 
Fast made subsequent to 1907, the year in which you say the Broadway was scheduled for widening to 50 feet, viz. :— 
Cadastral Lot No. 46 as per the Municipal Gazette of February 11, 1909, Cadastral Lots Nos. 39 and 45 as per Gazette of 
January 27, 1910, and Cadastral Lot No, 60 as per the Gazette of August 25, 1910, 
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Each of these surrenders was paid for at the assessed value plus 10 per cent. for compulsory surrender, no claim 
having been made in respect to betterment, and with regard to the latter, we would refer you to your letter of Juno 4, 
1910, to Messrs, Scott, Christie and Johnson in which you say “In respect to the area required for the Broadway East, the 
Council recognizes the absence of betterment to the lot by the widening of the road from 40 to 50 feet.” 

These surrenders are on all fours with that required from Cadastral Lot No, 1019 both as regards width of road and 
height of buildings, and when an absence of betterment is admitted to lot No, 60 and the claims in full paid on the others, 
we fail to see how the claim for betterment can be reasonably advanced in respect to Lot 1019,

GENTLEMEN,—With reference to your letter of July 22,1 am directed to state that the question of the compensation 
payable for land required for widening Broadway has again had the Council's careful attention, 

As regards the cases cited, and on the question generally, T am to point out that compensation is customarily based 
not on the actual out-turn of a property, but upon that of which it is capable. Thus if it is designed to re-build Lot 1019 
with Chinese houses of no more than two stories, therein is no reason for treating the property as though such were the 
only or most advantageous form of development, 

It is further to be stated that the reduction of the betterment from one-third to one-fifth in the case of Lot 1018 was 
solely due to the fact that the lot is triangular and that the scheduled strip was cut from the whole length of the base, 

For Broadway Last, i.e, the part of the road beyond the Hongkew Creek, the Council has admitted its purely 
Chinese character, and consequently that betterment to the lots is not wrought by the widening, But for Broadway itself, 
the principal thoroughfare of the Northern District, the members consider that the usual reduction is fairly and justly 
applicable ; and so strongly does this view obtain that in the event of non-acceptance of the Council's terms it is considered 
preferable that the care be submitted for decision by the Land Commission,

Dear S1r,—We have to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the Sth instant re compensation for land proposed to 
be surrendered ex Cadastral Lot No. 1019 for widening the Broadway, and being in reply to ours of July 22, we beg to 
remind you that it has taken over six weeks for you to answer same, 

In your letter you say “I am to point out that compensation is customarily based not on the actual out-turn of a 
property, but upon that of which it is capable.” 

In reply we beg to say that in this instance we have based our claim neither on the out-turn of the property nor 
upon what it might be considered capable of, but upon the assessed value of the land plus 10 per cent for compulsory 
surrender, so that the question of rental has no bearing on the matter in dispute, 

We did not lay stress on the fact that the Council's claim for betterment in the case of Cadastral Lot No. 1018 had 
been reduced from one-third to one-fifth. We merely mentioned it as you had, apparently, forgotten it. 

What we draw your attention to was the Council's reason in support of the claim to a reduction for betterment, viz., 
“that high foreign offices are to be erected on the property, ete,” 

High foreign offices are not, however, being erected on Cadastral Lot No. 1019, but a two-storied shop of foreign 
construction for Chinese occupation, and which shop can obtain all the light and air it requires over the road in its present 
width, If the road requires widening for the benefit of the general public then the public must pay for it. The additional 
width will in no way benefit the building or the occupants, nor constitute a betterment to the property, 

With regard to what is known as Broadway Hast you say “the Council has admitted its purely Chinese character 
and that betterment to the lots is not wrought by the widening.” 

If this is so, may we ask why betterment was claimed on Lots Nos. 32 and 1075 situate on Broadway East? 

In the case of this particular surrender the amount in dispute is not large, but being firmly convinced thut better- 
ment to the property by the road widening is only imaginary, we must refuse to accept a reduction of one-third or in fact, 


any other amount in our claim.

As regards the interval between your letter of July 22 and the Council’s reply, I have to state that I did not consider 
the matter one for emergent treatment during the Recess, for the reason that the compensation, when finally agreed, is not 
payable until the land is cleared for public use. The re-building works are even now but half completed. 

_ The Council wholly fails to understand your statement that “ the question of rental has no bearing on the matter in 
dispute” for were there no loss of rental the Council would most assuredly claim that no compensation was payable. 

Nor is the Council in a position to comprehend upon what grounds you formed the impression that the details of 
betterment allowed in the case of Lot 1018 had been forgotten. Far from being forgotten these details were re-examined 
with the greatest care when your case came under consideration by the Works Committee. 

The fifth and sixth paragraphs in your letter under reply are already sufficiently answered in my letter of October 8. 

Finally I am to state that betterment was claimed on Lots 32 and 1075 because the buildings to be erected on these 
lots were both of Foreign construction. 

The dividing line between streets for which great width is an advantage and those for which it is not, is not well 
defined, and the Council of necessity exercises discretion when this advantage is under discussion, but in the case of 
Broadway the Council is unanimous in the view that the scheduled width is that most desirable in the interests of the

parties that the Reference should cover the surrender of the three complete frontages as the rebuilding of the entire block 


would be proceeded with shortly. 
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The scheduled areas are given as follows :— Mow 
Seward Road 0.141 
Tiendong Road 0.105 
Broadway 0.122 
0.368 
The correspondence, which has appeared in the Municipal Gazette, covers a period from June 17, 1912, to August 
12, 1913. 


The area under consideration at the former sitting was Mow 0.224. The basis of compensation, viz., the assessed 
value plus 10 per cent was agreed before reference to the Commissioners, the only point in dispute being the Council's 
demand for a deduction of 1/3rd of the amount of the owner's claim of Ts. 6,160 making the nett compensation payable 
Tis, 4,107. 

On that occasion, Mr. Ambrose put in figures shewing that if the total area of Mow 0.368 were surrendered this 
cluim would be Tis, 10,120 if worked out on the basis of assersed value plus 10 per cent. In support, he produced figures 
of claim, made up on the basis of loss of frontage, and alternatively on the basis of loss of earning power, which worked 
ont at Tls- 10,314 and Ts, 10,000. respectively, He placed more reliance on the loss of frontage basis than on the 
assessed value basis, 

Mr. Ambrose explains that in the interval between the two sittings, he has gone into the figures again and finds that. 
a mistake was made in calculating the claim on the loss of frontage basis and amends the total figure to Tis. 7,541.49, 
Nevertheless he is not prepared to withdraw his claim for Mow 0.868 at assessed value plus 10 per cent amounting to 
Tis, 10,120 and adheres to his contention that no betterment has accrued or Will accrue to the remainder of the lot when 
the re-building and widening are complete. 

Mr. Ambrose lays stress on the widening of Seward Road and Broadway having been necessitated by the introduc: 
tion of the Tramway Service, and states that the Broadway at this point is unsuitable for foreign stores. He does not 
admit that the class of buildings which the owner proposes to erect on this site has any bearing on the question before 
the Commissioners. 

The Secretary puts in a memorandum shewing that the Council's offer for the area of Mow 0.368 at assessed value 
plus 10 per cent less 1/3rd amounts to Tis, 6,747, adding that as this differs so slightly from the sum of Tis. 7,541.49 arrived 
at by Mr. Ambrose on the basis of loss of frontage, he is of opinion that the Council would have agreed to pay the latter 
amount had it been claimed in the first instance. 

As regards the Seward Road and Broadway widening being necessitated by the introduction of trams, it could be 
shewn by the Council's minutes that the trams did not come into the question. 

The Commissioners are of opinion that there is betterment in a marked degree on the Broadway and corner of 
Broadway and Tiendong Road, on the Seward Road frontage it is less marked than on the Broadway.

DEAR S1r,—We have to acknowledge receipt of your letter of Ist instant having reference to land required for 
widening the Haining Road from Cadastral Lot 929, Northern District. 

We note the reasons put forward by the Council which in its opinion ought to be sufficient to cause the beneficial 
owner to surrender free the additional land now required for widening the Haining Road. These reasons, however, do not 
appeal with the same force to the owner as they do to the Council. 

The area covered by the Title Deed is Mow 9,500, and the boundaries of the lot are given as being on the North 
Creek ; on the South, Macpherson’s land ; on the East, Road; and on the West, Chinese property. The area according to 
the Assessment Schedule is Mow 8.148, which we take to be the actual area at present available to the owner, The difference 
in area is Mow 1.352, which we presume has been absorbed in the Woosung and Haining Roads and for which the owner 
has not received monetary compensation from the Council. The creek which has been converted by the Council into a 
substantial Municipal Road could equally have been shengkoed and added to the area of B.C. Lot 5864 and would have 
formed a valuable addition to the property. 

Taking these facts into consideration we are unable to acquiesce in the opinion of the Council as expressed in your 
letter under reply, 

You will note that in our letter of October 18 addressed to the Municipal Engineer we offered the land in question 
to the Council at the assessed rate without any compensation for compulsory surrender, we now withdraw that offer as it

Dear S1r,—We beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 12th instant. If the second paragraph of your letter 
is intended to convey that there is invariably a greater area according to the approximate Chinese measurement than is 
ascertained by accurate survey we cannot agree with the statement, and can give instances in which the approximate 
Chinese measurements have resulted in less area than that ascertained by accurate surveys made by the Municipal Cadastral 
Office. 

The statement in the third paragraph that a part of a valuable whole is valueless or useless to the owner is so 
evidently unreasonable that it needs no refutation. 

The argument that in the past considerations of betterment dictated the surrender without compensation of practically 
the whole of the land required for the Haining Road has no bearing on the present case. This lot had and has an extensive 
frontage along the Woosung Road, also a road along its South boundary before the Haining Road was made, consequently 
the construction of the Haining Road was not necessary to its full development. 

We can admit no betterment to the lot by the addition to the Haining Road of the strip in question, nor by the 
rounding off of the corner at the junction of the Woosung and Haining Roads though the benefit to the public will be 


considerable. 
The rounding off of this corner necessituted the taking down and re-building of stables and carriage house for which 


no compensation has been claimed. Should the Council decide to refer the matter to the Land Commission we reserve the 
right to revise the claim contained in our letter of November 13. Our original claim was made out on what we considered 
to be the lowest basis possible.

DEAR S1tr,—We have to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 30th ultimo, In it you inform us that you are 
directed to state that as we are unable to admit that any betterment accrues to this property by the construction of this 
road, or to accede to the request for surrender without compensation of the land in question, the Council regrets that there 
would appear to be no other course than submission of this case for settlement by the Land Commissioners, 

In reply we desire to emphasize the fact that whether betterment has or has not accrued to the property owing to the 
construction of the Haining Road is not one of the points at issue, and has no bearing on the case. The fact that the 
Woosung Road, which bounds the property on the East, has been made and kept up by the Council might with equal 
reason be cited. The Land Commissioners therefore cannot rightly be called upon to consider such a point. 

In our letter to you of December 18 we state that “We can admit no betterment to the lot by the addition to the 
Haining Road of the strip in question, nor by the rounding off of the corner at the junction of the Woosung and Haining 
Roads though the betterment to the public will be considerable.” 

The only matter in dispute is the amount of compensation, if any, to be paid by the Council for compulsorily 
acquiring the strip of land referred to. The Council would be justified in bringing forward arguments to endeavour to 
prove that betterment will accrue to the property if the Haining Road is widened from an average width of about 
48 feet to 46 feet in the manner proposed, and to claim a reduction in the price to be paid for the strip of Jand commen- 
surable with such betterment. It cannot, however, be justified in endeavouring to raise an issue to lay before the Land 
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Commissioners which has no bearing on our present claim, and which would tend to blind the Land Commissioners to the 
real point at issue. 

Tf the Land Commissioners were men acquainted with the law governing land compensation there would be no need 
of this letter, as far as they are concerned, to point out the irrelevant point the Council wishes to raiee.

Mr. §. J. Halse attends on behalf of the Registered Owners and the Council is represented by the Secretary. The 
Municipal Engineer is present. 

The surrender comprises Mow 0.122 consisting of a narrow strip of land along the Northern boundary of the Lot 
fronting on the Haining Road and the rounding off of the corner into Woosung Road, which the beneficial owner originally 
offered to the Council at the assessed value of Tls. 9,000 per mow, say Tls. 1,098, This was, however, amended to Tis, 1,098 
plus 10 per cent in consequence of the Council’s claim to a free surrender on the ground of betterment to the remainder of 
the lot. 

Upon the matter being referred to the Land Commission the Registered Owners reserved the right to revise their 
amended offer. Z 

Mr. Halse points out that setting back of the boundary wall to the scheduled line necessitated the re-arrangement 
and re-construction of the stabling to which access is now gained from the Haining Road instead of from the Woosung 
Road. This new access, however, is not in the nature of a betterment due to the present widening, as the Haining Road 
was of ample width for this purpose before the widening took place, being of an average width of over 40 feet. 

The Commissioners having visited the site, note that the district is a purely Chinese one and tHat the Haining 
Road at its junction with the Woosung Road is unusually wide. From personal inspection and from the case as presented 
to them they are unable to see that a free surrender is justified in this instance and they are of opinion that the offer 
originally made on behalf of the beneficial owner was a fair one. 

They therefore award compensation in the sum of Tis. 1,098 being Mow 0,122 at Tis, 9,000 per mow.

Mr. Peebles attends on behalf of the Registered Owners, and the Council is represented by the Secretary. The 
Municipal Engineer and Deputy are present. 

The Lot in question forms the corner of North Soochow and Woosung Roads and the Chinese wooden 
buildings which until recently occupied the site are being replaced by a substantial foreign high building to be used 
as a Post Office. 

The area scheduled for surrender comprises Mow 0,014 on the North Soochow Road and Mow 0.094 on the 
Woosung Road and compensation is claimed by the Company at the assessed value of Ts, 20,000 per mow plus 
10 per cent, amounting to Tis, 2,376, while in the Council’s view the betterment to the lot resulting from the 
widening of the Woosung Road calls for a contribution by the owners of one-third of the compensation claimed for 
the surrender of Mow 0,094. 

Mr, Peebles, on behalf of his Company, is willing to admit that the road widening will have some beneficial effect 
on the buildings in course of erection, but he totally disagrees with the method of assessing the so-called betterment, and 
gives a brief account of the manner in which the question is dealt with in Ungland. 

The Secretary reads a memorandum of extracts from previous Awards with some comments and points out that all 
cases brought before the Land Commission must be dealt with as provided in Land Regulation VLA. 

The Commissioners having viewed the site and heard both parties come to the conclusion that in this case the re- 
mainder of the lot is benefited by the Woosung Road widening, and they award compensation as follows ;—

The lot is that 
portion of U.S. Lot 321 which is separated from the remainder by a public path, and, under the terms of 
settlement, the owner is at liberty at any time to re-build the houses on Lot 149 up to the scheduled

With reference to the Award of the Land Commissioners in Case No. LX XXIII, contained on page 
45x of the Report for 1912, the following further correspondence contains the application of Messrs. Moor- 
head & Halse for a further rehearing, with the rejoinder of the Land Commissioners :— 


Shanghai, January 21, 1913. 

DEAR S1R,—1, Enclosed please find surrender deeds in triplicate for surrender ex Cadastral Lot 84, in accordance 
with the terms of the Award of the Land Commission, dated December 12, 1912. Kindly send to Messrs, D, Sassoon & Co, 
cheque for Tis, 10,680.08 plus interest at the rate of 7 per cent. per annum from the date of the Award. 

2.—We beg to draw your attention to the fact that our clients were not informed as to the terms of the award for a 
month after the publication thereof and surrender deeds were not sent for signature until the 16th instant, The claim for 
interest is due to this unusual and irregular treatment. 

3.—With regard to Case LXXXIII, we are directed to request that the Award be referred back to the Land Com- 
missioners for their further consideration on account of the obvious mistake on the face of the Award re Cadastral Lot 70. 
As the Award stands at present, the surrender of Cadastral Lot 70 has not been dealt with. 

4.—Pavagraph five misquotes the evidence in the most essential particular. Mr. Peebles’ evidence was to the effect 
that a separate Cadastral number had been given to the former portion of Cadastral Lot 69 to the west of the public road, 
but that the similar portion of Cadastral Lot 145 was not treated in a similar manner through an oversight. 

5.—It was established by the evidence of Messrs. Peebles and Halse that a portion of the surrender treated by the Land 
Commissioners as part of Cadastral Lot 69 is in fact Cadastral Lot 70, The seventh paragraph of the Award refers to 
official plans as evidence to the contrary. Of the plans referred to, we have no knowledge, and they were not put in or 
proved by the Municipal Secretary during the hearing of the case. 

6.—We are aware that plans for the information of the Land Commissioners are usually prepared by the Municipal 
Engineer, and are put in as evidence after the approval and signature of the land renter or his representative. In this case 
no such plans were submitted to us or put in with our knowledge or consent, and if the finding contained in the seventh 
paragraph of the Award is based on such plans, it is obvious that either the finding or plan is incorrect. 

7.—In addition to the above mistake, the attention of the Land Commissioners shee be drawn to the contradiction 
between the finding contained in the fourth paragraph and the Award, 

8.—The attention of the Land Commissioners should also be drawn to the undefined surcharge of 10 per cent, on the 

betterment on Mow .0341 of the surrender ex Cadastral Lot 69. The Land Regulations empower the Land Commissioners 
to assess betterment, but no mention is made of any power to surcharge betterment. 

9,—The Council will recollect that by agreement the cases were heard de novo, and, as the Award is based on mistaken 
findings and plans of which we have no knowledge and which were certainly not put in at the rehearing, we put forward 


the request of our clients feeling confident the Council will see the justice thereof.

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MEMORANDUM 


in reply to Messrs. Moorhead & Halse’s letter of January 21, 1913. 

Paragraphs 1 and 2 of this letter relate to the Nanking Road Case and are not at present under discussion. 

With regard to Paragraph 3, the Cadastral number 70 was during 1912 inadvertently placed on the portion of 
Cadastral Lot 69 west of the Chinese path, In the correspondence, and in the plan prepared for the Commissioners, 
Lot 70 was not mentioned. Nevertheless, as the whole of the Award does actually and obviously take the land 
now labelled Lot 70 into consideration, there has been no mistake, Messrs. Moorhead & Halse must be perfectly 
aware of this. 

With regard to Paragraph 4, it is true that Mr, Peebles’ evidence has been slightly misquoted in the Award. 
The point would be met if, in Clavse 5 of the Award, the last words were to read “he presumed that one of the two 
areas in question was overlooked.” 

In reply to Paragraph 5, the plan which was “put in” was an Owner's Plan of the “ Property belonging to F’. D, 
Sassoon, Esq.,” and known as B.C. Lot 1681, it is attached hereto. 
© In reply to Paragraph 6, the plan herewith, which was prepared for the information of the Commissioners in July 
1911, was forwarded to Messrs. Moorhead & Halse on November 28 of that year, so that, as usual, they might agree the 
areas and measurements, ‘That they did not sign the plan is not the Council's concern for the Council is not bound to sub- 
mit such plans, and does so only as a matter of convenience. Therefore when they say that ‘‘no such plans were submitted 
to us” I am under the necessity of stating that it is not correct. Attached is a copy of the Council's letter of 
November 28, 

In reply to Paragraph 7, I venture to think that where the Award states that the question of Cadastral number is 
“ of considerable importance" there is some misconception. ‘The Commission sits in accordance with the provisions of the 
Land Regulations, ‘The Land Regulations provide for the registration of property in the Settlement at the Consulate of 
the owner concerned, and the Council's only official information on the subject of such land is obtained from such Consu- 
late, So also cases which are presented for the Land Commissioners’ consideration must officially be based on this informa- 
tion, Thus the Commissioners were strictly correct in judging of the whole case as of one property, B.C. Lot 1681, divided 
into two by the Seward Road. Inasmuch as each Consulate has its own numerical register it has become necessary aud 
convenient for the Council to give one series of numbers to all taxable properties, This is the origin of Cadastral Numbers. 
It cannot be held that this taxing convenience (Cadastral numeration) can add or subtract from an owner's title, or can 
influence the amount cf compensation due to him in a case such as the present. In other words the question of whether 
this western strip of the property had, or had not, a separate Cadastral number is of no importance. 

Paragraph 8 has no substantial point, for the meaning of the Commissioners’ figures is perfectly clear. Never- 
theless it would seem preferable that in an Award such as this the compensation payable should first be agreed ; 
the betterment, if any, then deducted, and the 10 per cent. for compulsory surrender then added, so as to obviate 
textual criticism, 

While the Council concurs that the wording of this Award is textually inaccurate, the Council must also entirely 
deny any injustice, for the Commissioners’ meaning is clear; and, in view of the foregoing notes, it will be evident that 
while the Commissioners may, if they wish, alter the wording of the Award, nothing has been put before them which would 
justify any alteration of the amount awarded. 

The Council on principlé has always discouraged any questioning of the Awards of the Land Commissioners, 
but in the present instance, and in order to avoid even seeming grounds for complaint, would be glad if a second 


hearing took place.

Moorhead & Halse, dated January 21, asking for reconsideration of the above case on various grounds. We also have 
to thank you for your memorandum in reference to the points raised by Messrs. Moorhead & Halse, to which we reply 
as follows :— 

8.—The correspondence and plans submitted to the Commissioners made no mention of a Cadastral lot No. 70, but 
the piece of land which we now understand was inadvertently given this number in the 1912 plan was dealt with in making 
the Award. This is made clear in paragraph 7 of the Award. 

4.—The evidence given by Mr. Peebles was understood by the Commissioners to be as stated in paragraph 5 of the 
Award but it would appear that they misunderstood his meaning. 

5 and 6.—The plans prepared for the Commissioners shewing the lots under discussion were submitted by the Council 
to Messrs, Moorhead & Halse on November 28, 1911, They were on the table during the hearing of the case and in full 
view of both parties and no objection was raised at the time. The Commissioners are not aware that the plans are 
incorrect, 

7.—In drawing attention to what Messrs. Moorhead & Halse call a contr adiction between paragraph 4 of the Award 
aud the Award itself, they assume that some plan other than that submitted to the Commissioners should be taken as the 
authentic plan. This assumption, however, has not yet been established as a fact to the sitisfaction of the Commissiouers,

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8.—I£ we understand this paragraph aright, the same result is reached by either method of stating the Award. 
We see nothing in Messrs. Moorhead & Halse’s letter to lead us to suppose that a rehearing of the case would lead to 
any alteration of the amount of compensation awarded, and under these circumstances we consider a rehearing would serve 


no useful purpose,

(a) Between the Manila Road and the Rue Ratard the west side has already been macadamised and is the property 
of the Shanghai Municipal Council. The French Council propose to macadamise the remaining half at their own expense. 

(0) The French Council propose to construct the south side of the road running between the Great Western Road 
and the Rue Ratard and Rue Paul Beau if the Shanghai Council will undertake to make the other side. 

2. About the maintenance of the road, I propose an agreement as follows : 

Foot pavement —That the Councils undertake the up-keep of the paths on their own sides. 

Roads.—The Municipal Council to maintain the whole pavement between Rue Vouillemont and Rue Wagner, and the 
French Council that between Boulevard de Montigny and Rue Vouillemont and that between Rue Wagner and Rue 
Paul Beau. 

By the maintenance we understand the repairs, remetalling, tar-spraying, watering, etc., and all the necessary labour 
to keep the roads in good condition, 

8.—With regard to the lighting of the roads :— 

That the French Council ensure the electric lighting of all the 16 lamps placed on the side of the French Settlement 
as shown on the plan, including the two 200 C.P, lamps, Rue Paul Beau and Boulevard de Montigny (instead of the two

BUBBLING WELL ROAD.— 
‘As a result of an application to erect a wall along the frontage of Lot 2940, negotiations took place 


with a view to improving the excessive bend in the road opposite this property, and arrangements were 
completed whereby equal areas of land were exchanged with Mrs. McBain and the requisite strips of 
Lots 2240 and 2945, measuring Mow 0.372 and 0.245 respectively, were purchased from Mrs. McLeish and 
Mrs. Wrightson on the basis of the assessed values with reinstatement of fencing, gatehouses, etc. The 
scheme involved a diversion and culvert for the section of the Yungzeenpang from the west side of Lot 2240 
as far as the scheduled junction of the Moulmein Road, at an estimated cost of Tls. 10,000, and, the 
consent of all the owners affected having been obtained, the work was carried to a conclusion, a temporary 
staging being erected over the creek to minimise inconvenience to traffic, 


CHENGTU ROAD.— 
The following correspondence with Mr. H. Lester records the arrangement under which a deviation 


in the line of this road was sanctioned. A 12-foot strip of the road has since been metalled at a cost of 


Tls. 2,700.

3.—That to admit of the road being diverted, Mr. Morriss buys Mow 0,647 of land on the West side at the rate of 


Ts, 4,600 per ‘mow, making Ts. 2,911.50, and agrees to resell it to the Council at the rate of Ts, 2,500 per mow, or for 
Tis, 1,617.50 thereby shewing a loss of Tis, 1,294, 


4.—That the formation of this road as originally projected seriously depreciates the foreign residence No. 24 
Weihaiwei Road, therefore, Mr. Morriss is willing to make a sacrifice to have it diverted and will accept Tis, 1,500 to settle 
the matter, the Council relinquishing any claim to the small piece of land at the South-east corner of the roads.

The area required for road purposes was Mow 0.551 of 
which Mow 0.250 was subject to free surrender under Article VI of the Land Regulations. he piece of 
surplus land remaining measures Mow 0.604, and a Transformer Sub-station for the Electricity Department 
is now in course of construction upon it. 


GREAT WESTERN ROAD.— 

The strip of Lot 1715 required for this road was purchased from Messrs. Atkinson & Dallas, Ld., at 
the assessed value ls. 3,250 per Mow, plus 10% for compulsory surrender, and less one-third for betterment, 
ie. asum of Ts. 1,447 for Mow 0.607. 

The land necessary for the construction of this road beyond Settlement limits as far as the Edinburgh 
Road has now been acquired. The requisite areas from B.C, Lot 5866 and U.S.C. Lot 854, aggregating 
Mow 0.878, were surrendered without compensation, while the piece of unregistered land immediately 
beyond the Boundary measuring Mow 0.440 was purchased for a lump sum of Ts.

I have the honour to inform you that Magistrate Woo of the Shanghai District, based on the reports received from 
Tipao Zee Ziang-ching (#% & fill) of the 4th tu” and Tipao Soo Lang-sen (B& Bi Az) of the 8th and 9th “tu,” both of the 
28th “ Pao,” complains to me that some foreigners from the Shanghai Municipal Council of the International Settlement 
suddenly appeared on the 4th instant at the above “tus” and posted boundary stones from Van Huan Doo (3x fi YE) west- 
ward along the Soochow Creek to Chan Ka Doo (§% 4 JE), thence southward up to Sinking Road (fF #& #7), a distance of 
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about one “li” in length, The Magistrate points out that the above described places, as per plan herewith enclosed, are 
Chinese territory outside the Settlement and that the Shanghai Municipal Council by unauthorisedly erecting boundary 
stones there has committed a trespass detrimental to our sovereign rights and contrary to treaty provisions. For the 
purpose of maintaining our authority over the (proposed) road in question, the Magistrate asks me to negotiate for the 
immediate stoppage of the work. 

It appears to me that the line drawn between the Settlement and the Chinese territory is very clear and I do not see 
how the Municipal Council should send their men to the Chinese territory and unauthorisedly post boundary stones there. 
I am sending you herewith the plan and request that you will kindly give directions to the Shanghai Municipal Council to 
stop such work in order to avoid unexpected trouble and strengthen our friendship.

§1Rr,—I have the honour to request your good offices and the protection of the public interest for the preservation 
of the public rights in a matter which has arisen in regard to the water frontage of the west bank of the Soochow Creek 
at the Markham Road. 

The registered owners of B.C, lots 636, 636A, 6360 and 1060, have collectively addressed the Council in this matter, 
pointing out the injury done to their rights of frontage by the issue of U.S. Deed No, 875, at present registered in the name 
of Mr. H. Browett, British subject, and they have requested the Council’s support for a protest which has been addressed 
to yourself on the subject, 

It must be evident that the public rights would be severely prejudiced if the holder of U.S. Deed No. 875 were 
permitted to interfere in any way with the right of access to the water at the Markham Road foreshore of the Soochow 
Creek, and I have, therefore, the honour to request that the matter may receive your attention and that steps be taken 
to have this U.S, Deed cancelled and to prevent Mr. Browett exercising any rights of private ownership over the fore- 
shore land in question. 

In this connexion I have the honour to refer you to certain correspondence published in the Annual Report issued 
by the Council for the year 1881 (vide page 89 of that Report) wherein the then owner of B.C, lot 1060 successfully main- 
tained that as his property was bounded by the Soochow Creek no interference with his right of access to that waterway 
could take place without his permission being duly recorded. 

The whole question of the “Shenko” deeds issued in 1898 by the U.S, Consulate has already formed the subject 
of considerable correspondence between the Council and H.B.M. Consulate Land Office; strong objection has been 
taken on public grounds to several of these deeds, especially those held by Mr, Kingsmill, and the Council would suggest 
that the present opportunity is a good one to address the U.S. Consul-General on the whole subject and to request that a 
searching enquiry into the present condition of those deeds and the property thereby affected be made in the general

We may mention that originally land for a 40-foot road was surrendered free by the respective owners, At present

It appears to me from the very beginning you have made up your mind not to culvert this creek. 

Before closing the correspondence, I would like to state to you in writing, although you must be perfectly aware of 
it, what you have received from us and the amount you have paid us in return. To begin with I have surrendered free the 
Weihaiwei Road from Mr, Jackson’s house to my house which is fully 2 mow and not only that I have paid you Tis, 1,250 
towards culverting the creek which is part of this objectionable creek in question. Again, from my house to the Great 
Western Road over 3 mow you have paid Mr. Elias and myself Tls. 3,100 against which I have offered you, and you got my 
memorandum in writing, Tls. 10,000 if you do not cut through that road which was refused. The road in question which we 
paid Messrs. White-Cooper and Burkill Tls. 7,000 you have got from us roads worth at least Tls. 30,000. Furthermore the 
noise of motor-cars in the summer nights is simply unbearable, The Council are also collecting a handsome revenue not 
only from us, but also from the Great Western Road new houses that have been built since on both sides (French as well), 
I have explained all the above because I do not think we have been treated at all well for a paltry expense of about 
Tis, 3,0C0 to culvert this unhealthy creek, 

I shall feel much obliged if your Chairman will come round one day at his convenience and I will point out the

I may say within the last month I happened to be in a motor-car and twice had a 
narrow escape by colliding with another one at the corner. The traffic on this road by motor-cars and carriages day 
-and night is enormous, therefore, it should be widened and just as important as the one you are culverting on the 
Bubbling Well. 
I shall feel obliged to you when you can spare the time to go one day and see that I am perfectly right, and hope

TONQUIN ROAD.— 

The appended correspondence records the terms arranged with the Naigai Wata Kaisha for a devia- 
tion of the Tonquin Road in the section between Macao Road and the Soochow Creek. The purchase of 
Mow 1.160 of native-owned land required on the new line of road has now been completed, and the relative 
documents of title have been forwarded, as usual, to the Senior Consul for transmission to the Chinese Land 
Office, so that the land lying within the road line may be excluded from any consular title deeds for adjoining 
properties :—

DEAR £1R,—With reference to your proposal to make the deviation of the Tonquin Road as shewn in your plan of 
November 9, 1912, we beg now to submit the following counter-proposal :— 


That the deviation be made as shewn in red in the accompanying plan. 

This will mean a straight road from the Macao Road junction right up to the Flour Mill and thence a little curved 
course on to the Soochow Creek, 

In exchange for our free surrender of a long strip of land lying between the Flour Mill and our property (marked in 
green) we wish to have the strip of land between the Creek and the newly deviated position of the Tonquin Road (marked 
in yellow. 

This will give as straight a course as possible and besides do away with the necessity of your acquiring any portion 
of land from the Flour Mill. It is true that you have to get a long curved strip on the east side of the Tonquin Road but 
the price of this strip must be much cheaper than the portion of the Flour Mill’s property on which already many buildings 
are standing. 

We shall undertake to culvert with 4! 6! pipes the creek from the Macao Road up to the land to be surrendered to

The various questions connected with the Parks and Open Spaces have received consideration during 


the year. 
PUBLIC RECREATION GROUND. 


To fill the place on the Committee of the Public Recreation Ground which has been vacant since the 
death of the late Mr. A. McLeod, Dr. N. Macleod accepted the Council's invitation to serve and the consti- 
tution of the Committee at the close of 1913 was as follows :— 


Dr. N. Macixop Chairman. 
Messrs. W. 8. Jackson Steward of the Race Club. 
E. E. Chark Member of Council. 


A. G, StEPHEN Representative of the Recreation Fund Trustees. 

During 1912, in a letter dealing with the question of the drainage of the Ground, the Committee 
observed that the sub-soil drainage of the Polo Ground, which was carried out during 1911 at the joint cost 
of the Council and of the Polo Club, had been a most marked improvement, as this part of the Ground 
could be used on many days in the year when the remainder was not available. In accordance with the 
Committee’s suggestion provision was made in the Budget for draining a further section of the Ground, and 
arrangements were later concluded whereby the Trustees of the Recreation Fund contributed Tls. 1,500 
towards the scheme, thus enabling the whole of the work to be completed during the year. The work of 
cutting trenches and laying the pipes was accordingly put in hand in the spring, with intervals to avoid 
interference with the various games, and operations were discontinued during the summer and were resumed 
in the autumn. 

‘An arrangement has also been made whereby a 60-foot strip of land on the west side of the Recreation 
Club Ground has been included within the area leased to the Council by the Recreation Fund Trustees for 
the purpose of recreation by the Foreign Community, the creek on the west of the Ground has been filled 
and a new drain and footpath have been constructed, leaving an additional space available for football, tennis 
courts, etc. The cost, Tls. 950, was borne by the Recreation Fund. 


PUBLIC GARDEN AND RESERVE GARDEN. 


The following revised Regulations for public observance in these Gardens were made and 


approved :— 
SHANGHAI MUNICIPAL COUNCIL. 


PUBLIC AND RESERVE GARDENS. 
REGULATIONS, 
1,—These Gardens are reserved exclusively for the Foreign Community. 
2.—No dogs or bicycles are admitted. 
3,—Perambulators must be confined to the paths, 
4,—Birdsnesting, plucking flowers, or otherwise damaging the shrubs, plants or grass, is strictly prohibited ; parents 
and other persons in charge of children are requested to aid in preventing such mischief, 

5.—No person is allowed within the Band Stand or railing around it. 
6,—Amahs in charge of children are not permitted to occupy the seats and chairs during performances of the Band. 
7.—Children unaccompanied by Foreigners are not allowed in the Keserve Garden, 
8.—No Indians are admitted unless reapectably dressed.

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PARK IN THE WESTERN DISTRICT. 


The question of the provision of a park in the Western District has been the subject of discussion in 
the Press and elsewhere, and a proposal for purchase of a piece of land for this purpose will be the subject 
of a Resolution at the forthcoming Meeting of Ratepayers. The correspondence with the Recreation 
Fund Trustees on the subject follows :—

DEAR S1R,—You are so fully aware of the congested condition of the Public Recreation Ground, and of the ever- 
growing demands upon its space, that it is unnecessary for me to dwell further on that side of the matter which I am 
directed by the Trustees of the Recreation Fund to ask you to be good enough to place before the Council. 

Recent correspondence between the Trustees and the Committee appointed by the Council to manage the ground in 
question has emphasised the growing need of further playing space in the Western District. No one acquainted with the 
neighbourhood in question can be ignorant of the rapid increase in the number of its houses. A little closer attention 
reveals the fact that most of these are now without that ample garden space which used to be considered necessary to 
country homes. For this reason alone the Trustees think the time has come when, for the Western District, thought should 
be given to the provision of recreation grounds similar to those already possessed by other districts. The example set by 
those public-spirited residents who, fifty years ago, provided for our present needs is one which should never be forgotten. 
The inestimable benefit we now reap from their provision should stimulate as strong a desire in ourselves for the good of 
our successors, 

But this is not all. The provision of playing grounds in the Western District would be of immediate advantage not 
only to those living near by, but to the residents in other parts of the Settlement, They would provide a rendezvous for 
drives from the Central and Northern districts, and above all they would materially lessen the pressure on the Racecourse 
and thus benefit everybody. 

Mr, Peebles has a scheme for a Western Park which he would doubtless be pleased to submit for the 
consideration of the Council, and I am convinced that the Trustees will do everything in their power to secure so 
great a boon.

DzAR S1R,—I have been asked by the Secretary of the Recreation Fund Trustees to submit to the Council a scheme 
for obtaining additional accommodation for recreation in the Western District. 

This request is the outcome of several interviews with the Secretary of the Recreation Fund Trustees in respect to 
the present congested state of the Public Recreation Ground. 

The Public Recreation Ground besides providing playing spaces for a great number of games during both Winter 
and Summer seasons is very largely used for purposes of drill for the Police, the Volunteers, and the men of various 
Navies in Port, 

If a new recreation ground could be obtained to accommodate the Police for drill, football and cricket and a drill 
ground for Volunteers and Navies as well as additional playing spaces for public use, the congestion on the Public Recrea- 
tion Ground would be very considerably reduced. , 

‘Rhe Recreation Fund Trustees and my Committee are at present considering the possibility of re-division of certain 
parts of the ground with a view to increasing the available playing space, but even with such re-adjustment the ground will 
not meet the ever-increasing demand. 

Proposed New Ground.—Cadastral Lots 2780, 2785, 2792, and 2811 Western, Area Mow 56.562 nre now offered to 
me for Tis, 150,C00 and I believe that they could be obtained for an immediate sale for Tis. 140,000. Cadastral Lot 2760, 
Area Mow 26.120, belongs to Mrs. Chin Chin-chee and I have approached her with a view to obtaining a price. The lot is 
assessed at Tis. 104,480 and Mrs. Chin Chin-chee asks a price of Tis. 5,300 per mow, These lots together would give a 
total area of about 82} mow and would cost about Tis. 278,500, Of this amount it is suggested that the Trustees should 
provide Tls, 20,000 and arrange a Mortgage for the balance, That the Council should bear the expense of making the 
ground fit for use for games, 
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That the Council pay an annual rent to the Trustees equal to the interest on the Capital :—say, 
Tis. 20,000 at 5 per cent. per annum Tls. 1,000, 
T's, 258,500 at 8 per cent. per annum Tls. 20,680. 
That the Council have the right to purchase at any time at a price to be agreed upon, 

A suggestion has been made to include the Yu Yuen Gardens with the foregoing. The last price I have heard 
for this property is Tls. 140,000, i.e, about Tis, 5,300 per mow which is, in my opinion, considerably above its value for 
purposes of recreation. 

It should be noted that development schemes are under consideration for Cadastral Lots 2780, 2792, and 2785 and 
the owners are not willing to give an option for a longer period than three weeks. 

In respect to Cadastral Lot 2760 1 am of the opinion that this can be obtained at a price below that asked and that 
a firm offer of Tls. 4,750 per mow would probably be accepted, 

Should the Council desire any further information in respect to the foregoing I shall be glad to do my best to 
supply it,

DEPARTMENTAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 
(To the Municipal Engineer) 


There was no development during the year except in the building line, which consisted of completing 
the erection of the offices and erecting a ladies’ toilet room in the Public Garden. The chief improvement 
effected was the sub-soil drainage of the Public Recreation Ground. Despite the high water level which 
gives little fall to the drains, this method of removing surface water has proved satisfactory, rendering the 
lawns fit for play much sooner after rainfall than they formerly were. By the culverting of a creek and an 
alteration to the boundary of the Recreation Club Ground an additional playing lawn was obtained. 

To ensure that the finest plants have ample space to develop and retain their natural mode of growth 
and contour, alterations to plantations have to be carried out annually, otherwise the shrubs would become 
overcrowded, a meaningless mass of stems and leaves devoid of any individuality. It is in the varied forms 
of growth and contour that the charm of a plantation lies, giving variety of form, colour, light and shade. 
Tn this connexion a good deal of transplanting and thinning out of the less desirable shrubs was effected in 
Hongkew Recreation Ground and to a lesser extent in other places. The marked climatic conditions, 
excessive heat and long drought, had an effect on vegetation but, contradictory as it might seem, the effect 
was, generally speaking, good. It was clearly shown that excessive moisture combined with heat is much 
more detrimental to the plants from temperate zones, than is a high temperature without moisture. Experi- 
ments with various forms of shading materials demonstrated that there are benefits of practical value to be 
obtained when this subject is better understood. Seedling plants required continual watering as also did golf 
and bowling greens, but the majority of the lawns and permanent plantations obtained sufficient moisture 
from the soil. The extent of the drought becomes obvious when it is realized that in the creeks in Siccawei 
Nursery the water level in ordinary years is within 2 or 3 feet of the surface of the land. This autumn to 
obtain water, the creeks being dry, pits 10 feet deep had to be dug. Yet to such an extent is water raised 
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by capillary action in the soil, due to the fineness of its particles, that the soil surrounding the roots of trees 
and shrubs of medium size contained sufficient moisture. No difference was observed in the fertility of the 
soil throngh lack of the nitrates which are contained to a considerable degree in atmospheric moisture. It 
may be that the condition which prevailed stimulated the various forms of nitrifying bacteria in the soil into 
greater activity thus compensating for the lack of the fertilising ingredients provided by rainfall. ‘The 
Nurseries year by year increase in value and a large number of seedling plants were raised in them, also a lot 
of slow-growing evergreens were raised from cuttings. The stock of trees is still in excess of requirements 
and the giving away of trees free of charge, other than cost of freight, was continued this year. There are 
still a few available for next spring. 

The greater part of the surplus land attached to the Bubbling Well Cemetery was given up as it was 
required for cemetery extension, so that for all practical purposes this, as a Nursery, is finished. The 
difference this makes is that now all bedding plants have to be reared in the Siccawei Road Nursery which 
increases the cost due to the distance the plants have to be conveyed, for example, from there to Hongkew 
Recreation Ground and Wayside Park. Better supervision is, however, secured, as the utilizing of a number 
of small spaces as Nurseries at different points is wasteful and takes up a lot of time which might otherwise 
be better employed, while it gives chances for leakage in more ways than one. 

Due no doubt largely to the fact that practically since J uly 20 the weather was fine, the 
attendance in the Parks throughout the year increased considerably. The Band concerts, especially in the 
Public Garden, were well patronised and ample comfortable seating accommodation was provided, the stock 
of chairs being increased by 500. ‘The additional chairs are canvas seated folding chairs which, when not 
in use, are folded up and placed under the bandstand. ‘Thus seats when not required are not littered about, 
forming one of the most prominent features of the Garden as was the case with the wicker chairs, To 
prevent as far as possible the breaking of chairs due to visitors pulling them about, attendants were placed 
in charge of them, who gave out chairs as required and placed them in position, ‘To further ensure against 
loss or damage, the new chairs were not placed outside the temporary enclosed lawn around the bandstand. 
The attendants were readily distinguished from coolies who came in with private chairs as they wore green 
jackets. Considering the various forms of dress and undress indulged in by the gardeners, it would be an 
improvement if the dozen or so men who must necessarily be about amongst the public were dressed in a 
regulation uniform. Owing to this lack of attire, when the Parks are crowded as on Saturday and Sunday 
afternoons, all work except that which is really necessary is suspended. 

During the attack on the Arsenal in July, various shells burst over the Gardens on an evening when 
the band was performing, resulting unfortunately in a young boy being seriously injured. Considering the 
stampede following on the explosion of the shells, it was remarkable that there were not more accidents, 

The floral displays both under glass and in the flower gardens continue to improve in quality 
and effect. 

Sport—The number of players and games increase annually. During the year practically every 
available space in the two Recreation Grounds was on many occasions in use. The two golf links are 
oceupied daily and during the year a considerable number learned this game. ‘This year, by laying out two 
new bowling greens in the Public Recreation Ground, a great stimulus was given to Lawn Bowls. These 
greens were daily in use from the day they were opened and proved one of the most popular of*summer games, 
On the green in Hongkew Recreation “Ground play likewise was enjoyed daily and the indications are that 
the popularity of lawn bowls is assured and more greens will soon have to be laid down. 

With reference to bowling greens, it may be noted in passing that they form one of the most 
picturesque of city squares, and where it is desired to open up a densely built-on area, providing it is in the 
correct environment, a bowling green surrounded by a shrubbery is a good method of laying out such 
a space. 

Buildings.—W here necessary they were painted and repaired, A rustic house in the Public Garden 
Was renewed and two new ones were erected in the Hongkew Recreation Ground. 

Trees.—Trees on roads require more attention now, as the large number planted within recent years 
which is annually being added to, are at an age when training is required. The increasing number of aerial 
wires which have to be kept from contact with the trees increases the amount of attention required and as 
the trees grow tends to give them a shapeless forked appearance, but as they are grown for shade this is of 
secondary importance. 

lls 
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Though the wilful destruction of trees on outside roads is not practised to the same extent as it was 
seven years ago, still especially on Hungjao Road the number destroyed every time this road is replanted is not 
only a loss to the community but detracts considerably from the appearance of the road. The Hungjao, 
Rubicon and Brenan Roads were entirely planted eight years ago. Some of the trees which have not been 
interfered with are now of a good size and give ample shade; as for example, those on Hungjao Road at its 
junction with Siccawei Road, and sections of the Rubicon Road. Failing this periodical destruction the 
entire system would now have been a nice well shaded driving road. Instead it is for the greater part 
furnished with recently planted trees whilst other sections have trees in all stages of development, from those 
planted eight years ago to those planted nine months ago. 

Miscellaneous,—Compounds attached to Municipal Buildings received regular attention, Owing to 
alterations at the Victoria Nursing Home a flower garden was laid out in front of the Maternity Ward. 
Various plantations were altered and new ones planted.

R. Burkill resumed 
his seat. In April Mr. Pearce resigned aud Mr. F. A. Fairchild was invited to fill the vacancy, The 
Committee has met eight times during the year for discussion of the affairs of the Department, 


REPORT OF ELECTRICAL ENGINEER. 


The year 1918 marks a big increase in the growth of the electricity undertaking. In many respects 
it has been a noteworthy year, but particularly in relation to developments on what may be termed a large 
scale coincident with the opening of the new Riverside Power Station. Whereas only a few years ago 
increased annual loads were reckoned in hundreds of kilowatts, the increases now have to reckoned in 
thousands. The Riverside Power Station was opened on April 12th by the Chairman of the Council, since 
Which date it has been running daily, but it was not operating continuously both day and night until 
towards the fourth quarter of the year, therefore, the full benefit of its lower operating expenses have not been 
felt over the full period since its opening in April. Nevertheless the cost of production of electricity for light, 
heat and power at the combined Fearon Road and Riverside Stations has been reduced 15.6 °/, below last year’s 
working, which was then the lowest recorded. So much lower are the works costs at Riverside compared 
with Fearon Road as to fully justify the decision, arrived at last year, to provide for the closing down of the 
latter as a generating station within a few years. The generating plant in both stations has been 
maintained in good working order and has been satisfactory in operation. ‘The Riverside Station is a good 
example of the modern type equipped with turbine plant and mechanically fired boilers, By comparison 
with the Fearon Road station, the smallness of the operating staff is noticeable, and is illustrative of one of 
the reasons why the modern power station, of large size and few generating units, is able to produce 
electricity so very much more cheaply than the smaller stations made up of numerous small units of plant. 
It may be a matter of interest to know that engineers, with experience of power stations both in Europe and 
America, who have visited Riverside all express themselves as surprised that such an up-to-date and 
thoroughly well equipped station should be found in Shanghai. Observations during a recent visit to the 
United States and Europe confirm the opinion that the Council’s new station will bear comparison with any 
of the most recently built ones.

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PLANT CAPACITY. 


The total plant capacity of the two generating stations may be regarded as 10,400 kilowatts if the 
large overload capacity of the machines is taken into account. Emphasis should be laid on the fact, however, 
that to base the capacity of a station on its overloading capabilities is a wrong one and dangerous to figure 
upon but as in fact the Fearon Road Station has been running for two years on very heavy overloads, for 
the purpose of arriving at the combined kilowatt capacity, these overloads have been included in the total. 
At Fearon Road the overload rating may, by including the storage battery, be taken as 6,400 kilowatts 
whilst the normal rating of Riverside is 4,000. 


MAXIMUM LOAD. 


‘ The maximum load recorded for light, power, heat and traction was 8,650 K.V.A. as against 6,000 
K.V.A. the year previous. This is an increase of 2,650 K.V.A. as compared with 1,993 K.V.A. in 1912. 
The load was approximately divided up as follows :— 


Light, Heat and Power 7,800 
Traction 850 
8,650 


To correct above figure of 8,650 K.V.A. to kilowatts the alternating current maximum of 7,800 
must be taken at a power factor of Cos 0.93, which gives the total maximum load 8,100 kilowatts. 


LOAD FACTOR. 


The load factor for the year has risen from 23.52 per cent to $0.8 per cent which can only be regarded 
as extremely satisfactory. There are not many electricity undertakings supplying a mixed demand for light, 
power and traction which have a load factor much above this figure. For the sake of comparison the usual 
list of large municipal undertakings in Great Britain having large outputs, both more and less than Shanghai, 
is given for the years 1912 and 1913, from which the position now held by Shanghai, both as regards * 
increase in the number of units sold and the improved load factor may be seen. To a very large extent the 
improved load factor has been the result of the exceptionally large increment of power supply connected during 
the year, but also to no inconsiderable extent to the more general use of electric lighting amongst the Chinese. 
As a rule the Chinese consumer burns‘his lamps for much longer hours than the foreigner ; consequently, he 
is a more valuable consumer as his long hours of burning materially assist in raising the load factor of the 
undertaking generally. It may be accepted that power stations operating upon high load factor, other things 
being equal, should be able to generate and supply electricity at cheaper rates than less fortunate stations with 
poor load factors. Without going into technicalities it should here he definitely accepted that the compara- 
tively high load factor which the Shanghai undertaking has enjoyed for many years has been very largely 
responsible for the cheapness of electric lighting, therefore, the big jump from 28 to 30 per cent load factor 
should have the effect of reducing, in due time, the operating costs, and so make it possible to lower the 
selling price of electricity even though at the same time large sums for capital purposes may be required.

TRANSFORMER SUB-STATIONS. 


To meet: the increasing demands in various parts of the Settlement, it was necessary to purchase 
several small plots upon which to build transforming sub-stations for the transformation of extra high pressure 
cnrrent to low pressure for distribution. To meet the needs in the Central District, four large sub- 
stations were under construction designed each to accommodate transforming plant of 2,000 kilowatts, together 
with the necessary equipment of high pressure and low pressure switchgear. The system of distribution in 
the Central District, in the areas which these new sub-stations will serve, is now single phase, but so soon as 
the new sub-stations are completed the distribution will be on the three-phase system. In addition to these 
large sub-stations in the Central District two more were under construction, one in Stonebridge Road and 
the other at the corner of Ferry and Sinza Roads, the last named being designed to accommodate lightning 
arrestor plant for overhead transmission lines in addition to transforming apparatus and switchgear. Other 
sub-stations have been built at various cotton mills, both in the Eastern and Western Districts, where bulk 

-supplies are given to mills of such a demand as to make the provision of individual sub-stations necessary. 
All the sub-stations either built or building during the year have been made fireproof as far as possible and 
are designed to resist fire both from within and without. Particular attention has been paid to the ventila- 
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tion of these sub-stations with the object of providing adequate means to carry off the heat from the 
transformers and ensure a constant circulation of fresh air. 
The aggregate transformer capacity of the whole system now amounts to 10,978 kilowatts.

A large number of the enclosed arc lamps have been replaced by metal filament lamps and it is 
generally considered that the substitution has effected a marked improvement in street lighting. Some 
explanantion is due regarding the frequent interruptions to the public lighting service during the summer, 
particularly in the Western District. The cause was mainly due to interference by branches of trees either 
short-circuiting or breaking the wires used for the public lighting circuits. Since then most of the cireuits 
have heen overhauled and put in better trim so that a recurrence of the annoyance is now less likely. Steps 
are also being taken to provide important thoroughfares with duplicate public lighting cireuits, so that in the 
event of one breaking down or being interrupted there still will be a reduced degree of illumination supplied 
from the alternative circuit. It will he understood that in less important thoroughfares it is not always 
expedient, at the rates charged for public lighting, to provide this duplicated system, but the re-arrangement 
and re-grouping of the various circnits is making it possible, at comparatively small expense, to provide 
duplicates in the more important roads. Various other improvements are being made which are calculated 
to reduce the risk of interruption to the public lighting to a minimum. ¥ 

An important step towards the improvement of public lighting by greater intensity of illumination 
may be expected by the introduction of the recently invented half-watt or nitrogen lamp. This lamp is of 
the metallic filament incandescent type, but the lamp instead of burning in a vacunm burns in an enclosed 
globe containing nitrogen. The consumption of energy in these lamps is approximately only half that 
required in the ordinary tungsten metal filament lamp, from which it may be gathered that in the near 
future the lighting of streets and large open spaces will he effected more cheaply than at present. So far these 
half-watt lamps are not commercially made in sizes under 500 candle power, therefore for ordinary domestic 
purposes advantage cannot yet be taken of them. There is, however, reason to believe that improvements 
in manufacture may, within the next few years, place on the market half-watt lamps of small candle power ; 
if this actually comes about the cost of electric lighting will naturally be reduced to an absurdly low figure, 
or, in other words, for the same cost, twice as much light will be obtainable as with the ordinary metal 
filament lamp which consumes a little over one watt per candle power. 

The efficiency of the half-watt lamp does not equal that of the flame are as regards candle power to 
current consumed, but since the flame arc requires very expensive carbons, and the costs of daily trimming, 
maintenance and not infrequent repairs are heavy, it is considered that the half-watt incandescent lamp will 
successfully compete with the flame are. This particularly applies to street lighting in Shanghai because it 
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is extremely difficult to obtain the skilled labour requisite for the best operation of flame are lamps, 
consequently many of the flame are lamps in Shanghai do not, as a matter of fact, give out the same 
intensity of illumination after they have been in use for some time as when originally erected, but this is not 
through any inherent defect of the lamps themselves, but is due to the great difficulties, with the available 
native labour, of keeping up to the high pitch required for the best results. ‘The half-watt or nitrogen lamp 
requires no trimming so, although its efficiency is not as high as the flame are, the overall costs of operating it 
should work out as cheap if not cheaper than the latter, for not only will economies be effected in the saving 
of expensive carbons but the labour cost should also be reduced on account of the lesser number of lamp 
trimmers, 


METERS. 


The number of meters issued during the year was 3,061, whilst 1,306 current limiters were issued to 
consumers paying for lighting on the fixed rate per month system. 

The meters used for lighting services were nearly all supplied by Messrs. Ferranti, of Manchester, 
and Messrs, Chamberlain & Hookham, of Birmingham, whereas for three-phase power supply the 
the meters used were made by the British Westinghouse Company and the Allgemeine Elektricitats 
Gesellschaft. 

The increasing demands on the Meter Department necessitated the addition of two foreign meter 
testers who arrived from England during the year. 


HOUSE SERVICE CONNEXIONS. 


As an indication of the extended use of electricity in Shanghai, particularly in relation to lighting, the 
increase in the number of connexions made to the mains was 4,108. In 1912, which was a record, the 
connexions totalled 2,201, therefore, the result of 1913 may be regarded as eminently satisfactory and going 
far to prove the popularity of electricity for lighting amongst the native population, because the bulk of these 
additional connexions was for Chinese consumers. 

At the end of 1912 the total service connexions to the mains was 6,870, and 10,987 at the end of 
1913. 


INCREASE IN EQUIVALENT 30-WATT LAMPS. 


The equivalent of 91,962 30-watt lamps was added during the year, bringing the total connected up 
to 429,121. This figure does not include either public lighting nor the equivalent in lamps of motors, but 
is merely the increased lighting connexions together with heating and cooking apparatus reduced to equivalent 
30-watt lamp value. Compared with last year this increase is very considerable, being 91,962 compared with 
69,683 lamps, 

HEATING AND COOKING. 


Further: progress has been made in the extended use of electric radiators, and to a lesser degree with 
electric cookers, At the end of the year there were 623 electric radiators connected to the mains, equivalent 
to a load, if they were all in use at the same time, of 1,044 kilowatts, All these radiators were on hire from 
the Department but, in addition to that number, about 60 others belonging to consumers were also connected 
to the mains, equivalent to another 100 kilowatts. Forty-three electri® cookers were in use equivalent to 
170 kilowatts. The total connexions ‘rated in kilowatts for heating and cooking is therefore 1,314. It is 
anticipated that next winter there will be a demand for at least another 500 radiators for which it is proposed 
to make provision during the year. 

A noteworthy feature is the adoption of radiators by the Chinese. This form of heating is, of course, 
the simplest and safest known, and it is also peculiarly suitable for use in Chinese houses which are seldom 
provided with flues or chimneys for the use of ordinary coal fires. 


MOTORS. 


A very encouraging feature of the Department's advocacy of electricity for power purposes is to be 
found in the greater number of motors connected during the period under review. 
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The annual totals over the past ten years were :—

In 1912, 78 additional motors were connected aggregating 1,254 horse power, but during 1913 no 
less than 130 motors were added to the mains having an aggregate of 2,234.35 horse power which brings 
the total connected up to 5,263.82. In addition to this total, however, should be added the motors to 
which energy is delivered in bulk to the Naigai Wata Kaisha and the Chapei Electric Light and Water Co., 
which total 474 and 213 horse power respectively, thus bringing the total power connexions to 5,948.82 
horse power. 

There are those who believe in the future of Shanghai as an industrial centre, and the continued 
expansion of the Department’s activities in the power business would to some extent tend to confirm this 
opinion, There can be but little doubt that the more Shanghai develops as a manufacturing centre the 
more the general trade of the port must increase. 

Perhaps the most notable development of the power demand has been in the supply to local cotton 
mills, where the electric drive is found to be so eminently satisfactory. In some of the mills which have 
been electrified the production of yarn has been increased by as much as 15°, although this is perhaps a 
little exceptional, but there is a general concensus of opinion that the electric drive, when properly applied, 
may safely be relied upon to increase the output from a cotton mill by 10°/, and at the same time to produce 
a finer quality of material. 

Contracts were entered into during the year to supply part of the following mills, viz :—Messrs. 
Jardine, Matheson’s Ewo Mill, Laou Kung Mow Mill, and the Soey Chee Cotton Mill, whilst the electrifica- 
tion of the whole of the Heng Foong Cotton Mill was contracted for and more than half the mill was 
electrically operated during the second half of the year. The Naigai Wata Kaisha, as explained in the 
foregoing, also take a supply for part of their No. 4 Mill, and a further contract has been signed to supply 
the same Company in their new mill with a demand up to some 1,200 to 1,500 kilowatts, with the option of 
a demand up to 2,000 if and when required. There were, of course, many other smaller mills and work- 
shops, either partially or totally, electrified, but the ones above mentioned have adopted electricity on a 
large scale. The prospects for the year 1914 are distinctly good ; it is anticipated that by the end of the 
year there will be at least 10,000 horse power connected to the Council’s mains. 

Not infrequently criticism is levelled at the Department, in substance, to the effect that the catering 
for all this power work is unnecessarily increasing the burden of capital expenditure without compensating 
results ; the critics, moreover, go on to suggest that the low rates at which power is supplied are only possible 
because of the, what they consider, high rate charged for lighting. It is, of course, well known that the 
greater and more diverse the supply of electricity from a very big central station, the easier it is to generate 
and sell electric energy at cheap rates. Were it not for the power load in Shanghai, there is little donbt 
that the prospects of reducing the price of energy for lighting would not be so certain, whereas the develop- 
ment of the power business, and at the same time the cultivation of the lighting demand, actually tends to 
an all-round cheapening of electricity. . 

There are some who hold that the time is not far distant when electric lighting will form but a small 
part of the sales of electricity from large power stations, because not only is electric power being so ex- 
tensively adopted but electricity for domestic uses, such as heating and cooking, is bound to come along in the 
near future with very much greater strides than it has in the past. If the amount of energy now dissipated, 
in the form of fuel, for domestic uses is compared with the amount necessary to provide the lighting require- 
ments of a city, it will be realised what an enormous field there is for electric heating once it has become 
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firmly established. All of which leads to the conclusion that developments other than lighting can but 
have the one result, namely, the bringing down of the price of lighting probably to the same rates as 
power and heating. Mr. Ferranti, the seer of the electrical industry, foretells that at no distant 
date lighting will form but a small part of electricity supply and will, in fact, be sold more or less as a 
by-product. 

As a point of interest in connexion with the above remarks, the following extract from the report of 
the Glasgow Municipal Electric Supply Undertaking for the year ending 1913 is instructive. It shows that 
whereas the capital expenditure 21 years ago was £96,697, and last year it mounted up to £2,310,653, 
the average rate of charge per unit had fallen from 4.17d. to .61d. during the 21 years. Last year the 
lighting units of the Glasgow Undertaking were 18,670,116 whereas the sales for power and heat total no 
less than 41,675,521 units. This total not including traction, as the Glasgow Corporation Tramways 
Department takes its energy from a separate power station. 


GLASGOW ELECTRIC SUPPLY UNDERTAKING. 


The Glasgow Electric Supply Undertaking is one of the few electric supply concerns which have attained their 
majority. Twenty-one years ago its business was of very modest proportions—to-day it is one of the principal industries of 
the city. To illustrate the developments which have taken place during the 21 years, we append a few comparative records 
of the Undertaking —

The expansion indicated by these statistics has been a continuous process, but in no period has it been so active as 
in the past year. Within the past twelve months 21,000 kilowatts of new business have been secured, the maximum load 
has risen by 8,000 kilowatts, and with an improved load factor the output has increased by close upon 19,000,000 units. 
The volume of business represented by these additions—the developments of a single year—is greater than that acquired by 
the undertaking in the first twelve years of its operatjons. To an appreciable extent this rate of expansion is due to the 
extension of the city boundaries by which the district of Govan and Partick were incorporated with the city of Glasgow, 
These two districts already hod their own electric supply undertakings, and their contribution to the total output of last 
year amounted to about eight million units. 

The sales for the several classes of supply and the average rate of charge for each were as under :—

In the previous year the average price obtained was 1:47d. per unit, the drop to 1:28d. per unit being due in part to 
the concession made to the consumers in the early part of the year, but more particularly to the larger portion of cheap power 
units in the total output. Owing to’the higher coal prices, the working costs did not take part in the downward move- 
ment, while the largely increased capital added materially to the capital charges. Consequently, the financial reaults of the 
past year's trading are expressed by rather lower, but, still, by eminently satisfactory values,

The aboye extract from the Glasgow Corporation Report is quoted as being apposite, at a time when 
there may be doubt in the minds of some as to whether the development of the power load is really warranted. 
Numerous other municipal undertakings could be quoted in addition to Glasgow, but this may suffice as an 
indication of the general trend of electric supply progress in other parts of the world. 


UNITS SOLD. 


21,888,230 units were sold and accounted for, representing an increase of 80°/, over the previous 
year’s output.

Whilst the number of units sold for power and also for heating have increased to a very large extent, 
it will be noted with satisfaction that the lighting units have also gone up from 5,455,885 to 8,607,546, an 
increase of 58°/, shewing that there is very real lighting demand which has to be met, a demand which is 
growing year by year. Although in the nature of things, the units sold for power purposes are likely to 
soon be more than those sold for lighting, yet with such a large percentage increase in the lighting units 
sold there can be little room for criticism that power is being developed at the expense of lighting. 


ELECTRIC VEHICLES. 


Last year attention was called to the suitability of the electric vehicle for Shanghai. Since then 
investigations made, both in the United States and Europe, have shewn conclusively that this type of vehicle 
is without question a good one to adopt, and there is no longer doubt concerning its departure from the 
experimental stage. In the United States this class of vehicle has been developed very much more than in 
Europe, and it is a matter of surprise to the visitor to any big American city to find such a large number of 
motor cars running on the streets propelled electrically. It is true that many of the cars are, in first cost, 
more expensive than the cheaper type of petrol car, but these initial prices are being brought down as the 
cost of manufacture decreases. As far as running expenses go, the electric vehicle can more than compete 
with the petrol car for urkan service. In America the electric vehicle is used, not only for pleasure and ordinary 
business purposes but to an enormous extent for handling heavy freight within the city area. From 
information gathered, it appears that this kind of heavy freight waggon can he operated (when electric 
energy is obtainable at low rates) cheaper than either steam or petrol waggons. Many of the large Express 
Companies in America have adopted the electric truck for both*heavy and light goods very extensively. 
Only to see the general use of electric vehicles of all kinds in America is sufficient to convince the sceptic that 
their adoption is a result of comparative trials, and satisfies that, within certain areas, they are more econo- 
mical than other vehicles. 

In last year’s estimates provision was made for the purchase of three electric cars for the electricity 
department and one electric lorry. Owing, however, to the amount of detailed work in connexion with the 
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department’s extensions it was not found possible to go beyond the point of collecting information relating 
to the suitability of electric vehicles ; but now that this is firmly established, it is suggested that a number 
of cars should be purchased during 1914 and so introduce this type of locomotion to Shanghai. 


SHOWROOM AND HIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The Showroom is an increasingly useful adjunct to the Department and is used more and more as 
the number of consumers increases. 
STAFF. 


The number of foreigners on the staff is now 59 and 700 Chinese are employed. 


EXTENSIONS. 


The scheme of extension for 1914 embraces the addition of two turbo-alternators at Riverside each 
of 5,000 kilowatts rated output. Four additional water tube boilers to provide steam for the new turbine 
plant, and an extra circulating water pump for condensing purposes, are also being provided. More 
switchgear for new trunk feeders between Riverside and Fearon Road, and underground cables are also 
included. The contracts for the various items of plant are set out on a separate sheet at the end of 
this report. 

In view of correspondence, which appeared in the local Press after the publication of the tenders, 
having reference to the selection of turbine machinery ranning at 3,000 revolutions per minute instead of at 
the lower speed of 1.500, like the ones now operating at Riverside, a few remarks may not be out of place. 
There has never been much difficulty in constructing turbines for high speed working, the difficulty has 
been found in the construction of the rotor, which’is the revolving part, of the alternator. Whilst turbine 
designers have all along been endeavouring to speed up machines, the alternator designer has fixed the limits 
up to which speeds may be safely increased. The difficulties of constracting rotors for very high peripheral 
speeds are considerable, and it is only within the past few years that the problem has been satisfactorily 
solved by some makers in constructing rotors for very large machines running at higher speeds. 

The greatest development of high speed turbine machinery undoubtedly has taken place on the 
Continent. In England and America high speeds have not been favoured so much by the manufacturers, 
but, nevertheless, it is generally recognised that higher speeds are more or less bound to become common as 
time goes on and the difficulties in construction are overcome. One of the main reasons leading to the 
demand for high speed turbine plant is its lower cost. Owing to its smaller size the space occupied is 
considerably less than is the case with the slower running machinery, consequently a further saving is 
effected in this respect. Generally speaking, the steam consumption of higher speed turbines is usually 
lower, therefore, provided equal reliability in operation can be obtained, the advantages of the higher speed 
plant would seem to be obvious. Instance the machines now heing built for Shanghai, although rated at 
5,000 kilowatts as against the 2,000 kilowatts of the existing machines, they will be actually smaller in 
proportions and Jighter in weight, and the price per kilowatt works out at £2.01 for the new sets compared 
with £3.1 for the smaller existing ones. In addition to this saving the cost of freight is also appreciably 
reduced. The selection of these turbines was justifiable from every point of view, for, not only are they 
lowest in cost, but the guaranteed steam consumption is better than the guarantees given in any other tender 
submitted. ‘To the saving in capital cost on the machines must also be added the lower freight, commission, 
and duty costs, and also the cheaper foundations at the Power Station. 

The system of underground extra high pressure cables was considerably extended. During the current 
year still further additions to the underground mains will be made. The cables laid last year were supplied by 
Messrs. Siemens Bros. of Woolwich ; the large contract recently placed, amounting in all to nearly £30,000, 
was secured by Messrs. W. T. Henley’s Telegraph Works Co., Ld., London. The reason why under- 
ground mains are now being largely adopted is not because the overhead system is unreliable or dangerous, 
but because the congested state of the narrow streets in Shanghai makes it extremely difficult to extend the 
extra high pressure overhead mains in the sizes now necessary for dealing with the much larger outputs 
from the Power Stations. Necessity has been the deciding factor in placing the extra high pressure mains 
underground. It will be appreciated that the capital cost of underground mains is very much higher, but 
on the other hand the maintenance costs should be lower so that in one way the increased capital may be to 
a certain extent off-set by decreased maintenance costs.

In order the more economically to deal with future requirements two of the trunk mains between 
Riverside and Fearon Road, together with two extensions from Fearon Road to Ichang Road, are being 
made for a working pressure of 11,000 volts. They will for the next year or so be operated at the station 
pressure of 6,000 volts, but when such time arrives for increasing the pressure, step-up transformers will be 
installed at Riverside and Fearon Road and the cables supplied at the higher pressure of 11,000 instead of 
6,000 volts. 

As already mentioned in this report, large areas of the Central District are being changed over from 
single phase to three phase distribution. There are other districts also, more especially those where the 
power demand is greater, which are being similarly treated ; on the other hand, those districts which are at 
present economically served by the single phase system will continue on those lines for many years yet, until 
the time arrives when it may be advantageous to make the change. It should, however, be distinctly 
understood that the change over from single to three phase does not necessitate the scrapping of any of the 
overhead mains as the existing cables are all available for the altered conditions. As the useful life of the 
single phase transformers comes to an end, and they are, by the system of depreciation, written off, they would 
be replaced by three-phase ones, and so the gradual change over of the entire system from single to three 
phase will be effected with practically no more expense than would in any case be necessary to meet the 
demands of the Settlement. 

It is no easy matter to forecast the future demands which an electricity supply undertaking may have 
to meet, but basing future requirements on past experience there is little room for doubt that Shanghai will 
demand very much larger extensions electrically. The addition of 10,000 kilowatts more generating plant 
at Riverside is not likely to be sufficient for more than a few years, therefore, much larger extensions may be 
expected in the near future. No definite year can of course be given, but it is thought that within three 
years additional plant may again be required. In this connexion it should be noted that modern tendencies 
in the boiler house are towards radical changes in the burning of coal; systems are being developed in which 
the coal, instead of being burnt directly under the boilers, is gasified in producers and burnt under the boilers 
in a gasified state. When planning the next extensions, close thought should be given to the question of 
putting down a plant by means of which by-products of coal may be obtained. ‘There is ‘a large field in 
China for the sale of by-products of coal, and if such a system is later on installed the prospects of reducing 
the cost of fuel by the sale of by-products should commend itself. 


FINANCIAL. 


After providing for all capital charges, depreciation, special depreciation on Fearon Road Station, 
contribution to the rates and the various other charges, there is a nett profit of Tacls 69,381.36. This profit 
would, without question, have been appreciably greater had the new Riverside Power Station been running at full 
output over a longer period, as contemplated when the 1913 estimates were made up. Unavoidable delay, 
however, arose in obtaining suitable foreign shift engineers from Home which delayed the regular operation 

of the station for some months. Also mechanical troubles were experienced with the new boilers which 
prevented the full evaporation being obtained. 

It was anticipated that the Riverside Power Station would have been running at full output from 
July 1 until the end of the year and had this been the case the saving in coal alone would have amounted 
to no less than Tis. 20,000. There was another factor which was largely responsible for the revenue not 
increasing in proportion to the units sold. Owing to the number of new consumers coming on to the mains 
being greater than was anticipated, most of the high pressure single phase feeders were very heavily over- , 
loaded, consequently there was a considerable drop in the supply pressure in several districts at consumers’ 
premises. It is estimated that at least 5 per cent less revenue has been obtained on the sales for 
lighting directly traceable to the low pressure of supply in certain districts. Although a large increase 
in the number of consumers was looked for it was unfortunately impossible to complete the scheme 
of alterations of the distributing system in the Central District in sufficient time to meet the larger 
demands. 

Unavoidable delay occurred in securing suitable sites upon which to build new sub-stations. Not 
only in the Central District but in other parts of the Settlement similar overloads took place. It will 
therefore be obvious that with distributing losses occurring over a long period the units sold were 
consequently less, because although a larger number of units were generated there was a smaller percentage 
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of units delivered to consumers, whereas under normal conditions of full supply pressure more units would 
have been delivered at consumers’ premises and paid for. 

Tt is calculated that if these losses had not taken place the revenue would have been at the very 
least Tls. 9,000 more. Taking the higher coal consumption above referred to, together with the loss of 
revenue from low pressure, the difference amounts to Ts. 29,000 therefore the result of the year’s working, 
had these differences not been experienced, would have been approximately Tls. 98,000. It is not to be 
inferred that overloading the mains will continue, as a comprehensive scheme to meet the future require- 
ments was approved last year and the work has been in progress continuously and is now nearing completion. 

It is confidently anticipated that the lower production costs of Riverside will have a pronounced 
effect on the generating expenses of the increased output. of 1914, beneficial effects which will still further be 
improved upon when the new 5,000 K.W. turbine sets are in regular commission.

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GENERAL. 
LOCAL DISTURBANCES. 


The nomination by the Kuomintang, or so-called People’s Party, of Sung Chiao-jen, about the end of 
January, to be Premier elect, was one of a series of endeavours designed to prevent the domination of the 
Central Government over the Provinces. Attempts were immediately made by political opponents to nullify 
the effect of this nomination by bringing him, in common with Sun Yat-sen and Huang Hsing, into public 
disrepute, Among other allegations, the statement was made that funds obtained by this party from Chinese 
emigrants abroad were being used for the purpose of fostering agitation among the troops in Anhui and neighbour- 
ing Provinces. The activities of a local Chinese named Ying Kwei-shing in various political intrigues became 
prominent about this time ; he was the son of Ying Wun-sung, notorious for his forgeries of Chinese taxpapers 
in connexion with Shengko in the year 1901 (see page 414 of the Annual Report for that year), and he was 
well known to the Police as an associate of the pirate Vah Ka-der who was executed in the year 1906; he 
had thus a connexion of long standing with the societies of river-thieves who, under the general description 
of Hung-pang and Ching-pang, have infested the Yangtsze ever since the time of the Taipings ; he had but 
recently been outlawed as tlie chief promoter of a society of this origin organised for revolutionary purposes, 
and functioning throughout the Yangtsze between Hankow and Shanghai; and the dispersion of this 
organization was the price of his immunity from arrest. On March 20 at 10.40 p.m. at the outset of his 
journey for Peking, Sung was assassinated at the Shanghai-Nanking Railway Station. The guilt of 
Ying Kwei-shing as an instigating agent of this crime was established by the discovery of incriminating 
papers in his house. ‘These were produced in the Mixed Court on April 8, and though their purport was nob 
made public in Court, photographs of them were at once published in the Chinese Press. The disclosures 
were immediately followed by a press campaign of unbridled violence, with outspoken incitements to 
insurrection, which, in spite of efforts to check it, continued with little intermission for over three months. 
Shanghai, the home of the Chinese press, became also the rendezvous of partisans and the refuge of political 
adventurers, and as the following interchange of letters with the Consular Body illustrates, considerable 
vigilance was necessary to prevent the Settlement from becoming a hot-bed of revolutionary conspiracy. 


Shanghai, May 20, 1913. 

S1r,—A report received from the Chinese Authorities in Peking through the Diplomatic Body remarks that “ Chang 
Yao-ch‘ing and others, over thirty in all, are starting a ‘ Blood and Iron Supervisory Association,’ of which the head office 
is to be at 14 Markham Park, Markham Road, Shanghai, An announcement also appeared in Shanghai papers of a meeting 
to elect officers of the Association. The latter's object is {o pull down the Government and throw the general situation 
into disorder. The wording of the announcement is seditious, and many of the names which appear in the list of promoters 
are those of men who previously promoted the “Parliament Welcome Association.” Their re-appearance under a new 
name is clear proof of their desire to pull down the present democratic government and disturb the public peace.” 

Herewith a translation of the announcement of the foundation of the Blood and Iron Supervisory Association, 

The Consular Body would be pleased to receive a report from your detectives on the existence and alleged proceed- 
ings of the said “ Blood and Iron Supervisory Association.” *

Announcement of the foundation of the Blood and Iron Supervisory Association. 


Since the publication of proofs of perverse action in the Sung case, it seems that the culprits are discovered. As the 
criminals Yuan Shih-kai, Chao Ping-chun and others were joint instigators in this case, they should be tried by law. The 
banishment of Napoleon, the execution of Louis XVI are examples of this, As we, the undersigned, are part and parcel 
of the nation, we should carry out to the uttermost our duty of supervising the Government, Moreover our Chinese Re- 
public was made by Blood and Iron ; it should, therefore, be supervised by Blood and Iron. If the principal criminal is 
slain the perverse party will dissolve; our precious rivers and hills will be returned to us, our democratic system of 
government will be solidified; then we shall be at rest, as we were before, and shall preserve our liberty, If the above 
criminals do not reform their evil ways but continue their fierceness and vice, if they collect multitudes of soldiers 
for their protection and wrongly continue to step forward together, we swear that we shall meet them with blood and iron; 
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with united plans and united strength we, as the advance-guard of the nation, shall devise methods of treating them, We 
shall burn our boats, and not stop short of the attainment of our object. ; 

Our object in founding this association is to make men act as they should act. On April 27 a great inauguratory 
meeting was held at the head office of the Association at 14 Markham Park, Markham Road, Shanghai; on April 29 a 
meeting was held for the election of provisional officers, All who sympathise with us, whether near or afar, are entreated 
to write to our Association and inform us, , 

Promoters : Chang Yao-ch'ing (and 17 other names). 


Council Room, Shanghai, May 30, 1913. 

S1r,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of May 20, on the subject of a society known as 
the Blood and Iron Supervisory Association, requesting a Detective Report on the proceedings of this organisation for the 
information of the Consular Body. 

In reply I have the honour to inform you that on April 30 the Detective Branch reported the establishment of the 
office of the association at No. 14 Markham Park. The Police Report on the subject is to the following effect :— 

“The man in charge at that time said that the association was being organized by members of political parties to 
oppose Yuan Shih-kai, and to condemn what he had done in connexion with the Quintuple Loan without the approval of 
Parliament, and in connexion with the murder of Sung Chiao-jen. He added that preparations would be made to fight the 
President if his actions are hereafter unsatisfactory to the people. On May 2 an advertisement appeared in the Chinese 
Press to the effect that a great number of men were enrolled as members, that the headquarters of the association were 
removed to Nanking, and that the premises at 14 Markham Park having but limited accommodation would henceforth be 
used only as a correspondence office. Since May 2 the premises have been used for a meeting of certain Railway share- 
holders, but beyond this nothing of importance has taken place there.” 

The Police appear so far to have gained no information directly connecting this asscciation with active disturbance 
or with any definite plan or conspiracy to that end; but the premises have been continually watched, and I have the 
honour to assure the Consular Body that any evidence implicating the members in any specific crime or offence against the 
peace and good order of the Settlement will result in prompt Police action.

In the middle of July the outburst which was brewing took the form of a revolt at Kiukiang: 
The Settlement was at once seriously affected. The Council however took instant measures to maintain the 
status quo by allaying the alarm of the Chinese Chamber of Commerce : and upon learning that 
Mr. ©. K. Yun, the officer in charge of the Chinese Telegraphs at No. 25 Szechuen Road, had been 
dislodged from his office by strategy almost amounting to threats, took steps on July 21 for his 
reinstatement, in the opinion that the act was a violation of the neutrality of the Foreign Settlement. 


Translation of letter from the Chinese Guilds to the Council, dated July 17. 


Of late the market is depressed, and trade does not revive, the difficulty of the situation having already arrived at a 
point of urgency. Unexpectedly there is now more fighting, and men's minds being alarmed, the organization of all 
branches of trade has suddenly come to a standstill. Shanghai being a spacious place and the residents in the Settlement 
being numerous, it is much to be feared that there are bad characters here, and the rumours are all the greater. If 
precautions are not taken beforehand all will be panic-stricken. We, as traders, speak of trade, and our first object is to 
maintain peace and the due order of things, We are, therefore, obliged to request special care with a view to protection, 
so that no danger may arise. This is our earnest hope and we make this public communication to you with a deferential 
expression of distinguished consideration. wae

GENTLEMEN,—I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of July 17 expressing feelings of alarm due to 
current rumours of commotion in the Interior, and requesting the Council to take measures with a view to the protection 
of the Foreign Settlement. 

In reply, I am directed to inform you that the Council is fully prepared for all eventualities, and will firmly suppress 
the least attempt to create disorder in the Settlement, or to intimidate the merchants and residents. The Settlement is 
notably a place of safety and peace, where Chinese of all shades of opinion are permitted to reside with the understanding 
that they will not misconduct themselves nor break out in disorder. 

Extortion and threats are offences against which the Council's attention is perpetually directed, and, in the event of 
your guild members being subjected thereto by bad characters, a report should immediately be made to the Police with a 
yiew to the arrest and punishment of the guilty. 

You may be fully confident of the Council's support, and need feel no alarm on the subject.

MUNICIPAL NOTIFICATION. 
No, 2221. 
(Translation.) 

In view of the present unrest and of rumours that certain persons are approaching merchants and residents with a _ 
view to what are described as contributions, which really amount to extortion, this is to notify that the Council is 
taking constant precautions as usual to preserve order and strict neutrality. The Chinese public is notified that inside the 
Settlement there will not be the least modification of standing procedure affecting Chinese, and all peaceable residents need 
sulfer no alarm, 

If anybody attempts to molest or intimidate any resident or merchant in the Settlement, or attempts the extortion 
of money or valuables, or commits similar abuses, immediate information should be given by the concerned to the nearest 
Police Station with a statement of the circumstances in detail, whereupon his assailant will forthwith be arrested and the 
case brought before the Mixed Court for investigation and severe punishment without the least leniency, Warning is duly 
given, Let all obey.

After this, the sequence of events was rapid. On the morning of July 23, the Council was in receipt 
of a letter from Admiral Tseng Ju-cheng, describing the attack on the Kiangnan Arsenal in the 
following terms :— 

“ At 3 o'clock this morning 3,000 of the enemy attacked the dock on three sides. The naval and land forces made a ; 
strong resistance until 8 o'clock, and the enemy was repuleed. Two of our people were wounded and many of the enemy : 
details unknown, The enemy having now opened hostilities it is of course necessary to stop water and land traffic, Asking 
you to take note,” 

In view of the foregoing, the public was warned against proceeding south of the Settlements either 
by road or by the Whangpoo River. 

The repulses with which the attack was met on July 23 and 24 tended to alienate such support as 
the revolutionaries under the nominal leadership of Chen Chi-mei were receiving from the Nantao Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce and»the Chinese Volunteer Corps which is closely affiliated thereto. That the 
Government lost no time in exercising pressure on the merchants in order to complete this result is shown in 
the appended ultimatum addressed to the Chamber. Up to this point the Government was on the defensive : 
therefore the disturbances, though they completely dislocated business, did not at first greatly endanger the 
Foreign Settlement. The trend of this ultimatum, however, denoted a change for the worse in the situation, 
in this respect. %, 


Translation of letter from Admiral Tseng Ju-cheng, commanding the Troops at the Arsenal, to the Nantao Chamber 
of Commerce. 


“The attack upon the Arsenal by the Rebels on the night of the 23rd and their repulse by our troops was reported to 
you yesterday, and warning was given with a view to stopping further attacks. Nevertheless now the rebels have again 
attacked the Arsenal and were again resisted by our army, but we refrained from pursuing and slaying them. But if the 
rebel army will not disperse, the commotion will be greater as time goes on, and I shall be obliged to resist them by heavy 
bombardment, 
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“Nantao, however, is an important and populous district occupied by our Chinese merchants. The merchants 
are all submissive; and I feel bound to address you again requesting that you will be good enough to meet quickly 
and deliberate with a view to compelling Chen Chi-mei within a brief time limit to disperse his army. 

“Tf he continues, our troops cannot give any further consideration, and on the 26th day of this month will open a 
bombardment on the rebels. If he breaks up his army and removes it from China, our army will of course do no 
injury to life and property, I request consideration of this letter and an answer by 4 o'clock this afternoon, 

Tuly 24. 
¥ “ P, S.—It is to be added that if Chen Chi-mei does not consent to break up his army, the inhabitants of the City 
and suburbs should remove as quickly as possible.” 

The Nantao Chamber, in reply, at a late hour the same evening, sent earnest assurances of its loyalty 
to the Government ; and the revolutionaries finding it consequently impossible to maintain Headquarters in 
Nantao, transferred them to Chapei with a quantity of artillery. With the change from defensive to 
offensive on the part of the Government troops, and with this transfer of the revolutionary position, the 
Settlement became the centre between contending forces: the Government, occupying the Arsenal and 
Nantao on the south, and the revolutionaries, holding Chapei and the Woosung Forts on the north. The 
vacillation of the Woosung Forts between the two parties formed an additional factor of uncertainty. It 
was expected that Chapei, already the revolutionary refuge from attack to the south, might at any moment 
become the base for attack or retreat from a northerly direction. These and other elements of danger to the 
Settlement quickly became imminent. . 

The Chinese residents, particularly the property-owners in Chapei, viewed this situation with deep 
alarm: the Chapei Administration was, at the time, overawed by the domination of the revolutionary 
desperadoes Chen Chi-mei and Liu Fu-piao within its borders ; on the other hand it was willing to accede 
to the exhortations of the Chinese Chamber of Commerce to adopt the only attitude by which it could be 
extricated : namely by availing of the Council’s assistance in policing the district. A verbal en/en/e between the 
influential Chinese proprietors and the Heads of the Chapei Administration at a meeting of the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce accordingly ensued, and the proprietors approached the Council on July 25 in a body, 
with assurances of the support and co-operation of the Chapei authorities and Constabulary, and asked for 
protection. It is readily to be understood that the assent and the promise of co-operation which was given, 
was not of a kind which, under the circumstances, the Administration could be induced to express in a public 
manner ; and that it could not be expected to be prolonged beyond the length of time during which the 
intimidations of the revolutionary party could be withstood, or the period for which an unflinching firmness 
on the part of the Foreign authorities in charge of the operations could endure. The Chinese notables 
immediately after their meeting with the Council recorded their wishes in writing. 


Translation of letter from Chapei Property Owners addressed to the Council, July 25. 


This is to state thut Chen Chi-mei having established an organization in Chapei, people’s minds are alarmed, and the 
lives of the persons and families of the undersigned property owners, together with their factories and their valuable 
property, are in danger. We co-operated in a discussion with the Council to-day requesting means of protection, and we 
now specially prepare this public letter deferentially begging the Council to co-operate with the Chapei Constante in 
protection, in order to safeguard our trades and prevent devastation, 

Signed by ten prominent property owners, and by the representatives of 15 silk filatures in Chapei. 


On the following day, July 26, the appended proclamation was issued under the authority of the 
Consular Body and published for general information. 


PROCLAMATION, 


“The Foreign Settlement of Shanghai has been established primarily for purposes of trade. During the past few 
days trade has been disturbed, and the Settlement disorganised, owing to insurrection in the surrounding districts. Now 
therefore the Foreign Consuls and Municipal Council hereby declare that neither the Settlement nor the northern suburb 
shall be used as a base for warlike operations, or as a focus of intrigue. To prevent belligerent operations across the 
Settlement and to secure the general welfare of the peaceful people of all nationalities, Chinese troops of whatever party 
must forthwith vacate the northern suburb, Those who are concerned as leaders in the present operations, of whatever _ 
party, whether military chiefs or civil officials, are hereby required to remove beyond the Settlements and northern suburb, 
under penalty of arrest.” 


The Police and Volunteers accordingly entered Chapei on the next day Sunday, July 27, and ensured 
due compliance with the terms of this proclamation. Their various movements during the ensuing three 
days have been set forth iz extenso elsewhere in the reports of the officers in command, 
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The subjoined correspondence ensued with the Consular Body as to preventing the revolutionary leader 
Chen Chi-mei from making use of the Foreign Settlement :-—

The incident closed with expressions of thanks on the part of the majority of the prominent members 
of the Chinese community concerned ; and the Guild of Silk Filatures addressed the following communication 


to the Council recording its appreciation. 


Translation of letter from the Guild of Sith Filatwres, and 15 Silk Vilatures in Chapei to the Council, 
dated August 22, 1913, 


In the misfortune which Heaven has bestowed upon China, internal strife has been evolved. At Shanghai in the 
attack on the Arsenal, the only idea was to acquire merit by means of fire and cannon, regardless of the annihilation of 
human life. On July 23, Nantao having alrendy been stricken with devastation, the organisation was moved to Chapel, 
and once oppression had become such that no escape would have been left, peoples’ minds were greatly afraid, and there 
were no means of saving the situation, Our filatures being thus dangerously placed, we were not only unable to safeguard 
our lives and property, but also at this crisis of terror and menace for the feelings of the masses, the female labour which we 
hire to the number of over 20,000 was likewise to all seeming about forthwith to be dispersed and scattered. Accordingly 
we gathered together the entire Guild of our trade and sought counsel as to-a method for saving an urgent situation ; where- 
from arose the question of our request to the Council of providing means for protection. At this time representatives 
of the Chinese Chamber of Commerce and How Tsui-fang and many others were all of opinion that the protection and 
preservation of several hundred thousand lives in Chapei was an obviously urgent matter. After consultation they were all 
of one opinion, and the entire body was united in view. On this uccount they elected as their representatives two 
gentlemen, Ting Ju-lin and Wu Tze-ching to visit the Council in person and discuss the matter at an interview ;.and they 
were deeply obliged by the Council's warm assent, and by its deputing on July 27 the merchant Volunteers of the various 
nationalities, who energetically carried out their duties; whereby not only was the Chinese district extricated from danger, 
but also the Settlement itself was protected from risk, putting astop to great disaster, so that its shadow never materialised : 
and obtaining excellent results. On the part of the Chinese merchants this wasa request arising out of urgent circumstances 
in order that the blameless populace might not be involved in bloodshed and grievous misfortune ; and on the part of 
the Council there was friendly feeling evinced in bringing aid to distress, and support in danger; and it gave abundant 
proof of courage in the sight of duty ; causing sentiments of grateful respect, which it will be hard to forget, 

The filatures having personally received genuine kindness can certainly not permit themselves to offer empty praise, 
The Volunteer forces have now returned : their merit and bravery is eminent: and the complete sincerity of. both parties is 
made evident to high Heaven. The filatures on the 21st of this month held a meeting at which they publicly decided that 
they would not in accordance with the customary practice in our country, present offerings in thanks for the Council’s 
distinguished friendship ; for this on the contrary would bring to nothing our intention to express our genuine esteem ; but 
we have again requested Ting Ju-lin and Wu Tze-ching our two representatives to proceed quickly to the Council and in person 
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present this letter setting forth our thanks, and deferentially recording our deepest consideration ; at the same time denoting 
our sense of the Council's generosity in coming to the rescue ; and gratefully acknowledging the good sentiments of the 
Volunteers in giving protection. We deeply hope that this will euhance henceforward the mutual feelings of amity in 
commercial circles between those of all countries and ourselves, and will muke this increasingly manifest. We hope also 
that the Council will be good enough to remember how long and abundantly the |good sentiments of our country will 
thereby be consolidated. This is our most earnest desire. 

Specially expressing our thanks for the sincerity of the Council’s action, we deferentially present our compliments, 
and trust that you will be good enough to take note, and also publish this in the Press on our behalf. 


The objections of the revolutionary faction to the maintenance of order in Chapei by the Council’s 
defence forces found expression in the difficulties and friction with which they were met during the days of 
their occupation. It isa fact worthy of note that the naval parties who replaced these forces after application 
by the Consular Body to Vice-Admiral Nawa, the Senior Naval Officer, experienced no such difficulties, 
and that they thereafter immediately ceased.

Foreign Men-of-War now at Shanghai be stationed in the Chapei district to keep the peace of the locality and prevent 
danger to the Foreign Settlement. If this be done it is understood that no Municipal Police will be stationed im Chapei. 
In accordance with the terms of the proclamation of the 2éth instant, copy of which is enclosed, the Consular Body are 
unanimously of opinion that the suggested steps are absolutely necessary to uphold the authority and prestige of the 
Foreign Representatives in Shanghai. 1

The prominent Chinese who intervened in the interests of security and order at this crisis were 
persecuted with threats, and with attempts on their lives. Shortly after the events herein outlined each of 
them received numerous intimidating letters of which the following leaflet is a specimen. Of the reality of 


these threats the recent death of Mr. How on January 10, 1914, by the hand of a hired assassin is an eloquent 
proof, 


Translation of circular handed to a compradore of a Foreign firm. 
ARREST WARRANT. 


“A report from the Investigation Department states that the Shanghai merchants How Tsui-fang, Wo Tze-ching and 
“17 others sometime ago when there was fighting at the Arsenal piteously besought the Foreign military to compe] the 
“retirement of the Headquarters of the People’s Army. For the defeat at Shanghai the fault is theirs ; but these people 
“ unknowing of repentance after the event, have again had the audacity jointly to telegraph to the traitor Yuan requesting 
“ the Municipal Council to arrest and eject the men of (our) party in the Settlement ; wherein their intents are wicked and 
* dangerous, and there is no course but to take precautions beforehand.” 

On receipt of this report the deputies charged with the execution of the law have been deputed to investigate. and 
have found that the report is not divergent from the facts. The case concerns base criminals, guilty of a great offence, and 
it is of course necessary to try their crime. * 

It is to be noted that in the second article of the Sacrosanct Law, dealing with base offences, it is provided that 
without waiting for the voluntary appearance of the criminals, deputies have first to be despatched to arrest and deal with 
them. An emergency order is accordingly issued to Chou Chiang and 20 others quickly to take and arrest Wo Tze-ching, 
How Tsui-fang and 17 others as named, and having examined and established the identity of each of the criminals in 
question, forthwith to execute the law upon them on the spot ; thus eliminating the base, and settling people's minds. 
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If the criminals in question spontaneously present themselves to the society for the administration of the Jaw they 
will be somewhat pardoned, and not treated with the greatest severity.

vn, Chinese residents, on the occasion described in the foregoing paragraphs, made an earnest 

disclaimer, at the outset, of any disguised or ulterior aim at Settlement Extension, or Boundary Adjustment 
as it may more accurately be styled ; and they quite clearly understood that the Council was as much at one 
with them in this, as in the opinion, which is rapidly gaining ground among them, that the extension is a 
necessary measure, the attainment of which ought properly to be sought whenever opportunity offers. These 
events were, however, regarded as an additional, indeed, as an overwhelming testimony, to the importance of 
securing a formal right and recognition of complete Municipal control in the district. Apart from this, the 
Council’s temporary Police protection of the suburb at the crisis in question was entirely distinct, and may be 
completely dissociated from the desirable project towards which the negotiations of seven years have steadily 
been tending. The dark political horizon caused the Consular Body to defer the suggested representations 
for the time being, and its response to the Council's communication was in this sense. 


Council Room, Shanghai, July 31, 1913, 

1&,—The present situation as regards the northern suburbs is such that it appears to my colleagues and myself 
desirable that the hold obtained upon these districts should be consolidated so that their civil administration may be 
placed under the Municipal Council permanently when tranquillity is restored. The Council has no recent information as 
to the progress of the negotiations between the Diplomatic Body and the Chinese Government with regard to Settlement 
Extension, but it seems not improbable that were this matter pressed at the present juncture, a provisional arrangement 
might at once be made, to have effect at the termination of the present occupation of these districts by the international 
naval landing parties, The Council does not suggest that the present is a fitting time to muke a definite adjustment of the 
Settlement boundary, details of which may well be left for discussion at leisure, for it is to be noted that the operations of 
the past week have extended into territory considerably beyond the limit which has been considered suitable as a revised 
northern boundary for the Foreign Settlement. 

The many and cogent reasons which have been set out in favour of this project are fresh in your memory and in that 
of the Treaty Consuls, I need not here recapitulate them ; but among the lessons to be learnt from the recent Chinese 
belligerent operations is the necessity for preventing Chapei, an area which exceeds by very little one square mile, set in 
and bounded on three sides by the Settlement, from becoming the military base of the general in command of an insurgent 
army or the headquarters of the leader of a disaffected party, This danger is no unreal one, as the seizure of field guns and 
other warlike stores has shown. 

In view of the foregoing I have the honour to express the Council's earnest hope that the Consular Body will com- 
municate by telegram to Peking, desiring that the representatives of the Treaty Powers will make representations to the 
Chinese Government in the sense I have indicated, pressing the matter as urgent in the interests of the Shanghai Foreign 
Community. 

‘The Council suggests that the present situation may remain unchanged, that the international naval contingent may 
continue in Chapei, until a satisfactory assurance has been received of the Government’s assent to an immediate rectifica- 


tion of the Boundary.

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COURT OF FOREIGN CONSULS. 


The Court for 1913 was constituted, in accordance with the provisions of Article XXVIT of the Land 
Regulations, by the election of the consular representatives of Great Britain, Belgium and Norway. 
As a result of the departure from Shanghai of Sir E. Fraser, H.M. Consul-General, and of 
Mr. Hansen, Consul-General for Norway, the Court was re-constituted in June by the election of the 
«representatives of Great Britain, Belgium and the Netherlands. 
No petitions have been filed during the year. 


TRAMWAYS. 
RAILLESS ELECTRIC CARS. 


An application by the Tramway Company for permission to instal a system of railless electric cars 
was the subject of consideration early in the year, and the following is the correspondence which has taken 


place on the subject :— 
3 Shanghai, February 19, 1913. 

Srm,—I am directed to send you, herewith, four blue prints of the final plan of Railless Electric Cars for a service of 
which the Company proposes, with the approval of the Council, that a preliminary route should be equipped in Honan Road 
and North Honan Road from the Yangkingpang Creek to the Railway Station, 

This railless system has proved very satisfactory in various places in the United Kingdom and on the Continent of 
Europe ; and many more installations are about to be laid down. It has, indeed, gone so very far beyond the experimental 
stage that the Company, after exhaustive investigations made by the General Manager, believes it to be specially suitable 
for a number of the streets of this Settlement on which there are no Tramways. 

If the Company should incur the considerable expense of installing this system on the proposed preliminary route, it 
would expect that the Council would grant to the Company the prior option for dirigible vehicles in the same way as it 
holds under Clause 2 of the Tramway Concession Agreement, the prior option in respect of Tramways. 

It is understood that the Council has already a good deal of information regarding the proposed system, and that 
details are not required in this letter. It may be stated, however, that the weight of each railless car, without passengers, 
would not exceed Tons 3 cwt 6. The rear wheels would have twin solid rubber tyre, and the front wheels, single solid 
rubber tyres, 

It is presumed that the question of power charges for these vehicles would be settled in connexion with the 
Company's application for revised rates which I hope to discuss soon with the Electrical Engineer, whilst the Council will, 
no doubt, indicate, in its reply to this letter, the contribution it would expect to receive in respect of the system.

$1r,—With reference to your letter of February 19, proposing a service of railless cars, and to the discussion which 
took place at the meeting of the Works Committee on March 31 at which Messrs, Wheeley, Marshall and yourself were 
present, I am directed to state that the Council has assented to the inauguration of this service along the Fokien Road as a 
preliminary route, The Council's reasons for substituting this road for the Honan Road have already been communicated 
to you, I will only, therefore, briefly state that the Fokien Road is broader and its traffic largely pedestrian and ricsha, 

The Council is content to accept railless cars as a by-feature of your Company's Concession with consequent 
privileges similar to those contained in the Concession Agreement. 

The rate for the supply of power will be identical with that now charged, i.e., the cost will be calculated as additional 
to the electricity at present consumed under the existing or any future approved scale of charges. 

As regards contribution, the Council will require the usual Royalty on the Company's gross receipts uy 
vehicles, in accordance with Clause 20 of the Concession Agreement, 

The question of road maintenance is one of some difficulty, inasmuch as the effect of the vehicles on the roads is at 
present unknown, Tho Fokien Road, however, is chip-paved throughout, and the Council is prepared to relieve the 
Company of responsibility in this respect for an annual payment of Tis. 450, this amount being calculated at Tls. 2 per fong 
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per annum on a track 6 feet 6 inches in width, I am to add, however, that the arrangement cannot form a precedent or 
index for similar charges hereafter when an extension of the railless service is in contemplation. 
The Council will be glad to learn that the foregoing terms are acceptable to your Company.

DEAR S1R,—We have noticed from the Municipal Council Gazette of + April 24 that the Council have apparently 
sanctioned the installation by the Shanghai Electric Construction Company, Ld., of a system of Railless Electric Cars, 

We desire as ratepayers to call the attention of the Consular Body to this innovation which has never received the 
sanction of the Ratepayers and would appear to be beyond the Council’s power to grant without the authorisation of a 
Resolution passed at the Annual General Meeting or at a Special Meeting. 

If such modes of locomotion are necessary, we are of opinion that this is an innovation which should not be 
embarked upon without some mandate from the community. Moreover, there is nothing in the Contract with the 
Shanghai Electric Construction Co., Ld., which gives them any preferential rights and if it is desirable to inaugurate such 
a mode of traflic it should, like all other contracts, be thrown open to public competition. 

It is within your recollection that the question of tramways against motor buses and other systema was one hotly 
debated in this Settlement and that the upshot of this controversy was the two resolutions of which we enclose copies, 

We can see nothing in these two resolutions to authorise the Council in giving to the Shanghai Electric Construction 
Co., Ld., the concession referred to and if the Consular Body is of the same opinion we would ask that the Council be 
addressed, that their action be disallowed, and that the matter be left to the decision of the Ratepayers,

Sin,—I have your esteemed favour of June 18, and beg to say that my colleague in the original letter of May 20 
has gone to England for the summer, and I have been unable to consult him with reference to a reply to it. On my own 
Vehalf, I beg to say that I think a precedent for approaching the Consular Body directly in this matter may be found in’ 
the matter of the Amendment to the Budget of 1911, wherein the Tramway Company was relieved by the Ratepayers, 
under an Amendment to the Budget of all future contributions for road maintenance.

Sin,—I am in receipt of a letter, under date of June 18, from the Senior Consul, in reply to a letter dated May 20, 
signed by Mr. J. C. E. Douglas and myself, protesting against the introduction of railless trams in Fokien Road or else- 
where. This letter suggests, among other things, that a protest should be lodged with the International Municipal Council, 
if it appears it is inexpedient or illegal. My associate in the letter, Mr. J. C. E. Douglas, had departed for Europe; but I 
am writing this letter on my own behalf as a ratepayer, in order to reserve any possible technical rights or advantages, 
My object in making this protest is two-fold : one is that, in the extremely congested condition of our streets, any further 
vehicles such us the proposed ones would be a serious menace to the very considerable and not unimportant part of our 
population who are not users of the tramway, and who have already made very heavy concessions in the way of giving up 
many of their most important streets to tram tracks, My second objection to the action of the Council is that, if it should 
be deemed necessary to have this mode of locomotion introduced here, it should not be given to the Shanghai Tramways 
except after an open competition designed, if possible, to avoid a monopoly in our streets. Kindly note this objection, e 


with reference to any future litigation or other steps which it may be deemed wise to take.

CONDUCTOR’S REPORT. 


Certain changes in the personnel of the Public Band during the year 1918 are recorded under the 
heading of Municipal Staff: with reference thereto it is to be noted that one of the Manila violinists, 
who have been invalided, has not yet been replaced. This is due to the difficulty of obtaining good 
musicians of this class, who easily obtain engagements and better pay in the bands employed in 
cinematographs and cafés. The total number of musicians is 35, that is to say 14 Foreign Musicians and 
21 Manilamen. 

It is no easy matter to sustain public interest in a Report which recurs year by year, and as the 
public knowledge of the needs and scope of the Band’s work grows it becomes still more difficult. Inform- 
ation as to the work of the Band during the year, both public and private, is a matter which, though it may 
attract temporary attention while the actual performances are taking place, is barren of interest when reduced 
to statistics. The following particulars give « general account of the work on which the Band has been 
engaged. During the past year the public performances have consisted of the Sunday Concerts in the Town 
Hall which lasted until the end of May, public dances on Friday afternoons during the winter months and 
three Subscription Concerts. The open air concerts commenced as usual after the Spring Races, and 
continued until the end of September. During the summer the Band played daily in the Public Gardens, 
the Hongkew Recreation Ground or the Public Recreation Ground. The Volunteer Corps also required its 
services on several occasions, and a large number of private engagements were fulfilled, including music 
during the Races, the St. George’s, St. Andrew's, “A” Company and Marine Engincer’s Institute balls, 
dances at the Country Club, Club Concordia, and Customs Club, dinner music at hotels, clubs, ete. 


Sunday Concerts.—Now that circumstances have developed, the Sunday Concerts are becoming a very 
important portion of the Band’s activities. It has already been explained in earlier reports what efforts it 
requires to keep these performances at a satisfactory level, and how difficult it is, with local conditions as 
they are, to find sufficient time and quiet for the necessary rehearsals. It will perhaps be permitted to me 
also to call attention to some further adverse conditions which militate against efficiency. The practice 
room is in the Town Hall : the space in the Town Hall during the winter is, however, occupied for purposes 
of the most diverse nature. Five or six large balls take place there and also flower-shows and other 
entertainments, all of which require special arrangement and preparation of the available space. For several 
days therefore the Band is deprived of its practice-room, and is not in a position to prepare its programme 
for the next Sunday in such a manner as to satisfy the legitimate expectations of the greater part of its 
audience. It happens also too often that the Band is maimed owing to sickness of the musicians, and is 
therefore handicapped in its efforts to submit good work to the public. It is sometimes necessary to lay 
aside a half-finished piece because this or that musician is suddenly incapacitated by illness, or again it is 
sometimes unavoidable that a work is played with a quite insufficient number of musicians, because some of 
them are obliged to be absent at the last moment. At home under such circumstances a substitute is 
procured ; here it is necessary to proceed with the material available at hand, and to persevere in the 
endeavour to make the best of it. It may thus be said without exaggeration that deficiencies are the 
general rule, and moreover that the concerts which give pleasure to the Band and to its Conductor, 
by reason of their adequacy from a musical standpoint, are quite unusual. If any obstacle is met 
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it is always the Sunday Concerts which suffer. This is unfortunate both for the numerous audiences 
at the performances and also for the Band itself which is often prevented from adequately fulfilling the 
demauds of musical works of art of a high order. T'wo-steps and ragtimes can of course be played with a 
smaller number of musicians, but the music which is entitled to the description “art” requires a thoroughly 
practised ensemble in its production, Shanghai maintains its Band at considerable expense: it is indeed to 
be regretted that the peculiar local circumstances stand so much in the way of progress in the scope of its 
capabilities. The inclusion of ragtimes in the programme of the Sunday Concerts would of course be the 
wrong way to increase efficiency or to make these concerts popular. The level which the concerts have 
attained is due to the zeal of the Band in endeavouring to produce good music for its audiences in the best 
possible manner. A glance at the weekly statistics of attendance will bring conviction that the programmes 
which contain works of Beethoven, Wagner and Tschaikowsky exercise the greatest attraction. Some time 
ago an attempt which was made with programmes “of a popular description” in Concerts held on 
Wednesdays was of necessity given up owing to the poor attendance. Anyone who wishes to hear dance 
music finds ample opportunities in the public dances on Friday and also elsewhere in Shanghai. It is beyond 
denial that for the money which is spent the community should expect the best which the Band is in a 
position to provide. But good quality in music can only be provided by earnest work ; during work such as 
this the hindrances which are above described are naturally very disheartening. Speaking for the German 
musicians it may truthfully be said that they thoroughly understand the special nature of local conditions, 
and realise that the Band must comply with requirements in every direction, and I feel obliged to say that 
I have satisfied myself that they are making genuine efforts to please the public. 

Repertory.—A large number of works were performed for the first time in the year 1913 at the 
Sunday Concerts,-many of which it was previously impossible to produce. ‘The novelties in the repertoire 
include the following works :—

In addition thereto a number of solo works for the harp have been played for the first 
time. Mr. Millies in the violin concertos of Beethoven and Mozart, Mr. Schrader in the Concerto for 
clarionet by Weber and Mr. Preussler in the Concerto for French Horn by R. Strauss also appeared as 
soloists. 


The larger works performed were :—

The Overtures of Mendelssolin, Weber, Bennett, Massenet and ‘Tschaikowsky which are such popular 
favourites were also played, and the Rhapsodies of Liszt aud German. One programme consisted only of 
Russian works, and two programmes exclusively of works by Wagner ; the Wagner concerts especially showed 
how much the Band has gained by the addition of the harp, and by the improved playing of the string 
instrumentalists. 
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Subscription Concerts.—These concerts which began again as usual towards the close of the year, 
have been attended by larger audiences than in the previous year, and it is to be hoped that the 
more the programmes are expanded by the performance of works of a higher style, the more will 
they win popularity. That there is undoubtedly room for choral performances has been shown by the 
numerous attendance at the practices for the Oratorio St. Paul, the performance of which is intended for the 
Third Subscription Concert, and it is felt that the Council is conferring a genuine benefit in offering an 
opportunity for the study, by certain sections of the public, of the more notable choral works, with the 
co-operation of the Band therein. 


A.D.C. Performances.—As in the course of the production of Dick Whittington and his Cat the 
Band has given occasion for public expressions of opinion, the Conductor is glad of the opportunity to make 
explanatory statements although they may perhaps be somewhat post fes/um. It is an agreeable task to be 
able now to step before the public with an opinion upon a much vexed question. The boundaries of the 
discussion which took place are undoubtedly rather broad: on the one side there is the now well-known 
“couple of Chinese fiddles,”’ while in the opposite camp stands the person who would like the programmes 
of the Sunday Concerts to be ornamented with two-steps and ragtimes. When opinions so opposite as 
those which were put forward on this occasion form at the same time the governing factors in a lengthy 
debate, then a matter for serious discussion incurs the danger of perversion to a useless war of words, or 
degenerates into the ridiculous. The discussion was not spared either one or the other fate : and now that 
the feelings of those who took part in it are somewhat pacified, it should not be difficult to give an objective 
picture of the question. As this can only be to the general advantage, an endeavour will be made to do so. 

When the Public Band was reorganized about seven years ago, this was done not least with the 
object of supporting the performances of the Amateur Dramatic Club with better music than was so far 
available. his has invariably been kept in view, and everything has been done to gain the approval of 
the Amateur Dramatic Club. The endeavours of the Public Band have never been any the less, either in 
feeling or in actual work, by reason of the nature of the performance. The sole wish that has been kept in 
view has been to perform the duty properly. In the case of the Pantomime there is no room for doubt 
in this respect. The Band was engaged betimes for a number of rehearsals and performances, and it went 
to work with the sole wish to comply with requirements, and to aid in the success of a project, for which 
such exceptional efforts were made. As a difficulty supplementary to those usually met with, there was the 
fact that other engagements of the Band were accepted at a time when no one was in a position to make any 
definite statement as to the length of the pantomime. It was supposed that it would last about two and a 
half hours, but in reality the length of the performance was four hours. This was especially noticeable in 
cases where the Band was engaged for a matinee in the theatre and in the evening for a dinner and dance 
ina Club. The following work was then required of the musicians :— 

From 2.80 p.m. to 6.15 p.m. at the Theatre. 

From 7.30 p.m. to 3 a.m. in the Club. 

From 10.45 a.m. a further public engagement. 
That was somewhat excessive. However, as has been stated above, the situation was nob foreseen ; 
it was the first time since the reorganisation of the Band that a pantomime has been given : there was much 
uncertainty on the part of the Staff as to the special nature of an entertainment of this description ; and 
accordingly it was difficult to make the right dispositions beforehand. It thus came about that there were 
too many duties to be disposed of at one and the same time, and that the strength of the musicians was to 
such a degree used up, that complaints as to the Sunday Concerts were unavoidable. There was no leisure 
to prepare the programme : the musicians were not in a state of capability to concentrate upon the necessary 
work, Owing to peculiar local circumstances, the staff is accustomed to treat as possible what is usually 
regarded as impossible, namely on a single day to play dance or dinner music, to play wind instruments for 
march music, to attend at the reception of a sporting club at the public jetty; and on the following day 
to play one of Beethoven's symphonies. But on this occasion it reached the stage when the necessary 
elasticity was no longer available. Nevertheless the writer in the press who spoke of the “couple of Chinese 
fiddles” was in the wrong. It was fully understood that it was the duty of the Band to employ its entire 
energies for the success of the pantomime, but it is another question whether it would not have been possible 
for the Amateur Dramatic Club to make certain special dispositions in order to procure some alleviation of 
the requirements. If a few rehearsals of the music alone had been held prior to the actual theatre rehearsals

then, in my opinion, it would have been found that the ordinary Half Band would have been amply sufficient to 
comply with the requirements of the Pantomime, and the Foreign musicians would have been able to func- 
tion interchangeably. At the same time it would have been easier to find room for the Band in thé 
restricted space which is reserved for the Orchestra; instead of this arrangement, the whole number of the 
Enropean musicians were engaged for every performance, and it was therefore necessary that the entrance 
doors of the orchestra-space be kept open during the whole evening, in order that one or two musicians 
might be able to find room outside the usual space ; a considerable draught resulted, and in spite of all the 
precautions taken by the Amateur Dramatic Club the time spent in the theatre was anything but an agreeable 
experience for the musicians. 

Dance Music.—The difficulties with regard to dance music still of course remain, but a considerable 
step forward has been made owing to the fact that the Band is in more direct touch than before with the 
interested parties, and that they in their turn have given much friendly assistance in expressing the tenden- 
cies of local taste with regard to the type of dance music which shonld be procured and played. It should 
also be borne in mind that that section of the Band which is specially set aside for dance music consists of 
ambitious musicians who wish to do everything in their power to satisfy the public. 

Tn conclusion it may be remarked that in spite of the fact that complaints with regard to the Band 
have not been lacking, it is to be noted that it has more often obtained notice in terms of recognition. The 
Stewards of the Race Club wrote an appreciative note on the services given by the Band, and the Dance 
Committee of the Country Club has also on certain occasions expressed its entire satisfaction at the work 
performed.

Dr. Hawke Pott, elected Chairman of the Committee by his colleagues in 1912, retained the chair 
throughout the year under review. 

Meetings of the Committee were held on April 21 and December 23, and the minutes treated of the 
following points of note :— 


EXPENDITURE ON EpucaTION AND GRANTS IN AID. 


The Committee recorded a proposal to meet annually for the discussion of the Educational 
Budget of Ordinary and Extraordinary Expenditure, which was approved by the Council on the ground that 
this arrangement will tend towards the co-ordination of expenditure on the Municipal Schools, at present 
controlled by separate committees. In the middle of May the Committee undertook the inspection of all of 
the schools which have a place in the Budget for 1918, and reported thereon in favourable terms tending 
generally to confirm the provisions thereof. A special meeting was convened after the end of year to 
scrutinize the educational budget as arranged. 


Pusiic Scuoon ror Camese in THE Eastern Disrricr. 


With reference to the allusion which was made at the Ratepayers’ meeting, to the qnestion of the 
intervals at which the Committee should meet, the members decided to hold meetings oceasionally through- 
out the year in the discretion of the Chairman, when there are educational matters requiring attention. At 
the meeting of December 23 consideration was accordingly given to the offer of Mr. Chi-cheh Nieh, 
correspondence as to which is set forth hereunder. Articles IIT and IV of the Report of the General 
Educational Committee of 1912 contemplated only three schools for Chinese ; but the members were of 
opinion that acceptance of the offer would not form a departure from the policy laid down in that Report, 
and that the project is a development which would in any case follow in the course of time as the Chinese 
population in the Eastern District increases.

Dear S1R,—I have now acquired D.C. Lot 5 and B.C. Lot 8098 in the Baikal Road containing an area of about 
Mow 8.6 and I am trying to obtain another piece adjoining on the West so as to bring the area up to about 10 mow. This 
land I propose to offer to the Council for the erection by the Council thereon of a school for Chinese children if the 
Council will accept the offer and will agree to the following suggestions :— 
r 1. I desire that both “mind, body and spirit” should receive education—that not only should the pupils learn 
Chinese and Western learning, and practise games, to develop mind and body; but they shonld also have moral teaching. 
The morality taught in the Christian religion is considered the highest form of morality, and I would like the pupils to 
have an opportunity of obtaining some teaching on this subject, and some knowledge of Biblical literature, and also of the 
principles and literature of Confucian philosophy. This teaching to be optional, so that those who desire to take advantage 
of it may do so, but there will be no compulsion, I am greatly impressed with the lack of all moral training in the 
education of the bulk of the youth of China, and I think that, as this training is at least as valuable as book learning, an 
effort, even though it be a small one, should be made to supply the deficiency. Farther I would point out that this moral 
training cannot be supplied by the parents, who have never received any sort of training in the subjects which I should like 
to see taught. As, however, the school will be supported by the Ratepayers, and there will, therefore, I understand be the 
objection to public money being spent on any form of religious teaching, I would ask that only so much of this teaching be 
provided as is provided at the Shanghai Public School for Foreign boys. I would further point out that the Cambridge 
local examinations require certain Biblical subjects and that those who enter for this examination should have the 
opportunity of acquiring these subjects in order to qualify for the examinations, 

2.—I would urge that manual and industrial training be made a part of the curriculum at this school. Some kind 
of manual training is considered necessary in the schools of Europe and America, and I think that it is just as necessary in 
Shanghai. I fully appreciate the purely literary studies as a basis of general education but with the training of the brain 
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should be coupled training of the hands. I hope too that attention will be paid to commercial training, especially in view 
of the business opportunities for young men in Shanghai. Shanghai with its foundries, docks, mills and engineering works 
-is rapidly becoming an industrial centre of the first order and the boys now in our schools should be prepared for this. I 
think that a school of this character, which will cater for the sons of the East End population, should more particularly 
aim at preparing young men for the actual life which most of them will enter upon after completing their course at this school, 

3.—1 would like a nominee of my own to serve on the school committee which manages this school. 

I shall be glad if you will bring this offer before the Council for their consideration at an early date.

S1n,—With reference to your letter of December 16, offering to donate a site in the Eastern District for the purpose 
of erecting a school for Chinese boys, 1am directed to inform you that the Council will gratefully present this publie- 
spirited offer for acceptance by the Ratepayers at the forthcoming annual meeting. 

With reference to the suggestions which you make regarding the curriculum and control of the school, I am to state 
that the Council is in unanimous agreement with your view that morality should be one of the first objects of education, 
but considers that in a school of the kind proposed this object, apart from the general tone which a well-conducted school 
may infuse, must be attained by special voluntary lectures and addresses rather than by incorporating any form of dogmatic 
religious instruction in the school syllabus. The policy of the Council during the past ten years as regards the education of 
Chinese boys has been consistent in this respect, and the members would be reluctant to advise any alteration, 

Your suggestion that the curriculum shall juclude training which shall fit students for a commercial career, and shall 
include manual courses, is entirely supported, while in other respects your wishes as regards the establishment present no 
difficulty. 

In conclusion I am directed to convey to you an expression of the cordial and unanimous thanks of the members 
for the assistance in the work of education of Chinese children in the Settlement which you are providing by this generous 


and practical gift.

The Committee took note of the progress of the negotiations to which reference was made on page 
158 of the last Annual Report, which proved of more difficulty than was anticipated. 

The deed with reference to the property transferring it to the Council’s use, the terms of which have 
been settled in the form of a perpetual lease, was completed on October 15, with the exception of the 
signature of Mr. Li Ping-shu, at present outlawed for political reasons ; and as arrangements are in train for 
obtaining his signature by proxy, the Committee gave consideration to the immediate future of this project. 
Before sufficient land can be utilised to begin construction of a school of the size of the Ellis Kadoorie 
Public School for Chinese, the terms for surrender of a sub-lease of a small inset of land remain to be 
arranged. The existing Polytechnic building occupies an area of Mow 1.7 ; and it was recognised that a 
school might be opened thereon to begin with, but the members were of opinion that this portion of the 
property could not be utilised to good purpose for the present. Advance with Mr. Nieh’s project for a 
school in Yangtszepoo is unencumbered by any outstanding question, and under these circumstances, it was 
evident that this should take precedence of the Polytechnic scheme: it did not therefore appear advisable 
that any but a nominal appropriation be made in the Budget for 1914 for the erection of the Polytechnic 


Public School. 
PUBLIC SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Mr. D. E. J. Abraham resigned in March, and the vacancy was not filled. Mr. H. C. Gulland was 
replaced by Mr. A. 8. P. White-Cooper as the Council's representative. The remaining members were 
re-nominated by the Council for 1913, and no further change in the membership took place during the rest

Six meetings of the Committee have been held. 
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In view of the opening of the new school in the near future, the arrangements dependent upon the 
separation of the Boys’ from the Grirls’ Side have engaged considerable attention. Miss Patterson, the present: 
Senior Assistant Mistress, has been nominated to the post of Headmistress of the new School for Girls, and 
the Committee has given consideration to her recommendations as to the various structural and other 
alterations to the existing building which will be necessary for its organization as a school for girls only ; 
and has also devoted attention to such questions as the division of the staff, the extent of mutual assistance 
between the two schools, and the additional staff required. 


PUBLIC SCHOOL, HEADMASTER’S REPORT. 


The attendance for the first month of the year was 273 as against 289 for the last month of the 
preceding year. This difference of 16 was largely made up of pupils who left school to enter business. 
The only criticism which can be made is that while a large proportion of the sixteen were qualified to leave, 
eight having passed the Senior Cambridge, several of the others might with advantage to themselves have 
remained for at least another year. At the same time, when openings in business houses are offered to hoys 
and girls of fifteen it is hard for parents of very limited means to refuse them. ‘The attendance from 
January throughout the year has been in every way satisfactory, the numbers have steadily grown 
from 278 in January to 295 in December. For some time past the attendance has shewn a slow but steady 
falling off until the year under review, when not only have the numbers risen but the total for December is 
higher than that for the same month of the preceding year. It may, with reason, be taken that the corner 
has been turned, and indications point to the future as a time of steady and, not improbably, rapid growth. 
A particularly good feature has been the very high percentage of pupils present. For a school of 
300, including a Kindergarten and Lower School—a matter of between 80 and 100 children under 9, 
and of these thirty or more under 5 years—it is remarkable that such percentages as 96.2, 94.7, 94.5, ‘94, 
98, 92, 91.5, 90.8, for 8 months of the year should be recorded. The months of September and October 
shew 84.4 and 89.7 respectively, as many of the children were still away from Shanghai during that 
time. The number admitted shews an advance of 16 on that of the_year 1912 and 26 on that of 1911. 
‘The general health has. been good, a few cases of serious infectious diseases have occurred, but there 
has been no serious outbreak. An analysis of the attendance for the year and a comparative table 
of the figures for the years 1911 1912 and 1913 are given below as Tables A and B. The 
number of new pupils is shewn in Table C, and these figures with the numbers for 1911, 1912 and 1913 
is. given in Table D.

Work.—The work has been according to the School Syllabus, and it is felt by the members of the 
staff that a satisfactory year’s work has been accomplished. ‘There can be little doubt that the standard of 
attainment among the pupils is steadily rising, and the frequent letters received at the school from parents 
of past pupils now at school in other parts of the world, without exception, express the opinion that the 
grounding given compares most favourably with that to be obtained in other parts of the world. The 
Syllabus is revised every year, and, though it is reprinted only once in a few years, the printed syllabus 

~ always shews the general standard of work aimed at. Any person who wishes to see the actual statement 
of work for the current year may always do so at the school, where Form Syllabuses are posted in the 
respective class-rooms, and a copy of the full syllabus is to be seen in the Headmaster’s room. As was 
pointed out in the Report for 1911, the Syllabus corresponds to that of a Secondary School in England, 
although Latin is not a regular class subject but is given only in response to special request. 


Conduct and Discipline.—The conduct has given satisfaction. Among the boys there has been 
noticeable a great increase in public spirit, which means that one of the great desires of every schoolmaster 
or schoolmistress is being fulfilled. The system in force for the promotion of discipline and good conduct 
is the same as that outlined in the Headmaster’s report for 1911. As it depends to some extent on the 
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co-operation of parents, and as, in any case, it is desirable that parents should know the system applied to 
this important part of a child’s training, an outline is given below :— 

For playground discipline the boys fall in by squads under squad-commanders chosen from among 
the boys themselves. These commanders are held responsible for the punctuality, discipline, and general 
good behaviour and smartness of their respective squads, and take charge of them at the fall-in, before 
school, and after recess. They drill them and march them into school at the word of command from the 
master on duty. It is found that this system promotes a healthy spirit of responsibility and authority 
among the boys and is highly popular, for there are few things that a boy admires more than strict 
discipline. It is his nature to rebel against it but, given fair treatment, and no one is more unerring his 
true judgement of what is just, a schoolboy is happier and prouder even after being punished for the breach 
of discipline than he can ever be where discipline is absent. 

The system of punishment in force at the school is such as to bring every delinquent before the 
notice of the Headmaster. Each form is supplied with a Detention Register in which the names are written, 
and which is ruled off in such a way that detention may be recorded against any boy or girl on any day 
throughout the term by any master or mistress. At the end of each school day the boys and girls in deten- 
tion are sent by their form masters and form mistresses to the Detention Room where they are kept in for 
half-an-hour. Detention is taken week by week by members of the staff in turn. Every Friday afternoon 
the Headmaster inspects all registers. Children who have been too frequently detained are then dealt with 
by the Headmaster himself ; they are placed “On Report,” in which case they are supplied with ruled sheets 
on which each master or mistress concerned makes notes as to their work and conduct, The sheets are 
brought by the pupils themselves to the Headmaster, at the end of the afternoon, for his inspection and 
signature, after which they are taken home for signature by the parents. In extreme cases among the boys 
the cane is used. Cases of corporal punishment are dealt with only by the Headmaster. Such cases are not 
frequent. ‘The object of those in authority is to prevent breaches of discipline and of good behaviour, and, 
speaking generally, the prevailing sympathy between masters and mistresses and their pupils is so close that 
the risk of offending a teacher is, with most of the children, a greater deterrent from misconduct than is the 
fear of punishment. The mischievious boy is no longer regarded as necessarily a confirmed evil doer and 
morally bad, nor does a boy punished necessarily mean a boy disgraced ; many of the most ingeniously 
mischievous boys afforded the best material in the hands of a discerning and sympathetic. master. Only 
refractory cases of laziness and vicious or dishonourable acts are dealt with by means of the cane and then 
only after a sufficient acquaintance with a boy’s disposition and a full consideration of the probable effect of 
the extreme form of punishment. Once the need is established the punishment is inflicted with a 
full measure of severity. The ordeal over, the incident is closed and the boy starts again with a 
clean sheet. ‘ 

Class Lists—The marks gained from daily work, homework, and examinations, are carefully entered 
and totalled each week. Deductions are made for detention and unpunetuality, after which the pupils are 
classified, the lists being posted in class-rooms. From these lists monitors for the week are appointed. 

Scholarships and Bursaries.—Pupils of the Pablic School have entered for open competition 
Scholarships and Bursaries and have met with pleasing success as is shewn below :— 

The St. Andrew's Bursaries —Two Bursaries, each of the maximum value of $100 open to children 
of Scottish parentage in Shanghai, and awarded on the result of an examination held by the St. Andrew’s 
Society in November. 

(Previous to 1904 this Bursary was open to the Public School only. In that year it was thrown 
open to all Scottish children in Shanghai). 

Helen Macgregor, awarded a Bursary, value Sixty Dollars. 

Winifred Ferguson, awarded a Bursary, value Forty Dollars. 

The St. George's Scholarships.—Two Scholarships, each of the value of One Hundred Dollars a year 
tenable for two years, open to the children of Englishmen who are eligible for membership of the Shanghai 
Branch of the Royal Society of St. George. The scholarships to be awarded on the result of a competitive 
examination held by the St. George’s Society in June, one toa boy and one to a girl, unless otherwise decided 
by the committee of the Society. Founded 1912. 

B. H. Smith awarded special Diploma of Honour for being head of the list for 1913 though as 
holder for 1912 he was ineligible for the Scholarship itself.

Athletics —The School Athletic Club is in a satisfactory state and increasing keenness and skill is 
shown in the games. On the boys’ side 95 per cent are members of the club. In the summer, games are 
played every day after school, under supervision ; in certain months of the winter, pupils leave school early 
on three days a week for football practice, also under supervision. Matches are played on Saturday 
mornings and occasionally on half holidays. A subscription of one dollar for the year or 20 cents per 
month, entitles the members to participate in Cricket, Football, Tennis, or any other games played on the 
School Grounds. The 7th Annual Athletic Sports meeting was held on the Public Recreation Ground 
on May 16. ‘The events were well contested by a very large number of competitors and the occasion was 
in every way successful. 
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Boy Scouts.—Some difference of opinion exists as to whether scout work is likely to claim too much 
of a boy’s time. The important thing to notice is that, as a scout under good leadership, a boy receives 
most valuable training, and the schoolmaster or the parent does well to recognise in the Scoutmaster an ally 
working with him for the good of the children. The Headmaster records with pleasure that his relations 
with the Scout organisations have always been cordial and that, by maintaining free and frequent 
communication with the Scoutmasters, all possible clashing and friction have been avoided. More than this, 
by means of the periodical exchange of confidential reports on all boys common to the school and to the 
Scouts, a very close watch is kept on the moral and physical progress of pupils, and a boy who is inclined 
to sacrifice school to scouting very soon finds himself brought to book by both parties concerned, 

To close this report, it is fitting that reference should be made to the excellent relations which exist 
between the pupils and their masters and mistresses. This is a direct result of the devotion of the staff to 
their work and the example set by their high standard of loyalty. It should be known that much of the 
success of pupils who bring credit to themselves, to their parents, and to the school, is due to the generous 
spirit of those mistresses and masters who ungrudgingly give much of their own time and extra work for the 
good of their pupils—as, to take one instance only, in the case of the preparation of candidates for the St. 
Andrew's Bursary, when they are taken by teachers voluntarily, out of school hours, for work in Scottish

THOMAS HANBURY SCHOOL AND CHILDREN’S.HOME. 


Mrs. Rosenbaum resigned on leaving Shanghai in February, whereupon Mrs. Hodges consented to 
resume her seat. Mr. H. F. Merrill also resigned his seat in June on his departure, and the Council recorded 
its regret, and appreciation of his three years’ services as Chairman of the Committee. The Rev. G. H. 
Bondfield was elected Chairman at the following meeting held on September 10. By the nomination of 
Messrs. A. 8. P. White-Cooper and W. R. Strickland in October, the Committee was increased to the 
minimum number required by the terms of the Trust Deed and its constitution during the year under review 
is accordingly as follows :—

The separation of the Girls’ Side to which reference was made in the Report for 1912 has become of 
additional urgency owing to the crowded condition of thé accommodation on the Boys’ Side. In May the 
necessity for remedying this congestion occasioned discussion of various suggested expedients ; and in order 
to provide improved supervision an Assistant Matron was engaged in this connexion. Finally, in November, 
when the Headmaster reported that several children were waiting for admittance, a temporary lease was 
arranged of No. 16 Boone Road. It became fully evident, however, that the only complete remedy would. 
be the permanent scheme for the division of the School, involving purchase of a site for a new school for 
boys, in accordance with the recommendation of the Sub-Committee formed for consideration of the matter. 
A site for the new school was accordingly selected in the neighbourhood of the Haskell Road ; the open 
situation and other good reasons, such as accessibility and the quietness of the neighbourhood influenced the 
Sub-Committee in recommending the proposed site very strongly. An option thereon was obtained, and the 
project awaits submission for the approval of the Ratepayers at the forthcoming Annual Meeting. ‘The 
terms of the purchase are set forth in the relative correspondence under the heading Municipal Properties. 
The cost of the land would be largely defrayed from the School investments, which amount approximately 
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to Tis, 43,000. It is proposed to erect accommodation for 200 boys, which number shall include 60 
boarders, to be increased hereafter to 400, of which 120 shall be boarders; and the scheme contemplates 
retention for the present of the existing school building in the Boone Road, as a school for girls. 

Nine meetings of the Committee have been held. 


BOYS’ SIDE, HEADMASTER’S REPORT. 


T have the honour to submit my report for the year ending December 31, 1913. 

Numbers :—The number both of boarders and day pupils has steadily increased throughout the year. 
The increase in the number of Eurasian and other foreign boys is more than is apparent on the surface. ‘There 
were formerly from thirty to forty Chinese boys in the school as day pupils ; there are now only seven, Out 
of the 126 names on the school register, 46 are those of boarders. ‘The school is crowded to overflowing 
and it has been found necessary to obtain outside accommodation for new boarders waiting for admittance. 
It is interesting to notice the number of varied nationalities among the boys attending the schools :— 
English 4 ; Russian 6; Portuguese 2; Jewish 4; Japanese 5; Chinese 7; Burasian 98. 

Health :—Vhe boys have been in good condition throughout the year and only one case of sickness 
of a not very serious nature has occurred. 

Games :—As usual great keenness is shown in all forms of sport; in the football matches the boys 
carried all before them until they met the French School boys in the finals for the Carlill and Association 
Cups when they suffered their first and only defeats. The tone of the school is very good. The upper form 
boys have got the right spirit in their games, their work and in their dealings with one another. The need 
for care lies with the small boys and they should receive vigilant attention outside school hours. 

Instruction :—The thirteen boys who succeeded in passing the Cambridge Preliminary Examination 
were presented with their certificates by Mrs. Merriman and Mrs. Bondfield, who attended the school for 
that purpose just before the breaking up for the midsummer holidays. In the terminal examination just 
concluded, the mathematics (with the exception of algebra) of the upper forms Va and VI were very 
well done; in the geometry papers especially, almost every boy obtained correct. results to the riders set. 
The book-keeping papers were excellent as were the answers to the English questions, The boys of forms 
TV and Vs passed on the whole a very creditable examination. In forms IITs and IIIs the form master 
contends with many difficulties. These are the two lowest forms in the Upper School and contain boys 
who have to be promoted at irregular intervals from the lower school because of its crowded condition, 
At the present moment the boys of the lower school number 48; they are under the control of one lady 
teacher, who has difficult work to do, and their ages vary from six years to sixteen, 

Mr. Stenhonse very kindly sent $27 to be presented to the boarders who spent Christmas in 
the school. ‘Thanks are due also to Mr. Harvie for sending a Christmas tree and a large assortment 
of toys.

GIRLS’ SIDE, HEADMISTRESS’ REPORT. 


The work of the school has gone steadily forward during the year. I was very grateful to the 
members of the staff for the conscientious way in which they carried on the work of the school during 
my absence on home leave making it quite easy for me on my return to resume duty. Living continually with 
the children, as is necessary, where about two-thirds of the boarders remain in the school for their holidays, 
it considerably brightens the atmosphere if members of the staff take kindly to extraneous duties, for in 
spite of various official holidays, in reality there is only one month in the year when the teachers are 
absolutely free, that is when they go away for part of the summer vacation. 

When in England I had the opportunity of spending several days at two of the schools under the 
Girls’ Public Day School Trust. Although the scheme of education is too ambitious to adopt in the school, 
still it is refreshing to see modern methods of teaching and to be able to discuss the difficulties which beset 
us here in relation to the language question and the needful preparation for the future of these girls. 
In London J visited the Educational Supply Association and selected text books, stationery, ete., 
necessary for the school. I received the sanction of the Committee to purchase household and clothing 
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supplies ; it was a great pleasure to he able to do so, as the choice is so much more satisfactory than when 
ordering from a distance. Many of the children come from great distances, for instance, Chungking, 
Singapore, Manchuria, etc., and the parents request that charge be taken of their wardrobes and new outfits 
made when required. The cost is refunded when the bills are settled. 

The attendance during the year has been excellent and the number of pupils on the register compares 
very favourably with last year, averaging slightly over 100 per month; the increase of boarders in 
comparison with last year is a marked feature; they numbered 41 at the close of the year and the school was 
hard pushed for accommodation. If it is taken into consideration that Chinese have been eliminated and that 
the new children consist only of Foreigners and Eurasians it may be said that the school has decidedly grown 
and taken a step in the right direction. It is an easy matter at any time to fill the school with Chinese 
girls and at the commencement of the autumn term numerous applicants were turned away. After the 
summer term several day children left, some to enter the Public School, and others the French School; 
their places were taken by non-English speaking Eurasians. Then arose the difficulty of classification. 
They need a separate teacher, being too old for the kindergarten class and hindering the work in the 
other forms. Until recently one of the senior girls has acted as student teacher, helping all backward girls 
with English. She has taken a position as stenographer and unfortunately there is no one to replace her. 
The general health of the school has been good ; there were only a few slight cases of illness which could 
be easily treated by the matron, 

Owing to my absence on leave no candidates were entered for the Cambridge Local Examination, 
I am glad to report that the four girls who entered last year were successful. One girl, aged 13 years, 
competed for the St. George’s Scholarship and, although she did not gain it, it is satisfactory to record that 
she came out second. The Prize Distribution took place on Monday, December 22. ‘The girls gave a 
little entertainment which included pianoforte solos and duets, songs, drills and recitations. Our large 
school room was filled with an appreciative audience. At the conclusion Mrs. Bondfield gave the prizes 
to the successful winners and certificates to the following :—

The sum of $100 was left to the girls by the late matron, Miss Graham. They were consulted as to 
how they wished the money used, and they decided to buy a tennis set (net, rackets and balls) ; and with the 
remainder, books to replenish their library, which was started in a small way by a friend, and augmented 
by the staff. There are now over 200 volumes of well selected books, especially chosen for the children. 
A great number of the girls regularly take out a book ; for the privilege of being a member, a small monthly 
charge is made which goes towards renewing the books. 

A number of boarders spent their holidays in the school ; through the kindness of friends they had 
many enjoyments, especially to be mentioned is the Christmas tree given by Mr. Harvie, which they had on 
Christmas Eve and, with the help of friends who joined in games, they passed a very happy time.

MapAm,—I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of February 12, containing a statement of the 
accounts of the French Orphanage for the past year, and requesting au increase of the Counvil’s annual grant of Tis. 1,000, 

In reply Iam directed to state that in view of the fact that St. Joseph's Institution is situated in the French 
Settlement, and is primarily of French origin, and conducted under French auspices, the Council is of opinion that 
additional assistance out of public funds should fall rather upon the French than upon the Foreign Settlement. Under 
these circumstances, while recognising the good services which the Institution gives to the poorer section of the Com- 
munity, the Council is unable to entertain the application which you make for an increase in the annual grant.

DeEaR S1R,—I have pleasure in forwarding you, herewith, the Report and Working Account of the Orphanage 
attached to the College for the year 1918, Though the cost of living was slightly greater in 1913 than in the previous 
year, still, we reckoned the cost of board, per Orphan, as in 1912. 

There were last year 149 pupils in the Orphanage, viz :— 

Boarders, 20 at an average pension of $8 per month=$1,600 —- Received $1,175.00 
» 35 entirely free, 
e im ee is in the College 
Day Pupils 
49 at $2 per month=$980 
16 at $1 per month=$160 
29 entirely free. 

Among the 64 boys mentioned in the Accounts, 7 are educated in the College, being placed on the same footing as 
the Boarders there, In this Report, no account has been taken of those in the College, over 70, received at reduced rates, 
or educated free of charge. Some of our Orphan ex-students are still living with us, their salary being too small to allow 
of their living outside. Several other foundlings went to work during the year, and are now living with their relatives. 
We are pleased to say that they are doing well. As soon as a boy left the Orphanage, another took his place. 

The Working Account shows a Debit Balance of $7,372.34, a deficit which has to be met by ourselves. 

We are very grateful to the Council for the assistance they give us, thereby enabling us to give free board and 
education to many a poor child, and to help many a struggling parent in the education of their children. Will you be so 
kind as to express to the Members of the Municipal Council our deep gratitude for the help afforded in so worthy a cause.

PUBLIC SCHOOL FOR CHINESE, HEADMASTER’S REPORT. 


Enrolment and Attendance—The Summer term commenced on February 24, with the full number of 
boys, i.e., 400 enrolled, and as usual many candidates for admission had to be refused. The daily attendance 
during this, the first term of the school year, was on the whole satisfactory, averaging about 95 per cent, 
but during the hot days of July, sickness and other causes brought down the average suddenly, and on 
the last day of the term there were only 850 in actual attendance. The Winter term began with a much 
smaller demand for admission, and for various reasons, several old pupils failed to attend. ‘Their places 
were subsequently filled hy the admission of new boys, and by October the school was quite full and 
about twenty candidates for admission had to be’ rejected. ‘The stirring events of July and August, when 
the school grounds were occupied by a guard of sailors and marines, and when Shanghai was surrounded by 
opposing forces, doubtless had some effect upon schools generally and upon this school in particular, situated 
as it is so closely to one of the scenes of disturbance. 


Slaf.—During the absence of Mr, L. H. Turner, Mr. Chang Te-pao, of St. John’s University, 
acted as locum lenens. In September Mr. Yuen Chi-lai, Chief Teacher of Chinese, resigned to take up an 
appointment in North China, and his place was filled hy the appointment of Mr. Ko-fan, one of the Assistant 
Teachers. 


Work.—The standard of education in the Chinese Department has been kept at the same 
satisfactory level despite the change in the Chief Teachership. In the Sixth Form the following works 
were prepared for the Cambridge Senior Local Examination, at which examination the boys take Chinese 
in lieu of Greek.—The San Tzu Ching (= 4 #8); Ta Hsueh (A); Meng Tzu, Book 1, Part 1; 
(ah: F 4B — YEE Lb); Sheng yu kuang hsun, Maxim 1, with Amplification and Paraphrase (282 7% 
JHE Hil $5 — %R). At the examination, pieces from these books were set for translation into English, and 
unseen extracts from modern sources were given to be rendered into Chinese. In the other classes of this 
Department the following subjects are taken : Reading ; Writing ; Grammar and Composition ; Literature ; 
Translation ; Chinese History and Geography ; Ethics ; National Language (i.e, Mandarin). 

In the English Department the pupils of the Upper School take the following subjects : Reading ; 
Dictation ; English Grammar and Composition ; English Literature ; Translation ; History and Geography ; 
Political Economy ; Mathematics (Arithmetic, Algebra and Geometry); Natural Science and Drawing 
(Freehand, Model and Memory). ‘The results of the terminal examinations held after the end of the year 
were satisfactory : a few remarks suggested thereby are appended :— 

Reading and Recitation—In the Preparatory School, where there are at present six classes, the 
books used are Macmillan’s Anglo-Chinese Primer and Chambers’s “ Fluent” Readers, Book 1. While a 
great deal of progress was manifest, several faults were noticeable. In practically all cases where Chinese 
teachers of English are employed, faulty pronunciation, especially of the short vowel-sounds ensues. Thus 
short @ becomes ve; short i is called ee, and short o is mispronounced or, In dissyllables the second 
syllable is often suppressed, and in many words the final consonants are omitted. The teachers would 
obtain better restilts if they did not attempt too much. In the Lower School, where most of the 
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classes are taught by English masters, the Reading was satisfactory, and the boys of the Upper School 
acquitted themselves very creditably. From Form 1 and upwards, certain pieces of English poetry had been 
memorised, and were recited in praiseworthy style. Throughout the School the words of several English 
songs were learned and used during the lesssons in Singing. 

Dictation —It is remarkable, considering the unscientific and hopelessly illogical way in which 
English words are spelled, that Chinese scholars are able to show aptitude in this subject. At the 
Cambridge Junior Examinations the dictation of a long and difficult passage from Macaulay or a similar 
author is one of the compulsory tests, and so far no candidate from this school has failed to satisfy 
the examiners. On the whole the Dictation exercises were well done, 

English Grammar and Composition —The Gouin method of teaching Bnglish is still used in the case 
of beginners, and a list of one hundred and fifty of the most commonly used English verbs forms the basis 
of the teaching. After two years, the pupils are able to understand practically all the English teachers say. 
It is during the third, fourth and fifth years, that real grind is necessary before a pupil, be he English or 
Chinese, is able to write English that does not offend the eye. The number of Chinese that can write a 
faultless letter in English is comparatively small, despite the fact that hundreds have ‘ graduated” from institu- 
tions of all ranks, from the “ university” to the humble “school.” Thus: Hight years of steady application 
fail to make the average Chinese able to do more than to be able to speak and write English that may be 
understood, but which is never mistaken for the product of an English writer. A very few are able to go 
farther, and use the language fluently and accurately. In order to encourage a close study and a high 
degree of excellence in English, a scheme new to the School, but not unknown in other schools, has been 
put into practice. A few of the senior boys have been encouraged to correspond with boys of Bablake 
School, Coventry. The Headmaster of Bablake, Dr. Hodson, has warmly approved of this exchange of 
letters, and for many months pieces of correspondence of a very interesting nature; as well as trifles such as 
postage-stamps, photographs, etc., have passed between the pupils of the two schools, and friendships, which 
may be lasting, and which have undoubtedly been valuable, have been formed. 

In English Literature the scholars of Forms 4, 5 and 6 studied Shakespeare’s “As You Like It,” 
while those of the Third Form read Kingsley’s “ Heroes.” The School Library has been of untold value in 
giving the pupils a genuine love of English literary works. 

Translation is at present taken by boys of the highest form only, and consists in the rendering 
from Chinese into English and vice versa of passages from the classics, as well as the translation of extracts 
from newspapers and from modern works. 

Geography is taken throughout the English Department, and in the Upper School Regional 
Geography is taken in conjunction with Physical Geography, so that the relation between cause and effect 
may be noted, and the powers of observation and reasoning cultivated. To omit the study of Physical 
Geography, or to postpone it until the pupil has “learned” all he can of the regions of the globe, is 
equivalent to the old Chinese practice of learning the classics first, and then learning the meaning of them. 
Tn the Gambridge Local Examinations, each candidate is required to take Physical and Regional Geography. 
Special attention was given to the continent of Asia by the scholars of the 2nd, 4th, 5th and 6th forms, 
while the Third Form made a general survey of the World. In Form 1, China Proper with Kiangsu in 
particular was studied, while the pupils of the Preparatory School received interesting and practical lessons 
in the elements of Physical and General Geography. His/ory is taken from Form 2 upwards, and is closely 
related to the teaching of Geography. In Form 2 a course of General History, from the earliest times to 
those of Greece and Rome, was given, while Forms 8, 4, 5 and 6 took British History from A.D. 1066 to 
1485, the boys of the highest form also taking a survey of early British History from B.O. 55. In 
teaching History to beginners in that subject, it is well to interest the pupils by relating stories of 
action, personal adventure, and personal characteristics. Everything should be striking, dramatic, 
single—not complicated with argument or reflection. In the second stage the pupils will want 
to know something of cause and effect, and will be capable of maintaining more than one interest at 
a time. 

Political Economy is taken by boys preparing for the Senior Cambridge Local Examination, and 
rightly taught is of immense value. There is a dearth of suitable text-books in this subject, however, but * 
the daily paper, Whitaker’s Almanac, Customs Returns, and other sources of information may be used to 


explain the principles found in the average text-book on this subject. 
1B 
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The work done in Mathematics was of a higher nature than that of any previous year. A new and 
excellent series of Arithmetical books published by Macmillan, and called the “ Reform” Arithmetic, have 
improved the teaching of Arithmetic remarkably. Each of the series has a book specially for the teacher, 
and with this in his hands even an untrained man can hardly proceed on any but right lines. The 
correlation of all branches of Mathematics, and the keen interest aroused in the scholars from the very first, 
are the distinctive features of these new text-books. In Geometry and Algebra the scholars of the Upper 
School took the syllabus of the Cambridge Senior Local Examination which goes beyond that of the London 
Matriculation Examination. A few also took the elements of Trigonometry. 

Science.—In the Preparatory School Object Lessons on Animals, Vegetables and Minerals, as well as 
on familiar and common things formed the science lessons, while Forms 1 and 2 had courses of lessons in 
Elementary Physics, Form 3 in Chemistry, and Forms 4, 5 and 6 Human Physiology and Hygiene, this 
last-named subject being taken at the Cambridge Local Examinations. Freehand, Model and Memory 
work formed the chief features of the course in 

Drawing, while Brushwork was continued in the Preparatory School. A real and pleasing interest 
in Art has been aroused in the School, and the walls of the Art Room are frequently covered with specimens 
of work done by the pupils, often voluntarily. The Drawing lessons are among the most valuable in the 
curriculum, if only on account of the genuine pleasure they create. Lessons in Singing, Drill and Physical 
Exercises have been regularly given throughout the year to the whole school. 

Cambridge Local Examinations—At the Examination held in December, 1912, the only Senior 
candidate who was presented passed, gaining distinction in Chinese Language and Literature, and three 
candidates for the Junior certificate also passed. At the examination held in 1918, four Senior and two 
Junior candidates sat, and the results will be published in March, 1914. 

Scholars’ Library—The Library has now been in existence for eighteen months, and during the 
year under review 1,994 volumes were issued and retained for not less than one week. I have pointed out 
the value of this new factor in assisting to arouse interest in the literature of England, and it is also a 
great aid to the teaching of History, Geography, and, indeed, many other branches of knowledge. Tn 
addition to the books, periodicals like the “Illustrated London News” and the “Sphere” have been 
supplied, and these, with a frequent display of pictures, taken from various illustrated newspapers, have kept 
the boys well informed about the doings of the world generally. 

The Scout Movement.—During the year an organisation called the Chinese Boy Scouts Association 
was formed, having as its object the establishment of troops of Scouts among the local Chinese. Although 
not officially connected with the School, this movement has had a great effect upon it, many of the boys 
having become scouts, and haying thereby gained sound moral and practical instruction. Scoutcraft appeals 
to the love of adventure and action inherent in most boys, and is specially valuable to Chinese boys, for 
it encourages adaptability under all circumstances. Scouts learn to dispense with the use of servants ; 
they learn to enjoy out-of-door occupations ; and these are features new, but immensely beneficial, to the 
Chinese boy. 

Hongkong University—Sir Charles Eliot, the Vice-Chancellor of Hongkong University, again visited 
the School to see if he could obtain students. The annual cost of residence and instruction at the University 
is comparatively low being about $650 per annum, but even this figure makes it quite impossible for more 
than a very few of the boys to consider the idea of entering the University. The standard of work is so 
high and the undergraduate life so valuable, when compared with other educational institutions of China, 
that it is earnestly hoped that a way may be planned whereby some of the seniors in the School may pass 


on to this excellent seat of learning. G % ee

ELLIS KADOORIE PUBLIC SCHOOL FOR CHINESE. 


The advance in numbers during the past year was very marked. When the school re-opened after the 

* Chinese New Year the number of enrolments rose from 156 to 296, and then after the summer holidays 

there was a further advance from 296 to 342 ; and it is hoped that, when the school re-assembles after the 
Chinese New Year the full complement of 400 will be reached, 
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Atlendance.—But for a very marked falling off in attendance during the months of January and July 
little fault could be found with the average attendance. The average monthly percentage for the year was 
93.89, the average for the first half year being 92.99, that for the second 95.2. ‘The best month was 
December, 95.7 and the worst July, 86.6. The highest attendance on any one day was 329, and the best 
percentage for any one week, that which ended December 6, 97.6. 

Work.—One radical change was effected during the year. It had been the custom to give instruction 
in English for one half day and in Chinese for the other half. ‘That arrangement necessitated a great deal 
of changing, and it was felt that the upper classes ought to have more time for English than the lower 
classes, as so much more was required of them. Accordingly the school was divided into two sections, 
upper and lower, and the upper had English every Monday, Wednesday and Friday and the lower every 
Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday. When the upper section was learning English the lower was learning 
Chinese : and vice versa. 

There was steady progress throughout. In the highest class a good commencement was made in 
preparing pupils for the Cambridge Local Examinations and good work was done in all branches of 
mathematics, in history, geograply, chemistry and drawing. Work in chemistry was retarded somewhat on 
account of lack of apparatus, but that deficiency will be remedied early in the new year. Mr. Wood who 
joined the staff towards the end of the year is a specialist in drawing and manual instruction and the 
teaching of the drawing throughout the school was assigned to him. English received a great deal of 
attention and, as far as it was possible, was taught by the foreign members of the staff. There was regular 
instruction in vocal music and the results were very gratifying. arly in the year a piano was purchased 
and its help made the work of musical instruction much easier. A school band was formed and found very 
useful. 

Speech Day.—Friday, July 11, was our first Speech Day. Before assembling in the hall there were 
short displays of Military and Physical Drill. In the hall songs and recitations were rendered by the boys 
and speeches were delivered by the Rey. A. J. Walker, M.A., and Mr, Chung Mun Yew. The prizes gained 
in the English classes were presented by Mr. Walker ; those gained in the Chinese classes by Mr. Chung. 

Athletics.—In athletics there was a marked improvement. It was not until the end of October that 
the turf was laid on the playground and on November 1, our Annual Sports were held. The 
arrangements were in the hands of Mr. Hore and everything passed off most successfully. With a good 
ground to play on the quality of the football improved greatly and the school team was very successful in its 
matches. Throughout the year there was regular instruction in drill. 

Visitors.—During the year the school was visited by the Permanent Educational Committee, various 
members of the Chinese Educational Committee, the German Teachers’ Association assembled in conference 
in Shanghai, a German deputation of enquiry headed by the vice-consul, Mr. Ellis Kadoorie and Sir Charles 
Eliot. All the visitors showed interest in and appreciation of the work.

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MUNICIPAL STAFF. 
VOLUNTEER CORPS. 

Lieut.-Colonel R. N. Bray, West Riding Regiment, in regard to whose appointment see page 174 of 
this Report, was seconded by the War Office on September 29 and assumed command of the Corps on 
October 17 on the departure of Lieut.-Colonel A. A. 8. Barnes. 

The period of service for which Sergeant-Major E. C. Fry (Leicestershire Regiment) was lent by the 
War Office expired on October 19, whereafter Quartermaster-Sergeant C, H. Wilkins (R.F.A.) was promoted 
to be Sergeant Major, and Staff Sergeant J. R. Taylor (West Yorkshire Regiment) succeeded him as 
Quartermaster-Sergeant. Arrangements have been made for filling the vacancy in the Staff by the appoint- 
ment as heretofore of a non-commissioned officer detached for this service by the War Office. 

FIRE BRIGADE. 

The service of Mr. T’, C. Conner, Clerical Assistant, terminated on May 22. 
POLICE. 

The service iof Colonel ©. D. Bruce terminated in September and Mr. K. J. McEuen, Deputy 
Superintendent was appointed Captain Superintendent, and Captain A. H. Hilton-Johnson and Mr. R. M. J. 
Martin were promoted to be Deputy Superintendent and Assistant Superintendent respectively. ‘Two 
additional Cadets, Messrs. K. M. Bourne and F, L. Wainwright, have been appointed and are undergoing a 
six months’ preparatory course of training at the Depot of the Royal Irish Constabulary in Dublin. 
Mr. 0. G. Kirk, Legal Assistant, has been placed in charge of the Detective Branch and Mr. K. E. Newman 
has been engaged in London as Legal Assistant. 

Leave was granted during the year to Captain Hilton-Johnson, Mr. E. ©. Oreasy, Inspector Bourke 
and 2 Sub-Inspectors, 25 Sergeants and 9 Constables. Sergeants Kerrigan, Young and Coll were promoted 
to be Sub-Inspectors and 33 Constables to be Acting Sergeants of whom 13 were subsequently promoted to 
Sergeant. 

The death is recorded with regret of Inspector J. E. Johnson, Sergeants Blake, W. Simpson, EH. G. 
Andrews and Constable Radcliffe. Sub-Inspector Roche and 8 Constables were dismissed during the year 
and the service of 14 men terminated for various reasons, The number of recruits taken on was 88 of 
whom two were engaged locally.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 

In March six months’ leave of absence, with three months’ extension for the purpose of prosecuting 
special studies, was granted to Dr. O. N. Davis, Assistant Health Officer, and during this period Dr. Davis 
completed the course of the London School of Tropical Medicine, and obtained the degree of M.D. Lond. 
in Tropical Medicine, and the Diploma of 'lropical Medicine and Hygiene of Cambridge University. 

The death is to be recorded with regret on June 30 of Inspector I. N. Hugall ; Assistant Inspector 
F. J. W. Melville was appointed Inspector in his place and the vacancy in the ranks of Assistant Inspectors 
was filled by the engagement of G. B, Haines. Assistant Inspectors Starling and Watson were on leaye 
during the year. k 

In the Nursing Staff, leave was granted to Miss Summerskill, Matron of the Victoria Nursing Home, 
Miss Bradford, Matron of the Isolation Hospital, and Nurses Dove and Grimes. The service of seven 
nurses terminated and others to replace them were engaged in the usual way through the Colonial Nursing 
Association. One nurse was obtained from Hongkong. Among Probationers Miss Currie and Miss 
Edelmann completed their period of training and Miss Horne and Miss MacGregor received appointments. 
PUBLIO WORKS DEPARTMENT.— 

Mr. C. H. Godfrey, Municipal Engineer, was on six months’ leave from March and the duties of his 
post were performed in his absence by the Deputy Engineer, Mr. 0. Harpur. 

The need for additional assistance in the Architectural Branch resulted in the appointment of 
Mr. R. L. Wall as Architectural Assistant. The deaths are recorded with regret of Mr, R. W. Gunson, 
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Surveying Assistant, after nine years of excellent service, and of Mr. A. Taylor, a Junior Assistant of much 
promise. To fill these vacancies, and to increase the strength of the Surveying Branch, Messrs. A. F. Gimson 
and W. A. L. Pardoe were obtained from England, while T. R. Evans was engaged locally as Junior Clerk. 

In the Outdoor staff, District Inspector Burn was dismissed and his place was filled by the promotion 
of A. Scougall, latterly Custodian of the Town Hall, in which post W. J. Roberts succeeded him, while 
©. 8. Coulter became Parkkeeper. District-Inspector Gray and Overseer Brown were granted leave and the 
need for an additional Inspector resulted in the promotion of A. R. Scott. Assistant Inspector Johnson was 
dismissed, while P. Ryan, P. A. Russell, F. O. R. Turner and J. Watson were engaged as Assistant 
District Inspectors. 


ELECTRICITY DEPARTMENT.

Under a re-arrangement of duties of certain 
members of the Staff, Mr. W. J. Williams became Chief Electrical Assistant, Mr. F. G. Payne, Chief 
Mechanical Assistant, and Mr. W. E. Nops, Station Superintendent at Fearon Road. Leave was granted 
during the year to Messrs. A. H. Blagden, P. B. Critchley, G. Ewart, F. Ward, H. B. Woodford, A. Kane 
and Collector Conlon. ‘'I'wo additional Engineers have been engaged, G. F. Hoyland and ©. 8. Taylor, and 
five Shift Engineers, N. Bowey, A. D. Buchanan, C. Knight, 'T. Rogers, and C. C. Whitehead, the last 
named in place of W. J. Laidlaw. J. E. Wilson replaced A. G. H. May as Foreman Electrician. 

An additional Installation Inspector, J. J. Murphy, was engaged, also two Meter Testers, M. P. Baker 
and F. H. Lawrence, and two Assistant Storekeepers P. C. Mortimer and H. J. Andrews, while J. 8. 
Agassiz and W. H. D. Bentley were appointed Junior Clerks, the last named being transferred from the 
Tax Office. Miss Dixon was engaged as Stenographer and Typist in place of Miss Richards resigned. 


PUBLIC BAND. 

The service of Musician H. Schrader terminated in September and Mr. 0. Ehmann succeeded him. 
Four Manila musicians were invalided during the year and one additional European, Mr. Strok, was engaged 
in place of two of them, while the re-engagement of M. de la Cruz leaves unfilled a vacancy for one Manila 
musician. 


EDUCATIONAL DEPARTMENT.— 

In the staff of the Public School Mr. E. P. G. Barrow left on expiry of his agreement, and Mr. A. J. 
Stewart was transferred to the Public School from the Ellis Kadoorie School for Chinese. In December, 
upon the resignation of the Headmaster of the Thomas Hanbury School, Mr. Stewart received this appoint- 
ment and steps have therefore been taken for the engagement in England of another Assistant Master for 
the Public School. Miss A. 8. Kelley terminated her services in May, and Miss M. Cardwell was granted 
leave, while appointments as Student Mistresses were given to Miss B. Rasmussen and Miss A, M. Manning. 

In the Ellis Kadoorie Public School for Chinese, Messrs. A. G. Beaumont and J. Wood were engaged 
as Assistant Masters. 

The Thomas Hanbury School and Children’s Home came under Municipal control in January and 
numerous changes in the personnel have since taken place. Mr. and Mrs. Price resigned on expiry of their 
agreements in December, the former being replaced by Mr. Stewart from the Public School, while 
Mrs. Gheeting became the Matron. On the Girls’ Side of the School, Miss Glover succeeded Miss Rust 
resigned in March, and Mrs. Thompson was engaged as Assistant Matron.

Health Depariment—Underspent 71s. 87,953. 

A saving of Tis. 36,674 has been effected under “Office,” a shortage of rat-proofing materials 
greatly retarding Plague Prevention measures. The expenditure on “ Hospitals” exceeded the estimates by 
Tis. 1,679. Under “ Extra-Departmental” the interest on the General Hospital building overdraft only 
absorbed Ts. 5,111, against an estimate of Tls. 8,000. 


Public Works Department—Underspent Ts, 18,512. 

The income derived from “Supervision Fees” is Tls. 7,091 in excess of the figure estimated. 
Savings have been effected on “ Buildings,” “Creeks and River,” “Drainage” and “Parks and Open 
Spaces.” The appropriations for “ Maintenance of Roads,” “Cleansing Roads.” and “ Lighting” on the 
other hand have all been slightly exceeded. 


Public Band—Overspent Tis, 8,371. 
The appropriation for “ Passages” proved inadequate, while “ Private Services” only produced 
Tis. 2,610, against an estimate of Tls, 4,000. 


Lducationa Department—Overspent Tis. 178. 
These accounts call for no comment. 


Public Library.—Overspent Tis. 678. 

The estimate of Tls. 1,000 included in the Budget represented the annual grant formerly voted for 
the Library; which was taken over by the Council during the year.

Interest—Overspent Tis. 8,366. 

The estimate contained no provision for interest on the 5}°/, Loan; on the other hand the 
interest on Trust Fands proved less than was anticipated ; a further saving being effected on the unissued 
balance of the authorized loan. 


Redemption of Debentures. 

It will be noted that the unexpended balance of the year’s appropriation (Tls. 93,700) has been 
temporarily transferred to the Balance Sheet, in place of following the course adopted during 1911 and 1912 
of transferring the amount to the credit of Extraordinary Income. As pointed out in my Report on the 
Accounts for 1911, the latter method of treating the appropriation is only financially sound so long as it 
does not involve increasing Extraordinary Income by more than it would otherwise have been necessary to 
raise by loan. The year under review shows a Final Surplus of Ts. 13,750, in view of which it would haye 
heen financially unsound to have issued any more debentures of the current year’s loan ; it therefore follows 
that it would have been equally unsound to have increased Extraordinary Income by the unexpended balance 
of the Redemption Appropriation. 


Ordinary Income. 
The increase of Tls. 99,841 over the figure estimated is fully dealt with in the Report of the Overseer 
of Taxes. 


Extraordinary Expenditure. 

The actual expenditure under this heading during the year has been 'Tls. 1,075,493, against an 
estimated expenditure of Tls.

An amount of Tis. 22,710 has been expended on the construction of the Bund Bridge over the 
Yangkingpang, and this figure, less the amounts contributed by the French Municipal Council and the 
Shanghai Electric Construction Co., Ld., has now been transferred to the Financial Statement. 

Under the heading of “Land” the cost of the Victoria Nursing Home Extension is stated at 
Ts, 45,008, and an amount of Ts, 554,982 is charged against the Central Offices Extension. These 
figures include the cost of land to be subsequently incorporated in adjoining roads. ‘The desirability of 
showing the total cost of a large land purchase (irrespective of the purpose to which a portion of the 
land will be subsequently allocated) is the reason for the method adopted in the accounts. The credit 
of Tis.

Pingchiao Quarry.—The profit for the year shows an increase of 'Tls. 4,298 as compared with the 
figures for 1912, this result following on an increased output. Owing to transport difficulties the stock of 
material at the Quarry is steadily increasing. 'The whole of the profit is represented by cash, and has 
therefore been transferred to the credit of Public Works Department—Roads, 


Convict Labour.—As compared with 1912 the profit for the year under review shows a decrease of 
Tis. 2,982. The output of Gaol-made articles is well maintained, but the outside work performed by 
convicts is considerably less than during 1912, Owing to the large increase in the stock of coir yarn, and 
to expenditure on buildings, the whole of the profit earned is not available for distribution, consequently the 
Cash Contribution in relief of Police Force expenditure has been reduced to Ts. 9,500. 


Concreteware Manufactory.—Shows an increased profit of Ts. 4,111. The stock of steel bars has 
been largely increased during the year with the result that only Ts. 6,000 is available for transfer to Public 
Works Department—Drainage. 


Tungchow Road Workshop.—As the result of the first year’s working of this industry a loss of 
Tis. 2,094 has been incurred. ‘There is reason to anticipate that the undertaking will be able to cover its 
expenses during the ensuing year,

LOANS. 
Stiver Loans. 


The Authorised Loan for 1913 was Tls. 750,000. Tenders were invited for debentures to the extent 
of Tls. 500,000 carrying interest at the rate of 55 per cent per annum, and no difficulty was experienced 
in placing the whole issue at par. The previous issue of 54 per cent debentures was in the year 1900 when 
a Loan of Tis. 33,900 was floated at par. 

Tn addition to the 54 per cent Loan, debentures to an amount of Ts. 156,300, carrying interest at 
the rate of 6 per cent per annum were issued at an average price (inclusive of brokerage) of Tls. 105,52 
per cent. 

The Budget appropriation for the Redemption of Debentures (Ts. 142,200) was applied in redeeming 
the 54 per cent Loan of 1893 (Ts. 46,200), and debentures to the value of Tls. 2,300 in the 5 per cent 
Loan of 1896. The balance of the appropriation (Ts. 93,700) being transferred to the Balance Sheet. 

As the result of the year’s transactions the Council's liabilities on Silver Loans (excluding the 
Electricity Department) have been increased by Tls. 607,800. 

The Loans outstanding for General Purposes at December 31 (Ts. 2,556,700), represent 89.46 per 
cent of the year’s Ordinary Income, 

Srernina Loan. 


No additional debentures have been issued during the year on account of the Sterling Loan. Sterling 
Current Account has been debited with an amount of £3,067 6s. 7d. representing the cost of two motor 
appliances purchased for the use of the Fire Brigade.

Although the position indicated above can be regarded as satisfactory, it should he borne in mind 
that the area of the Settlement is restricted and that, therefore, Municipal Income (on the existing basis of 
taxation) has also a limit beyond which any appreciable expansion is impossible. Expenditure, on the other 
hand, covers a larger area than the limits of the Settlement and will inevitably increase with the gradual 
development of outlying districts ; in addition to which Interest and Redemption Charges on the Loans out- 
standing will show a marked increase during the next few years. 

Up to the present, residents beyond the Settlement limits have only been required to contribute half 
the rate levied on those within the Settlement boundaries, and while this was no doubt equitable in-the past, 
the time now appears to have arrived for abolishing this differential treatment. The question does not 
involve very important financial issues at present, but the growing tendency to build outside the boundary 
lines will undoubtedly bring the matter to a head in the near future.

General Municipal Rate—Foreign.—The revenue from this source shows a substantial increase, the 
figures for the year being Tls. 558,245, against Ts. 541,851 for 1912, an increase of Ts. 16,394. 

There are very few vacant houses in the Settlement, as will be seen by the accompanying summary, 
but rentals have not materially increased. During the year 71 new foreign houses have been assessed 
showing an aggregate assessment of Ts. 110,054 while 14 houses haye been demolished representing an 


assessment of Ts, 31,139.

Building operations have been extensively pursued beyond Settlement limits, especially in the 
neighbourhood of the new public school. This district, with the tramway service on the one hand and the 
Hongkew Recreation Ground on the other, bids fair to become a favourite residential locality. Another 
district has been opened up on the extension of the Yuyuen Road beyond the western boundary of the 
Settlement. Residents in these districts, while enjoying the privileges of the Settlement, are only called 
upon to pay 6 per cent rates as against 12 per cent within the Settlement. 

General Municipal Rate—Chinese.—There appears to have been a boom, in the building trade and 
an unusually large number of Chinese houses have been erected during the year and occupied almost 
immediately. As a result the income from Chinese rates also shows a large increase over the previous year, 
the figures being Ts. 739,427, against Tls. 716,846 in 1912, an increase of Tls. 22,581.

Licence Fees.—The total income from Licence Fees amounts to Tls. 535,097, against Tls. 494,608 
in 1912, or an increase: of Tls. 40,489. The estimates have been exceeded by Tls. 43,297; this is 
mainly due to the increase in the number of opium shops. It is interesting to note that while 
receipts from pony and carriage licences have decreased, the deficiency is more than covered by the 
increase in motor car licences, thus showing that Shanghai is quickly adopting modern means of locomo- 
tion. Chinese lodging houses have apparently done a lucrative business, pawn shops have somewhat 
recovered, while ricshas are slightly over the estimates and last year’s figures, The increase in cart and 
wheelbarrow licences may be attributed to the revival of the building trade. 

Appended to this report is a comparative statement giving full particulars of all licences issued and 
details of collection during 1911/13, also a table showing the income derived from each class of licence fee 
during the past ten years.

Slaughter House Fees—The fees from this source amount to Tis. 15,464, against Ts. 15,752, 


showing a decrease of Tis. 288. The number of butchers from whom these fees were collected averages 


43 per month, against 47 per month in 1912. 

Markels.—The fees collected during the year amount to Tis. 42,083, against Ts. 40,227 during 
1912, showing an increase of Tis. 1,856. The receipts are, however, slightly below the Budget estimate, 
owing to the fact that the extension of the Hongkew Market was not completed as carly as was anticipated, 
and that the construction of the Quetta Market was deferred.

Ricsha Tickets—The issue and redemption of Ricsha Tickets continues somewhat unsatisfactory. 
It is necessary constantly to change the series in order to minimise the chances of forgery. Since August 
14, 1918, a new series of 30 cash tickets was issued, in books of 36 for a dollar. These are being redeemed 
at face value and a discount of 5 per cent is allowed to purchasers of tickets to the value of $100 during 


one month. 
The turnover during the year on tickets sold and redeemed amounted to $37,837, against $38,374 


for the previous year. The number of tickets dealt with, compared with the two previous years, is as

Tn conclusion, it is satisfactory to record the fact that, in spite of the very unsettled state of 
Shanghai and the surrounding districts, both politically and commercially, during last summer, the work 
of the T'ax Office has been carried on Wrhout serious interruption and the revenue collection has been 
attended with very little friction. It has been necessary on very few occasions to resort to the assistance 
of the Consular and Mixed Courts for the recovery of rates, ete. owing.

MUNICIPAL BUDGET 1914.

Remarks thereon by the Council for 1913. 


The Council submits to the Ratepayers the following Estimate of Municipal Income for 1914, 
together with the appropriations of expenditure which are recommended for the year. 


The Ordinary Income for the year is estimated at Tis. 2,872,205 
and the Expenditure at 2,652,835 
leaving a surplus of 219,870 
Adding thereto the Surplus brought forward from 1913 18,750 
plus the amount of the proposed Loan for 1914 400,000 
and sundry other miscellaneous receipts 10,000 
an extraordinary Income is formed of 643,620 
Extraordinary Expenditure is recommended aggregating 632,115 


and it is proposed to carry forward the Surplus resulting of 


ORDINARY INCOME. 


Land Tax, Tls. 675,000.—The levy proposed is the same as that for last year, viz. 4°, per cent, with 
a rebate of 15 per cent. 


General Municipal Rate, Foreign, Ts. 565,000 ; Chinese, Ts. 750,000.—The material increase in the 
aggregate Municipal Rate collected during 1913, which has been due to a variety of causes, together with 
the fact that the Surplus of Ordinary Income over Ordinary Expenditure has out-turned Tls, 373,700, has 
appeared to the Finance Committee to bring reduction of the Rate again in sight. The General Municipal 
Rate was raised from 10 to 12 per cent in 1908, at a time when this Surplus fell considerably below the then 
agreed minimum, ''ls. 200,000. At present, although the Council is unable to give any undertaking or 
promise of reduction, yet if the present satisfactory results are maintained for a further year, there appears 
no reason why the framers of the Budget for 1915 should not take the question of reduction into serious 
consideration. This prospect cannot be disassociated from the question of boundary revision, for while road 
maintenance, policing, sanitation and other charges are incurred beyond the present boundary to a continually 
advancing extent, yet the present Budget is unable to include any receipts under the heading of Land Tax 
from the outlying suburbs, and so little as Tls. 21,000 from the half Municipal Rate to be collected 
therein. 

Together with the ordinary Municipal Rate to be collected during the year, it is proposed to impose 
a Special Rate upon advertising hoardings or stations of T'ls. 0.20 to Ts. 5 per square foot perannum. This 
proposal is in response to a very general complaint as to the disfigurement of the roads and streets by large 
advertising posters and other trade announcements. It is the Council’s intention that the Rate shall be made 
prohibitive in residential districts, and almost nominal in business thoroughfares where advertisements are an 
ordinary factor of commercial life. No estimate of the proceeds has been inserted in the Budget, and the 
matter will be the subject of a Special Resolution at the Ratepayers’ Meeting. 


Whaurfage Dues, Tis. 210,000.—Upon the basis of the last two quarters of 1918 this estimate might 
have been placed at Tis. 220,000. The Council, however, is apprehensive that the high quarterly return 


may not be maintained.

Licence Fees, Tis. 538,100.—No alteration in the scale of fees is proposed. The anticipated revenue 
from Opium Shops follows the actual returns for last year. A close estimate of this item in the present 
condition of the opium trade is impossible ; on the other hand there appears no reason to suppose that the 
number of licensed retail dealers will increase or decrease materially for the present. 


Rent of Municipal Properties, Tis. 59,250.—Market Fees are set down at Tis. 48,350, being an 
nerease of Ts. 4,350 over last year’s estimate. The extension of the Hongkew Market is still in progress, 
and the market will not be in full operation until the summer. It is proposed that the fees in all markets 
be increased from July 1 to $1 per basket space of 4 feet by 2 fect, and $3 per stall space of 6 feet by 4 feet. 
The present scale was fixed about twenty years ago, and the increase appears amply justified, corresponding 
with improved conditions. It is also proposed to levy a fee of $1 per mensem on all street hawkers of food 
stuffs. The imposition of this fee follows the practice already in operation in the French Settlement, and 
will, it is hoped, tend to reduce the number of fruit vendors and other untaxed competitors of the smaller 
dealers. 

Revenue from Public and Municipal Undertakings, Tis. 74,855.—The Tramway Royalty is 
estimated at Tls. 85,600 against 'Tls. 32,000 last year, and the interest on the Electricity Department Net 
Revenue Account is increased from Ts. 26,000 to Tls. 30,000. 
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RATES, TAXES, DUES AND FEES. 


The Council recommends that the following be levied :— 
Land Taz at the rate of 6/10ths of one per cent., on the assessed values, from renters of land within 
the limits of the Settlement, from January 1, 1914, payable half-yearly in advance. 


General Municipal Rate at 12 per cent., on the assessed rentals of houses within the Settlement, from 
the occupants, from April 1, 1914, until the next Annual Meeting of Ratepayers, payable quarterly in 
advance. 

General Municipal Rate at 6 per cent., on the assessed rentals of houses beyond Settlement limits, 
under provision of the agreement of July 1, 1905, with the Shanghai Waterworks Co., Ld., from the 
occupants, from April 1, 1914, until the next Aunual Meeting of Ratepayers, payable quarterly in 
advance.

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ORDINARY EXPENDITURE. 


Volunteer Corps, Tis. 52,025.—This estimate contemplates the expenditure of Tls. 6,000 more than 
that incurred in 1918, due almost entirely to ammunition requirements and to the fact that the price has 
been increased, as notified in the November Army Orders. 

Fire Brigade, Tis. 76,000.—In proposing an estimate as high as last year’s the Watch Committee 
has recorded the view that increased efficiency in the work of the Brigade has been secured and will be 
maintained, such indeed as must prove in the end an economy to the Community. A higher scale of pay 
for the Coolie Corps, now described as Artificers, and the cost of conversion of the old pattern hydrants 
are off-set against a number of small economies of management, while as much as Tis. 12,750 is again 
required for minor appliances. 

Police Force, 7s. 9,06,660.—The Foreign Branch of the Force is proposed to be increased by 4, the 
Sikh Branch by 35, and the Chinese by 16. The Force has been under strength during the year and the 
Captain Superintendent is of opinion that it is essential that the numbers be brought up to the authorised 
complement, with these small additions, during the year. The estimates provide for the two cadets already 
appointed and the creation of the post of Chief Detective Officer. An actual estimate of the receipts and 
payments at the Mixed Court is included, based upon the 1913 figures, and the Sikh Branch is to be 
re-armed. The Police Budget otherwise lacks any especial feature, being along the lines of the past 
few years. 

Health Department, Tis. 2,15,625.—Of the appropriation for Plague Prevention last year, 
Ts. 47,390, little more than Tls. 30,000 has been spent, to some extent owing to the shortage of available 
materials. While it is understood, as heretofore, that if urgent plague measures are found necessary by the 
Health Officer they will be carried out without strict compliance with the estimates, the Council is of opinion 
that Ts. 40,000 is a sufficient formal appropriation for 1914. The decreasing cost of house refuse disposal 
is the result of careful organisation, aiming at disposal for useful purposes rather than dumping big heaps 
along the Soochow Creek. A remarkable reduction in the cost of this work has been effected during recent 
years. The re-building of the General Hospital will proceed during the year, and the Council’s under- 
taking as regards the Hospital overdraft will involve a grant of not less than T's. 10,000. Expenditure 
on fittings and furniture is required for additional nurses’ quarters when required, and for the Mental Ward. 

Public Works Department, Tis. 6,75,705.—The estimate is Tls. 48,000 higher than last year, the 
principal increases being divided under General, Pay and office expenses, Tls. 16,000, Maintenance of 
Buildings, Tls. 5,000, Drainage, re-construction of old sewers, Tls. 4,000, Stock and Stores, additional 
plant and equipment, Tls. 10,000, and road materials Tls. 10,000. 

Educational Department, Tis. 91,635.—In announcing an educational budget of this magnitude the 
Council has the impression that a justifiable reproach is being taken away, for while it is but three years 
since it was scornfully said that the Community spent less on education than on its Band, there is every 
indication that the cost of the Council’s schools will within a year exceed by double that of the Municipal 
Orchestra. At the same time the Community may rest assured that the outlay is well considered, and that 
the fraction of its revenue which is spent on education, somewhat over three per cent, will ultimately be 
indirectly remunerative. Each school budget has been examined by the special school committee concerned, 
the whole has been passed and approved by the Permanent Education Committee, while the routine scrutiny 
of the Finance Committee has been applied to this as to other sections of the estimates. 

The remaining figures call for no special explanation or comment. Under General Charges will be 
found the sum of Tls. 17,000 for the rent of temporary accommodation during the re-building of the 
Central Offices. 


EXTRAORDINARY EXPENDITURE. 


Bridges, Ts. 18,600.—The North Szechuen Road Bridge over the Yukingpu carries a single line 
of tram track as well as heavy vehicular traffic. It is the sole remaining wooden bridge on the tram route, 
and its replacement by a concrete structure is proposed. The Markham Road Bridge has been sagging for 
some time and was recently certified by the Engineer to be unsafe. It has therefore been closed except for 
a single footway, and the superstructure is to be renewed with as little delay as possible. 
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“Bundings, Tis. 81,945.—A short section of wooden bunding of the Soochow Creek between the Chekiang 
and Thibet Roads is in need of extensive repairs, and the Works Committee has considered it preferable to 
replace it in concrete. As the upper reaches of the Creek develop they are being bunded in wood, the 
Council sharing the cost with the various mill-owners and others concerned. The bunding of the Sawgin- 
kiang near the Kashing Road Bridge is recommended so that the new Sawgin Road may be completed. 

Drainage, Ts. 84,470.—The drainage of Dixwell Road is to be undertaken at a cost exceeding 
Tis. 10,000 under arrangement with the Shanghai Land Investment Co., Ld., by whom the road was 
surrendered. That of the East Yalu Road is urgently necessary for the proper sanitation of a new and 
rapidly developing district east of the Hongkew Creek. The insanitary condition of the Changpang, 
Aoubiless due to its direct connexion with the French culverts and sewers and the Yangkingpang, has been 
the subject of numerous complaints during recent years. It is proposed to culvert it throughout its entire 
length, as successive Annual Budgets will admit. The present year’s appropriation is for continuing the 
culvert westward as far as Yates Road. 

Landing Stages, Tis. 85,560.—The bulk of this large sum is required to complete the new public 
landing place at Wayside; the details of which scheme were fully discussed last year, Tis. 8,000 is 
required for half of the cost of a new passenger jetty opposite the Nanking Road, which it is hoped will 
provide accommodation for smaller launches and ferry boats and so obviate congestion at the present 
Passenger Pontoons. 

Land, Ts, 1,88,240.—Ts. 15,000 is required to complete the site of the new Hongkew Fire Station 
at the east end of the Thorne Road Depét. The lease of the present station will expire in a few years, and 
a larger station with accommodation for modern fire appliances is contemplated to front on the open space 
being formed at the junction of the Range and Woosung Roads. ls. 60,000 is required to complete the 
site of the Victoria Nuising Home by the purchase of Lot 986. The property is fully developed with small 
houses which will provide very necessary additional quarters for the nurses, while at the same time facilitating 
the scheduled improvement of the Woosung Roal. Considerable difficulty has been experienced in finding a 
suitable site for an additional market in the Northern District, and the appropriation of Tls. 20,090 is brought 
forward from last year. The Council has secured an option of a site for the new Thomas Hanbury Boys’ 
School at a cost of T's. 56,009, a large portion of which will be defrayed by the sale of the accumulated 
School securities, valued approximately at Tls. 42,000. The present school building is to be retained as a 
Girls’ School with considerably increased accommodation. 

Buildings, Tis. 1,95,300.—This estimate comprises a large number of necessary extensions and 
improvements to existing Municipal buildings, and calls for little explanation. Completion of the Hongkew 
Market was approved by the Council in the autumn, and the work is in progress. Under “ Educational 
Department ” the only item calling for Ratepayers’ especial notice is the sum of Ts. 20,000 for a third 
Public School for Chinese in the Eastern District. By the munificence of Mr. Chi-cheh Nieh a site for 
this school has been secured at the corner of the Baikal and Kinchow Roads. Mr. Nieh’s offer has been 
provisionally accepted and, upon the unanimous recommendation of the various educational authorities 
concerned, it is proposed to give the building of this school precedence over the school to be erected on the 
Polytechnic site in the Central District. The bulk of the cost of erecting the new Central Municipal Offices 
will fall on the year 1915, and it is not anticipated that more than Tis. 75,000 will be required during this 
year. 

Roads, Tis, 1,80,000.—The reduction of this appropriation last year has proved ineffective, and 
although the expenditure on new roads has been small, the number of scheduled widenings which have been 
carried out during the year has been the cause of an excess amounting to Tis. 30,000. As has been 
frequently stated, this item in the Budget is one which cannot even approximately be foreseen, but the ° 
Council, as heretofore, by insisting upon adherence to the scheduled plans of road extensions and widenings, 
has lost no opportunity of improving the streets opposite all new building works undertaken. The details of 
of expenditure are set out fully in the Report, and particular attention is drawn to page 408 containing the 
particulars of the compensation paid. It has been with considerable regret that the Council has decided to 
forego for this year any extension of the permanent paving work in the Central District. The delay, 
however, will afford an opportunity of judging of the value and efficiency of the various types of blocks which 
have been laid in the Szechuen Road. 
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MUNICIPAL BUDGET 1914. 
Estimate for the year January 1 to December 31, 1914.
